Auditor of Green\j7ich Hospital. He was sent at a very early 
•age to a celebrated school at Berton-upoit-Trent ; his whole 
education was directed to the object the law, for which 
profession his fatl^er originally intended him ; he quitted this 
seminary when ten years old, in consequence of hi* father 
having, in conformity to his^own inclination, determined to 
educate him for sef vicc. He was rated a Midshipman 

about the year 1748-9, and served in that capacity on board 
the Gloucester, of 50 guns, the commanding ship on the 
Jamaica station*. After an almost uninterrupted series of 
service, which, owing to the peaceable situation of public 
affairs, affords not sufficient interest to render a particular 
detail of it either necessary or amusing, he was promoted to 
the rank of Lieutenant f, and, not long afterward, selected 
by that admirable officer the Jate Sir Charles Saunders to 
serve on board his ship. 

He accompanied, accordingly, Sir Charles as his first Lieu- 
tenant in the expedition sent against Quebec: an expedition 
which, though successful in its termination, displayed, for a 
considerable time, nothing but a scries of disappointments, 
and difficulties, that, had they not been combated by the 
utmost^xertion of human ability, gallantry, and perseverance, 
might have proved insurmountable. He was most deservedly 
made Captain of the Porcupine sloop in a few days after the 
Admiral got up to the noith end of the ide drOrieans. 
His former Commander t, who Irad bc^^^htintatcly ac- 
quainted with the many excellent qualities he podsessiN!], ahd 
whicli peculiarly fitted him to fill, with the highest honour 
to himself, and advantage to his country, the station of a 
NavaPCommandcr, appoutted him^ctiiig Captain of the Ex- 
periment, a post ship, mountindao guns, during the indis- 
position of Sir John Strachap, wlKoh event, happened t#o 
years before he was made a Cdmnaandct.

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having been ordered out on a Mediterranean cruise, had the 
fortune to fall in with a very large xebec trader, Moorish 
colours, though it was very evident the whole of her crew 
was French. * * 

The superiority possessed by the cncin/ in point of natural 
force \vas so great, that the eyent of the contest would at 
best ha\v'"bccn doubtful, had no^ that cnerpy been resisted, 
on the part of the English, by the most consummate ability, 
joined to the most active intrepidity. The xebec, exclusive 
of the advantage derived from her low construction par- 
ticularly in ^mootll water and those light winds, which pre- 
vailed at the time of the attack, mounted 26 gutis of very 
heivy calibre, -besides a considerable nuni'-jcr of large swivels 
or patararoes. The crew, which was nearlv three times as 
numerous as that of the E xperiment, consisted of men se- 
lected from the hardiest class of society, on whom the ap- 
pellation of desperadoes might be very aptly and justly be- 
stowed. The grand objects of their ferocious minds were 
rapine and plunder. Lawless in their pursuits, ins.itiable iu 
their’avaric;e, and most intemperate in what they coiisidcred 
their pleasures, they attempted (^instead of displaying tliat 
cool and dignified conduct which, when he coi:\Jends on 
honourable terms, excites ouradiviiation even ot aii cnejt'v.) 
to dart on their prey with the savage sp’ni: \ >}!turcs 
ing to satiate their voracious appetites. 

The conflict, thongli fnrjuus, was shorl ; •(trinnnate 
bravery prevailed over turv ; and the a -on icltrcd 

themselves cxtiemcly foiiamn h* not being so as to 

prevent them from taking tlie advant igeot aiigi r ind favour- 
able breeze of wdnd, vvhkh in all probability prescrvC-i them 
from a discomfiture more serious, if not a capture. 

Captain Jervis, having returned to England, hc*commandcd 
the Unicorn byerder, till the thirteenth of October, 1760, 
when he was promoted to the rank of Post Captain by coiu- 
’ mission sij^poKiting fiiip to the Gosport, of 40 guns* He 
was present at the re-taking St. John’s, Newfoundland, and 
conveyed the T rade from V irginia afterwards. Eie continued 
in the Gosport till tjip end of tl^c war, very unintsresungiy 
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employed on the home service, where the ’lassitude with 
which hostilities wetc permitted to linger, through the want 
of the power of offence on the part of the foe, and the gc* 
iicrosity of Britain in disdaining tef take advantage of that 
fallen Slate, afforded no opportunity for the exertion of the 
spirit of enterprize, however naturally it might wish tb dis- 
play itself in the seivice of, its country. After ha-rZiig re- 
mained some time on tlic home station, Captain Jcrvjs* was 
ordcicd to the McdiUrranean, whence he did not return till 
the conclusion of the war, and, being tliei^ paid off, held no 
suhr/’tjnent command till the year 1789; when bejng ap* 
pointed to the Alarm frigatc*^, of 32 guns, he. was again 
ordered to the Mediterranean. 

The command of a frigate on a foreign station for three 
yerrs, during a lime of profound peace, cannot be supposed, 
ricordin^ to toe general course of events, to afford any mate- 
rials sufficiently inUresting to attract the notice of a biegra- 
phei . Captain Jervis w\is not, however, a perfect cxamplje of 
the truth of this general observation. In the month of August 
1770, being at Villa-F rnnea, he had the honour of entertaining 
pn board liis ship the Duc^dc Chablais, brother td^the King of 
Sanhnia, who expressed himself most highly gratified at his 
reception ving found, not improbably with surprise, that 
elegance of manners, and the mon polished behaviour, were 
not ijic^mpatibic w'*' the character of a Naval Officer.

This appointment was a vtry convincing pr^of 
of the establishecf and high reputation he had acquired in the 
service : for the Fondrojant was, with veiy great truth) con- 
sidered the finest tw6 decked ship belonging to the British 
Navyt His occupation from the nine of ins having first rc- 
ceivecT'his commission for this snip was by no means suited 
to tltc^dignit-y of his character and the abilities he confessedly 
possesses : for, owing to the multitude of fi igates and sloops 
of war which tlye dispute with the American colonies ren- 
dered it;,expedient should be kept on their coa!^t, it liad be- 
come necessary to employ ships of the line as cruisers, in the 
Bay of Biscay, .in order to prevent, as much as possible, all in- 
tercourse between the revolted States and F ranee ; as on French 
assistance the colonists placed their principal dependence for 
support, and for those stores, without a supply of which they 
could not possibly have carried on the contest. 

Fortune, as if she had frowned Indignant at the degradation 
botli of the Commander and of the ship itself, employed on 
a service that was much better suited to a sloop of war or a 
privateer, appears to have afforded bir.i only one opportunity 
of making a capture ; and even that was * as ignoble as 
would be the destruction of a mouse by the fangs of a lion : 
but the unwarrantable interference of the court of France in a 
dispute which was of a peculiar nature, and which demanded 
their neutrality beyond every other case that could possibly 
have been framed, raised Captain Jervis, though at the ex- 
pense of bis country’s welfare, into a situation better suited 
to both his talents and (waving the cause which gave birth 
to the effect) his inclination 

The Foudroyant being ordered to join the fleet equipped 
for Channel service, under command of AdmiraJ RcppcI, 
Captain Jervis was selected by\bat gentleman to be one of 
his seconds i and it were almost a needless piece of inforrna« 

tiqn, considering jhose sobseguent occurrences in his life with

The absence 
of an enemy predude"d a possibility of contest ; and the

The part he so honourably bore in this affair will be best 
explained by the account given by his Commanding Officer 
of the transaction, and that singular method he adopted of 
doing honour to his gallantry, in declining to give*any other 
account of the transaction than what had been, iif such 
modest terms, transmitted to him by Captain JcMs himself.

Near sun set on the twentieth* I was near cngiigh to discover, that 
the ctiemy consisted of three or four ships of \v|r, two of them at least* 
of the line, with seventeen or eighteen saiUundcr thetr convoy, and ^ 
chat the latter di*per:>ed by signal.

Tlic discipline and good conduct of the officers and men under my 
comfhand will best appear by the state of the kihed and wounded, and 
of the da^ges sustained in each ship. 

I am happy to jn^rm you, that only tvr-o or three people, witli my- 
self, M slightly wounded ; but I learn from the Chevalier de Cillart, 
ihatie Pegase sulFered a great carnage, and was materially damaged in 
her masts and yards, the mizen-mast and forciop-mast having gone awav 
soon after the action ceased. 

It blew so strong yesterday morning, that 1 with difficulty put eighty 
men on board the prize, but received only forty prisoi,ers in return ; 
in performing which I fear twoofonr boats were lost. The disabled 
state of the prize, togetiier with the strong wind and heavy sea, in- 
duced me to make the signal for immediate asshtanre, which Com- 
modore Elliot, supplied, by making the Qiiecn’s signal to assist the 
disabled ship. 

At eight o’clock last night, they bore S. S. W. four miles distant 
from IIS. .We lay to till ten in hopespf their joining ; but not perceiving 
them we bore up, and ran N. E. twenty- three miles till day-Kgbt ; when 
seeing nothing of them, we brought to, and at half past tight made 
sail to join the squadron. 

By all 1 can learn froni the prisoners, this small squadron, composed 
of le Proiecteur, Monsieur de Soulange, Comniodoic, Ic* Pegase, and 
I’Andromaqiic frigate, was making a second attempt to proceed hn an 
expedition to the East Indies. Some of ihe troops having been liefore 
captured under that destination by the squadioii under the command 
of Rear-Admiral Ktaipenfclt, iu the presence of the above-mentioned 
chips of war,

The wound of whiC||Captain Jervij makes such trivial 
neation mliis preceding nar^tive was occawoned by a splin- 
ter, which struck hint on the jemple, and so severely aflPected 
<him as to endanger his eye-sight : nor have the consequences 
ever been cordpletcly\»K>ved since that time. His gallantry 
did not pass unnoticed o^unrewarJed by his Sovereign, who>

• vembor following) living, during the interval, attended Earl 
Howe, who was sent at the head of the maiil or Chfnncl 
fleet to relieve the important fortress of Gibraltar, which was 
then very closely pressed on the land side by a very powerful 

• Spanish army, while at the same time the combined Ornaments 

of France and Spain, amounting to nearly difty ships of the 
line, attempted to block it up by sea*. • 

Immediately on the return of the fleet to England, Sir 
John quitted the Foudroyant, and being advanced to the 
rank of Commodore, hoisted his broad pendant on board the 
Salisbury, of 50 guns, being chosen to command a small 
squadron, which was to have consisted of nine or ten ships 
and vessels of war, with a number of armed transports, and 
was destined on a secret expedition. The sudden, and almost 
unexpected cessation of hostilities which took place immedi- 
ately after he had received this appointment, necessarily super- 
seded the necessity of carryUig the object of it into execution. 
Sir John struck his pendant, but only exchanged, after a very 
short interval of retirement, one active scene of life for an- 
other. 

His first seat in Parliament was for Launceston ; and at 
the general election wliicli took place in 1784, he was chosen 
representative in Parliament for the town of North Yar- 
mouth, and soon proved that his abilities and general intel- 
ligence in the capacity of a Legislator, were little, if at all, 
inferior to those he iiad Sifplayed iijf, the station of a Naval 
Commander.. Wh;\tcvcr different of opinions some men 
might affect. tp hold in regard to bro political conduct on cer- 
tain questions which militatei^ against the principles which 
they themselves professed, his countrymen in general, an4 
that abstract part of them connected the Naval Service,^ 
can never reflect on his behaviour when any question was 
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aigitatcd in'th*e smallest degree connected with it, without 
effusions of gratitude, admiration, and tleligbt. 

Jl'he firmness with which he opposed a roUtantic, eztravi* 
gatit, and most ezpensiVe sdieme» for fontifying the different 
dock yarcis, will staild a lasting proof to the latest posterity ^ 
of hi attention tp the honour ^ tbsfiirvice : and his humane 
ezVrfions on the part of Captain Brodie of his no less 
strbii regard to its worldly interesti. On the twenty-fourth 
of Sc« member 1787* a promotion of fiag-offieers took place, 
in consequencecof which Sir John becamo advanced to the 
rai\)& of Rear-Admiral ol the Clue, as he ifterwards was^ on the 
twenty first of Septembert 1790 ft to the same rank in the 
White Squadron. A dispute with the Court of Spain^ relative 
to Nootka Sound, bad, for some months previous to the last 
promotion, rendered it more than probable that a riqpture 
would take place. A formidable armament was accordingly 
equipped, to be in readiness for immediate action the moment 
auch an event should take place* The chief command was 
jMven to Admiral Barrington ; and Sir John most readily 
accq3tecl of the highly honoutable station of first Captain, or 
Captain of the fleet, under his old friend and commander. 

• The supposed impending storm of war dispersing quietly, 
’ivithout rising into a tempest, Mr. Barrington struck his flag 
in the month of November ; and Sir John taking upon him- 
self the command of the fleet till the whole should be ordered 
to be dismantled, hoisted his own proper flag on board the 
same ship (the Barfleur) which had in the first instance 
been appointed for the Comma^ader in Chief. 7 'hc certainty 
of a continuance of peace soon produced the same effect 
with regard to Sir Joh|i that it* Had done to Admiral Bar* 
rington i and after that tizm be most diligentjy and unin- 
terruptedly conlined himself to bis senatorial duties till the 
month of February 1794. ^etheii accepted of the com- 
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f lo the month of Maylw in ronfeqvenee of the fifcncrileleetioil 'wkreK 
then took p'a'^Ci eho'cn : e, rc.^cniarivc in Tiriiaoitn; for the fit rough of Chippioff

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mand’* of a squadron equipped for the VTest indies, and des* 
tilled to act in conjunction with a formidable land force, .«ieiit 

* thither at thesaipe time, under Sir Charles T5rcy, against the 
French settlements in tliat qqartor. * 

• The whole armament having rendezvoused at Barbadoes, 
operations were immediately commenced by an .attack on the 
valuable island of Martinico. * It fell after a short, biit*Tcry 
vigorous contest : and this success proved the prelude to 
as speedy a reductioxi of the islands of St. Lucia and Gua- 
daloupe. Thuidid Great Britain, almost v^ith astonishment, 
behold herself in possession of all the French colonies in that 
quarter, nor did there appear the smallest probs^bUity that any 
of them could ever be wrested back from her during the con- 
tinuance of the existing contest. Strange, however, and almost 
incredible, are the events of war: a petty armament, not 
exceeding four ships of war, the largest mounting only fifty 
guns, and five transports having on board about X5CX> troops, 
had the address and good fortune to elude the vigilance,, of 
the British commanders, and reach Guadaloupe in safety. 

This event, so totally unexpected, gave a sudden and fatal 
turn to the issue of the caippaign. But the reverb of fortune 
was not attributable in the slightest degree to any neglect or 
misconduct of the two gallant conquerors, whose exertions 
hadliitherto been so uninterruptedly crowned with success. 
Not the smallest information bad reached them that such a 
force was on its passage ; nor, cousidcri >g the state of the 
French Navy at that time, contrasted w'ith that of Britain, 
could it have been deemed probabjp, or perhaps possible, 
that France could have been rash enough to expose a 
squadron which, incoi)^i4erablc as it was, proved of no 
small public value, to the risk of being captured 

tl^e. instant it quitted iu own jorts j or, should it escape 
that first danger, of being* exposed to a second no less 
formidable, cre it could arrive at its place pf destination. 




* On thb occasion he vacated his scat in parliament. * On the first of Fi brnary 
in the prccecing year, he had been advanoid to the rank of Vice-Admiral of the 
i)lue ^^qua'dion. 
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Its safe arrival^ hoveever, and subsequent success, may serve 
as a very useful and instructive lesson <0 mankind, that *’hc 
events of war frequently defy the utmost human sagacity, 
being conducted and governed by the h^nd of Providence 
alone. 

This reverse of fortune furnished an opportunity for vari- 
ous Jiscontented persons, mafiy of whom smarted under that 
rigid conduct of the Commanders in Chief towards them, 
which their own behaviour had occasioned, to join that de- 
scription of peoijle^in England, which exists in all countries 
whatever, ready to seize every opportunity of aggravating mis- 
fortune, though by the most unjustifiable means. To clamour 
succeeded ui>just accusation ; and to the latter an acquittal, 
unequivocal, and most highly honourable. The charge itself, 
as well as the refutation of it, cannot by any other means be 
made so clearly appear as by the following letter; which, 
long as it is, will interest the reader sufficiently to repay the 
trouble of attention, and which it would be an act of the highest 
wrong to the in jured honour of the Commanders to abridge in 
the smallest degicc. 

Tb HIS GRACE THE DUKt OF PORTLAND. 

My roTiD, ^ 

Wc take the lil)frfy of troubling your Grace on the subject of tlic 
r-cnnorials which have been presented to your Grace by the West 
liHiia planters and merchants, and others, respecting our proceedings 
and conduct as Commanders in Chief, upon and subsequent to the con- 
quest of the French West India Islands, Some of those memorials 
were presented during our^commands in the West Indies ; and if wc 
are correctly informed, they were preceded by personal communica- 
tions made to His I^'bjjcsty’s Miiiibtcrs upon the authority of private 
Utters from icercluiiils and ^ders in Ihe West Indies. I-fow far 
these icprcsciuations and memorials have been acted upon by His Ma- 
j >iy’s iVjinisters, wcare uninfu»«cd; but from the nature of the fllie- 
gations contaificd in them, ana tho objects which the memorialists 
profess to have in view, we assure ourselves that they cannot be counte- 
• nai'^-^d ; if they are, it places us in this singular dilemma, that in the 
discharge of our public diS^ as Commanders in Chief in the West 
Indies, we could not avoid either disobeying the instructions and frus- 
tiatiiig the views of His Majest^, or cjsposingourselvcR to censure, bv 
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disappointing the wishes and cxpccUlions of naerchaaw and traders 
connected with the West Indies. 

•The West India merchants appear to be appsehensivc only of the 
consequences which may result to them from any precedent estab- 
lished by our conduct upon which the French Government may act 
towards them incase of a reverse of foftum^.^* Should the fortune of 
war,'* they say* “ be reveVsedin that quartet, and any of the^ritish 
islands be captured by the cnemy^ (an event to be iqiprehendetHrom 
the reduced state of the British forces in those islands, and from the 
untoward accidents which have prevented the departure of tie rein- 
forcements provided,) retaliation, however temperate in its prindple 
and extent, will be little short of total ruin ^tc^ the fortune of your 
memorialists, and to a very considerable portion of His >lajcsty'a 
subjects.” 

The ground upon which this complaint is founded, we take to 
be totally distinct from that which has been more generally and most 
loudly urged (which we shall observe upon afterwards), viz. that the 
property of emigrants, or those who were friendly to the British Go- 
Ycrnmcnt, and contributed their assistance as far as they were enabled, 
or allowed to do, to the conquest of the Freiich Islands, were sub- 
jected to indiscriminate confiscation. The fear of retaliation must arise 
not from our treatment of the enemies, but of the friends of the French 
Government. The apprehension staled is, tint in case of a reversf of 
fortune, that Government may treat our subjects as wg havc\rcated 
theirs. To this we can give^o other answer, than that the peculiar 
nature of the war, and the orders traiismllicd to us by His Majesty V 
Ministersi left us no discretion as to the treatment cither of that Go- 
vernment or its supporters. Upon a reference to our secret instructions, 
your Grace will perceive tliai Government to be represented as an 
usurpation, having uo I.'gal i.u’,Ljr:ty, and its supporters as rebels and 
traitors. We are directed by an order of Council to prevent forngners 
resorting to the ibLuds without licciibe, and that order by a letter 
from one of His M?‘(.sty's coutidcniijl !«trvanis is explained, as ‘•cleaily 
making the intern ion of tb - British Government to keep out of the 
conquered isia.idi all persons whose principles were in the lea^t degree 
to be suspected and he a*d4s, “ 1 hupp you have driven out of them 
all persons of this desciiption.*’ Wc certainly acted in conformity to 
the policy here laid down in many jmstances. The subjects of the 
French Government, or the preirtidcd National Convcntioii, as it is 
termed in the proclamation, were, in ma')y instances, sent away, and 
their estates scqueslcitd; this became iicccssny for the sccurltWof 
those Islands, which, in all our letters atg^nstructiAns, we cons dcrcA 
Ourselves directed to secure as a permanent acquisition to the ciown of 
Great Britain. It became the mote jfbces.aiy, as cur foicc b^c'me 
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weaker ; but for tHe precedent established by theie proceedings, we ire 
not responsible ; and to the sequestered estates receivers were immedi^ 
ately appointed for the benedt of Government; they still continue, we 
believe, to receive for Gbvempient the profiti of those estates from which 
the captors have in no one tastance derived any adv&atageor emolument 
of any kind to themsdvesb' 

Havfog made these dsservations on the principles avowed by the me- 
moriSiufts,^ we mutt beg leave to call your Grace's attention to a state- 
ment of out proceedings in the oonqucr.*ed islands. 

For a detail of our proceedings in the conquest of the islands, we 
must beg leave to refer your Grace to our public and private dis- 
patches. His Majesty forces were resisted in all of them so long as 
resistance, was practicable. No town or district, or any body or* 
description of the inhabitants) ever signified an intention to accept ot 
accede to the terms of the proclamation of the first of January 1 794. 
On the contrary, in many places the inhabitants manned batteries to 
oppose the attack of His Majesty's tioops, and in every other respect 
contributed to resist them ; they even fired upon our flags of truce. 
Upon the conquest of islands under such circumstances, we conceived 
it to be our duty to secure such properly as appeared to us unques- 
tionable booty. We apprehend it w»as our duty to do so upon two 
grounds, viz. 1st, To protect the rights of His Majesty ; idly, To 
secure to the ofScers, and seamen, and soldiers, such booty as HisMa* 
jesty had, or ipighc think fit to grant them ks a reward fur their ser- 
vices. The booty taken on shore we conceive to be given to the 
fiavy and army by His Majesty's separate instructions to Sir Charles 
Grey, and by Mr. Secretary Dundus's confirmation of ou? plan of 
division of booty in Lis letter to Sir Charles, of the 7th of March, 1794. 
This idea was communicUcd.to the army in public orders, with a view 
to encourage the troops, and promote good discipline, by removing all 
induccmciiC to plunder. 

Having submitted to your Grace our ideas respecting booty, we 
request your Grace's attention to the namre and oiterit of the seizure 
actually made. The principal estates in the island were Iq the pos- 
session of Republican agents, as confiscated j^roperty, and the produce 
had been sent 10 the towns of bl. Pierre and Fort Royal, (whicli were 
both taken by assault,) in order to be shipped to France, -r>r otherwise 
disposed of on account of the Republic. The planters resident on the 
island had likewise sent produce to St. Pierre, to be shipped or sold. 
The former description of property we considered as belonging to the 
FrcQcli Government, and as such, to be lawful prize. The latter wc 
considered as subjett to currikeation, in consequence of the proprietor* 
having cither resisted His Majesty's forces, or dccliucJ accepting lire 
terms oifcicd by the pruclaiuaiion if the 1st of January. The town*

No o*hcr private property a'^v '.ascrip- 
tion was molested Ab/tion<rh the town of St. PkhC was i \en hy 
assault, yet the shops in ' w' re publickly open the i»c».i day and ihe 
^inhabitants e'*‘ployed in disposing of ihcir pupeity and LrauaaCting 
their business us usual. The prtwiaion" and iie?es'an*rH ‘^iipoded to 
the navy and army, were rrgnltr'y p.iid for, rd cvw y of ge- 

neral .merchandise (pi jvisious inciudt ') left ii .he an.'ontroiiled 
dte^ositien of the inhabitants. The p oper.y ‘leized oi- bhore con- 
sisted only of the following articles, the produ e of the. idand, viz* 
augar, cocoa, coffee, cotton, and cassia. 

At the lime of the seizure, no man lutimated the smVIe t. doubi 
either of the legality or propriety of o .r cond iCt ; t.n tiu* co itrn'y, it 
was the general opinion, that, iu^ point of stretnes, all ti.*^ uiovLuble 
property in the island wa*? liable to seizure ^ in tnis opi iion we Uuve 
since been qpiifivmed by better advice than any we could then obtun. 
Your CJracc will not suppose m to have deliberately wt^g^cJ in i ;al 
balances evciy measure wc took in executing the .irduous servicrscorn- 
miued to our care; if tliat had been expected from iit we ought to 
have been famished with learned civil laiis as advisers or assess irs. 
Unassisted as we were with any legal adv.cu, wc a e extremely Jinrpy 
to find, that instead of exceeding, we have fallen very far short of ex- 
ercising to their legal extent, the rights ofjhe crown, in seizing me 
booty which fell to the disposal of Hts Majesty. 

If your Grace will have the^gwodness t^refer to the representations 
first made by the merchants to Hia Majest^s Ministers upon ihw sub- 
ject, you will find that the complaints against us. were originally sug.» 
gested by British adventurers, who w|ntto iV'^artiniqpe for the purpose 
of purchasing prize properly, and who found themselves extremely 
disappointed, lipon discovering that the captors h id taken sucli mea-^ 
siires as were most likely to obtain a fair pri(^||ffbr it* Many of these 
^adventurers had been long in the habit of carrying on commerce with 

Xilab. ffhcom (BoblY* # * 
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tlic French elands, (w’^icther illicit pr legal. Is not for us to dctcrmihc,)? 
and were deeply connected with mercliants and planters in Martinique^ 
who by their re^i^Unce to the3iitisli forces, or by disregarding the 
proclamation of the 1st uf January, had subjected their properly to ' 
confiscation. By way of rct^inding your Ci|race of the source of 
these complaints, and of the regard paid by the persons making them 
to tBUth and c^pdoiir, \vc beg leave to submit to your Grace’s perusal,' 
tli«Jbllowing extract from one c>f the hist representations sent to this 
country upon the subject, and which we arc informed war. laid before 
His Majesty’s Ministers* on an authority not to be questioned. 

l^xtract of a Letter to Messrs. George Baillxe and Co, from theit 
Correspondetfc A St. Vincent’s, dated i\tb of April, 179+* 

“ (Jiir Mr. - ■■■ ■■■ only returned last night from Martinique, 
where he went to see what could be done in the way of speculation. 
He found a wonderful collection of people from all the islands, but 
every one equally dusappqiiued. All the produce on board the vessels 
and in the stores, tven to the length of powder and pomatum shops,* 
are confiscated. 

The sale began with cugar on the loth day. Fine clayed sold 
from fo to 67 perewt., and being captured goods, goes home subject 
to the foreign duty. I’he produce has been all appraised by gentle- 
Cicn fron tlic diflerent islands; and its the direction from the Admi- 
ral and General, tliat tiie agents^ do not lei a cask of it be sold under 
tliat apprAfscn'tnt ; so the fi.lJ value will be obtained; otherwise It 
lb bough: in for tlu capturcis, and it^is thought the grenltsi pint will 
fall into tticir own haii<la; they so inudi expec' so ihcniK'lves, that 
tiic fillips ulll be tlv: la^L oi the siucs, in order thar they niay buy in 
what is wanting to ca!r\ ihc produce. After tin’s is all over, 

the sum Kji 2 5c -oocl. sicrhnw i-> to b"‘ uennndtd frt*m the towns in 
Martiniqiij ; and all li.c produce on L^iatcs made previous to the day oi 
surrender it, to be made pnze of. Sucli exir.iordniary plutidcr (for wc 
cannot giv. It a better name,) wzj n».ver known before on the like, or 
any (/iher ocvi.-Ion, in civilized countries. At St. Lucia thry arc to 
levy Ji'itely the sum of 300,000!, sterling, in Heu of every thing 
eFc, and no prodnee of any kind to 1^* chipped olf the island by the 
xnhabilaiits, until this mon^ is raFcd; so that, independent of half the 
ruin of ilie people in both j laces, no payir.eurs can t'his year be ex- 
pected by ihe meicluinis in the English inlands, who* have very large 
•urns due to them for Negroes, ic. sold before the war.*’ 

No man who reads th'S letter can be at a h)ss to discover the motive 
in which it originated. q^^fier all the reprobation it contains of the 
conduct of the captors, And the wondciful degree of phiUintliropy difr- 
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played for the unfortunate sufferers, it shows ajjretty strong disap- 
poi«tment at the writer's* not being able to derive advantage from the 

• jlliinder he execrates, by purdiasing it at an inferior price. In short, 
if the captors had permitted the adventurers^ who wished to speculate 
in the captured property, to have purchase^ it at half its value, the 

• confiscation would have beej) approved by tliem, and the complaints 
now urged against us would never have been heard of.* It fjever oc- 
curred to the Inhabitants of the islaifds, that any thing more had been 
done by the captors than what wSs usual in similar cases, or that^cOm- 
plaints to His Majesty^s Ministers would be likely to benefit them, until 
these notions were instilled into tl^ir minds, with a view to gratify the 
resentment and promote the interested vi^w^s of^dHappoihted British 
adventurers. But independent of the very laudable motives in which 
the repre s-entation just stated originated, the essential parts of it are in 
point of fact totally false. Instead of all the produce in the stores at 

• St. Pierre, even to the “ length of powder and pomatum shops,*' 

being confiscated, not a single ounce of property of any description, 
except the produce of the island found in the town, was molested. 
Iv'e were so rigid in enforcing a strict discipline in the army» that two 
men, who had acted in breach of ordcis in plundering, or attempting 
to pluiKlcr some of the imiabltants of St. Pierre, were tried by a court 
niarti.il, convicted, and executed.— What is said as to aft the produce 
of the est.ates made previous to the capture of the island, being taken 
as prize, is equally unfounded in fact, as not a single hogshead of pro- 
duce was taken from any of tlit plantations. As to tlic “allegations 
respecting tiic copiributiorjs intended to be levied on the islands of 
Martiniquc*and St. Lucia, we shall presently take the liberty of re- 
questing your Grace's attention to a correct statement of the facts. 
From tfjc instance we have given of the regatd f d to truth in the 
reprc&cntiuions made from the West Indies, your Grace will not be 
Riirnrised at thoFC 8tatement*t being followed up by memorials from the 
merchants and agents iierc, equally unfounded in fact, and destitute of 
candour. • 

The transact iiJiis which we have hitherto detailed or referred to, re- 
late principally to Mariinique^that being lire only island from whence 
the captor* have derived any advantage frftn the captured property. 
After the conquest of .that island, St. Lucia was the next object of 
attack; and was.rcgularly summoned to surrender. The summons was 
rejeettd. The Briiish troops landcd^iii different places on the first oT 
April 1794, and all the different forts and bMlcries w^cre completely 
taken possession of on the fourth. But altho^h there was no force* 
on the island to make an efFcctual resistance atf^nst that sent to attack 
it, aiidtiic ikhabitanu had knownfor urar three months that it would 
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be attacked, yet every resistance was made that the force of the Island 
was capable of ; and no town, fortress, or apy description of the in« 
habitants, cither capitidatcd, stirrendeied, or proposed surrender, • 
the terms offered io the proclamation of the first of January, The 
island being conquered force, the n.ivy and ^rmy did^not consider 
the inhabitants as entitled to the terms offered by the proclamation ; • 
but on the contrary as liable to be treated as enemitSf and sulijected 
to all due consequences of conquest. Under this Impression the navy 
and«army conceived they liad a riglit to treat all the produce of the 
loland that bad been manufactured, and sent to the town of Castries 
(the shipping port), and also ^hat upon the plantations in the posr 
session of the agents ef the republic, liable to confiscation, which, 
at the tiaie of the capture, extended to a considerable part of the crop 
of the yeac < Some merchants who had been appointed by the com- 
manders in chief to aci as pr'zc agents, suggested to the principal 
planters and merchants, that it would be a beneficial measure for them 
to ofier the navy and army a sum of money to waive their claims to a 
confiscation of the produce; and that it would easily be raised by 
way of assessment or contrihtition, on the different towns and estates 
in the islapd in proportion o their property or value, and paid by 
instalments al diSerent periois* Two commercial houses in Grenada, 
that were very much connected in St. Lucia, took an active pan in 
promoting this arrangement, 

Tfie firstrSum mentioned ss an equivalent for the captors waiving 
their claims to all oonfiscauon whate^rer, was 300,000!. ; which fell 
infinitely short of the value of the coboial poduce then upon the 
island. This sum was, however, by negociition and cxplLnatiun, re- 
duced to a moiety; and an agreement was entered into by the principal 
iiiliabitants for the pi ymeni of igo,oqol. by instalments, viz. 50,000!, 
in 1794, the like sum in 179?, and the remainder in 1796, The 
liouses of Bai lie and Co. and Munrp and Co. of Grenada, proposed 
to come forward as sureties, for the island, and to give bills on London, 
dated August 1794* payable at six montba* sight, for the aniount of 
the fiTAt 50,0001. This proposal, wlpch held pint to the captoip the 
certainty of a large sum of money, without the t|oubk attending the 
sei'^un‘, condemnation, andbsale of Inemy's property, wae aidhpted 
urultr the idea that they would experience no farther trouble or diffi- 
culty about it. I'he gmilemcn who had proposed to give bills for the 
money, suggested from lime to rime such orders or (woclaniations as 
they thought would be most likely to carry into effect the arrangement 
togrt "d upon ; but Instead of the captors deriving any advantage what- 
ever fium this plan of a^nirlbulion, not sr single shilling ever did, or 
will come into their hands f: oin it. Instead of gaining any thing, the 
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captors were completely defrauded of every ounce of property takf o 
on the island, except th^arms and military stores that were applied to 
the service of the public. So far from having pillaged or plundered 
the inhabitants of St* Lucia which they are charged,) the cap. 
tors have not, to resent hour received, nor bnye they any prolia. 
bility of receiving a single farthing arising ffom prize booty taken 
on shore, except the vidue of the military stores. \Ke believe « sum 
of lOiOOol. or I2,oooL was collectsd in the island in part of the pro- 
posed contributiotif and towards payment of the first instalment thtyeof; 
but not one shilling of it was ever received by the captoty; anS upon 
ita being intimated tout, that the receipt of any sum of money under 
the denomination of contribution would not m^t^with His Majesty’s 
approbation, we directed whatever had been collected to be returned, 
which was accordingly done in November 1 794. Supposing our con- 
duct originally acceding to the idea of a contribution to have been ever 
so unwarranted by the practice of war,^ and the law of nations, (wliicb 
we apprehend is not the case,) yet we have been very unfairly dealt 
with by the Inhabitants of St. Lucia and their instigators : for not con* 
tent with securing the property which was clearly liable to seizure 
and confiscation, and afterwards getting relieved from the |pntribution 
which was proposed as the consideration for restitution, they have 
loaded us with every species of odium and reproach, which the most 
rigid exaction of the contribution, or the most general confiscatioffs, 
could have excused. In all the representations made frpm the* West 
Indies, and followed up by memorials to His Majesty’s Ministers, the 
intention has been substituted for an act, jind urged against us as such * 
even long»after it was notorious that the idea was totally abandoned* 
In doing this, the memorialists anxiously suppressed the immense pro- 
perty liable to confiscatiou, wliich was given up by the captors, who 
certainly have the greatest reason to complain. The value of the pro- 
perty found on which was fairly to be considered as prize or 
booty, was very large: the captors have been defrauded of ihe whole 
of it by an insidious offer of a cdntribution,^their acceptance of which 
is afterwards turned against them as an exaction of the most tyraniiical 
kM. In acceding to tlie idea of a contribution, they lost sight of 
tlnlr refl interats. Thc^y not fore||;^. the fraud anftilly mcclitated 
to be practised oponjtbem ; they did not foresee that letting the pro- 
perty escape without any present or actual consideration Fur it, ttiey 
gave time for partial and m representations against tiit m, and 
gave those into whose snare they had fallen, an opportunity of pro- 
curing a revocation of the whbk proceedings: by permitting the 
moviil of the prize propeity, the c^tois (iffEnlshcd the inducement, at 
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the time they rciAovcd all ground for the clamour that has been raised 
against them. • , 

The preparatory Arrangement^ gave time to ship away tlic produce 
that was the subject of confiscation ; and thepen^d stipnlated for the 
first payment, gave an opportunity for a communication with the 
mother country, so at to try whether by c^umny and clamour, sup* 
ported by falsehood and misrepresentations, a disapprobation of the 
measure on the part of Govemmeftt could be obtained. The plan so 
completely succeeded, that the only ifsult experienced by the captors 
from the projected contribution, is a heavy expense charged by some 
of the agents who first planned and then defeated it, for commission 
and charges, and ettery species of opprobrium and obloquy that intc* 
rested malice or resentment could suggest. 

The idea .of contribution first originated at St* Lucia, in the man- 
ner above stated. It was afterwards suggested that the planters in 
Martinique ought to pay a certain sum in consideration of the produce 
upon estates possessed by Republican agents, or by persons who had 
taken an active part in resisting the British forces, or who rejected the 
terms offered by the proclamation of the first of January, not having 
been seized pr confiscated. This suggcRtron originated from the same 
quarter, and in views of the same nature, that produced the plan of a 
contribution at St. Lucia. Various preparatory orders were issued, 
bill the memorials prcstjitcd to your Grace seem principally to confine 
their auimaditersions to those of the tenth and twenty- first of May, 
upon whicJi kc beg leave to sav a few rvords by way of explanation. 

The island of Marlialquc having been conqueredtby force, without 
any capitulation or compact having been cntcred||iUo wich^^ics inha- 
bitants, we apprehend the whole property of the island became liable 
to seizure, and at the disposal of His Majesty, As commanders in 
chief, W4fhave already said, that we conceived it our duty to protect 
I iis Majesty’s rights ; but in doing so, wc did not enforce them to any 
thing like their full extent. The property that was in fact seized was 
confined to the produce of the island found in the towns carried by 
assault. It was afterwaids suggested to u&, that if we gave up the re- 
xraindcr of the property liable to confiscMp’on, we siiould deprive His 
Majesty of an opportunity oftrewardlng the navy and army* to that 
fxieiit which his rights afforded the oppoi tunity doing. Anxious 
to do justice to the fleet and army, and at the same time desiroi/s of 
dieviating the situation of the inhabiKuits, who by their conduct had in- 
c ured a forfeituie of their property, we listened to the proposal of a 
cosnpvisition to be raised by way of contribution. In doing this, we 
peihaps overstepped the strkt line cf conduct wc oughAo have 
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punned ; as the composilion ought to have b£en coaiined to, and re- 
ceived from, the proprietors of the property liable to confiscation. But 
ut>ught to be rememberedy that it was our wish yi) alleviate, and not 
to aggravate the situation in which the inhabitants had placed them- 
selves, by rejecting ijie terms offered by tlie proclamation of the first 
of January ; and by acceding to their pi'oposal of a cotitVibution, we 
were told,' we should do thvt. By the terms ** general confiscation,** 
we must be understood to mean a ‘confiscation of the property of the 
inhabitants who had not entitled themselves to the protection offered 
by the proclamation of the first of January. In sliort, none of them 
acceded to, or accepted, the terms offered in it ; and we believe your 
Grace will find the legal consequences resukino; &om that conduct, 
placed their whole property in the discretion oT His Majesty. That 
being the case, we were called upon, as His Majesty's npresentatives, 
to secure it so far as we should deem it consistent wiih’hls royal in- 
tention. The claim, thertfort, to a general confiscation, will not be 
found iinwarraijicd, according to the rights of war. So far, therefore, 
from complaining aga’iist us for having btateJ suwh a right, wc think 
the inhabitants ought to consider themselves as favourably treated in 
its not having been enforced. 

The proclamation of the twenty-first May was founded upon the 
same idea as that of the ; but there is one eKpresston in it which 
seems cither to have bc<.n mibur(kib:u-d, or strangely perverted by 
the merchants, Sic. who have mact^ ccniplaints agaiu.t us. 'Vcnicaa 
the part where it is p-.opused “ to nil e a sum of money. adequate to 
the value of tlic conque^c.” tniM wc arc not to have our con- • 

duct dcc'K^:d on nV\i rriticisni upon the langLa^^e of our public 
orders. That the afts d.;uc by us, r.i.d not the phra&coJogy of a paper 
wc may have figntd, wHi he utUT.'h.d to. Cut if we ate to descend 
from the stations oFGcMC’a! and A ludral, to answer veibal criticisir,s, 
wc need only suggest a small variation in the language ol the paper we 
are speaking of, to render it peifectly co^.bif.teiit with the idea above 
suggested, viz. that of ; jccpiing i\ compo liiuii lor the restiluiion of 
property liable to conhxation. If instead *f the words “ adequate 
to the value oflhc conquLbt," your Grace will be piLased to substitute 
the wmrd^ “ ntlequate to rB’.lue of the property liable to confis- 
cation,*' notidng wmU be found in that paper inconsistent v\ith our idea 
of the rights of the crowm, and the pkn of accepting a ctunposition 
upon cleclininjj'to enforce them. It never he supposed that by 
the words adcqtiate to the value of the conquest," we meant the 
%Tilue of the island and all the propcity in it. Even the gcntlemca 
who complain against us, do not impute so extravagant an idea. 

The value of the conquest" must be "understood- ns rtferablc to the 
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property wbidi die conquett of the idand had made the Subject of 
booty9 ami which the captora conceived had conferred npon them 
by His Majesty ’& saparate instructiona to Sir Charles Oreje. But wbe- . 
ther the contribution whicli these proclamations proposed to levy was 
just or unjust, cither in principle or extend we did not expect that !c 
would now be made a subject of inquiry, as not a single farthing was , 
collected. 'The project was in fact abandoned long befoie it waa 
known that His Majesty disapp^ved of coutiibuiiona. No loss or 
inju:;y of any kind was in point of /act sustained by the inhabitantSf 
nor hdvL they themsdves expressed any discontent or dissatisfaction, 
though advantage; has been taken of these proceedings to load us with 
every sort of loalev^lept misrepresentation and abuse. 

We shall now request your Grace's attention to the memorial signed 
by Mr. Thellusson. By way of imprcusing your Grace with a just idea 
of the candour of the memorialist, the hrst paragraph charges us with 
having exercised injustice and oppression towards the inhabitants, 
without giving the name of any one person that has been injured, ot 
instan Jug a single fact or transaction to warrant so strong an imputa* 
tjon. It IS rut usual for men in high responsible si' nations to be 
charged in general terms wiili the.exercisc of injustice and oppression, 
without a foundation being laid for such a chaigc, by a statement of 
facts from whence it can fairly be deduced. Here the charge is boldly 
xAade at the outset; and when the subsequent detail of facts (if any 
thing'statedjn this paper deserves that appellation) comes to be exa- 
mined, it will be found composed ofciljrer positive falsehoods or wilful 
* misrepresentations. It Is not a little singular, that the name of no one 
tnliabicfiut of Martinique should be brought forw^^d as having autho- 
rized this complaint. As to the supposed suffereis, whether tticy were 
pJantcis, merchants, or traders; whether they were Frenchmen, 
Crtolcs, or persons of colour ; w'hat is the nature or extent of their 
- looses, and how sustained or occasioned, the memorial is totally silent. 
Mr. Thellusson states that the persons he represents were not adhe- 
rents to the national convention, nor did they oppose tlie proclama- 
tion of the first of January. Whether that fact is true or false, depends 
merely upcm his assertion, which in the terms in which it is made, can- 
not receive an answer. If tl^ir names *and residence had bevu men- 
tioned \\c should have had an Opportunity of answering jhis allegation, 
by showing w'hat part the persons named took in the contestn and 
hr)W' far thr} RufIVied frcMU the stiAiuc that took place.* The silence 
observed upon thi;i subject, pretty cleatly shows, that the principals 
v^sh to shrink from personal inquiry and minute investigation, and 
prcfir ihc modebf circulating their calumny in the name of an agent 
who docs nut hold himself aesponsiUtf or what he states, Thcallegacion 
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wlih respect to the state of St. Pierre when first surntnorter!, and the 
quiet and peaceable submission of the white inhabitants, is positively 
^nd absolutely false. To prove it to be so, it is onlyeiectssary for your 
Grace to refer to the answer given to the Mayor of St. Pierre to our 
summons, and the dttavl of the conquest of the island contained in our 
public dispatches. Your Grace will find, that* the town of St. Pierre 
was the last place taken, except Forjt Bourbon and ForuRoyal. ^he 
Aide-du camp who carried the summons to St. Pierre on the sixth of 
February, instead of being received and listened to, was insulted, s^nd 
not permitted to enter the town ; and the Mayor gave the watch*word 
for resistance and defence: So far were the inhabitants from being 
will afiected to the British Government, that t^cji manned some of 
their batteries near the town, and several armed vessels were under tha 
necessity of firing upon the town, to deter them from giving farther 
support to the adjaceiit forts at the time they were attacked by the 
• British forces. Their Supposed quiet and peaceable submission 
txtended no farther than to their not engaging the British troops 
wlien they entered the town sw»ord in hand, after having taken the 
surrounding forts by assault, and when farther resistance would have 
been fruitlc's. — To the allegation that states the inhabitants, repre- 
sented by Mr. Thclluson, to have relied with implicit confidence on 
the security held forth by the proclamation of the first of January- 
loose and general as it is — we feel no difficulty in giving a positive^ 
contiadiction to, as no dejcnption of persons in the island ever inti- 
mated at the time the most disiant^dcathat they considered, or were in a 
condition to consider themselves entitled to the benefit of the procla- 
mation. It^was publip and notorious to every man in the island, both 
British and Frencli, that every foot of it was conquered by force; 
but relying u})on these fails not being so geneially known in this 
country, and enrouraged by their connictions in the British islands, 
and those which they have recently formed in Great Britain, it is not 
improbable that some of the inliabitants may have been since in ‘uccd 
to aiuhori/c these false representations, in the jiopeof obtaining resti- 
tution of th/ properly which their resistance to the British forces 
ixpos<*d to seizure and confiscation. Not content with slating the 
conduct of* the inhabitants to been direct rcvtisc of what it 
in fact wa-^, the memorialist proceeds to alledgc, that all the produce 
and provisions in^lhc t ’wn of St. Pierre, and in some other parts of the 
island, was seized -and sold for the biNitfic of the captors. The pro- 
pi itV that was seized on shore we have accurately stated. Not an 
ounce of provisions was included, except the produce of thei&land,^ 
such as has been named, s)»ould be deemed so. In shfirt, the whole 
memorial is founded in falsehood andNnhreprescntations. It is neither 
sanctioned by names, nor supported by aly document or evidence of 

Cf^ran, (bob IV. 
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iny descrlptioo: and'yct upon such spurious and anonymous authority 
lire are grossly calumniated^ ** as having violated British faith solcinnly 
pledged, and uc^ecl contrary to all the rufes of war as carried 6n by^ 
civi'iztd nations/* 

Whether the terms offered by the ^proclamation of the first of 
January 1794 are to* be considered as addressed to individuals on!^' 
or {() the body of the people, is perfectly im narerial ; for no indivi' 
dual from whom an ounce of property was taken ever intimated a wiah 
to aert^pt the benefit of it, until after his place of residence was in pos- 
aeUion of tie British troops. His professions of regard for andattach- 
Wicnt to the British Government, might, perhaps, then be. ome vocife* 
rous; hut what^would have been said of us if we had given credit to 
the professions of such men ? Had the same opportunity offered ut 
Martinique th.U aft wards occurred ^t Guadaloupc, all these profes- 
sion' would have vanished, and the perRons malcins:* them would have 
been found am' iigst the supporters of the invacliiig enemy. 

T 4 it t;rst memorial of the est India planters and merchants appears 

to us to be ratlicr a remonstrance against the conduct of His Majesty’s 
Ministers than a perbonal attack upon us — we ihtieh^it consider it as 
not calling for an answti on our parts. But the otlur, which refers tf» 
that wc have just observed upon, and calls the attention of His Majes- 
ty’s Ministers to the proclamations of the fir^t of January, and the tenth 
^and twenty-first of May, w'e consider as demanding ours. Jt nian’- 
festjy proceeds throughout, upon a supposition that the facts staled 
in the otHcr memorial arc true, and that the inhabitants of the con- 
quered islands had by their submission entitled themselves to the 
benefits offered by the first proclamation. We are not mych surprised 
to find false allegations and unfounded calumny stated in a piemorial 
that may be fairly said to deserve the character of anniiymous; but w c 
cannot avoid expressing our astonishment to observe the Vt'est India 
planters arid merchants adopting it. 1 ’ad they possessr d no means of 
asceriaiiimg the truth or falsehood of the matters sraud m it, some 
apology might be made for their doing so; but the manner in which 
the islands were takcA being matter of pablic history, there is no 
excuse *(01 their adopting a false representation. It was only reccssary 
for them to rdfer to the Gazette discover that the memorial pre- 
eented by Mr. Tlicllussof was positively fahe. But it seems the 
planters and nicrchants did not wish to be ui^fiecelvcd, as tluTc would, 
in that case, have been no colour for their putting the interpretation 
upon the proclamation of the fiist of January which they have done. 
H is Majesty's proclamation held out an encour gemcrit to submissiuii 
*to his arms, a reward for resistance to them. They do not treat 
this instrument as- containing an alternative, but as offering unqualified 
terms, which the inbabitaiHik of conquered islands were to have the 
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Itenefit of, be their condu^'t what it might, whether they submitted, or 
whether they resisted. In this respect it is more uncandid th?n the 
» other memorial ; and in stating the demand made by the proclama’ luu* 
of the tenth and twenty-hrst of May, it keeps pace with it in fairness^ 
by suppressing the fadt that not one ll idling was ever collected under 
• them, and that all idea of contribution was abandoned many months 
ago. This fact was equally well l^nown to the memorialists as those 
they have stated, and could only be s^pressed with a view to give their 
complaint a degree of plausibility^ which a fair representation would in 
no degree have warranted. All this industry and anxiety to pervert 
the meaning of public papers, and to misrepresent or suppress the facta 
requisite to a proper judgment of their true oper^itifii, must have pro- 
ceeded from a consciousness, that a fair interpretation of thein, and a 
candid statement of all the material facts, would have shov^n that there 
was no just ground for complaint. Taking the complaint in its 
strongest sense, when the fact is ascertained, it amoiints to no more 
than that the Commanders in Chief having been under the necessity 
of conquering the islands by force, conceived the conquest l » give the 
captors a right to substitute a general contribution for a confiscation of 
property which the conduct of tlie proprietors had exposed to for- 
feiture, but which contribution had not been paid. Had it been so 
put, the inquiry called for would have appeared ridiculous. 

The memorial from the Liverpool merchants seems of a verv singu^ 
lar nature. It calls upon His Majesty's Ministers to disavovv' principles 
which were never reduced to practice, and for a restoration of payments 
that were either never made, or long ago icturntd. Though it gives ’ 
a false colour to what has been in the conquered islands, it is not quite 
60 destitute of truth and candour as the other two upon which we have 
ju&t observed, and in that respect only differs from them VVe shall 
here dismiss the subject of these memorials with this short observation, 
that if ihcre had been any fair and just ground for complaint which the 
memorialists could have cstubiisiied upon iuvcstigalion, o.) as to entitle 
thcmselverflkrelii f, die courts of justice woulcj have longago resound^ 
with their clamours for ledrcss, and His Maj.^sty's Ministers >\ould have 
been the last penons applied to. Conscious that their complaints are 
unfounded in fact, and their cURms unsupported by any colom of law, 
ilicy substitute, misrepresentation and calumny in their place, and en- 
deavour piivalely to niiu and disgrace the characters of men whosN 
conduct tiiey have not ventured publicly to attack. 

With respect to the personal request made to your Grace by the 
W^est India n.crchauts on the twelfth instant, as stated in the minute qf 
the confeience sent us by your Grace, we cannot avoidP observing, tliat 
it falls far short of whai is called for by ibcir memorial. That paper 
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rather insiimater than charges misconduct; but in the prayer of iC, 
your Grice is called upon to institute an, inquiry into our public 
conduct! ** in order to ascertain how far the national cltaracier and c 
the public justice of the country hare been duly and properly supported 
by us in such high and responsible stations,'^ To our .very great 
surprise, the merchants/ in their conversation with your Grace* state* . 

that their olyect in the application was hot a call for inquiry with a 
view to inculpation of our coiyluct* but a public disavowal of the 
measures proposed by the proclanfiations of the tenth and twenty-first 
of May.’’ So that after indirectly suggesting to your Grace, that 
the national character and the public justtoc of the countiy have been 
wounded by our foivducc* nothing more is asked than a disavowal of 
supposed principles* which were never reduced to practice* and of the 
terms of a proclamation which are wilfully misunderstood or perverted* 
for the purpose of giving a colour to the clamour raised against us« 
In short* the tberchants finding that the prayer of their memorial is 
not warranted by any thing they have to urge against us* wish* by 
iiidtrect means* to prevail upon your Grace to advise His Majesty to 
censure our conduct in the way most disgraceful and humUiatlng to 
us* via« by a public disavowal and disapprobation, not of an act done 
by uSf but of an intention that was not carried into effect, and which 
intention is itself grossly misrepresented. The merchants have not 
^own such a disposition of forbearance towards us, as to induce your 
Grace to believe* that if they could have proved us guilty of miscon- 
duct* they ' wduld have resorted to ^n attack upon an unexecuted 
' intention* and have confined their application for redress to a dis- 
avowal of opinions entertained by us with respect to the rights and 
practice of war. If we have acted illegally or unjustly, the courts of 
jostice are open to the parties who may think themselves injured ; and 
from the disposition shown towards us in the memorials presented to 
your Grace, it is manifest, that tenderness to us is not the motive 
which has hitherto withheld tbe claimants from seeking redress in the 
ordinary way. ^ ^ 

Since our return to this country, we have made all the inquiry in 
our power with respect to tJic practice in former wars, where any 
hland or place has been carried by assdlilt ; aixl instead of dfscovering 
that we have exceeded former practice with respect to the aeixurc of 
booty* we find that we have fallen very far short of it. In His 
Majesty’s separate instructions to Sir Charles Grey, directions are 
given with respect to the division of any booty that might be taken on 
sjiore ; and we thffiefore presumed that it must have been His Majesty’s 
intention that 4hdi property as by tbe rights and practice of war 
became vested in the csown* should be seined* and distributed between 
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the nsvy and army as booty. We have always understood it to be 
admitted as a general propositioriy that goods taken from an enemy are 
• the property of the conquerors, and thati't is ackisowledged right by 
the law of nations to seize enemies* goods whenever they can be founds 
if the victors are not t^strained from doing so under some compact or 
•capitulation. Seizures of a similar nature to tKat made by us at Marti- 
nique have been made in every war^many years past ; as for instance : 
at Vigo in 1702, at Payta in lOfiy at Senegal in at the 

Havannah in 1763, at Omoa and at St. Eustatius in 1761. 

The property taken at the last-mentioned place included all the goods 
and eiftets of every deStriptioti found upon the island, except some 
inconsiderable quantities given up to a few individuals ; and yet no 
instructions were given to the Admiral' and General for majtipg such 
a seizurq. It was however afterwards approved by His Majesty, and a 
grant made of the whole property taken in favour of the captors. 

In the conference between your Grace and the merchants, it seems 
to have been taken for granted, that the proclamations complained of 
by them were inconsistent with that of the first of January. If your 
Grace will refer to the letter, you will find^ that in the event of the 
terms offered by it not being acceded to, all persons acting in defiance 
of it were to be “ treated as enemies, and exposed to all the evils wiiicli 
the operations of war would necessarily bring, both on their pccsons 
and possessions.” In this predicament were all the inhabitants of the 
conquered islands, and consequently all our subsequent q^ders Cught 
to be considered as issued against persons subject to all the rights and 
severities of war; and although your Grace seems to have been of 
opinion, tlTat in exercising those rights we were unauthorized by any 
power,” other than the force we commanded ; yet upon a reconsi- 
deration of the subject, we arc persuaded your Grace will find that we 
possessed all the power vested in His Majesty as bovereign of the State 
whose force wc commanded, and were not only warranted, but in duty 
bound, to exercise the rights of war in such a manner as wc should 
think most likely to meet with His Majesty’s approbation, regard being 
had to the instructions with which he had honoured us. Jn the 
situat’on in which we were placed, much was left to our discrciion. 
His Majesty pointed out to us^thc objects he wished to accomplish, 
but the means were leU to us ; and with respect to all inferior objicts, 
tljcy were left to our management, without any instruction^ wfiatevcr* 
If we have exceeded or abused the powers delegated to us, we arc not 
only amenable to His Majesty in a court military, but to all individuals 
In the ordinary courts of justice. We are persuaded, that neither 
y’our Grace, nor any other of His Majesty’s Minist^, will think us 
objects of censure, on the ground of mere unexecuted intentions, even 
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if they ahonl'd hfe found to have originated in error or mistake. Wd 
are convinced* that it never occurred to the inhabitants of the captured 
islands that we had treated them with unwarranted severity^ until the « 
idea was suggested to them by British traders who had interested views 
to answer.

Various misrepre- 
aentations having been circulate^ as to the value and esttnt of the 
property seized* it is proper that your Giace should be informed that 
the w'^ole that was taken* both afloat and on shore (excepting arms 
and military stores) produced only 1 83,000!.; *our proportion of which* 
should it not be dknijiished by claims or litigation, or by dishonoured 
bills, will be 11,437!. each. Wc trust your Grace will excuse our 
having entered at such great length into the discussion of the ^subject* 
as we consider our personal honour, and the reputation we have 
hitherto held ii\ society, as sciiously attacked.

It is 
even reported, tliat several of those persons who had inconsi- 
derately joined in the clamour, became very soon afterwards 
so ashamed of their delinquency, that a deputation frq^i the 
worthy seceders waited on Sir John Jervis, and after an ap- 
propriate declaration of their high sense of the important 
services he had rendered his country, particularly during the 
time he hold the West India command, requested his accept- 
ance of a valuable piece of plate, accompanied with their 
entreaties that he would solicit his re>appointment to that 
station which he had held with sb much honour to*himself.

somewhat restored after bis^return to his native country : 
he seized, with all the enthusiasm of a hero in the highest 
vigour of youth, the earliest opportunity his convalescent 
state afforded, of^oliciting one of the most active employments 
which jhc state of warfare at that rime afforded. We arc now 
however happy at having it in our power to correct any mis- 
statement that formerly appeared, and can assure our readers, 
from jAuthoRITY, that Sir John never solicited a Command^ 
cr applied for any particular service, but was invested, as soon 
as his health was sufficiently re-established, with the Mediter- 
ranean command in a few days * after that honourable and 
public testimony just related had been borne to his merit by 
the House of Commons. He proceeded to the Mediterranean 
on bpard a frigate; afid immediately on his arrival, Admiral 
Hotham, Iiis predecessor, resigned to him this important 
• trust. NotwithstanJifig the very severe blow the French 
marine in that quarter liad sustained, in consequence of the 
partial destruction of the arsenal, as well as the fleet, at* Tou- 
lon, the exertions of the enemy, so extraordinary and unpre- 
cedented as to seem almost incredible, had refitted and col- 
lected a force of nearly twenty ships of the line. During 
the period of Admiral Hotham’s command, this fleet had 
been hardy enough to venture out; and though two slight 
discomfitures had served in som^ifieasurc to prevenjt a repe- 
tition of the same presumption, yet that very circumstance 
rendered the future operations in tl)c same quarter much more 
irksome to the British Comiiwindcr in Chief than a situation 
attended wijh more danger, and requiring far superior exer- 
tions, would l^ave been.

The 
unremitting attentiem of Sir John operated very successfully 
to the prevention of any such disaster, aftd^he British com- 
merce was consequently extended over the face of tht whole 
Mediterranean, without experiencing any other interruption 
than some few casual depredations committed on vessels 
entirely, or at most, nearly defenceless, which the French 
corsairs, equipped from their petty ports, were fprtunate 
enough to fall in with. The French Directory having, by 
insinuations, by threats, and other artifices of terror or 
persuasion, contrived, towards the end of the year 1796, 
to detach the Court of Spain from the alliance of Grert 
Britain ; the situation of the fleet in that quartei^ under the 
orders of Sir John, was suddenly rendered extremely crilicaU 
Though the state of the Toulon squadron was insufficient to 
create any disquiet in his mind; yet the fleet at Cadiz alone, 
in the most perfect condition for service, more than doubled 
the force he commanded. The political situation of his 
country, at that time, rendered the greatest exertions necessary. 
A formidable combinaticn was raised against her; and the 
fleets of her ppponents, Holland, r ranJe, anJ Spain, had they 
all been permitted to unite, would have composed an immense 
armament, consisting of ii^rly on^iundrcd ships of the line.

vador dcloMundo, and Sai^ Josef, ^bf one hundred and '•

Wi^ the most prompt rsaohltloai.bohrois^t 
to, and made so able Idisfosition for the ddinoe of the shtjpe 
under bis'clre, that, though* still superjor aa nuadmv 4bc7 
thought proper to leave ihpir friendt, ami avoid the danger 
with which they were threatened. 

The consequences of this victory were as happy, as the 
circutxtstatiees ‘which attended it were glorious. The ar* 
xangetoents made by the enemy, in all the pride of expected 
triumph, Vete completriy disarranged ; and t|e British fleet, 
though for a long time inferior in numbers, as well as force, 
exhibited the singular and wonderful spectacle to the rest of 
the world, of the power it possessed, in being capable of con* 
£ning a fleet stronger than itself^ within the harbour of tlie 
principal port belonging to Spain, and insulting that port 
itself, by every act an enemy elated with victory could de- 
^ vite. The joy with which the news of this success was re- 
ceived in England, was in no degree inferior to the magni- 
tude and consequence of it ; nor did the public gratitude 
keep an unequal pace with the general exultation. Sir John 
received from bis Sovereign, exclusive of other ihferior ho- 
nours, the more consequential elevation to the dignity of a 
Baron, and £arl of Great Britain, by the titles of Baron Jer- 
vis, of Meaford, the place of bis birth, and Earl of St. Vin- 
cent, the scene of his glory. A pension of three thousand 
popnds a year was^Iso bestowed on him by the unanimous 
Vdft of Fariiament. These honours and rewards posterity 
Cab never think uhmqjpted *, they in some measwre become 
necessary, ilt an historical lights to put the cause of gratitude 
oat of the question, for they stand an esiShltabcd preof to

We werp obliged to 
cut and proceed to sea. Ac fir&t, I thought Lord Howe meant only 
to clear Block Island, and then to engage ; but as they always kept . 
the weather gage, , we. could not make use of qur fireships, wliich^were 
our chief dependence, but kept under an easy sail all cliat day; so 
that, had they had any incUnation to bring us to action, w^e did not 
ficcm any way averse to it. They still pursued us with reluctance^ 
neither caring to engage, nor leave us. The next day proved very 
squally; and wc were obliged to batten down our lower deck gratings, 
to get our ports up, if necessity required it. The gale still increased. 
About five in the evening they came within shot of us^jand Lord 
Howe having shifted hU flag on bpard the Apollo, ran thro^gh ourpwii 
licet, ship by yhip, speaking with everyone: and each saluting him 
with three cheers, the French fleet still within shot. Whether from a 
timidity of spiric, or from finding a determined resolution through the 
whole fleet to engage sli ould they make an attempt, 1 cannot answer; 
but they thought proper to bear away about six* The gale still 
Increased; and wc were obliged lo lay to two days: during which 
time both flett.s were separated* The third day we made, in all, 
only eight sail; but the whole fleet has joiovd us since at Sandy 
Hook, except the Ceiitui ion and Senegal#; The Renowm fell in with a 
French eighty-four gun ship, called the Tonoant, and gave hci' several 
broadsides;* she was obliged, howtver, td |j|cer off, more of their fleet 
w oming to their assistance.

would arise from a solid iron keel. This extraordinary stiffness is cer- 
tainly objectionable in vessels as they are at present constructed; but 
that under consideration is exceedingly light rigged, and cannot rdi 
with the violence of a stiff ship, from the nature of her form : of course, 
tiie masts will be infinitely less in danger of being carried away, not- 
withstanding the stiffness of the vessel. 

Having examined the general qualities of her hull, let us turn to the 
nature of the sails. They are contrived to approach a flatter surface 
than sails at present do, and to make the fore and aft sails stand ai the 
same angle with ilie wind, both below and aloft, which cannot be done 
in the present fore and aft vessels. For instance : To make the head 
of a cutter's main-sail stand upon a wind, it is necessary to haul the 
boom in almost fore and aft ; thus in effect, by making the head of the 
sail serviceable, the foot is rendered almost useless. The sails too stand 
with that uniformity and openness of situation, a« not to take from 
each other's power, which is repeatedly done in a ship, by the 
lapping of stay-sail over stay-sail, and square-sail over square-sail, each 
dcslroving the effect of the other by hack and eddy winds. Again, 
the sails being, placed upon a greater number of masts, not only afford 
the advantage of small and commodious fore and aft sails, which can be 
gibed with safety and be managed by a few handSf but also produuc 
more weather-leaches \ by tlrf united of all which, the acedcra.. 
lion of the vessel will be much augmented* The weather part of every 
hnW being struck by the wind with more fim?e tlian the Ice part ; of 
course, if the same quantity of canvass be set obliquely to the wind in 
detached pieces^ their united efforts liill be greater than the same quan- 
tity of canvass in one piece set to the same position.

The topmasts, even at sea, arc readily struck, without impediment 
to the working of the course sails ; which sa'ls, when the vessel is tltiia 
made snug, may be carried in very hard blowing weather, to the pro- 
bable advantage of turning her oiF a lee shore. 

Fifthly, masts do not defend upon each other ^ or vpon the ho a/- 
sptit for their support m 

Thus one mast may fall without endangering or destroying the effect 
of the rest. 

Sixthly, The great reduction in top hamper^ height ^ and si%e of masts. 
With cotivenicncc she will carry every store belonging to her, even 
spare lower masts. 

Seventhly, The ahriJgement of chain wales for her ^iggifsg^ 
These can vtr}’ well be dispensed with, on account of hi?i* tpnibliiig 
out as she rises ; whjch also gives her the advantage of coming along- 
side another vessel with safety.

Attswtf, A truly fortified iron gun ought to measurl eleven dia- 
meters of the bore as the circun^crence of the base ring, nine dia- 
meters at the trunnions, and seven as the circumference of the muzzle 
ring. 

^ What are the dimenstona of a truly fortifie4 brass gun ? 

A^ It should measure two diameters less at each place of measure- 
ment than the iron gun ; that is to say, nine diameters of^the bore as 
the circumference of the base ring, seven at the trunnions, and fire the 
muzzle ring. 

How are you to discover when a gnn quadratesi or hangs well 
in her carriage ? 

An Every gun ought to measure in length seven times her own dia-

Phon'd practitioners affirm, that such or 
such fevers have no: been infectious, their declaration would no more 
invalidate the doctrine 1 mean to inculcate; than if they were to say 
that small pox arc not infeccimrs, because they may have seen tnany 
persons escape in the same family where the disease has been raging. 
Nay, it is. well Known, that al) possible means to communicate the 
small pox by inoculation and contact have been often tried in vain. 
But does this destroy the general doctrine and belief of the contagi- 
ous nature of the disease? The fact is, that neither small pox nor 
febrile iiifeclion can l>e communicated, unless there be in the consti* 
tvuion a predisposing cause, or state to receive the contagion. If Pro- 
vider.ee had not wisely ordained this, every person who approached 
rhe sicl:, wherever these disorders pie vailed, would inevitihly have 
been infected, ami tlje plague, which I am satisfied is only Icbrile in- 
fection or enden ic fever in its most virulent slate, and rendered .so 
extremely deleterious by the impure air of crowded and ill-planned 
cities, unu ho! '.‘'OiriO poor diet, unskilful treatment of the 5.1c!:, iilth, 
season, and climate, would become universal, and dcitro) mankind. 

Again, infectioas diseases in all counincs, and it all periods, have 
been iv.nked aniong the severest calandiics incidental to mankind, 
and febrile infecti m (onC cpccics of these) has ever been considered 
as a tremendous and fatal foe tohnman exist^»nce. The million > who 
perish in the fleets and armies of contending nations arc swept away 
in great ’r multitudes by the secret malignancy of fever, than by all 
the destructive implements of war. 

An exact rogirrer, not only of the nimler who fall tictims, but of 
the aisec'ses also of which they die, in the public fcrvicc, {with the 
methods of treating the 4^e«ise.. ifi peace as wtll as in \far,) would 
greatly obviate this calamity, and be productive pf general good; and 
ti.c plan might, I think, be extended beyord the limits of navies and 
camps to civil society at large. The judicious acid di!sg<i:it practi- 
tioners would then be tris:lngu!:*hcd from obstinate or itidoleut theor- 
isis. The inexperienced w ould either be Ittntrocted, or compelled by 
s hame to wiiSWraw from a profession for which they were unqualified ; 
tS'hile thosc \Ujo, by an unwearied attcnti'jii to diteasct^aiid the clucia 
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of remedies, promoted ihc public good, would deservedly receive ihc 
well-earned rewards of their labour s^nd skill. Young professors 
would no longer be led by any theoretic authority whatever, but 
would adopt those methods which experience had sJiown to be most 
successful. Emulation«to excel iu so laudable a plani instead of an 
apibition to establish the visionary theories of*a day, would univer- 
sally prevail. For. God*s sakci lot not mere theory cy hyporlte'bifi 
.any longer regulate the profession of a science upon tiic success of 
which the interest and lives of mapkincf depend. • 

Fever has been my favourite staSy for thirty years; and having 
bpen chiefly employed in the Navy during that period, I have enjoyed 
in three quarters of the world a ipor© extensive %kl for observation 
than any ipan, as far as I know, who has ever written on the subject. 
Upon entering this field of observation, 1 was almost deterred from 
any pursuit by practical writers; for according to their systems* 
much time was requisite even to know the nanjcs, the genera, aiid 
species of fever ; nay» thousands of years, 1 found, had not been sum- 
cieni to maik these, much less to furnish a complete history of them 
on their visionary hypotheses. Even Sydenham, a f ivourite author, I. 
observed, went on adding annually new species to the immense stoeVi 
so that, instead of being instructed, I w^as bewildered and lost, Jn 
this state of perplexity, I resolved to attend diligently, and to mark 
down minutely, every case of fever, as it occurred to me in every 
country, climate, and season ; and iip6n comparing them together, I 
hav'^e found that fever is universally one and the same disease. 

As there were at difrerent periods various theories of fever, so the 
treatment of fever varied accordingly. Dr. Miller’s Obscrv'ations on 
the prevailifig Diseases in Great Britain, -togetht'r with a Review of 
the History of those of ^brmer Peiiods, and in other Countries, were 
published in March 1770. Dr. Clark’s, on Diseases in long Voyages 
to Hot Climates^ and particularly those which prevail in the East 
Indies in 1773, and mine in the years 1769, 71, 72, 73, 74, 76, 77, 
and 78, had already e;;tcndcd 10 Africa, tlie ^"cjL Indies, Continent 
of America, and difiercut pans of Europe. The success of tlic 
treatment in the different quarters of the world, w'nicli was seen in 
comparing«ou; observations, jjJr^vcd on ^at a solid foundation the 
was laid. My observations havc^nce been made in various 
parts of Eurppe, and arc published up to May 1 789. 

Such a collection of important observations to be made by gentle- 
men nearly at the same time, without«cach oiher’s,knowledgc, was a 
little extraordinary, and, without vanity i believe I may add, fortunate 
for mankind, as all the proofs which could be wished foiiDn the subject 
are now furnished. Indeed, many practitioners and writers have been 
so well satisfied with them, that they hpb<^ -^^‘crctly adopted them ; 
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and while the)» lui’C clo&eljr , iinitste4 the leait ^neficial |>art of the 
plan, with very J^tle decorum have clawed tlie ho^kour oi being the 
origiaalf. By oiMs writer^ an entile new d^trilw ^s^been Wilt on the 
successful event of thisnew pUn,i^ay«cem ; wbitli docmne» ^ far 
it respects the new modf of treatment of fev^pr, I may venture 
to say, last as long as inedkine is praowd, after it is, once adc^ted $ 
which will toon be the case universally^ i have no^doobt* 

Having, in my Physical J ournal and bbifryntions> leld before the 
reader the appearance of fever from the four great and dreadful source^ 
of febrile infection, viz« marsh, Sniasmata, jails, hospitals, and ships; 
jnd having avowed that the infection of the three last sources is one 
anci the same, as i^cy produce a fever perfectly ^milar, conseqaeatty 
that ihe fever is the ^ame ; and as it nt^y appear obvious to every 
Te:uli*r, by coti’paiing the histories of the fever, that fever lirom these 
tources clifferb in no essential respect from fever arising from the other 
grand source of febrile infection; and as the same mode of treatment 
is equally successful in all of them; lam led to conclude, 
hiftction is the smtue fbe universe ^ and that the cure depends 

upon one invariable phllobophical principle,

their pt)ssessions could not be considered more extensive than, 
in piopoition to the rarlk of a private genileinan, yet the 
liberality with which they on every cuxasion entertained the 
officers of the royal army, and all oilier adherents to the cause 
which they espoused, appeared b^ler suited to the aflhience of 
a noble, than the more narrowed income of a person inferior in 
rant and apparent coiiscquenre. As this conduct was the mere 
efflux of private virtue ami hont'st attachment, unalloyed by the 
most distant hopes of honour or romuncratioii, so was llic 
pleasing conscioasness of tlieir having supported the just cause 
and interest of their countiy the only reward they ever did or 
ever wished to receive. 

His loidship, of whom we have now to speak, was born in 
the inmilli of July, 17JJ, and received the first nidimenls of 
education at Dundee. In his earliest infancy he is said most 
slp'iigly to have displayed that mildness and suavity of manners 
which have inarkcd his life from his lii’st entrance into the ser- 
\i(:e, mid in times when such <]aaljficalians (without the smallest

that the plants they produce will flourish with never fading ver- 
dure, till they liaVe arrive^ at that period when fate converts 

ihcin into scirrovv and hearlfeU regret.

7'lic time necessarily passed by a young man, after his 
t‘utrauc(' into (he service in the capacity of a midshipman, is 
rarely diversilied with events peculiarly interesling. I'hosc 
years me the years of probation, in which the naval stiuleut is 
to endeavour by all the means he possesses, to lit himself with 
a laudable ambitbn of filling the highest lank of that particuUu 
line in which his own genius, his particular situation, or thr; w ish 
of his relatives, has placed him ; and it were an act of injustice 
to Mr. .Duncan, were we not to declare iiis conduct and e.\t r- 
lions were .siu;li as though he truly considtM cd that to be Iiis con- 
ditiou. lie aimed with a glotious and comnn iKlable ambilion al^ 
attaining the most ekwaUd command, and appeared, wiihoiit the 
smallest tincture of vanity, conscious of his own ability to 
ileserve it.

in respect to service, with his original friend and patron, Mr* 
KeppeL An ex}>edition against the French island of Belleislo 
liaving been determined on in the British cabinet, Mr. Keppel, 
wlio was pitched upon to command the naval part of the 
intended enterprise, hoisted his broad pendant on that occasion 
on board the Valiant. Hie redaction of the citadel of Palais, 
and the general success which attended the whole, of this 
spirited undertaking, proved, as it were, aii encouragement 
and incentive to the equipment of a more formidable armament, 
not long afterwards sent to attack that most important of all 
tlic Spanish settlements in die West Indies, the town pf 
Havannah. 

Thither also Captain Duncan repaired with Mr. Keppel, and 
in the same ship. His friend and patron, who was appointed 
to comuiaud aldivisioii of the fleet, w'as ordered to cover the 
disembarkation of the troojis ; and, as^ the post of honour 
belongs on such occasions, as of right, to the captain of the 
admiral or commodore. Captain DuiVcan was accordingly 
invested with the command of the boats ^ he waa afterwai da 
very consequentially emidoyed, and highly disringuLshed him- 
self during the siege.

Captain Duncan, as it is said, bdng informed of the 
object of content ion* which prevented thy absolute cessation 
of* arms, privately took a few pessons on whom he could de- 
pend, and put an end to the controversy, by setting* fire to Uio 
muse of it. This art was mu^i apfkrcved by the besiegera irf 
both departments of the service^ as being certainly the most 
expeditions mode of settling a troublesonuj dispute ; but the 
whole affair beiYig, for obvious reasons, kept* extremely quiet, 
it was known only to very few confidential persons by what 
means this apparent accident so fortunately and critically hap- 
jnmetl.

paring the summer of th^ year 3779, the Monarch was 
unintcrrupicdly employed in the main, or Channel fleet, com- 
inanded by Sir Charles IJardy.^ No encounter or memorable 
occuiTencc took place, owing to the British admiral being under 
the necessity t)f avoiding au action, arfd continuing merely on 
the defensive, since the alliance between the French and 
Spaniards (the latter of which had newly made themselves 
parties 'in the grand dispute) had raised the force against which 
he had to contend so high as nearly to double that Mhich lie 
himself commanded. At the conclusion of the same jear, the 
Monaich was one of tlie ships put under the orders of Sir 
George Bridges Rodney, who was instructed to force his way 
to Gibraltar through all impcdiinenls, and reli(jve iJiat fortrcs8> 
whicli was then closc‘l} bb>ckadcd by a Spanish army on the 
land side, and a flotilla by sea, sufficiently strong to oppose the 
entrance of any trivial succour. Captain Duncan accordingly 
hailed, ' with the most heartfelt satisfaction, the probable 
opportunity of acqniiing fame; and fortune was piopitioiM 
enough not to permit his expectations and Intpcs to be disap- 
pointed. 

On the sixteenth of Januaiy, 1780, the Brllisii fleet being 
then off Cajie St. \ incent, Ml in willi a Spanish squadron, 
commanded by Don Juan de I.tiiigi?ra, who was purposely 
stationed there to intercept Sir (George, who, according to mis- 


informatioii received by the court of Spain, w as supposed to be

ITic 
Monarcb'l^iad not the ndvaula ri; whidi ir.auy other ,sliips in the

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notwiilistandiug this Inconvenience, added to tlie additional 
circniiNstance of her being rather foul, and, when in her best 
trim, by no means remarkable as a swift sailer/ Captain Dun- 
can was fortunate enough to get into action before any other 
ship ill the fleet, superiority, in respect to numbers, 

which the British possessed over the ciibmy, was such as to 
render the general event of the action by no meaus singillar ; 
but, though a complete victory ob^ined by nineteen Britisji 
ships of the line over eleven Spa^iisli vessels of the same class, 
may not be any farther matter of exultation, than as it regarded 
the loss actually sustained by the enemy on sutth an occasion, it 
is, nevertheless, not only probable, but strictly true, that many 
instances of exertion might take place during such a. contest, 
than which none were ever more glorious, or more honourable 
^to the pei'sons concerned. 

111 the first rank of this heroic class stood Captain Duncan. 
Notwithstanding those disadvantages under which, it has been 
already stated, the ship he commanded laboured, she was 
pressed ahead of the fleet, under all the sail that could, with 
any degree of propriety , be set upon her ; and it is confidently 
reported, that when Captain Duncan was warned, by sf)mc cop- 
pered ships which he passed, of the danger he incurred, by 
dashing so hastily amidst thiee of tlie enemy s squadron, which 
were just ahead, without soui^'i",p}|ffrt, he replied, with the 
utmost coolness, and in no ofher^erms, than, I Tcish to be 
among The strength o^^he wind, the agitation of 

the sea, and the swiftness with which the Monarch passed 
through it, united to |)nt an end tp any farther conversation, 
and Captain Duncan had his wishes complied with, by speedily 
fiiiding himself well up within engaging distance of his antago- 
nists. In 'conformity with tlie*inforin§tion he had just received, 
he found himself alongside one of the Spanish sl|ips of equal 
force, thoi^b of much larger dimen..' ions, than (tie Monarch, 
while two others of the like rate and magnitude lay upthiu mu^

A similar pause, for a few ipoments, on the part of die Mo- 
narch, afforded Captain Dufican an opportunity of observing, 
Hiat those antagonists had thought proper to make aU the sail 
tliey could, leaving dieir windw'ard companion to make the best 
defence in his power. He accordingly directed his best efibrts 
against the opponent that continued near him, and after a short, 
though animated resistance, bad the satisfaction of seeing the co- 
lours of San Augustin, of 70 guns, struck, in token of her sub- 
mission to the Monai'cli.* 

I'he rigging of the victor had, by this time, received too much 
damage, to render it possible for Caplain Duncan to hoist out^ 
a boat for the purpose of boarding his pri^e, particularly as it 
Uien blew so hard, and the whole fleet was on a lee shore ; he 
was therefore compelled to icsigu die honour of tukiiig posses- 
sion of the vanquished enemy, to a fresh ship, which >vas then 
coming* up astern. TL'he fate of this ve.ssel was singular, and 
must have beeu extremely mortifying to the conqueror. She 
w^as found so much disabled, that it was judged necessary to 
take her in tow ; but on collecting the squadron with the prizes, 
preparatory to the entrance of tfic fleet into the straits of Gib- 
raltar, it was found that the only trophy of victory to winch 
.Captain DiuKan, though he had afterwards engaged many other

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necessity, 9M:it was j^id/ abaudouedy aftet tUkitig out the few 
Brilish officers and seaiiieu who had been put on ^ard her. In 
couse^itenq^ of this, th^ original crew, reposseMing themselves 
of their ship, restored her to theif country ; and having imviguied 
ber in safety to Cadi/, She being refitted there, was despatched on 
the twenty-eighth of i\pril, to the West Indies^ asbjieof the 
squadron order^ tliither uiuler Don Solano, 

It has been very properly ancbjudicibusly remarked, that how* 
great soever the cause and necessity of adopting the mcasive 
might be, the disappointment experienced no palliative from 
that necessity, as far as concerned the gallant ohiccr who had so 
spiritedly conducted his ship into action, and thereby affordecjl 
the crew he commanded so glorious an opportunity of placing a 
laurel on his brow, and adding an addilional pillar* to the naval 
strciiglli of their country. Many other persons, without making 
any ostcaitalious display of their own conduct, or the good suc- 
cess which attended it, would ha\e been not a little prone to 
seize some opporluuilv of iicquainiing their countrymen, that so 
noble a prize luul uc lually submitted to them, though, owing to 
particular circumstances, they were precluded from conducting 
itito the polls of Biilaiu that incoiUrovertiblc proof ot British 
prowess. Captain Duiicaii, however, thought otherwise, and 
acted ill cAuifoi iiiity to his thoughts ; he preserved a constant 
slknce on the subject; lie patiently siibrnilted to the frowns of 
forlmie, and, if not witliout regret, at least without luuimur; 
pioviug, bv his conduct, dial his modesty after a battle was in 
no degicc inft'iior to that gallautry he had displayed during the 
lime it raged. 

It would be ail act of iujustice to this gentleman, w'erq we to 
omit takiitg notice of the iat^wlncli attended the two other ships 
which the Monarch had engaged at thJ same time with the Sail 
Augustin, lliat brave and excellent officer, the late Captain 
powiiall, who then commanded the Apollo frigate, having ob- 
ifcryed those vessels, one of which was called the Mouarca, the 
Qlhw the Juliart, both of di«i\ mounting 70 ^uns, niaUwg 
«uii i^om the Monarch, ht immediately dctenniueil, with ihaf 
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ready promptshide of derision which marks the character of a 
good and intj.lligent officer, to make the best use in his po^ver 
of that advantage which the swift sailii^ of the frigate he com- 
manded gave him over a more unweildy adversary. In pur- 
suance of this resolve, he made sail, and having got up w ith the 
Monarca, ^posted hinjself at k convenient and proper distance, 
on the bow of the enemy, upon whom he opened a most 
teasing and galling fire. The*^ffect of this measure was consi- 
durably increased by occasionally yawing the frigate, so that her 
guns might be bjoiight to bear with greater effect. The canno- 
nade kept up by Captain Pownall was not only extremely in- 
jurious to his antagoni«:t‘<, hut served as a mark to lend Sir 
George Brvdges Rodney Iiimself, in the Sandwich, to liis as- 
sistance, when a single broadside from that ship produced, 
as a nalnral consequence, the immediate surrender of the 
Monarca. 

With respect to the St. Julian, she w^as followed by the 
IVince George, to which ship she struck, after an impotent and 
absurdly rash resistance, of vtTv short continuance; but was 
afterwards unfortunately obliged, for the sake of preserving the 
lives of the people on ho'nd, to run into C^idiz, whjch she 
reached in distress, and without a single ma«t standing. S?ich 
was the fate of the three ships which Captain l)nncan had the 
hardiness to engage, contrary to the advi( e, as is reported, of 
some of his companions. It is ccTtainly not assuming too much 
to assert, that the complete discondiuirc and actual < apiiire of 
all those ships was, at least primarily, if not pri^cipalJ^, 
owing to the exertions made on board llie Monarch; and if the 
success those exertions fairly deserved did not nitiinateiy rest 
xvith the victors, it may excit|? borrow and comjiassion, that 
fortune w'lis so negltctful or unkind to gallantry, but cannot 
siifFer the high merit of it to be, in tlie smallest dt^grec*, (h pre- 
ciated. 1 o conejude the account of this memorable action, to 

the success of w'hich CaptaJp Dnncan so liberally contributed

• ri'iC Monarch was very t^onsidcrably damaged, having lost her fore -lop- 
mabt, and imd twenty-nine oaen killed or wounded. 
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of eleven ^ips of the line and two frigates^ composing the arr 
mainent^ four w ere taken^ * ^r\d remained in tl^ possession of 
the English ; one was blown upr)^ tliree surrendered, but after* 
wards were fortunate enough to get away mudi damaged; j; one 
was reduced almost to a wreck, but contrived to make lier es- 
cape and the two which remained, together with thp frigates, 
fled at the first onset, alipost without attempting to make any 
resistance. || , • • 

Captain Duncan quitted the *comn^aiid of the Monarch not 
long after his arrival In England, and did not receive any 
other commission until the beginning of the year 178(2, when 
he was appointed to tiic Blenheim of (X) guns, a ship newly 
come out of dock, after having undergone a complete repair. 
He continued in the same command during nearly the whole 
of tlie remainder of the war, constantly employed with the liome, 
or, as it was culled, the Chaiiiicl fleet, which was, during the 
greater |iart of the time, commanded by the late, Earl How^. 
Having ai'coip.panied his lordship in the mouth of September 
to Gibraltar, he was stationed to lead the larboard division of 
the centre, or commander in chief’s squadron, and was very 
distinguishedly engaged in the encounter with the c*ombhied 
fleets of France and Spain, A\hich took place off the entrance 
of the Straits. The fleet of the enemy w'as more than one- 
fourth superior to that of Britain; nevertheless, had not the 
former enjoyed the adv;intage of the weather-gagt*, it was very 
evident, from th(‘ event of the skirmish wdiich did take place, 
that if the encounter had been more serious, the victory would, 
in all human probability, have been completely decisive against f 
tliem. As it was, the enemy enjoying the privilege of witli-

proper^ the edbtest terminated in what might be called a drawn 
battle; the combined ilcct having sustained no material Ioss> 
and that of the British being incapable^ from its situation, of 
driving them into oias. 

Soon after the fleet arriired in England, Captain Duncan 
removed into the Foiidroyant, of 84 guns, one of the most 
favourite ships in the British «iavy at that time, wliich had, 
di/ring the whole preceding part of the war, been com- 
manded by Sir John Jervis. He continued in that ship no 
longer than till the cessation of hostilities; an event which, 
it may be well remembered, took place in the ensuing 
spring. He then removed into Uie Edgar, of 74 guns, one 
of the guard ships stationed at Porlsiuoiith, and eonlinued, 
as is customary in. time of peace, in that command during 
the three succeeding years. This was the last commissitui 
he ever held as a private captain; and iiotwitlistauding it 
might naturally be supposed that such an appointment could 
have afforded him little opportunity of being serviceable to 
his country and his private friends, or of displaying those 
highly ’laudable, those benevolent qualities no person will 
deny he possesses, his station, ihougli apparently an in- 
active one, afforded him the means of training, and bring- 
ing forward, a number of young gentlemen, who have since 
distinguished themselves very higlily, as well in the royal 
navy as the East India service ; these persons have all been 
very justly considered, in the difiVrent lines their genius or 
connexions have placed them, an ornauicut to the stations 
they severally hold. 

On the fourteenth of September, 1789, Captain Duncan 
Was promoted to be rear-admiral of the bine, he moreover 
was to the same rank in the wliite squadron, on a second 
advancemei^ of flag-officers, wliich took place on the twenty- 
second of September, 17i|.0. He was raisyit to be vice- 
admiral of jdie blue, on thj; first of February, 1793; of the 
while, on the twelfth of Aprilj» 1794; to he admiral of the 
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blue, on tlie first of June, 179^; and, lastly, to be admiral ijf 
the white, on the 14th of February, 1799* Daring all these 
periods, except the two last, singular as it may appear to 
posterity, the high merit Admiral Duncan possessed, continued 
either unknown, or, to give die treatment he received what 
may perhaps be a more proper term, unregarded. Frequently 
did he solicit a command, and as often did his request puss mi- 
complied with. It has even been repented, that tiiis brave man 
had it once in rontemp’ation to «retire altogether from the ser- 
vice, on a very honourable civil appointment, connected \vith 
the navy, but, as this circuni^aiicc has no Hotter foundation 
than mere rumour, it cannot be given to the world as an anec* 
* dote lo be injplicitly credited. 

At length, however, his merit burst ihiongh the* cloud which 
had so long obscured it from public view. He received, in the 
month of February, 1795, an appointtnent, constituting him 
commander in chief in what is called the North Seas, the 
limits of his power extending from the North Foreland, even 
to the Ultima Thule of the ancients, or as far beyond as 
the operations of the enemy he was sent to encounter 
should render necessary. He accordingly hoisted his flag 
on board the Prince George, of 9S guns, at Chatham^ but 
that ship being considered too large for the particular quar- 
ter ill wdiich the admiral was destined to act, he removed 
soon afterwards into the Venerable, of 74 guns, and proceeded 
to carry into execution the very imponant trust which was con- 
lided in him. 

When the patience and unwearied constancy with which this 
brave officer continued to watch a cautious and prudent ene- 
my, during the whole time he held the command, a period 
of five years, are considered,* it beiiomes a matter of diffi- 
culty to decide, whether those invaluable qualities just men- 
tioned, or the gallantry, as w^ell as the judgment, he displayed 
on the only miportunity Uie enemy afforded him oY contesting 
with them the palm of victory, t ought most to render him 
the object of his country’s love and admiration. * Tlie depth

of iiyinter^ th^ tempestuous attacks of raging wiuds^ the dag- 
gers peculiarijf attached to a station indefatigiibly maiutained 
off the shoals and sands which environ the coasts of the 
United Provinces, added to many dark and comfortless iiiglits, 
all united to render the situation, even of tlie common scamaii> 
'peculiarly irksome ; what then must have been the situation 
of the commander in chief? Yet, in the midst of these dis- 
couraging inconvenience^ surrounded, as he stood, on every 
idjle, by perils of the most iifarniing kind, he never shrunk^ 
even for a moment, from his post, .during the wliole time 
he held the veCy consequential command allotted to him. 
There does not a])pear to have been a single month in which 
he did not shew Iiiinself oil* the liostilc coast liC insnlted ; 
though he Avas, through necessity, compelled to be content 
ivilh the secondary consideration, , of having dared a foe to a 
contest, which they very wisely, prudently, or timidly, shiuiik 
from. 

The effects politically, though differently impressed on the 
minds of the whole human rare, of that event known by the 
name of the Frer.cli revolution, arc still too recent to re- 
quire xpuch description. Never will they be foj*gotten, not 
only on accoimt of their axecrablc motives and mischievous 
tendency, but the pains, almost amounting to incredibility, 
which had been taken to disseminate similar principles over 
the face of the whole country. They had very justly excited 
the greatest agitation in the minds of all men ; for those who 
were the fiiends of peace, were racked by the apprehensive 
tortures of anxiety, while sucli as were not ashamed to profess 
a contrary mode of thinking, were on tlie tiptoe of expec- 
tation and hope, that anarchy would annihilate all good and 
regular government, leaving thfc needy, the daring, and the am- 
bitious, to fatten on the spoils of their country, and triumph in 
its ruin. 

In couiiteraction of this impending storm, different alli- 
ances ^'prudently for^red by Britain; an^ iii 1796, a 
formidable * Riifsian arrived in the Dow ns, w ith 
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instructions tliut its admiral should put totally un- 

der the orders of the British ' commander ii| chief, in the 
same quarter. To command a body of men tithose manners 
whose customs, whose discipline waS' totally dissimilar to 
those of his people, niast^ have required no common 
share of jud^eht, patience, «beuevolence» and every othscr 
good quality that can form an ingredient in the character of 
what may be' called a perfect man; and though vve be Ho 
means wish to be fulsome in the rage of panegyric^ as to attri- 
bute infallibility to Admiral Duncan, it must be evident that 
he actually possesses, in a very eminent degfte, those qualities 
just alluded to.’ So highly did lie acquire the love and the 
respect of his foreign associates, that in consequence of a 
n'presentation made by their admiral to the Bmpress Cathe- 
rine, of the satisfaction be felt in acting under tlie orders 
of Mr. Duncan, she thought proper, though unsolicited, to 
honour him with the imperial order of Alexander Newski, 
being the second, in point of rank, among the degrees of 
Kussian knighthood. 

It were too tedious a detail to enter into the minuti® 
of those numerous services lie reiulered his country during 
the more early part of his command: they were, at least, 
proofs of his diligence; though the inferior force of the 
many prizes made by the ships he commanded ^ miglit

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rentier any exertioili of gallantly on his part utmecessary. A 
sad, a, droadfi]^; occarience^ however, which took place in the 
month of Maj, 1797 , called , forth all those . powders which 
had so long lain dormant: urgency and peculiarity of 

the case might be said far to in difficulty and dan- 
ger, any situation in/which;dn dificer thrown^ wljo 

had. to contend with only the public and avowed enemies of his 
countrj’. It is alinost needless lo say we adi^^ to that 
dreadful mutiny, or coipmotioit among the seanr^i,,^ which, 
aft^r having raged some time i^'ith treqiendoiis fury on board 
the Channel flecj at Portsmouth, has spread its deleterious 
contagion through the shi])s employed under tho orders of 
Admiral Duncan. 

Fain would the historian pass over, in the strictest silence, 
an event, the recital of wliidi brands with shame lliat characltT 
which, till then, stood foremost in tlio ranks of honour, and 
whose veiy failings fa.'jciiiated beholders till they were almost 
induced to consider them virtues. Fain would we ourselves 
banish the recollection of it from our minds, and consign to 
e\erlasting oblivion an act which, by comparison, raises re- 
bellion almost into a venial offence, and effaces fr(>m llie trea- 
sons coinrnilfed by our ancestors the charge even of impropri- 
ety. Desperate was the situation of the country; but the firm- 
ness and intrepidity of those noble-minded persons, who pre- 
ferred a loyalty, though dangerous to themsedves, to any situa- 
tion in which appeared a single particle of dishonour, saved it 
from the abyss of destruction. ; No one contributed more emi- 
iieiitty to effect this excellent service than Admiral Duncan. 
The dangers, the difficulties he had to encounter were new 
and unprecedented; and never did the conduct of any man burst 
forth witli more conspicuous lu^tr^. Foreign to the present 
purpos# e any attempt at tracing the primary cause of 

this grand convulsion to its fountain head ; suffice it to say, the 
seeds of sedition had be|(n widely and most iiidustriouibly 
scattered, and on such soils as appealed best appropriated fo 
tlie succour ai^ maintenance the deleterious plant. A go- 
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vtTnmental measure, honestly sttggest^, and not ^mdscly ihoug^i 
perhaps incautioudy cairied into eltecutiou, contributed very 
nuilcrially to pronto^ the dreadful conspii-acy! In aid of those 
necessities, in respect to the want of se^i^ei, which the conti- 
imance of the wwi^d,,at that time, brought on Britain, every 
parish or district ttiroiighbiit the kingdom \vas, by faw, com- 
pelled to aeiid, in proportion to iheij; extent and population, a 
certain number of persons to ser\e on board the fleet. , • 

The consequence had neaily^roved fatal; among the quota 
men, as they w’Cire called, were a utunber ctf persons, banlf- 
rupts as w ell in' character as fortune, w'lio had before figured in 
what was considered a higher sphere of life, having been 
cither petty merchants or attornies. Tliesc men, not con- 
tented with the iniquities tjiey bad been guilty of, and the 
depredations they had coininilted on society, in their former 
occupations, joyfully accepted the prodigious bounly of thirty 
l^uineas, or upwards, per man, offered by dill’crent parUhes, 
wlio v^(ire anxious to be rid of a business which they consi- 
dered as an encumbrance, and enteicd into the navy, ni the 
certainly of obtaining a better nraintenunce than lluy» had, 
many of ibcin, been for some lime aceiist micd to. '^ihey 
cntertaiiud also the hope that llieir introduction would afford 
some ojjporUmity of disscniinaliiig those principle^, which, if 
on^e established i!i any de;:ree of force, would allbrd them 
an opportunity of becoming more dissolute, iiliaiuloned, and 
inis<’bit*vou.s, than even their lormer situations in society had 
pcniillted tin in to bo. 

I'licir vi<‘ws were, in no inconsideiahle tregree, furthered, by 
tl)o puv liege they cujo>ed of sending and receiving all their 
iclkrs fn e t)f p(;stagc; by nicai^ the conspiracy found 
means to extend iuiclf unseen; cheilshed and encouraged by 
iliose tapially dangerous characters whom they Icid left on sliorc, 
to act their part in a ddferenl quarter, a chain of correspondence 
was formed, and the ilanie of rebellion, smukh'g ui daiigeroui^ 
conccalincni, was daily acquiring sU jugtb, w hile its Source was 
uu(libco\cred, and its extent iiidwUoviU. ^ 
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The bidd^. fire received no small enconragcment from tlie 
serious cause fcf discontent whkh the enrollment of these inis- 
dbtevous characters .and the circumstances attending it^ was 
SI^|:^osed to have occasioned among those who were justly 
.,esteemed British s.camtfn. " .Tfiese valuable persons, many of 
>vbom had been compelled to enter into the king s service, had 
received no higher bounty than five pounds per man, and had 
Tbecn obliged, at the same tii^c, to re linquish an employment, 
"the pay of which amounted Hh tlirce or four pounds per month, 
for the king’s of twenty-two shillings and six pence. These 
hardships, which the situation of the countiy required should 
be submitted to wilh patience by tijose whose service was re- 
quired, were eagerly Emblazoned in all llie disgusting colon: s 
sedition could paint, through the hopes of acquiring pro^c hies 
to her infernul purpose: though expectation was sanguine, 

and that e\pectstiou, in all prohalnlily, [)rom(»!rd the lage.nes i 
wdth which the dangerous ai?d hdlish nnissai it's just alludi d U), 
engaged in a service comjditciy incompatible with their foinur 
situations ki life, yet die event proved, in a gnat measure, 
contrary to ihcir hopes. TIjc thorough- bred seamen, notwith- 
standing the disadvantages under which they laboured, nearly 
without an exception, were steady in their conduct, and uni 
form in their loyalty. it Las been quaintly, though truly 
remarked, the core of die mutiny was Formed of land lubbers, 
or half-and-half saihirs, who, in a gale, are almost inipt‘di^ 
menls to the honest and spirited exertions of good and juac- 
tical seamem 

The tumour, however, having burst, it required the most 
cx)nsummale skill to prevent its fatal effects from o\ei powering 
and corrupting the whole body, As an ofiicer bearing com- 
mand, no person had^ ever more endeared himself to lhos(; 
whom he w^as appointed to conduct, than Admiral I>uTican ; 
for, while benevolence and good humour bad' acquired him the 
nnivcrsaflo^e of all who knew him ; n regularity of goveunment 
or discipliije, unalloyed l(y severity, and unmixed with the 
smallest pordoh of thftt s^Jecics of conduct which too often 
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appears in very humane wcU-disposed men, perpetually remind* 
ing tliose over ^vboln they are put in autliority^ the great in- 
feriority of ifieir bad rendered him revered as well as 

adored. 

On the instant the baneful influence of this disease made 
its* appearance, he visited every ship in the fleet; his presence 
bad the Icipporary effect of Ithuriele spear; it compelled "the 
dtenion of discord to quit the more^ pleasing shape which 9 
had taken, and resume its natur^ one, disgusting, loathsome^ 
and terrifit*; its idolatrous worshippers became, for a short 
Space, ashamed of their deity, and returned to their duty 
without apparent reluctance. The disease^ however, was only 
checked, not cured; for when the fleet put to seaj^ it re- 
newed its appearance, attended by all its former virulent symp- 
toms, the Venerable and Adamant appearing the only ships 
that were not thoroughly tainted with the infection. . On the 
evening before the admiral hiinsolf intended to put to sea, he 
made die signal for tin; Trent frigate to get under weigh : his 
commands w ere not complied with ; and on inquiring into 
the cause, it was found that the crew peremptorily refused 
obeying their officers, on pretence tliat the regulation es- 
tablished immediately before, by act of Parliament, in re- 
spect to the w'eight and measure of provisions, had not been 
adopted with respect to them. The fact really was, the aug- 
mentation had so very recently passed into a law, that the 
particulars of it bad not been at that time officially notified to 
the officers whose particular duty it was to attend to it. Tlie 
fonieuters of disscnlio.:, eagerly snatching at the only existing 
chance of exciting iartlu r tumult, had set lire to the train, by 
merely suggesting the hai dship, and the conflagration spread to 
the utmoA of their wishes.^ * • ^ 

The admiral, on this alarming occasion, ordered all hands 
to be called upon deck ; tie publicly made known to them the 
delinquency of their companioits; he informed tlu ni. of his in- 
tention to go alongside the frigate early in the ensuing morning, 
and compel the rebellious crew return to thcir*duty. Who 
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is there,” ssidhe, " on'jthi; occasion will ilcsfert me ?” Hiw 
^piestib'B Wtt^nmediately atiswercd ih the nrgati|fe ; his people, 
one accord; derlaris^ their olihosl abhorrence of such 
cdndimt, and their, assurance of, support, to the utmost of their 
' power, in , the punishment of it. In the course of the evening, 
Wwever, a . letter, coimhed ia,tbe properest terms possible, u as 
hransmitted to , him from his ship’s ewnpany ; they offered, I»y 
way of satisfying the disconteitt,whicli pervaded the crew of the 
^{ent, and to shew them thty fared no worse than all others 
embarked in the same cause, did, to Meliver to him the dif- 
ferent weights ^measures used by the piirsei * in the allot- 
ment of their provisions, «nd depend entirely od his justice uiul 
candour, as far as regarded their own allowances. This offt r con- 
vinced the mutineers of the impropriety of their conduct; the 
effusion of British blood, and by the haiuls of Britfins, was 
happily prevented ; for before the ensuing morning the iVigate 
proceeded on the service previously ordere d by her comniaiuh r 
in chief. 

Towards mtbe end of May, Admiral Duncan qinttf .! Yar- 
mouth Roads by order of the Admiralty Board, with iiistnu - 
tious to criiijc off the hack of those samls \^hich at some dis- 
tance environ that anchoisagc, till he ^hould be i cinforccd. '^l lif 
Nassau and Montague, one ot* (i-I, the oilier of 71 gnns^ refused 
to put to sea, under pretence that they were in the course of 
payment, though there were at that time scarce ly i(?n sJiillings 
due to each man on board. This sad example itiduced llic rest of 
the ships to pursue the same line of conduct; so the Venerable 
and Adamant, whose crews, as already observed, never relaxed 
from their duty, were left to jirocccd by themselves ofl’ the Texcl, 
w'hither the admiral, unattended as he w as, imniedia'ely repaired. 

Stratagem supplied, oif this occusk>n, the placo of uuinbers ; 
for the admiral, by making a variety o|^' signals, as to ships in the

manded. At this critical period, the only ^ymptmxi Of mutiny that 
ever was observed on board the Venerable made its appearance. 

It bacomes, indeed, rather a matter, of wonder, considering hojr 
prevalent is the force of example, Uiat it should have beoi so tar- 
dy, or so languid, as it foi:tuiiatelyjprovcd : a pldt, however, was * 
actually on foot, and was happily discuverad by some truly valu- 
able men belonging to the gunner’s ciew. The admiral, as lie 
had before been frequently compelled tado, -duftng the critical 
period alliuled to, ordered all iiands to kj^ turned upon deck. He 
immediately addressed tliein in tiie firmest, and, at the same time, 
the coolest terms : after a few minutes, six men, among the 
stoutest in the ship, and who were cliargctl with being the ring- 
hraders of the conspiracy, were brouglit before Jiim. It was, at 
that lime, Impossible to say whut height the disoase had reached; 
the inonunt was more than critical; it was awful; and, while 
the delay of an instant might have rendered it fatah a strong 
measure too hastily or unadvisedly taken, might have beow 
equally injurious to the cause of tranquillity. • 

M V lads/’ said the admiral, 1 am not, in the smallest dc- 
grt e, a[)piehenslve of any viohmt measure you may have in con- 
templation; and though I assure you 1 would much rathet* ac- 
qiiiie >our love ilian iueur your fea», 1 will, with my own hand, 
f>(it to dealli the first man who shall presume to display the slightest 
symptom of rebellious conduct.” Turning round immediately to 
one of the mutineei's ; Do you, sir,” said he, want to take 
the conunand of this ship out of my hands?’* — Yes, sir,” re- 
plied the fellow, with the greatest assurance. The admiral im<- 
mediately raised his arm, with* an* intent plunge the sword 
into the iiiulineer's breast : he was prevented by the chaplain 
and secretary, who seized his armj from executing this summary 
act of justice ; an act rendered, at least, justifiable, if not i^cces^** 
sary, by the particular situation in whf'pb not only himself, but 
^ the greatest part of those whom he c&nmianded^ were at that 
lime placed. *

The bloijj being jjn-evented, the admiral attempted net t<9 
make a second^ but immediately called to tlie ship s company 
with some agitation : ** Let those who will stand by me, and my 
over immediately to the starboard side of the ship, 
that we may see who are our friends, and who are our oppo- 
nents.*^ In an instant the whole crew, excepting the six fomeut- 
^ ers of the disturbance, ran over witli one accord. The culprits 
were immediately seizeef, put in irons, and coitiuiittcd to the gun- 
room ; from whence they \vc^e afterwards liberated, one by one, 
after having shewn those «igns of real penitence, v\hi( h induced 
the admiral, by well titPed acts of ienity, to endear liimself, if 
possible, still more to aftaitbrul crew, \^bo, iu the midst of tu- 
mult, bad stood faithful to their trust, uncorrnptcd in the very 
focus of seditious seducllun. 

'I'he instance of mild forbearance and forgiveness just related 
may not impossibly be thought ceiisuiajbie by the stern and rigid 
disciplinarian; vdieii, houever, the existing complexion of iJu; 
times, added to the very exemplary conduct of the remaining 
part of the crew, art* considered, together with the little ilauger 
that was to he apprelnmdcd from any dUturbauc;: that could be 
excited by six headstrong persons, snrroiuidcd as thev weic 
by as many hundreds, who revered their coiinnander as a father, 
8fid loved him as a friend, it certainly was worth making tlie ex- 
periment whetljcr even dissolute morals might not be reclaimcjd 
by lenity. TJie motive was ifenevolent, and the effect happy ; 
for^ except in the slight instance already related, not the smallest 
^uiptom of discontent ever appeared on boaid the Venerable. 

Let us now turn our minds from a most disgusting subject, and 
hasten to the account of one of those events which will, to the 
latest posterity, continue to gr^ice, with the utmost ^dendour, the 
page of British naval^history — the engagement with the Dutch 
fleet off Camperdown.— -The fleet of the enemy bad long been in 
a coa|^lete state of equipment for actual service ; it consisted of 
fifteen ships of the line, six frigates, and five sloops of war ; the 
wind favourable* for fheir putting to sea; and nothing but 
the ingenious srtiffe'e ahead y ledated, in all probalility prevented 
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iL At length the iiJmiral, in tlie lioj)e of aiuio^ing ihc^n very 
inatcruiliy, if thev attempted to come out, the chance; leni" so 
narrow us not to admit ef mo;e than one ship passip,* at u 
time, unehoied, having lht‘ Adamant in company, at the outer 
buoy ol lh(‘ IVxel, bulli slrps having springs on their cal)^es. 
What the c\eiit of so imeniiui ^a coiaesL woidd have bteii, is 
liou ol little conscfpK nee ; h it v. li;:te\er it might l;*eie pnivc d, 
the me:i‘«nie cerlanny rt'lh eled h'j^liest honour on tl e inaU 
whose galluntj\ not only ]MO]ert*d ll, but made eveiy pos><»b!«f 
prep'arLiion in his pfjww to casrv il into excciilloii in the moLt 
ad vantage oils manner possible. • 

"I lie crew were at tlieir (jnart^rs for three days and three 
ni; almost in m nnenliry e\peetution that the e^rnny woul I 
come out. 'i’heir admiiai even made the preparafi'e s.g lal for 
sailing ; hut a few betore the time wh* n tlieir i.iteiitioii 

was to liavt hem exicuied, the wind crnie round to the west- 
waid, and jj.evcMited it. During tlie eight fol!.n\lng days, the 
adimrul and In? < v>nsoil were on the tiptoe of expectation, wait- 
ing for a rein ..ictnneiil, when at kiigth, to their gvt‘at joy, they 
were joined bv the ^aiis ih.rcii, of 84, and the llu?sel, of 74 
gni'i'i. OJhfT slo’js coiniipji; in so.)n aflorwaids, the disparity of 
iiund)ers so ho dec /eased, as to aninhiiatt' all anxitly for the 
e vent of the isptcled cnnti;-!. '^i’he Venerable htiself kept the 
,sca during < ieiiteeii week*- iiiui ilu<'c daxs, without iiiCi.rmi.ssioii, 
in which i.fiie many ol the sliips whiih had joined the admiral 
after the mutln\, had been compelled to make a temporary n- 
lurn into poit, eiiher (mi account of a w ant of pi oxisions, or the 
damage they had received in the gales of wind which hajipeiicd 
about that period.

*‘b8 conformable to dte w^isli^s or interests of his comUrymei), 
unless his iM^tagonists Yar higher than lie could 

eipect «Nr. boiled \ But by putU^ sea, he considered that lie 
should at least the minds of his countrymen for a time 
and tl^t calm ^jped to ]>rodtiee, without putting his arina- 
ment to the risk df |ii defeat : this he w^as induced to flatter him- 
self with, undcj^ the t^ectioh that the same wind which wafted 
his enemy from the British shore, would render iiis r^m into 
)>ort so'^easy, that he might a:void an action. 

Tlie activity, of Adintral Duh^ti rendered these experfations 
futile. Haring piWioUMf daspatete^ orders to Yarmouth for 
the preparation of the difiereiU; articles he stood in need of, so 
that as« little time as possible might be lost, the fleet liad no 
sooner got to an anchor, than the vessels employed in victualling 
were alongside. The commander in chief setting the first 
example of assiduity, quitted not bis ship for a moment ; he 
continued almost comtantly on deck, encoiii^ing tbq men, and 
promoting eveiy possible exertion, insomiicl), that the Venerable 
haself was ready for aca in four days, aud the wliole of the fleet 
in less than eight. He lost not a moment iii getting out to hit 
station, having received early intelligence that the event he had 
so long wished for, had actually taken place. y 

Fortune propitiously tiecreerf that the zeal and. miremitting 
perseverance of the admiral shoidd not pass wiflitout acquiring 
the reward of victory, which he had so long and so diligently 
laboured^ win. On the eleventh' of October, at nine o clock 
in the morning, the headmost sliips of the fleet ma^e the signal 
of having ifiscotered the eilemyT and after a pursuit of thrat 
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^Q(inR> succeeded in die R'cII^jud^d d|b^)i|^l|llll| ofniuttiog tlirough 
the enemy’s fleet, by wluch AkeMl# W^'j^reile 'dtat bfiP from tbeir 
own p^.

' At scVoo A. M». ftaw three large standing 

to the squadron ; on nearing thrm, fouod they hdd each a red 
flag dying at the, maiii-top.gallant.mast*head 9 l^ng the signal 
for an enemy. These ships proved to be Capfain Teoliope's 
squs|4ron) consisting of the Russel, Adamayt^ and' Beaulieu 
frigate, who had kept sigh^ oi the 0atcli fleet, And watqhed 
^eir motions. Tfis Majesty's ship Circe, likewise one of that 
squadron, joined us afterwards. At half past eight o’clock 
A. M. saw the Dutch fleet to leeward ; made the sigual, bore 
up with th|l^cct, and stood towards them. At flfty minutes 
past nine, made the signal for the fleet to make morC Sail. On 
approaching the enemy's fleet, saw them forming their line of 
battle on the larboard tack ; their force consisting of siseteen^^ 
sail of the line, throe stout frigates, and two smaller ones^ with 
live brigs, having four flags flying, viz. one blue at the main, 
one whife at the mizon, one blue at the miaen, and one blue at 
ihefore-tbp-gallant-mast-head. Their frigates and brigsdrawn 
up to leewaixl df iheii* line of battle ships, and placed opposite 
to the ihtervsfe, which rendered them argreat annoyance to our 
ships, espocislly while passing through their line, and during 
the greatest part of the action. A< eleven A. iM. made the 
signal for the vtui to sliorteii sail, to let the sternmost ships 
come up, and connect our line as w ell as (ime would permif. 
The enemy at this time in a lino of battle on the larboard 
tack, with their mairutop.saiUyards square, but keeping them 
shivenng, and sometime.^ fulk by which tbeiriinc‘was gradually 
advancing towards their own shore, which, at this period, was 
not seven miles distant The land in sight was situated be- 
tween the village of Egmont and Camperdown. By the in*- 
equality of sailing of several of our ships, the squadron was 
unavoidably going down towards the enemy in no regular order 
of battle. Brought to for a short time on the starboard tack, 
in order to form them ; but the enemy being btill advancing 
towards thefr own shore, it determined by our admiral to 
get between them and their ow n land. At all events, to prevent 
tlicir escape. The signal for hearing up was therefore made 
before our ships could possibly get into any regular order of 
battJe. Had our time been lust ih making a regular distrjbu 
tion of our ships, the Dutch fleet must have got so near tlieir 
^bast, it would have been impossible to follow them wilh any

, «ia kenva^/lSo^il mser tbe ligoal was made far close action, 
and repealed by dilMoliarcb and Powerful ; it was kept flying 
, on board tbb Venerable near an hour and a half, when it Was 
shot away. About thirty miotites^past twelve, the action 
commenoed by ViCbpAdmirat Onslow, in the Monarch, who 
brdke throni^ the enemy’s line, passed oador the Dutch tIco* 
admirars stem, an^jt engaged him to leeward* Tbe Venerable 
intending to engage tlii^l>tifch eommaiider in chief, was pre« 
Tented by l^e States General, of 76 guns, boariK* Sag 
at tbe m%en, shooting dose up with him ; we tnWeftsre 
our helm fport, ran under his stern, engaged him close, and 
soon forced him to mil out of the line. The Venerable then 
' fell alonglido the Dutch Admiral De Winter, in the Vryheid, 
who Vas for some time well supported, and kept op a very 
heary fire upon us. At one o’clock the aetion was pretty 
genera], cicept by the two or throe tan ships of the eoosiy’t 
line, which got off without the smallest apparent injury. 
About half an hour afjter the comincficcment of the action on 
the part of the Venerable, who began only fire minutes later 
than our own vice-admiral, the Hercules, a Dutch ship of 
64 guns, caught fire a-head of us ; she wore, and drove very 
jicar our ship to leeward, while we were engaged and very 
roughly handled by four ships of the memy. A little before 
three o’clock, while passing to leeward ot the Dutch admiral 
and commander In chief on tbe opposite tack, our starboard 
broadside was fired, which took place pnncipally among tbe ^ 
rigging, as all her masts came rnisnedidtely by the board ; soon 
I after he struck his colours, all farther oppoMtion being veinand 
fruitless. Admiral Oancau despatched the Rose cutter w tih a 
note to the secretary ot the Admiralty, containing the account 
of his having obtained a vie tory over the Dutch fleet Du ring 
the greatest part of (he action, the ueathurwas variable, with 
showeis of rail!, till half [pis^ two p’clock, whcait fell almost 
calm. On its clc£iiig up, wc^peroeiTcd nine ships' ol the eiie. 
my’s line, andonestout trigate, bad struck. About four o’clock 
P. M. Admiral De Winter was brought on board the Vene- 
rable by Mr. Charles Richardson,flrstlieotanantof (he Circe, 
in the boat of that frig ite, whose signal had been made fpr tiiat 
purpose. The Venerable wore with t1ie fleet, turning our beads 
offshore, which i^as not tben distant abore four or fire aiUei« 
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3egiiii rci^alringtlio rigging, nmt^ and 

yards, ►had suffered miicJi lit the action. fikeifirisc 

constantly at the pumps, hivTiig rec4^ii^dNa tjitanber Of shot- 
holes below* uur water-line. Made the frigates aiUlindisahled 
ships signals to take possession of prizes. Daijng the batll^ 
the Vencrable was gallantly supported by the Ardent and 
Tduinpb, Admiral Duncairs secoigH, and afterwards by his 
Majesty's ship Powerful, who. had taken her opponent, *i^ii 
run up, and rendered effectual assista.ncf to us, while far- 
rounded by enemies. The Powerful and several others show- 
ed by their gallant cohdupt^ that they perfectly understood 
the signal for close actSoii:. Could a doubt ren)^iii in the 
. minds of any person in the licet, about Ac meaning of any 
signal or manoenyre, they could not possibly mistake the gab 
. lapt example of the two hlngUsti admirals, and sevem;^ others', 

. who entered completely into tlic meaning of the signa|;Nn.34, 
and imme^4t<dy pushed through the enemy’s line, as the only 
method of defeating the Dutch ileet in the situation ju which 
' they wore. It was perfectly in the j^ower of the whole Britidi 
fleet to havo pat signal 34 into executbn. The enemy was 
directly to leeward, and openings to pass tiprough their line in 
seveia! parts of It; but some of our ships^ it is said, did not 
* put No, 34 into execution. Notwithstanding, the tUh of 
October, 17 £17, will be remembered w4th pleasure by our 
friends, and regretted by our enemies. 

The foregoing account is so full, that it r^uirp no addition 
or remark ; suffice it, that w c briefly state, Re action commenced 
between twelve and , one o'clock in the afternoon, and after 
continuing rather more than three hours with unceasing violence, 
was at last closed by the surrender of nir^ , ships of tlie tine, with 
two frigates ; ibc remainder, though not without iiiuch difficulty, 
succeeding in effecting ^eir escape. 

It has been r^nilrked, and with some truth, that the laconic 
manner in which the gallant^Bdiniral feat uiinpunced bis success, 
to the Admiralty boaxxfj in^ Imall degree resembled^ die cele- 
brated letter of Captain Wilton wdtUni in consequeuec of bia 
having attacked, taken, or rfestroyt4, a detachment of the Spa* 
nish fleet off Syracuse. VlTe have taken/' said that 
oilker, and destroyed aH die Spanish ships aud^ vessels dud 
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were ti{Km' (jie coast ; die number as per margin. YourSi &c. 
,G. Walton.” . Tiiat whidh we bring into comparison with it was 
. to die following pniport :

The admiral, as a public and proper reward for his very 
brilliant conduct on the foregoing occasion, was raised, by 
patent bearing date October the thlrticlh, to the dignity of a » 
Baron and Viscount of Great Britain, by the titles of Baron 
Cainperdown and Viscount Duncan* I’lie Venerable had re- 
ceived so much damage, and had become so leaky, owing to 
the number of shot she had received in her hull, that she was, 
with tlie greatest difficulty, brought into port ; and being found 
unfit for further service, witbcuit previously undergoing a tho- 
rough repair, w^as, of course, ordered to be dismantled for that 
purpose. His lordship, who continued to retain his command, 
shifted his flag into the Kent,' a new ship of 74 guns, then just 
launched. Soon as the sliijis destined to remain under his orders 
were refltted, he returned again tb liis station ; and4>y his con- 
tinued vigilance, the Dutch trade was almost annihilated ; their 
vessels, whenever any were found hardy enough to attempt 
putting to sea, Were captured in sight of their own ports ; for the 
whole coast was so completely blockaded, that iitftauces very 
rarely o€ciir4»j|pf their being able to elude the extreme vigi- 
lance of the cruisers**

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A very singular proof of this fact took place; about twelve 
months after the Camperdown fight. Two Dutch frigates, the 
Furie, of 3C), and the VVaakzamhcid, of 26 guns, had been 
lying in the Tcxcl many weeks with troops on board. Eager to 
seize the first probable opportunity of escaping, in order to effect 
a desultory descent on some part of the British dominions, being 
at la»t favoured by a strong easterly gale, which tKey flatteicd 
themselves had blown the English cruisers off their coast, they 
Ventured out to sea on the twenty-third of October, 179S^,* 
under cover of a thick fog, but were both captured on the follow- 
ing day, by Captain King, in the Sirius, ftis lordship con- 
ihiued to letaitt the same command till the commencement of 
the present year, but the extreme caution of the enemy prevented 
him from finding any second opportunity of compl’etiiig the de- 
struction of the Dutch maritime power; and the suiTonder of 
their ships at the Texel, in the month of August, 1799, has, to 
a certainty, removed lt> a mure remote period the possibility of 
acquiring in the same quarter similar honours to those gained off 
Camperdown.

A fter the on of the third Dtrtch war, fro opportfinitj’ 

offered itself cither io the pritish fleet, or that bdtmging to 
among their ditrerent enemies, of carrying the some manoiuvre 
into execution, till the engagement between Mr. Byng and the 
French Admiral <Ga11itoniere. The Hoachy-Head fight, the naval 
battles which toot place off La Ilogiie. and Malaga, were, of neces- 
•ity conducted on different principles, which will be explained under 
a different head from the present. 

In the action off Minorca, Mr. Byng had rcry judiciously con- 
trired to keep the advantage of the wind ; and such was the relative 
position of the two squadrons, that if he had immediately after iiiak« 
ing the signal for his ships to go about, winch consequently brought 
thfem on the same tack with the enemy, followed it with another for 
the whole fleet to make all the sail they could, without snhjecting 
themselves to confusion, and fall upon the van of the enemy, there 
seems but lililc doubt that Mr. We»it’s division alone would have 
Insured the victory. This unfor unate man, without doubt, com* 
mltted an irremediable, suit of errors, in ordering the Deptford to 
^uit the line ; in h^^ariug away with the llaimlies for the rear of the 
enemy; and in making the Signal lor the rest of (he sliips in his 
division to follow hi» example. This comluct, however ill-judged 
it might be, perfccfl} emancipates him from the illiberal c-harge 
which his enemies laboured so powerfully to fix on hiyn — a wnut of 
personal courage ; for the fact is, if he hud kept on the same ct>urs« 
after the van began to engage, which he held before (he action com- 
menced, the battle would, iii all probability, have been iiL'.irly over, 
and tbc enemy defeated, ere Itu could have got nearer io them than 
Within random shot. » r ' •

On the sixteenth of March, 171H, the French tguadrOn employed 
in Ainerm' completely baffled the British iquadroii' uaider Mr. Ar- 
buthnot by making use at' this manoeuvre. The enemy, who were 
really inferior in point of force, bat had the ad vantage of the wind, 
attacked with all the ships they conM bring into action, the Robust, 
the Prudent, and the Kurope: the former of these wasVngaged at 
one time by the French commodore, in a ship of 84 guns, supportedT 
by one of 74, and another of 64 ; 4he other ships had the ronaiq^ * 
der of the enemy’s squadron to contend with ; the consequence 
was, that all those ships, but more particularly Uie^wo former were 
completely crippled before their companions could get up to sup- 
port them ; and the French, perfectly well satisfied with having 
saved themselves from a more serious loss, were enabled to make 
good their retreat n ilhout further molestation. 

‘‘ At two o’clock, ’’says Mr. Arbutbnot, the van of my squadron 
wore in the line, and in a few* minutes the Robust, which Jed the 
Heet, and aftewards behaved in the most gallant manner, was 
warmly engaged with the van of the enemy. The ships in the van 
aud centre of the line were all engaged by half an hour past two, 
and by three the French line was broke ; their ships began soon 
after to wear, and to foim ilicir line again with their heads to the 
south*cast into the oc.an. , 

At twenty minutes after three. I wore and stood after them. 1 
was sorry to see the Robust, Prudent, aud Europe, which were the 
headiiu).sl ships, aud recjiied the whole of the enemy^ fire at their 
rigging as they bore down, so entirely disabled, and the London's 
iiiain-lop-saiUyard being carried away (Ihe two lirst unmanage- 
able, lying with their heads from the enemy), as to be incapable of 
pursuit, and of rendering the advantage we had gained decisive.” 

The eiigagemenf otr the Chesapeak, on the 6fh of September, 
1781, is a corroborating proof of the correctness of this prin- 
ciple : the van and centre of the licet commanded by llcar-adinirals 
(; raves arid, Drake, opposing liJiip to ship with the enemy, I'orceil 
them to give way ; while thctcveii sternSjust ships of the British 
licet, under Sir ll^amuel llpod, kept twelve of the enemy's rear at 
b.iv. It nrav be remembered that there was no small degree of

murmur excited among the uninformed, becausctliope ships were not 
a^'tually engaged ; hut it niustbc evident to all candid inipiirers, now 
reason has supplanted the rage of passion, that if the rear had borno 
away, aud ^ilQscd with its autagonisls,STs the van did, it might, aud 
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most probably #rouId have been enclosed between two fires, through 
which an advantage might have been gained of the most serious 
consequences to the whole fleet. 

Iti short, the particular conduct of the rear proyed the prefer, 
vation of tiie whole fleet. It will be hereafter necessary to speak 
more fully of this encounter, in treating of the mancnivre lately in- 
troduced and practised with st> much success, that of cutting 
ihrough (he enemy s line,'*

T sAn.F.i) from the Downs the 24th inst. in the morning, the wind 
at W. N. W, upon receiving infclligenee that (iftcen ships of the 
Drest squadron were at an anchor olVDiingcnrss ; and at two in the 
afternoon came to an anchor about iiMght miles short ot them, the tide 
of Hood then being against us, and the Vi iiid at W.S.W, they bear- 
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iiig from US, f S, At eight at night the wind shifted to N. E. 
and about one iti the morning, a violent storm came on, with thick 
dark weather, that soon drove most of us from our anchors ; it con* 
tinueii the greatest part of the day, so that we could carry no sail : 
but towards evening the weather abated, and this day (the !t6th) 
we have little wind, and variable. I enclose to you an account of 
the damage that has happened to such of oar ships as 1 have spote 
with/ and hope their lordships will order an immediate supply of 
/ ar^chors and cables to us in the Downs, whither 1 am returning. It 
was fortunate we did not meet with this storm off Dunkirk, or in 
the^Downs, in eilher of which places all our pilots are of opinion 
the, w|jple ileet would have been in Imminent danger. The Roe- 
btlhc, from Portsinbuth, joined me the 24th, when w^e wfere in sight 
of the French. We cannot tell when the French broke way, not-‘ 
withstanding all the endeavours I used to be informed of it ; but 
the Anglesea, whose cable parted the 25th. at seven in the morning, 
run close by Dungoness, and viewed both ^idcs of it, aud found them 
gone. The Duke, Princess Royal, Prince Frederick, and Medway* 
not being in a condition to go into the Downs,* I have ordered Sir 
Charles Hardy w ith them into Spithead, and the Gibraltar to attend 
him.

Tv obedience to the order of the house of representatives of the 
Cnited States, of the eigliiteeuth inst. the secretary of the navy has 
the honour to lay before the houses, a cop> ot (’aplaiii I’ruxtun s 
letter of the third of February, together with a copy of th^ extract 
from his journal, relcrred to in the said letter, detailing the parti- 
culars of the engagement between the* Coii'^telUlioii under his com- 
mand, and a hea.y French ship, mounting, as hesu{)po 5 ed, .57 guns. 

The secretary lias received a number of letters too voluminous' to 
trouble the house with, of dates b.ifh prior and subsequent to the 
action, which leave no doubt on bi» mind that the French vliip. so 
gallantly defended against the braiery and superior skill of ('aptain 
I'ruxtuti, is- the same that arrived at Guadaloupe from France, in 
the Hioiitii of December last, called la Vengeance, mounting oOguns 
or 11 pw aids. 

In corilirnfttion of this opinioR.^he secretary takes the liberty of 
stating the substance of letters received from Captain Baker, of the 
Delaware sloop of war, from B. K, FhiUrps. i>fi. American cou'^ijI 
at Curacoa, and from D. M. Clarkson, Ksq. navy agent at St. 
Kitts. 

Captain Baker, in a letter dated (airacoa. eiirhth of Februarv. 
tneotioiis that a French ship, r.illed la \'cnge:ince, of .51 i;iius, ha I 
left Guadaloupe on herreiuru to France, about the iir^t of Februarv ; 
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had a very severe action with the Constellation the following night, 
and arrived at Curai^oa on the sixth, in a most shattered condi* 
tlon ; that he understood she had lost one hundred and forty men 
ill the action, and when she escaped from the Constellation, had 
eight feet water in her hold- 

Mr, Phillips, in a letter dated Cura^oa, S)tb of February, to the 
secretary of state, announces the arrival there of the French sMp^ 
la Vrngean&c, of 56 guns, bound from Gruadaloiipe to France, with 
a valuable cargo, and a large sum of specie, in a very distressed situ- 
R|ion, having lost one hundred and sixty men killed and wounded, 
and her masts and rigging nearly all shot away in an engagement of 
hve hours, within pistol shot, with the Constellation. 

Mr. Clarkson, at St. Kitts, in a letter dated sixteenth of February, 
states, VV"c are certain Captain Truxtun’s gallant action was 
fought with la VengeancL', a French man of war of 54 guns, and 
five hundred picked men, from Giiadaloupe to France.’’ 

As to the conduct of any particular officer, or other person on 
hoard the Constellation, tlie secretary has no information, except 
what is to be found in the communications from Captain Truvtun, 
by which, bat still more by the result of this heroic action, it ap- 
pears that all the officers and men on board the Constellation must 
have nobly performed their duty. 

The praise of having pursued, for many hours, a ship known to 
be of force so greatly superior to his own, to bring her to action^ 
and of conducting that action with so much skill as to compensate 
for his great inferiority of force, belongs exclusively to their gallant 
commander. 

It cannot be necessary for the secretary to add to tho enlogiun; 
bestowed by Captain Truxtisn on the brave young midshipman. 
James Jarvis, who gloriously prfferred certain death, to an aban- 
donment of his post.

Itj^DyARD, Lord ClintOTi, was the only son of Thomas, the 
•/ ittld dgSth b.ar^ of his family, by Mary, a natural daughter to 
Sir Edward Poyniogs, knight of the Gai^r. He w'as born in lbl 2 y 
and, al the death of his father, within hre years after, fell in ward*^ 
0 ship to the crown. Educated in the court, hrs youth was passed in 
those magnificent and romantic amusements which distinguished tho 
beginning of Henry’s reign; nor was it till 1544 that he appeared in 
,!i a public character: in that year he attended the Earl of Hertford, 
^and Dudley, Lord Lisle, in their expedition to Scotland, and is said 
to hare then entered into the natal service, in consequence of his ixi-i 
timacy vfith the latter, who at that time commanded the fleet ; with 
i these noblemen he scoured the coasts of Scotland, and afterwards 
landed at Boulogne, which was then besieged by the king in persoq. 

At the commencement of the following reign, he was appointed 
ndmiral-of the fleet which aided the Duke of Somersers great irriip. 
lion into Scotland; and, owing to asingular circumstance, is said to 
have a considerable share in the victory at Musselburgh, Avitlu 
quitting his ships; for the van of the English army Inning 
/ ' Ifliangcd its situation, the Scots imagined it was flying to the fleet,

NEW INVEISIXED DlVlNfi MACIIIVE. 

AN experiment was lately tried xt Rouen, upon a new invented 
diving machine, railed liutim»Poisson^ or fish»boat.* This boat 
sunk of itself seven or eight times, and then rose of itself. The 
longest time it remained uiidi i water was eight minutes. The de« 
acent into tiic msiJc of this machine is by an opening made in the 
form of a tunnel, which is about a demi-metre above the surface of 
the water. When those who conducted the expciiinent wbhed to 
de^ccud altogethci into the river, and disappear, the} let down tbif 
opening, sunk entirely under the water, and lost all communicatioa 
with the external air. The inventors of this ingenious machiuc aie 
Americans, the principal of whom is called Fulton. Thiee of them 
went into the boat and riMnaincd dm ing the cxporimeaU J*he pie* 
feet, and a vast concourse of spectatois wore piesent. ^

THE CONSULS TO THE MINISTER OF MARINL. 

The consuls cannot perceive without concern, cilizen minister, 
that several vessels of the Brest fleet have been disarmed; and that 
at a moment in which more than aver it was essehtial to complete 
the organization of our fleet, wc have suffered ourselves to be dis- 
couraged by the first difli(^ities which have presented themselves. 

It is at a moment in whiqh the continental war absorbs the 
principal resources of the nation, and tlio principal att^tion of go- 
vernment, that^he ministers of the marine, the admirals, and the 
administrators ought to redouble their courage, and to surmount 
every obstacle. 

Cause an inquiry to be made into the conduct of those admi- 
nistrators, or oflicers who have ordered the disarming of the four 
vessels which have quitted the road and gone into the harbour, and 
of those who would have authorised the dismissal of the sailors. Such 
operations could not be legal without the special order of government. 

Take measures that sailors may be raised at the same time on 
all our coasts, and that also our ships may be equipped and stored 
with every thing necessary fur their navigation. The French people 
wish for a marine. It eagerly wishes for it. It will make all the 
necessary sacrifices, that its wish may be gratified. 

Keep a just, but strict eye upon all our oflicers, and upon the 
diflcrciit branches of the administration. It is time that dilapida- 
tions should be put an end to. Dismiss those persons who have long 
been too clearly pointed out by public opinion as participating in 
fraudulent transactions. Since the law cannot reach them, lot us 
dcpiiv^ them at least of the power of doing injury. In the course 
of Fructidor, if cirenmstances permit it, the iir»t consul will go to 
visit the fleet at Brest. 

Rewards shall be adjudged to the ship which shall be best con- 
ducted, and the crew of which shall bo best disciplined.

OF THE IXFRCtSE OP MUtKETR'E. 

1. Tlie exorcise of musketry shall take place three times each 
decade on board all the vessels of the republic, both by the soldiers 
and the sailors.

3. The grand exercise shall take place three times every decade. 
It shall be general, and every mgn shall occupy his post, as if In 
action.

under sail, in squadrons and divisions. * 

5. A strong corvette shall be ordered to manccuvre in the road, 
so that they may fire at greater or less distances. 

6'. This exercise is to take place every day in the morning and 
evening. The commander in the roads will point out the vessels 
ivhfch arc to furnish detachments proportionable to the number of 
iheir crews.

8. Every vessel in the road shall send on board the corvette the 
number of men suffirieni to fhamcruv^ a cannon.

10. I'lie first prize is to be fen francs, and the second five* Thoy 
are to be decreed by a chief officer, appointed by the commiUiding 
officer of the road. 

11. The vessel to whom the best cannoneer shall belong Shall bu 
decorated with flags the whole day. 
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MAMCEUVRING EXERCISB. 

1 . Tfaer€ shiil bo performed in every vessel every day the ma» 
noeavres necessary in time of action. 

2. The commander of the road shall direct the manoeuvres which 
ace to be made. 

3. The commanding officer shall, by a signal, point out the vessel 
which shall maiifruvrc best, wliich vessel shall have the signal ilag 
flying all the day at the mast-head. 

4. The captain of that vesjscl sliall cause to be given to the twenty 
men who performed the be!<t a double ration. 

5. The commander ot the road' shall, the ensuing day, publish in 
general orders the names of the vessel according to the degree of

IM.UriSL OF SWIMMING. 

1. The commander of the road .^hall give orders for the cxrrrbc 
of swimming, and similar orders shall be given by the maritime 
prefect. 

2. This exercise shall take place when cirrumsfances shall pcrn:it 
it; aud precautions) shall be taken for the safety of the swimmers. 

3. During the summer months there shall be a general exercise 
of swimming, and prizes <;hall be distributed. 

4. Whoever shall swim farthest in a given time, shall receive 10

5. The same prixe shall be given to the man who di\cs bc'<t, and 
nails a plank to a part of a vessel under water. 

f). A chief officer shall have the distribution of (he prizes.

FRENXII NAVAL TACTICS. 

\ STIMULATION of spirit among the pe ople in FiaiK f 
to a new oaganizalion of their niarinc, to attain which oiuh, 
the most vigorous and enerptic (yieasiires are icsortedAo hy the 
coDSulate^ appears to engage the pens 6f individuals. These, how ■ 
ever, are probably in the pay of government, as feey have cliosan 
the 'official paper in that country (the Moniteur) for a discii'isiou 
OP thesnbject. TIic first essay, tlic writer of which flatte rs him- 
pelf that he lias discovered — What is llie cause of the naval su- 
periority of the English over thp i'rcnch,” is here presented ; ' 
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ESSAY I. 

RrnuriNr. tlio possible causes of this excellence to tlir?e, to 
r.niKuitTs that III the two first of them, the superior architecture of 
ihc .s}h[)s and the superior theoretic skill of the officers, the adran- 
tage is on the side of the French. In the third, the direction of the 
artillery on board ship, he considers the whole supciiority of the 
British navy to consist. 

The French,” he observe*;, direct their guns at the rigging, 
which U above all the body of th'" vessel. Three-fourths of the spare 
thus aimed at, form a void, «o«(hat tlfree-fourths of the balls thus 
fired lose themselves in the air. From the uncertain elevation which 
is given to the guns when they are directed against the rigging, the 
balls which strike the masts, must necessarily strike them one above 
the other; and experience proves, that fifty strokes of this kind 
against a mast do not break it, A>r though they may make the mast 
useless for the future, they do not dismast the vessel during tibe com- 
bat. — The yards are still less exposed than the masts, oa account of 
the oblique manner in which they present themselves to the enemy. 
Tfic damage done to the cordage is not diflicult to be repaired, c,«5- 
pecially as the enemy must commonly be in a line from which they 
cannot depart, In order to profit of lids momentary advantage. 
•Votwithstanding the great number of balls which pas*; through the 
sails, they gonerally serve llU the end of the engagement. 

Thii.^ it appears, from the effect of directing the cannon in this 
manner, that it cannot sccun^ the di:>mas(uig of the vessels, and that 
the damage which it does to the yards, the cordage, and the sails, is 
not of great consequence. And thus also it is evident, that w iicn the 
guns are pointed principally against the ligging, the hulk of the; ship 
cannot be struck, the guns cannot be dismounted, nor any coji'-ideia- 
hle lunnher of men kiileil orworiiided: from w hich if follows, that 
tlic crew of the enemy being so little injured, his valour, Ids force, 
and consequently the brisk ness of his fire, cannot be much enfeebled. 

The English direct their shot always acainst the hull ol the ves-* 
scl. It is thus that they succeed in stiikii betw ceii wind and water, 
in dismounling guns, and in killing such a number of the crew. In 
the first ca*sc they force thcii^eTicniy to•^take away a nnrnb»ir of men 
from the management of the gnus for the service of tlie pumps, mid 
nothing is so fatiguing or dispiriting as this. Wlu ii atear of dnkirig 
is induced., men arc not much disposed to contend for vicfoiw . 'i'lu- 
dismoiinteif guns cannot then be replaced. The carnage which is pro- 
duced among the crew diminishes its number, and spreads terror au'rl 
alarm among the survivors to such a degree, that their courage, their 
force, and cons equently the briskness of tlieir fire must abate. 
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When the cannon arc directed against the hull of the vesseTs^ 
the balls whidt^ass above must pa«s almost at (he same height^ sa 
that tkose vhich strike the mast hit them nearly at the same pointy 
and it is this which injures the mast precisely in the manner which 
can bring it by the board. 

It appears to follow, (|^om the above reasonings, that the man- 
ner in which the English direct their guns must produce a mi&cb 
greater effect than that employed by the French, and that the superi- 
ority of the English maruie in battle consists in the better employ-* 
ment of its artiHery, that is^o say^^in the better direedng of it. The 
facts which have taken place in'tho principal combats of this war 
support these reasonings. On the first of June, 1794, the English 
had two vessels dismasted, the French had eleven. In the battle of 
the Nile the former had one, the latter had six. The English dis- 
masted vessels were those which lost the greatest number of men. — 
Other similar facts might be added, but they are so well known that 
it is unnecessary to enter into so wide details. 

In order to make the truth of the preceding reasonings, and 
the utility of thejr application more full, let us examine into the co!u 
duct of the English admirals in battle, with a view of seeing w hethcr 
they have sought by fineness of mana^uvring, tiic advantages of po- 
sition, &c. or if they have depended upon the manner of directing 
their artillery. On the first of June, 1794, Admiral Howe, being 
to windward of the French, who expected him, made the signal to 
his fleet, that each ship should maniruvrc in such a manner as to 
attack his adversary iu ilic ertemy’s line. Thinking himself secure 
of victory, he only added to this signal another w'hich instructed 
them to get to leeward of the French, with a view of rendering tht ir 
retreat, after defeat, more difficult Admiral Duncan^ in the battle 
of the Texel, acted in the same manner precisely )vith Howe, be- 
lieving himself, like him, sure of success, he passed to Iceuard of 
the Dutch, in order to prevent them, after the battle, from retreat- 
ing into their ports, wliicii were to leeward. When the advantage of 
the wind is in possession, as in the two preceding cases, and when, 
instead of profiting of the advantage which this position affords, it 
is only sought to oppose shij[. to ship, is to be presumed that great 
confidence is placed iu the manner of directing the gui's. 

' Admiral Nelson did not attack the whole French line — but 
why he not. do it? It was because his enemy being at anchor, 
allowed hiiL to employ all his vessels against a part oftheirs, and 
because the French rear-guard, from its po<>ition and the state of the 
wkid, could only be a spectator of the destxuctiou of the advanced 
guard and of the centre. 
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The conduct of Admiral Rodney, on the 12th of April, 1782, 
and of Howe on the 29th of May, 1794, may be opposed to the or- 
dinary tactics of the English ; but it ought to be examined why they 
acted in this manner. On the 12th of April, 1782, the French had 
the advantage of the wind, and sailing better than the English, could 
keep themselves at a distance, which was not consistent with the Eng. 
Jislf tactics. Rodney found himself obliged to break their line, in 
order to fight them nearer. The conduct of the French enabled him 
to succeed. On the 29th of May, 1794, the French had also the ad- 
vantage of the wind over the English, anft as they did not shew them- 
selves disposed to come SjifiTiclcntly near, to engage in a decisive af- 
fair, Admiral Howe, in order to force them to it, endeavoured to 
break their line. This manoeuvre did not succeed!^ It is known in 
what confusion his fleet then was, and what the French admiral had 
it in his power to do. It may be supposed, from the conduct of the 
French in the battle, that their intention was only to get clear of 
the English vessels, so as to avoid a decisive afl'air, and they have 
so much this habit, that in the battle of the Nile, in which almost 
all (he vessels were atanclior, they nearly gained it. The headmost 
vessel of the English line, to which a French vessel surrendered, 
and which, on the following morning, set sail to prevent the flight 
of the two French ships and of the two frigates which escaped, and 
whose fire she receded in passing, had only one man killed and a 
few wounded.— The sccinul vessel a-head of the English.line had 
only two men killed, though a French vessel surrendered to her 
alone. Other similar examples might be adduced. 

‘‘ To convince one’s self of the superior utility of killing as many 
as possible of the enemy, rather than of injuring their ships, it is 
only necessary to read (he official account of the English captains 
■who have been taken, to shew that it is always the greatest loss of 
men which has forced them to surrender. If the superiority of the 
English marine docs not depend on the n anner of their directing 
their artillery, upon what does it depend ? Why are the continual 
defeats which their enemies experience never interrupted by tiie 
chances of war ? The French have reduced naval tactics to a system. 
The English never study it > they havx; not even a school for the 
marine. The facility with which they triumph over their cuemie'^,» 
lias made them neglect the study of a theory surely necessary for 
the perfect knowledge of the practice which it teaches. 

It may be said, perhaps, that the English vessels art infc.nue>t/ 
with belter sailors, and a greater number of them, than the French ' 
— ^but, in a battle, there is only a certain nuraher chosen to perform 
the manoeuvres, the remainder attend to their guns, and a sailor if

the smaiinc.ss of the danger whkh a person believes th^ be 
The habit of comjucring also makes them engage in battle with an 
enthusiasm and courage, which men acctisiomcd to ileraais* se* 
vere losses cainiot have.

— So; the French troops are to them, in this respect, what the 
Eaglish sailors arc to the trcn(;J*sailors, and for the same reasons- 

‘‘It api^ars, from these new observations, that the superiority 
of the English i^ari no consists in the manner of their directing their 
.guns, and that the excellence of its officers and sailors in the day of 
battle, is only the natural consequence <»f this. 

“ If its own means of victory were employed against this marine, 
it would not long continue to be the principal support of a govern- 
ment wliicli is the greatest ob^UcIe to tlie tiiumpli of the cause o!' 
liberty.'*

On the lilt. id)out six P. M. off Ostend, liis Majesty’^ ship the Nemc* 
als, Qapt. Baker, Tf'rpsjchore, la Pi-evoyant, the Arrow, of 40 guns, and Nile 
luggjBiJ fell in with theFreya, a Danish frigate, havin(^mdcT convoy, two 
ahips» two bfi^^ and two gidliots. The Nemesis hailed her, and said slie 
would scud her lioat on board the convoy. Tlie Danisb commander replied, 
that if he attempted it he would Are into the boat. The Nomesis^s boat was 
then lowered down, w ith four^nen and a midshipman in her, ready to go oa 
hoai4 the convoy ; the Danish frigato immediately fired several shot, which, 
missing the boat, struck the Nemesis, and killed one man. The Nemesis im- 
mediately gave the Dane u broadside, when a most spirited action took 
place, which lasted for about twenty-live minutes, at the end of which time 
die Danish frigate being much crippled in her masts, rigging, and hull, struck 
lier colours.

By the conduct of the Danish commander it appeared to be the intention 
of the Court of Denmark, in conjunction with that of Sweden^ to try the 
question of the right of British ships of war to examine neutral vessels, 
which opinion is strongly strengthened by the following extract of a letter wc 
have received from Gibraltar. 


A Swedish frigate, of 44 guns, having some vessels under convoy, was 
met by the Leviathan, commanded by Admiral Duckworth, w'ho hailed tlus 
Swedish frigate, desiring to know w4uu were the ships that were under w)n- 
voy. Not receiving a satisfactory answer, Adniind Duckworth said he should 
bund a boat on, board. The Swedish captain replied, he would fire into any 
boattiiat should attempt to do so; which threat he carried into effect, and 
killed one of our seumen in the Jx'viuthan's boar. Upon this, Admiral Duck* 
worth ordered his ship to he laid ^dougside tlie Swede, iuforincd the enjitain 
that he had con^mltled murdi r vjo a liritisli subject, and that it would only 
be doing him justice to ojico the lower deck ports of the iaeviarhan, and give 
him a bmad^ide. He insisted, ho^eger, that the Swedish captain should 
f<;llow‘ hitii into Gibraltar^ and there explafli his condtu;t. The result is not 
known.'' ^

terranean, or any foreign station.

GENERAL OBSERV^mONS^ON THE CONDUCT OE THE 
NORTHERN POWERS. 

Tlic British navy, in the zenith of its power, with nearly its full force, 
ready foj motion, has little to apprehend from a confed^acy, merely now 
beginning to tirm; and fet it be rerncmheredi tliat for nearly half the year, 
the very elements themselves suspend the action of these dreadful antago- 
nists; the ice is, for muny months, on impenetrable blockade; and fur the 
remainder, it is iiwire easy^ afler having laid Copenhagen in ashes, to bloct 
up the Sound, a strait of only four miles broad, witli convenfent anchorage), 
and shut them up to quarrel with each other, than it is at present to gtiaid 
the entrance of Brest harbour, or was heretofore to coop in the Dutch. Not 
ail the ghosts in the castle of Clsineur would, wc believe, prevent this pro- 
ject being executed by less than twenty sail of the line. 


SECRET EXPEDITIONS. 

THE two naval expeditions, which have been so long in prepamtio'n, have 
at length put to sea. The fifst, with the troops whicii had been encamped 
at fc'outbatopion, and those assembled at Pprtsmoutb and the Ulc of Wiglu, 
sailed from .St. ikleiis on the 8lh instant, and was to proceed lo*Ply mouth 
lor iIjc purpose of receiving additional forces, making in the whole 17,000 
men. 'I'he fleet cmploverl on the second expedition appeared off Yarmouth 
oil the Oili, wlitii, u iVigate bearing signals having tired four guns, il was 
speedily joined by ibc whole of the squadron, under the command of Ad- 
iniral Dickson, then in that harbour^ and immediately made sail to the 
eastward. 

No otlitlal infornmiion ha? hitherto transpired respecting the destination 
or success of either of tlK;bc fleets. The troops they car ry consist chiefly of tW 
Dutch regiments, mider the command of the licrcditary Prince of Orauge. 


VAN DIEMAN’S LAND DISCOVERED TO BE AN ISIoAND. 

GOVERNOR HUNTER, who continues indefatigable in Ins exertions for 
the improvcwient of Botany- bay, laivwg ci^^ertained a conjecture that the 
land called Van-Diemai/s Land was not a part of the coast of New Holland, 
but probably a group of islands separated from its soul hern extremity by a 
strait, filled out a two-dcckicd boat of 15 tons burthen, built at Norfolk 
Island, and sent her to tlie southward, under the direction of the second 
lieutenant and surgeon of tlie Reliance man of war. Tiie hoaf passed 
through a wide and extensive strait, and completely circumnavigated Van 
Jliemairs Land, entered two of its rivers, and w ent many miles op the 
country. The south extremity of this country lies in l ititudo 39,OO^exB^tl5;- 
and the strait is, in some places, rov»re than u degree and a half wide;

for immediate service, in consequence of the vurious cucroacli- 
nicnts made by tliejl'rouch on the British seiilements in "North 
America. The squadron destined on this occasion to assist ia 
punishing the insult which the honour of the natipu and tlxe 
property of plujidtrcd individuals had received, was put under 
the command of Commodore Keppel, who nas entrusted at the 
game time with die protection of a Hect of transpoi ts, having oii 
board a number troops* with their jpatnp equipage and ar- 
tillery. Hiis army tvas cominuudcd by the brave, but rash and 
imprudent General Braddqpk ; and tlie quarter in which it was 
destine^, to act being so far removed frOm the coast, as to ren- 
der aily plan of co-operation impossible^ tbe wjival transactions 
of that expedifion were necessarily conifined t') the mere pro^ 
tection of the troops on tlieir passage^ and providing for iheir 
different wants, as far as circumstances Avould permit, after tliey 
werelandj^. 

Captain B^in^on, after having remained for a short^tmi(| 

' subsequent to his return to Europe w'ilhoat holding any c5m- 
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missior, 'was^in ]7o7, appointed to the Achilles, a new ship oif* 
one of the ^destined for the home or channel ser- 
vice; , soop aa^,\\|is equipped, he was ordered o»i jhe un- 
successful expedition gainst Rochefort. Independent of that re* 
luctance with which it is natural for all people to enter into any 
^ detail of an.QCcurrcjjC€ .,on \vhicli, tfce \vjshes i^tid expectations of 
a whole nj|4p% after heing anxidu^y liaeci^ wererchilkd by the 
severest disapiiointment,^ >va8 so trivially 

concerned ii> it, as to render an^ eul^i*gcd account df the trans- 
action irrelevant and improper. He \va5 aft^wards einployed as 
a channel crujser dui*ii)jj the remainder of that year^ and at the 
commencement of the next, was occupied in a similar kind of 
service, under the orders of Captain Praltcn, who was senior 
ofliccr of onfc of the small squadrons which were constantly kept 
in the channel and olf the coast of France, to prevent as much 
as possible the depreciations that might otherwise have been com- 
mitted by the enemv’s cmisers. 

This little armament h.uci the good foriu!ie to fall in with the 
Raisonable, a Fic?\(*h of war, mounting 64 guns, whirh 
the Dorsclsbiro, ( ornnuindt'd by Captain, afterwards Sir Peter 
Henis, was immedia; .1} ordop-d to chaise; but, in consequence 
of its beieg di.>covcfv d that the object of pursuit was a very 
large vessel, Captain Uanmgton was ordered to follow in pur- 
suit, and to support tin* iJor'^t^tshire, if necessary. Tlie superior 
sailing of the ship, and il:c briskness of her attack, pre- 
vented Captain Barrington from acquiring that opportunity of 
distingukhing himself which his gallantry and natural spirit 
flattered him, with the hopes of, when first ordered to pursue. — 
He continued occupied in the same line pf active service till the 
year 1700, when he »’as ordered to Louisbourg,’ wljich forties* 
ha4 not long before been captured from the. enemy. Previously, 
however, to his quitting a stuica on which he bad been so long 
eoipib^^ed, be had the happiness, in the month of April, 17^9, of 
IsHtug in witlia French ship of war called the St. florentinc, which 
was of equal force with the Achilles. After a short chase he got 
4 ^lose up with bis antagouist, whom he brought to , a veiy close 
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dation^ which was closed aRer a eonfbued contest of two hours^ 
by the surrender of the enemy. • 

The jpecuUar naani^r and address with ^h^^'h the Achilles 
Was .inaneeuvred during the encounter^' TeHecte<| a brilliancy on 
the character^ of her cojtimatidcr/ ^perior>^f ^ssible, to the 
lustre j^roduced .by thd most splendid achieveitutot. Furious and 
uninterrupted as the aiptioUhad; raged for siich a lengtli of timej^ 
two persons e^ly werelidlledi Bl^l^enty^three wounded, among 
Mr. Barrington’s crew ; wh^ ohj^oard the French the csjrnage 
had exceeded five times that number ; the ship itself being re^ 
duced at the same titi^ almost completely to a wreck, not only 
by the loss of all her masts; but by the extreme iKjurv she had 
received in her hull. Prudence and abiiity> connected with a 
proper portion of spirit, render the character of a commander 
perfect ; and, m few instances have these united qualities ap- 
peared with greater advantage than they did in that of Captain 
Barrington, in the different occasions which he met with of 
displaying diem. 

After the return of Captain Barrington from Louisbourg, at 
the close of the year 1700, the Achilles was taken into dock for 
repair ; a necessary op^'ration, in which the greatest part of the 
winter was consumed : w hen completed, he was ordered* to pUt 
himself under the command of Commodore Keppei, with whom 
he accordingly proceeded on the expedition undertaken against 
Belleisle. Here he again signalized himself, particularly in the 
attack of one of the forts situated near the shore, which, had it 
not been previously silenced, would very materially have in- 
commoded the troops during their debarkation. So much did he 
distinguish himself, that, as a mark of Mr. Keppel’s esteem, 

was ciioseii by that gentleman to be the bearer of his official 
despatches, in whicl\ he pays Captain Barrington the follow iiig 
concise wcll-doserved compliment : '' Captain Barrington having 
been employed in many of the operations on this service, I have 
sent him home with tiiis letter, and beg, sir, to refer yau to 
him for the particulars.'* He continued in the same ship till 
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tieailj W nf die war, ^it waa, generally apealdiig, 

verj^’tmlntWi^tedly employed, dwing to the inaction of the enc* 
Vxf, naturally couac^ient to (he heavy losses whidi their martae 
tbad mistained. 

In the eaily parCi^ the j«a.r \7(5i, indeed, he nerved in die 
small armament to vfhich die ssgMNn jdat hientiaiied had dnahled 
;kiitain to reduce h^ naval IbrdS^Btadoned in the channel. Be> 
fore the actual cessation of ttolc place, he vias ap- 

poial^ to the Her<:>, of 74 one of the akips empIo}'ed m 
the same line of service that tTle Achilles had been, and under 
the same flag-oQcer, the late Sir Cbarlec Hardy. The Hero 
Slaving been put out of commission and dtsmanlled, a^ soon 9 ,^ 
the definitive tieaty of peace bad taken plice, Mr. Barrington 
did not take upon him any subseqaont Obnnnand till the >ear 
1766, when he was appointed to the Venus frigate, of 36 guns, 
which was at tliat time considered as the finest stiip of that class 
that hud ever belonged to the British na\y. 

The cause of this appointment was> that Captain Barrington 
might act as naval instructor or tutor to his lio^al Highness t!ie 
late Duke of Cumberland, who had then detorninied on entering 
into the naval set vice. No person more fit or more capable of 
undertaking such a charge could have been found. The prepara* 
toiy service in the navy, as far as regards a pinrsoncge of his 
liigbuess’s elevated rank, was, at that time, a mere matter of 
form; for, it had been customary, as in the case of Ins ro^at 
bi other the Duke of York, to promote princes to die rank of 
flag-officers, almost as soon as those bodily inconveniences ge- 
nerally experienced by persons on their first going to sea, bad 
worn off. But in proportion as this pre)xminary service was 
dispensed uith and shortened, by so much the more did it be- 
come incumbent on the preceptor to be <liligent*m commum- 
Gating his insti uctiOus, and on the pupil to be attentive ui re- 

2 them; so that this appointment uhich might have been 
y passed over as a drcumstauce of trivial or no conse- 
quence, will be found, on closer examination, to be one of the 
greatest compUmeots that could have been bestovied on him. 
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Capta'm Banington^ that tlie rtilea of tho acrvtee might be 
pivscrved, at least Oti svch occasions as it ha;} unusual to 
dispense with them, reugned tlie comijiailll of the Venus for a 
few days, in the.coutae of tbeHnonth of October following bis 
apipoiaitsieBt, in order to afford the oppottamity to his royal pu- 
pil of h^g promoted to the rank of poat-captain. Hie duke 
bang quicldy afferwarde admiced to the station of rear-admiral 
of the blue, Mr, fiariingtoii remmod his former stdttbn as com- 
mander of the Venus, and had the honbui of attending hjis royal 
highness to lisbon. After his return to England, he continued 
svithottt holding any rotnmission till the year iJTX, when, in 
consequeuce of an apprehended mptuie with S^iain relative to 
the Falkland Isbnuis, he was appomted to tlie Albion, of 74 
guns, one of the idtips oidered to be equipped at .Chatham on 
that orcaMOH. The dispute being accommodated, the ship just 
mentioned uas ordcied to be retained in commission as a guard- 
ship stationed at Plymouth, wlieie Captain Bairingtoii continued 
to command hci'duiing the three suicceding vears. 

In 1777, all pposport having vanUied ol teiuunatiug the con- 
test uhich liad then so loug subsisted between Gicat Biitain 
and tlie Anieticau colonies, and as it Ik came e%eiy day moie 
and mure probable that riancc had icsolved on becoming a 
party ni the dispute, Oiiuit lliitain applied hei&ell witli no in- 
considerable degiee of eauiestness to the equipment of a formi- 
dable natnl force. Mr. Banington was accoidnigly coinmissioned 
lo the Pimce of Walesj a thnd rate, of 74 guns, one ol the ships 
oideicd to he fitted fur immediate seisice. As soon as the ship 
was ready for sea, it was ordeied out on a ciuisc in the bay of 
Biscay, for die purpose of dislicssing the Amciican commerce, 
and met with no inconsiderable slime of success. Mi . Ban jug- 
ton, however, was on the pwnt of ci:^ging 111 a far more active 
scene, and consequently fm nioie agreeable to his active turn of 
mind. Being promoted, on the 2&d of Januaiy. J778, to the 
rank of rear-admiral of uhite, be hoisted liis flag of board 
the samo »hip, and wa* ordered to the Wist Indies, havii:^ 
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been invited virith the chief commnd of tlip naval forcea em* 
ployed in that quajrte^^ as 8Ucc^$|or.to Adratral Young. The 
rupture with Francie, ev^t which had been «o long toedi* 
taVed by that countij^ and considered |u» inevitable by Britain^ 
having Cntniiieiiced^ in 1778* the fonbe uhde^ the orders bf dte 
vice-admiral became/ totally ini^^uate l^ the protection otsuch 
V 2 f*uiiblc possessions as ^the^ West India islands. Hotliato 
was accordiiy^ly. demehed to r^force hjin trom North Ameri- 
ca, with two ships of 04 gunfi aadt,'**' three of fifty, f and a 
bom1).ket<?h. This squadron also served to convoy to the West 
1* !st*s, which wcie then very ill ^[artlsoned tmd provided with 
W o j j, a fleet consisting of fiftv lur^^ tiatisportf, having on 
b^aid a conshicrable land force^ intended ,npf merely for the 
protection qf the Briiish possessions, but' for the annoyance 
and t)Uack of any colonies, the property of the enemy, which 
fihoi. u bo considered as vulnerable. 

A junction having Iwen happily formed with Mr. Barrington 
at Barbadoos, uhere he had collected the whole force under 
his command, \ljich consisted of no more than two two-decked 
ships, the Prince of Wnles and Boyne, with six or seven small 
frigates aud sloops of vvar, it was resolved to commence the 
operatirhks against the encm^^, by an immediate and powerful 
attack on the Ficiicli island of St. Lucia. Scarcely had the 
troops obtained a footing on the island, when the whole atten- 
tion of the adiniral was, through necessity^ diverted to u sud- 
den, tho .gb hardly unexpected enemy, in the Coiitil d’Kslaiiig, 
who had arrived at Martiiiico a few daya before. ITie followdug 
plain uMadorned account of the principal transactions which 
took jdacc on this eventful occasion, cannot fail of proving in- 
teresting ill the extreme to every lover of his country and every 
admirer of gallantry :

In my letter of tlie 34tl) of last month from BarbacToes;, I iiu 
formed you of the, Venits^s arrival there, vuth ant account of 
Commodore Hoiham’s being on his way to join me; and ypu will 
now please to acquaint my Lords (Commissioners of the Admiral^, 
that the commodore arrived there on the 10th instant, nrith his 
majesty’s ships the Nonsuch, St Albans, IVeston, Centnifon, 
Isis, and Carcass, and fifty«bitle transports; having on board 
3000 troops,, under the command of Major-general Grant. 

To save time and prevent the confusion naturally arising from a 
changi^ of signals among the transports, i adopfbd those of tho 
pommodore, and directing him to lead with the landing division, 
put to sea the 12th in the moruing, in order to carry into cxecti- 
tion their lordships’ secret instnicHons, and about three o’clock on 
the following day anchored here with the whole squadron ; except 
the Ariadne, Ceres, Snake, Barbadoes, and Ppllcan, which 1 had 
stationed along ttie coast to intercept any vessels attempting to 
escape from the island. 

JVIore than half the troops were landed the same morning, under 
the direction of the commodore, assisted by the Captains Cirifhth, 
Braithwaite, and Onslow, and the remainder the next ^Ttoriiiiig 
(the 14th), when they immediately got possession of the Careenage ; 
and it was my intention to have removed the transports thither as 
soon as possible, had not that measure b(‘ca prevented by the ap- 
pearance of the French fleet under Count d'Fstaiiig, of whom 1 
rece ived notice in the evening, by signal from the Ariadne. 

It therefore became necessary to sccitie the ports as well as wc 
could in the bay, and the whole night w as accordingly employed 
in warping them within the ships of war, and di-poking of (he lat- 
ter in a line across the entrance in the order they stand in the mar. 
gin:* the Isis to windward, rather inclining into the bay the 
Prince of Wales, being the most powerful ship, the outermost to 
the leeward ; and th^lfenus', Aurora, and Ariadne, fliinkiug the 
space between tho ]pj|pand the shore, to prevent the enemy's 
forcing a passage that way* 

Almost all the transports had fortunaifely got w ithin the line be. 
fore half past eleven in the morning of the 15tii, when flie count 
thought proper to bear down and attack us with ten sail of the line, 
happily without doing us any material injury ; and at four in the 


* Isis, St. Albans, Boyne, N' nsuch, Cc!i;uri</fi, Preston, Prince of Wales- 
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afternoon be made a second attack upon us with twelve sail of the . 
line, with no* other siu'cc^s, howi^ver, tliau killing two toett and 
wounding seven on board the Prince of Walcs^^eiid #^undiug one 
also on board the Ariadne, who is since dead. But I have reason 
& believe the enemy received consIdiMble damage, as the ma« 
ncpuvre betrayed great confusion; and Vne of their AipS in pariii. 
cular, which fell to leeward^ neelncd dialed, not carryicig tho 
necessary sail to get to .windward again. 

next' day (the 16tb), the count shewed a disposition to at* 
tack us a third time ; but«on thc^ppearaitce of a frigate standing 
for his ileet^ with several signals dying, he plied to windward, 
and in the evening anchored od'Oros Islef, about two Icagtles from 
us, where he stUl continues, with ten frigates, besides his -twelve 
sail of the line; and notwithstanding this superiority of force, he 
has been accompanied, from his first appearanec, by several 
American pri vateers, one of them ‘commanded by the outlaw Cun* 
Dingham, who last winter infeilecl the coast of Portugal. 

That night and the following day, the enemy landed a large body 
of troops from a number of sloops and schooners, which had aiu 
chored in Du Choc bay, and on the ISth made a spirited attack 
both by sea and land on our post at the Caret'nage, but mot with a 
very severe, check, having been reputed with great con rage by a 
imall detachment of our tfoops under Brigadier-gcneVal Meadows. 

They^avc attempted nothing of consequence since, and what 
maybe fheir future plan of operations ] cannot conjecture ; but 
their continuance at anchor has afforded «s* an opportunity not only 
of getting in all the cruisers, except the I'cres, and all the tfaris- 
ports, except one (with only the baggage of the odieers of three 
companies on board), which has fallen into the ^momy’N hands, but 
also of strengthening ourselves by warping the ships of war farther 
into the bay, and making the line more compact, removing the Ve- 
nus astern of the Prince of Wales to flank that passage, and erecting 
batteries at each point of the bay, that to the north wartl under tho 
direction of the Captains Cumming and Robertson, and that to the 
■outh ward under Captain Ferguson. 

This l>citig the situation of the sriiiiidrdj^^ the army Nibg in 
possession of all the stronghoirls in the nS^^ourhpod of the hay, 
such a spirit of cheerfulness, unanimity, apd ipusolution aetoates 
thc|^h^le of^tiur little force, both by land and sea (n^t withstand. 

|pig the amazing fatigue tliey have nndeygone), that wc arc under 
no apprehensions from^any attempts the eitemy may meditate; and 
from the accounts which have been transmitted to me from Captain 
Linzee of the Pearl, who arrived at Barbadoes tho l^tli insUut, 
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that Vicc^dniiral J3yron to sail from lUiode Island for Barba- 
docs, the I9th of last months with sixtc'cn sail of the line and 
several frigates, there is every reason to hope lie will soon be here, 
in which caseafTalts in this country must talce a very dechive turn 
ill favour of 'his maj^&ty’s ^rms. 

Should any unforeseen accident, however, preveiii^hc vicc-ad. 
miral*s arrival, thdr lordships will, nevertheless, be pleased to 
assure his majesty, that every thing which can possibly be done by 
so small abody of .troops and so few ships, against a force so very 
superior, will be effected, 

I cannot conclude my letter Without acquainting yoni that in all 
probability onr operations here have hitherto savi^d the islands of 
St. Vincent and Granada, w^hich we undorsland from some officers 
who are prisoners, were the objects of Count d'l^sluiiig's expedi- 
tion, when a sloop that had escaped from this island falling in 
with him, and giving him notice of our being here, directed his 
attention toivard us.

P. S. I have the satisfaction to add, that this morning the sqiia« 
droii got possession of an American privateer of eighteen guns, 
called the Bunker^s Hill, which at day-break was discovered w itliin 
reach of our guns, and having struck upon finding slic could not 
escape, the boats towed her within the line before any of the 
French lleet could get to her assUlanco. She sailed from Salem 
the 2d instant, and was intended to erhi-'e liftceri leagues to wind- 
ward of Barbadoes, but had missed that island and fallen to 
leeward.

The critical situation in which tlie admiral found himself 
placed on this occasion, was such as to call for the most vi- 
gorous exertions both of body and mind ; attacked by an ene- 
my’s fleet more than double his own in force, he had not only 
the safety of his ships to attend to, but his anxiety received con-^ 
sidd^le augmentation from the reflection, that the preservation 
of an army, on whose safety the fate of all the British possessions 
in that quarter depended, rested merely on the event, not barely 
of his baffling or evading the force of the attack, but Of his re- 
pulsing the assailants with disgrace. His own abilities, seconded 
by the bravery and intrepidity of^ those whom he commanded, 
proved fully competeut to the execution of this apparently 
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arduous task. Foiled iu every attempt^ the French commander- 
in-ahief^ after <a series of reiterated attacks^ made in his amphi' 
bious capacity of admiral and general, by sea and lan^, all of 
vhich ended in his discomfiture, was obliged to retreat from the 
fury of an antagonist, the inferiority of whose force almost in- 
duced contempt previously to. the actual commencement of tlie 
fir$t attack. 

The ensuing brief and modest account of this memorable 
event, will probably transenit it posterity with more advantage 
than any more enlarged and floi id historical detail of the ciix'um- 

stances which attended it.

Prince of Wtdes^ in the. Cm rand Culdt Sne, in t/te 
hlandof 'St, Lucia, January 6, 1779. 

You will herewith receive the duplicate of a letter I wrote to 
you the? 23d and 21th of last month (No. 21>), and despatched to 
Covernor Hay of Barbadoes, to be forwarded from tiiencc to 
Kugland by some fast sailing vessel, that my I.*ords Commission {;rs 
of the Admiralty might have it in their power to refute any misre- 
presentation which Count d’Estaing may have transmitted to his 
court of the situation of his majesty’s forces in those seas. 

From the state of inactivity hi which the count continued for 
several days after, 1 began to conceive it was his intention to 
form a blockade, with a view of starving us into a surrender; 
but to my utter astonishment, on the morning of the 2t)tb 
(having ro-embarked his troops during the preceding night), 
he retired with his whole force towards Martinique, and left 
us in quiet possession of the island, which capitulated whilst 
his. fleet was still in sight, upon the terms 1 have the honour 
to enclose. 

I should be very much wanting, were 1 on the present occa- 
sion to omit acknowledging the assistance I received from Major- 
general Grant, and the forces under his command, as well ns 
expressing mjr entire satisfaction with the conduct not oiOy 
of Commodore Hof ham, the several commandert, aiubtho of 
the officers of the squadron, but also of the people in gmxeral, 
who never in the least repined at their precarious situation, and 
the difi^ultiet they hourly encountered, but still performed their 
duty with alacrity and spirit; and sensible of the additional fa- 
tigue the troops underwent in occupying more extensive posts 
for the security of the squadron than there would otherwise 
have been occasion for, laboured with the utmost cheerfulness in 
7 
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conrejing . provisions, for them through roads .that wercM- 
most iin})assahlc. 

I likewise beg leave to mention to their lordships the very 
grcAt assistance I received from Captain Barker, the agent of 
transports, and the ‘Services of Li^tenan -governor Stuart, of the 
island of Dominica, who has done lee the favour of officiating as 
an honorary aide-de-camp between the general and myself. Ike 
accompanied me upon this expedition in hopes that bh majesty’s 
arms might afterwards be cn^plo^ed in ^recovering that island, 
where, from his perfect knowledge of it, he must be particularly 
useful, and therefore ofTcred himself as a volunteer. 

What has become of the enemy’s fleet since its d^eparturc from 
hence, I have not had it in my power to learn; but 1 hope Vice- 
admiral Byron, who, 1 ha\e the pleasure to acquaint you, arrived 
hero tiiis morning, with nine sail of the line, will very soon be 
able to give their lordships that informs tiort ; and that Rear-ad- 
miral Sir Peter Parker, and the governor of Jamaica may be upon 
their guard in cat^e its a]q}earance in tliose seas, I have sent the 
Ariadne to Antigua with letters, to be forwarded from thence by 
some last-sailing \es^el, uhich 1 have requested Governor Burt to 
despatch for that purpose. 

J have great satisfaction in hearing, since the capitulation^ that 
when Count d’Bstaing was directed bitlier by the sloop I men- 
tioned in my letter, he wa.'» bound lirst of all to Barbadoosf in ex- 
pectation of finding there only tin* Prince of Wales, the Boyne, 
and some frigates, of which he had recoivod intelligence from a 
French flag «f truce 1 had ordered away immediately on the arrival 
of the Venus, 

1 am sorry to add that the Cere';, v liicli was missing when I sent 
away that letter, appears, by the A»ar<inique gazette, to have been 
talicn, after a chase of fort} -eight hours, by the Iphigenie, a 
French frigate of 36 guns: but 1 have no account of it from Cap- 
tain Dacres, or any of his ofljcer:». 

I cannot help regretfin*, the los'. of this sloop, not only u'i she 
sailed i»niarluibly well, l)ut as Captain Dacres is an offirvr of in- 
finite merit; 1 have, however, in order to replace the, v cJe^, as 
the Bunkeps-hill privateer lias the reputation of being a t rst sailer 
(which her iog-book confirms), commissioned liei as a sloop in 
his majesty’s service, by the name of the ■mrprij.e (being ex- 
pressive of the manner in which she came into our possession ), 
and appointed Lieutenant James Brine, first lieutenant of the

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i^jince of Wales, to be master and commander of herj a 
complement of 125 men. She mounts eighteen carriage and eight 
swivel guns. 

For further parficulars I beg leave to refer their lordships to 
Captain Robertson, of the Weasel, who will have the honour 
of delivering fin se despalehcs, and whose conduct as an ofllccr 
mcrifs their lordships’ protection, as well as every favour llrey can 
posdbly shew him.

When the reflecting mind of a Brit6n coolly and deliberately 
draws a comparison between the U miihation of this contest, and 
of that \vhich, under nearly similar circiimblauces, took place 
twenty yeiirs afterwards on the coast of iigypt, it becomes 
doubtful^ between gratitiulr and admiration^ whelber the former 
alone bh<ni!d l)e poured forth in aclaiowledginents that tliose 
events were .solely cundiicted by a predi.spo.sing Providence, -* 00 - 
conring the weak and punishing the g'iilt\ ; or whether the 
latter should claim some share in the eifnsions of tlir heart be- 
holding the extent of that fortitude, jinidencc, and gen(*ral 
ability with which the supreinci directing IVwer can, and does 
on special occasions, influence and direct tin* inind.b and the 
exertions of its humble though favoured agents. 

The attention of the adriiiial during the foregoing perilous 
service was not, as is apparent from the latter part f»f 
des|.mtcli, c<»Idly confined to the iinirow limits- of his own 
command, but was prudently extended tr> evc iy cpiarter wheie 
supposition c(»iild sugg<*st that the vengeance of an irrilaled 
and disappointed foe was likely to fall; hut, as is also explained 
in the same despatch, the apprehension of any future attack 
from the enemy in that quarter had been comj>letcly <.nu*ii d 
by tlie arrival of Vice-admiral Bvron with his stjsiadroii from 
North America. The gentleman last mentioned being of 
higher rank in the service tiiaii Mr. Barrington, naturally took 
upon him the chief command, on which occasion he paid the 
following proper and well-deserved complimeut to tlie abilities 
of his predecessor: 
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As I found it necessary, ” said Mr. Byron, y to take tj»e 
Prince of Wales, and all the ships of the line, with me to 
meet M. d’Estaing upon his coming out of Fort Poyal hav- 
hour. Rear-admiral Barrington (who had shifted his flag to the 
Isis), exj)rcssed a desire to return to the Prince of Wales, and 
act \fljh me, rather than remain at tlie Cul de Sa^ I granted 
his rei]uest, and must acknowledge myself very unhappy at 
beipg so circiunstauced as to be under aji indispensable necessity 
of interfering with a command inlnisted to an officer, who has 
done his duty w ith singular luKantage to his country and honour 
to himself.” » ^ • ti 

Tims did the active spirit <if this gallant gentleman volmi- 
taiily court, as it were, <:lang(^r and fatigue, because he con- 
ceived it proliable that an op],v>rtii'»il\ miglu occur ’of his being 
able to naidcr service 4(> his country, ^fr. Barriiiglmi continued 
to act as second in command of the fleet as long as lie remained 
on that station, and wav, the lyth of March following, ad- 
vaiK cfJ to the rank of rear-athniral of the blue. J'or several 
months the Biitish iiriuaiuent wa*. obliged to content itself with 
the troubh'senne task ol watching the motions of the French 
fleet in P(nl, l^:na!, and piiwcnling the possibility r7f its ef- 
:e( tiiir au\ mischiej :igr»inst the Biiddi possessions, by any small 
s<|nadi <rns Avliir li migiit b^‘ lied from it. An summer, how - 
t\ei, a/i’airs aj>pi ar»*d to wear a more serious aspect, 

and to pi*(njii'i(‘ an :j}i|h araiua* <,f some more active scene. 7'his 
appearanee \Mis, unrortunalel}, from the e\( ills which attended 
Its i\ ali/ cfinii, lu.t fallariouv. 7d;e Cornu d’Kslaing, who had 
bi*en coNsith rab!\ n inbnerd from Juirope, till the armament 
uialei hisonhrs bid swaUtd lu nearly thirty ships of the line, 
took ad\antyge of t!ie paitial ahvenee of the British fleet from 
its station olV Mailinico, and put to .sea, with bis whole force. 
A eoiisidcnil)!^ b idy of limil-forces had been taken on board the 
ships previondy to their putting to sea; for the french com- 
Tuauder-in-cliief had projected an attack on seviaal of those 
Biitisli colonies wdiicli appeared in the most defenceless state. 
The superiority of his force enabled liim to execute his project 
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With fuccess^ for he made himself master of St. Vincftit 8 and 
Granada, whicli tlie counter-attack made by Mr. Bairirigton 
on St. Lucid had on a former'oceasion preserve.!. 

The moment that Mr. 13yron was informed of tlie French 
6eet being at sea, he sailed in search of it, though the force 
under hi8 4h*ders was nearly one*third inferior to that of the 
enemy. Mr. Barrington commanded, us the post naturally 
alloUed to the rank which he held, the van division; and the 
two fleets having met off Granada, on the 6tli of July, he began 
ffje action by a must spirited attack on the enem}, in which he 
■w^ very bruyely supported by the Sultan and Boyne. When 
the comparative strength of the two fleets is considered, it may 
at tirst be tli ought an a( t somewhat bordering on rashness, to 
attempt bringing the issue of the campaign to such a decision. 
J3ut Mr. ]3yron, well aware that the situation of public affairs 
demanded a speedy exertion, and feeling that a victory might be 
attended b\ the mv;st solid advaiilages, while even a discom- 
fiture, though of the worst kind he could forb<»do, would be 
productive of little inconvciiiciicS, resolved to engage them, 
though his force amomiU d to no raor<‘ than twenty-one ships 
of the 4 line, many of iIk-iii si\ty-foui s, ^ and mneb out of 
condition, opposed to twenty-seven ships under the Count 
d’Estaing, all of them in good rej>aii , and very few of less fui ce 
than 74 guns. 

The count, in addition to that advantage which he derived 
from his superiority of force, possessed the wtaiher-gage ; and 
being resoived that nothing should divert his attention from the 
. favourite ob'p ct, very cautiously avoided any thing like a close 
* action; so that, notwithstanding the very spirited manner in 
which Mr. Barrington and his companions assailed the enemy, 
the contest ended wjUiout any important benefit having been 
obtained by either party. But thougii the general termination 
of the encounter was such that Britain derived no advuntiige 
from *it, except the honour of having compelled so superior a 
force to decline all further contest may be deemed c»nc, few 
Superior instances of personal exertion have ever been dis* 
7 
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played tliaii w ere on that occasion. The van of the foe fled in 
dismay from the tremendous Are of the Prince of Wales^ and 
its associates; for the subsequent j^ution appeared . nearly 
as much owing to an apprehension of encountering too 
closely that hardy spirit of which the enemy had received so 
strong and powerful a proof, as to any other sditret plan of 
future operations, then buried in the bosom of their commander- 
in-chief. 

Among the ships which were *fenabled to close so sufficiently 
as to share in the latneis earned in consequence of tliis 
event, was to be reckoacd the i^ion, of G4 guu'*, at llial time 
coniriiauded by Captain, now Admiral Cornwallis. She had 
the inisioilune to be reduced almost to a wreck; and being 
neai ly uniiiauageable, was, when in this deplorable situation) 
attacked by a Frencli ship of 80 guns, which bore down with a 
very evident intention of raking her. Dreadful was her con- 
dition, and nf)tliing short of the most prompt and spirited 
exertions could possibly have preserved her from destruction 
almost iuslanlaneons ; for tlie only opposition that could have 
been made by Captain Cornwallis to so powerful an attack, 
was from four gnus, which w'cre all that could he •brought 
to bear from tlic Lion on this new and tremendous antago- 
nist. Admiral Barrington saw the danger, and with the most 
marked (l(*cision resolved to paiTv the stroke. He immediately 
put his lielm a-weather, and beining down on the hVencJi ship, 
had the good fortune to interpose his own broadside at the in- 
stant the enemy was preparing to throw the wi»ole of his fire 
into th( Lion’s stern. Having thus sustained the first shock of 
the enemas fur}, Mr. Harrington immediately began to attack 
tile assailant, and r etaliated on him o severely, that after a very 
warm hut short action, the Ineiich ship thought proper to sheer 
oft’ in an exceedingly shattered condition. 

So heavy a share did the Prince of Wales sustain jn the 
whole of this engagement, which could hy no means be con- 
sidered as a geueraliy serious action, that ^cventY-two persons 
on board that ship were either killed or wounded; among the 
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latter was tlje admiral himself ; fortunately for his country, for 
his numerous friends, and for himself, the injury which he 
sustained was too slight to affect his future health. The ad- 
miral returned to England not long afterwards, and did not hold 
any subsequent appointment till the middle of the ensuing sum- 
mer, w’hen he was nominated second in command df the 
main or Chaiyicl fleet, under i\dniiral, afterwards Sir Francis 
Geary. He did not Ipiig retain this station, having quitted it 
after a short cruise, in consequence of Mr. Geary being obliged 
to resign his command from ill hcafth, and of his own un- 
willingness at that time to take upon himself so rc*spoiisibIc 
a situation as that of conimaiider-iii-ehief. On the Ifitli of Sept, 
in this year, he was advanced to the rank of vice-admiral of 
the while; and after a retirement of nearly two years, here- 
hoisted his flag, in the month of April, on board llu- 

Britannia, a first-rate, being appoint! cl once more to command 
in the home or Channel licet. 

Intelligence had been received by the British ministiy, ju^t 
before this time, that a convoy was then on ihr poinl of sailing 
from the port of Brest for the Ea^^t Indies. Mr. Barrington was 
orderecT to put to .sea in the hope of hi^ being able to iiile; cept 
them. He accordingly sailed from Spilbead on the Idtii of 


April, with the following ships uiuKa* bis connnaiul :

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lie had the good fortune to fall in with the objocl of his 
pursuit on the ^dOth of the same month. The Yorce of the 
enemy consisted of tw'o ships, of 74 guns each, the Pro- 
tecteur and Pegase; rAndromaque fiigale, (if guns; TAc- 
lionnaire, of 64 guns, armie en flute; witli seventeen or 
eighteen vessels under their convoy, the whole bound to the 
Past Indies, 'nirougli the activity of the oOict'is acting 
under the orders of Mr. Ifarrington, tlie Pegase,'* the Ac- 
lionnaire, and twelve of tiie ififerior v<-,s(‘ls v^ere captured. 
Mr. Parringlon continued on the .same, .station, but rather 
uninterestingly employed, till the tnonlh of September, when 
he sailed fioiii Spithead iis second in command of the for- 
iiiiclable fleet .sent under the ordeis of Lord Viscount Howe, 
to attempt the relief of Gitnallar, which vva.s tlien closely 
pressed on the land side by a Spanish army, while the com- 
bined fleets of tlic enemy, amounting together to nearly fifty 
sail of the line, bloekatled it by sea, and flattered themsehes 
with the liopes of being able to prevent the introduction of any 
succour whatever. 

'^riie events of this momentous crisis are briefly given by 
Captain Diinkwater in the following terms: The intelligence 
of Jjord llow’o being so near, now, for the first time, gave us 
sensible pleasuie, in^t so much on aecounl of our personal 
situation, as of the advantage w’hich ihe (‘neniy s recent mis- 
fortinie.s would give his lordship over his opponents, as well 
toward accomplishing tlie object of hi- orders, as afibrding him 
a fai tiler opportunity of acting as his louksliip's well-known 
abilities might dictate. We were so elated by our enemy’s di»- 
Iress, that some were so sanguine as tf> anticipate the most 
glorious conclusion of the war, and of our own sufferings. Onr 
hopes, however, were soon depressed, by live intelligence of 
Lord Howe's great inferiority in number, 'riiirh-four sail to 
op})ose forty-two, which still remained at am lioi in live bay. 


* Fi»r a particular account of the capture of du's b.hip, the Mem j:r5 
of the £ai-l of St, \’iucciit, page 9. 
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gave us reason to be apprehensive for the safety of the 
British fleet. The navigation of the Straits was so pre- 
carious^ that if his lordship once entered the Mediterranean, 
he might probably be prevented from returning for a con- 
siderable time; and the enemy, though now distressed,, might, 
by the assistance of the camp, soon refit, and attack himr under 
every advantage. 

About sunset several large ships were discovered through 

the hu:^c, and soon aherwarfis the Latona frigate, Captain 

Conway, anchored under our gutis,« and iiifoimed us that 

the ships in, the Gut were the van of ihe British fleet, 

commanded by Lord Howe, consisting of thirty-four sail 

of the line, including eleven ihree-dcckeis, wiili six frigates, 

** * 

and thirty-one ordnance transports, and a ri inforcement of 
upwai'ds of K>f)0 men for llic gairison. Captain Conway 
farther told us of the ansiety which prevailed at home, 
relative to the situation of (jibi altar; and that it was only off 
the southern coast of Poriugul that l^ord Howe had his doubts 
removed, by receiving intelligence of the enemy’s late d(^feats. 
This welcome infonndlion, he said, was accompanied by ad- 
vice, thpt ^ the combined fleets had taken their station in the 
bay of Gibraltar, resolutely determined to prevent, if possible, 
the intended relief.’ We learned that, upon receiving the latter 
inlelligencc, the admirals and piincipal officers were summoned 
on board the Victory, wliere particular instructions and orders 
were communicated, in expectation of an engagement, which 
Was considered as unavoidable. 

“ Although the enemy’s signals for the approach of the 
British fleet were made early in the afternoon, yet the 
Spaq^ admiral exhibited not the least appearance of op- 
position to any reinforcements being sent into bay. 
This favourable opportunity was, however, lost, owing, as 
Lord Howe expresses in his official letter, to the want of 
timely’ attention to the circumstances of the navigation. Only 
four or five transports reached the bay; the rest, with the 
fleet, were carried by the current into the Mediterranean. 
At night, or early on the IStb, Captaiu Cui^is sailed in the 
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I^tona^ to iiiform Lord Hovie of the calamity M'hich hail be- 
fallen the enemy’s fleet. At noon the Britisii fleet appeared in 
good order off Estepona or Marbclla^ and the transports^ with 
the frigates, were working to windward to gain the bay. As 
they approached the isthmus, the enemy saluted tbeilifrom their 
mortars^ and fired upon them from behind tlie eastern s^vanced 
guard-house. * 

While the British fleet, witli the ^transports, were thus 
cridcaily situated, the combined ffi^its were active in repairing 
their damages, and in forming a I ine-of-battlc along the shore. 
In the morning, a number of troops were einbarkrid on board 
them from the camp. Tlieir xebecs, cutters, armed brigs, and 
guii-boats also assembled in Sandy bay, with an intention, 
probably, of picking up our straggling transpoi ts. In the close 
of the day, however, this fleet of craft returned to llieir main 
fleet. At night the Panther man of war and scveial trans- 
ports anchored in the bay. 

The British fleet, at day-break on the 13th, was still 
Marbella, with the wind at west. Ab:)ut nine o’clock A. M. 
the Spanish admiral made the signal for the efombined fleets to 
weigh anchor. By one o'clock the whole w ere under weigh. 
At three, a French rear-admiral, bcipg the last of the rear 
division, cleared the bay. ’J'heir number in all amounted to 
eighty sail, of which the following, I believe, is an accurate 
account: six three-deckers, thirty-eight two-deckers, including 
several fifties; total, forty-four men of war, five frigates, 
twenty-nine xebecs, cutters, armed sliips, and brigs, also two 
imagined to be fireships. Notwithstanding little doubt was to 
be entertained of the enemy’s intention of leaving the hay, the 
Panther man of w^ar remained at anchor, with several ofiiccis 
of the ganrii^n on board, whom the governor had permitted to 
act as volunteers in the engagement. When the combined fleets 
had cleared the bay, they stood some time to tlie southward, 
and leaving a fine-of-battlc-ship and two frigates to prevent 
the Panther from joining licr admiral, drove w ith the current 
some leagues to the eastward. Tiiey then a])peared to edge

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clown towar^lSie liiitlhli fleets which was in closc^inc-of-haute 
upon a wind with thdir {leads to the sunthward ; the li ansporls, 
wdUi ihe frigates which had been beating np, falling behind 
them to leewaid.

©f the eveiiing. Before the enemy had totally quitted the bay, 
Cifcptain Curtis landed in a sinall boat from the Laloua ffigulc, 
with 20,000l. in specie lor the garrison,, having narrowly escaped 
being ctil off by the pombined fleets. Ho told us the British 
fleet were iu high spirits, and impatient l(i engage, notwith- 
^ standing the ctiein>s great ^iipeiioritV. AMion the combined 
fleet first appl'iuxd iu the SpanlsU prisuiieiSi^ who had 

been landed from the St. Michiw 1, wore so oveiyo}td, that tluy 
dil&Id not forbear expressing llielr acres in so riotou^^ a man- 
ner, as to aiil for some seventy to coniine ihcin within tho 
limits of their camp. 

J*art of the combined fleets, on the morning of the both, 
were seen, though the weather was very haz}, off Marbella. 
Tlie British fleet was out of sight; the Panllier, iicvtMtheless, 
attempted to join them. About seven A. Al. llie widd came 
about to the eastw ard. In the foicno<jn, iimo polacres sailed 
fiom the Spanish cinup, with troops on boaul, for Ceuta 
This brought to our recc4iecUon the critical sta( ‘, of that gar- 
rison, both as to men and provisions, vvh«jo Admiral Uodney 
was ill their ue:ghbou:liood in J780;^and the eiien*}', from em- 
bracing ibw oppoilunity of sending supplies, appeared not en- 
tirely to Itavc forgotten it. About noon, the Britidi fleet 
was discovered in the oiling, to the south-east of Ceuta, standing, 
under an easy sail toward the rock. At night, ike Latona, 
with tight or ten Inmspoils, anchored in the bay. Ihcy iii- 
formed us, that the Buflulo man of war, wUli t^e remaiuing 
twelve sfaips^ had separalted, by order, from the fleets bnt had 
not uff€rvvardsjoined.''^<*%^lii^ intelligence gave us some uneasiness 
for tjjieir safety; but we flattered ourselves they \velre gone, 
agreeably to ii^truciions, to the Zafarinfc islands, the place oP 
rendefrvoua itr ci>se the fleets engaged. Captain Conwav, after 
a short conference with the governor, returned in the mor^g 
of the 16th to the British fleer, which vfas cruising to (he ea.'t' 
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arcl of the focir# v^ltli the wind at east* The 4Sombincd fleets 
were not in sight; we concluded, tWefore, tliey were gone 
to Malaga to niahe farther repairs, and join tliosc ships which 
had been forced from the bay on the 1 lti\. Stuoe the at rival 
ojf the fij'si transports, the garrison had busily employed 
in dtsembarkipg the snpidies. The former had principally 
brought us only men and ammunition, which probably mtgljt, 
without tills srp|>Iy, have become as scarce articles as the former 
*kh^ldb{3en. *• 

On the 18th, titc wind again came about to the north-east, 
and the Bufifido, with eleven of tiie missing transports, arrived 
Jj^ithe course of the day. These ships, as we liad conjectured, 
bad .scpaialed from the fleet, and were proceeding to the pilCe 
of rendezvous, when, not hearing tlie engage^le^lt and the 
wificl veering about, they returned, and were very near joining 
the combined fleets, bnt discovered their error lime enough to 
.j edify it. The jnissing vessel, they informed us, had been taken 
Jiy the enemy, some days before, off* Malaga; and having on 
board tile wives and baggage of the two regiments which were 
on hoard the fleets, and were intended for our reinforcement, 
her capture greatly distressed those corps, and the* gari isoii 
heartilv condoled w ith them. The Latoiia, in her return to the 
fleet, ciuusedand boarded a vessel which proved to be a Spanish 
fneship. The crew deserting her, were conducted by two gun- 
boats, attending, to a xebec at sonic distance, which afterward 
went into Ceuta. The prize w^as scut into the bay. About 
iK)on, four or five men of war arrived from the fleet, with the 
and G9th regiments. Lord Mulgiave, wbo commanded 
tlie disembarkation, lauded the troops w ith the greatest expedi- 
tion enider the lime wall at the New Mole, Rosia, and Camp 
bays, and returned to Lord How^^ off* 1 etuan. VVe now 
learned that the admiral, having accomplished the object of the 
A3xpeditiou, intended to eud^race the favourable opportunity of 
the wind, and immediately return to tlie westw'ard. * ^ 

At day-break on the IQth, both fleets, to our great astonlfc- 
mcnt, w^ere in sight ; the condbined fleets being sojiie leagues to 
windward* When the British fljcet was abreast of the Eurojja, 
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Lord Howe^4iiBj>Btcbed the TisipUone fireship with a farther 
supply of powcter, w from the ficet. Tht British fieet 
aft^viircls put before the wind, and stood uuder an easy ,aaii^ in 
cfos^ ord^' to thf^yrestward. , The ran of Ifie oombined fleets^ 
eomposed of jprench sbips^ followed with a press of eapFaSs at 
40 ine distance. By two o’cfock P. M. Lord How^ wal out of 
but the Spanish ships sailing heavily^ it w as night 'before 
they disappeared.” ^ 

In the subsequent skirmish w'hiah took place (m the 9 ^h of* 
October, immediately after the servioS last meutioued had been 
completed, Mr. Barrington was more materially engaged the 
Britannia had a greater number of men killed or bounded than 
dlhost any ^sliip in the fleel^^ihe liufialo excepted, twenty«-one 
the crew being either killed or wounded. 

Peace succeeding almost immediately to the return of the fleet 
into port, Mr. Barrington consequently stiuck his Hag, and held 
no fardier naval appoiptmcnt till 1790 , when, on the apprehen- 
sion of a rupture w ith'Spain, he re««hoisteditonboardtbe Royal 
George, on being appointed to the station of second in com- 
mand in the main or channel fleet, then under the orders of 
Earl Ht)\ve. 

Iluring the preceding interval of peace, haw^as, in 1785, ap- 
pointed one of the board of land and sea officers convened for 
the purpose of inquiring into a system of national defence, 
br^pught fdlw ard under auspices of the master-general of the 
ordnance; .and on the S4lh of September, 1787, he Was ad- 
vanced Jto the rank of admiral of the blue. . ,5 

Far, far, how'ever, more consequential to the character of 
this good man, than any honours of this kind^ well merited as 
they certainly were, was his attention to the iotetgests aifd pro- 
motion of a society inslilBted for the relief of indigent naval offi- 
cers, their widows, and their children. Unprotected by any 
\>nblic aid, the promoters, among the and most active of 

t om w as Mh Barrington, had to contend with those difficul- 
I which all societies, 'notwithstanding the benevolence of their 
tendency, scarc^y ever" fail to meet with on their first intro* 
duction to the world. Nevertheless, such was the assiduity of 
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thin Irleiid to dastress^ mul of lib no lens amiaSle^assaclates^ that 
aiva short tiiHe tiiey h&d the satisfaction of beholding the pliilan- 
tljiropic thriving under their bands, andaliffusing its com- 
forts,, as as Us stnmgth and magnjjtiidj^jy^^ to all who 
aoaght Us friendly shelter and support; '"i . , » 

The disptttia with Spain having becn^ amicabljr eoneluded, 
Hl^hhotit the necessity of even sending the armament tos^/> Mr« 
Barrington struck his flag, and, owing to his infirm state of 
health, never took upon hm any subsequent command. ' On the 
$2d of April, 1794* he was, in consequence of a promotion of 
4kg officers which then took place, raised to tlm rank of admird 
of the white, and at the time of bis death was senior in that class 
of oificers, the admiral of the^eet being the only officer 1K the 
service who preceded him. In the ttfontb of October, 1J70, 
he received the honourable appointment of colonel to the Cliat- 
ham division of marines, a station in which he succeeded the 
hie Earl Howej who w'as then promoted to be rear-admiral of 
the blue, and consequently became incompetent to bold that 
station any longer. Mr. Barrington held that post till his own 
promotion to the rank of a flag officer, in the month of Januaiy, 
J778. In 178.5, he succeeded Admiral Sir Thomas Pye, tlien 
deceased, as lieutenant-general of the same corps ; and on the 
death of Earl Howe, on the oth of August, 1 799^ succeeded 
him in ttie generalship thereof. Such were his appointments, 
such M^ere his services, and such w^re his honours. However 
worthily and truly the latter were acquired, he gained to himself 
a far superior title to any that even a monarch could l^stow, and 
as though the family motto had been pointedly selected in allusion 
to himself — that of a benevolent and au houest man.

His brothers w^erc, William, the late lord; John, a general 
ofliccr, who died April the 2d, 1764, and whose son William suc- 
ceeded to the title ; Dainesj^'seme time a Welch judge, ^ gentleman 
of great worth and ingenuity ; >^hute, Lord Bishop of Durham ; 
'Sarah, karfied to Robert Price, ^ of the county of Hereford, Esq, 
Anne, married to Thomas, only son to Sir Thomas Clarges,

I NDEPENDENT of the instances already adduced in proof of 
the efficacy and advantage with uhich a partial and spirited at» 
tack on an enemy’s line lias rarely fa^^d to be attended, there arc 
two other events which place the propricly of the measure in, per- 
haps, a sljll more striking point of view than any of the preceding 
have done. They are the exact counterpart of each other: the 
first, whi's h liappencd in th€^ late war, shewing the mischief result- 
ing from the neglect of it ; the second, which took place during 
the present, the glorious success occasioned by an observance of it.

The latter circmmstaitce, added to the mistake afterwards cam. 
mitted byidie loading ship in the British fleet, whiph stood on for 
the enmy’s van, contrary to the intentiofll of the British com. 
mander-iiuchiel^ '#^.nd ^hereby compelled the whole of ih^Hcet to 
follow him, rendered the whole 6f his plan abortive. The contest 
ended indecisively; and the enemy, though w'orsted, might be sW 
to derive every advantage which they could have expected even 
from a positive victory. Sir Gee^ge, in* the latter part of his Jet. 
ter, inserts what amounts almost to a confession of this being tint 
true state of the case. At the conclustou of the battle, the 
enemy might be said to be completely beaten ; But such was the*, 
distance of the van and rear from the centre^ and the crippled con. 
ditioH of several ships, particularly the Sandwich, who,'j{;for 
tw'cnty.four hours, was with diflictilty kept above water, that it 
was impossible to pursue them wiJiout the greatest diAad vantage.'^ 

Let us now direct our miiic|5 from an event ^hicli cannot he 
otherwise than unpleasant (o every lover of his country, to one 
more recent, than which none was ever more productive of glory 
and of substantial advantage— -the battle of the Nile; a content 
brought to the most glorious issue, by an attention to the very 
principle which is here attempted to be recommended. The French 
fleet lay at anchor in an open bay; and Lord Nelson, ^iih great 
judgment, conceived and arranged his plan of engaging the w^ea. 
thcrmosl ships of the enemy's i’uic with his w bole force, justly con. 
eluding that he should make himself master of them before any 
succour could be afforded by their companions, even if they should 
attempt it; and that he might afterwards pursue the same measures 
with the remainder, attacking them prcfgrcssivcly in the same mai:« 
nCr. The event fully proved the ability of the arrangement, not. 
withstanding the advantage the enemy dcri^ed from their batteries 
on shore, the erection of which was a full and convincing proof 
that they were apprehensive of, and expected an attack. Their van 
w'as assailcd^with so much spirit, that after a contest almost incre. 
dibly shofi, the British commanders were perfectly convinced they 
had second a victory, though they knew not to what extent. Ac. 
cording to a very correct account of the action, drawn up from the 
minutes of an officer on board the squadron, the Goliath and Zta*- 
lous, followed by the Orion, Audacious, and I’hcseus, #ook th^if

and until that law and practice are new-modelled in such a way as 
may surrender the known andent rights of some nations to the 
present convenience of other nations (which nations may, perhaps, 
remember to for^t them when they happen to be themselves belli- 
gerent), noi^verence is due to them; they are tl|b elements of that 
system which, if it is consistent, haa for its real purpose an entire 
abolidpin of rapture in wan— that is, in other words, to change the 
nature of hostility as it has ever existed amongst mankind, and to 
Introduce a system of things not yet seen in the world, that of a* 
military war, laid a eomm^cial peace.

The^first timt in vtlnch it piiciirs to my no- 
tice on the inqi^iries 1 have ^ecn able to mahe iu the institutes of 
iwir own country respecting inattcrs of thisrj|qtnre, except what oc- 
curs ill the Black Book of the Admiralty, is in the Order of Coun- 
cil 1664, Article 12, whicJi directs, i'hat when any i.hi[) met 
wilhall by the royal navy, or other ship commissioned, shall tight 
or make resistance, the said ship and goods shall be adjudged law- 
ful prize.”— A similar article occurs in the proclamation of 1672. 
And it is observable that Sir Robert Wiseman, then the king's ad. 
vocate.gcneral, wdio reported upon the articles in 1673, and ex- 
presses a disapprobation of some of them as harsh and novel, does 
not mark this article with any observation of censure. 1 am there- 
fore warranted in saying, that it was the rule, and the undisputed 
sale of ihe*British Admiralty. 1 will not say that that rule may not 
liave been broken in upon in some instances by considerations of 
comity or policy, by which it ipay be tit that the administration of 
this species 6f law should be tempered in the hands of those tribu- 
nals which have a right to entertain aiid apply them ; lor no man 
can deny that a state may recede from Its extreme rights, and Oiat 
its supreme councils are authorised to determine in what cases it 
may be fit to do so, the particular captor having in no case any 
other right or title than what the state ilsell would possess under 
the same facts of; capture.

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A ClRCUiMSTATltlAL NARRATIVE OF TtljE TRANSACTIONS ON 
BOARD HIS MAJESTY'S SHIP. RESISi'ANCE.

f*rcm Decembei\^ 1797^ to the Time ofCher biowlng-np in the 
Straits of BmtcUy UthJul^^ 1798;^ with the stsbsequent Escape 
atid Delictirante of four of her CreWy the oniy Survivors of 
ihut Catastrophe* . 


I N cansequciK^e of certain intdligencc brought fromi^ eastward 
by Captain Shcpbenlson^ o£tho Vebus, that part of the crew 
of an English ship of war (supposed to be his majesty's ship the 
Resistance), which had the misfortune to be blown up in the Straits 
of Banca some months before, hhd been picked up by some pirate 
prows, and carried to Lingan, where the surrivOrs still existed in 
a state of slavery, Major Taylor, 4;ominanding the garrison of 
Malacca, immediately despatched a prow to that island, for the 
relief of those unfortunate men. 

In this prow, suitably stored with supplies, he sent a sepoy^ 
who, being well acquainted with the Malay tongue, w^as charged 
with a letter to the Sultan of Lingan, entreating that prince to 
assist in the most efll'cctual measures for the recovery and release of 
such of the Resistance’s ship’s conipajiy an he might be able to dis- 
cover in this calamitous situation* 

On the 5th of December the prow returned to Malacca, bring- 
ing with her one seaman, late of the llcsistance’s crew, from the 
declaration of whom the following narrative is taken. 

The detail given by this man appears entitled to the greater share 
of credence, as no deviation from the circumstances related in his 
story w'as to be found upon the several interrogatories put to him 
from time to. time afterwards. It comes* very near to the iloating 
report which Captain Shepherdson had of tlie Malays at Khit» ; and 
coincides remarkably in many of its principal points with that 
which had already come round to Malacca from Piuang, as there 
related by his three comrades, who had not less providentially ar- 
livcd in safety at that settlcmeirt.v'* 

As the complexion of the several unpleasant situ itions, if not 
i^dual distresses, into which the Jlesistanee was eventualK cast; 
and as the sad disaster itself of that ill-fated ship seems to derive 
much of its tincture, or may perhaps be deemed to have originated, 
with the gale wliich she encountered almost a year ago in the Pacific 
Ocean, on IxcT way to China; her story is ou that account brought

Ill stlcS-a candour will be ncverUicless disposed to make 
due allowances for (if stfefc k shouhF prove) a tSb minute and cir^ 
cumstandal account of whatever m^ht iieein, thoug^h reoM^tely, to 
aifect or concern the loss'of^so valuable a commander^ offioers/and 
ship's company as perished' in the Resistant^; when f.hn teoerder 
of ^Ihis mournful narraHae (tak^ by himself frbm the lips of the 
person here mentioned) adds, tbat^hile his country has to lament, 
as it must deeply feel, thd misfortune of that intelligent, gallant, 
and worthy commander^ it is not less. his mournful task to mix the 
tear of private friendship and sincere esteem for that officer in the 
individual; and»for more than one active and deserving character 
besides, serving with him, whose mcinory|VUl cVef remain not 
less dear than their cruel fat^is to be regretted. 

Thomas Scott,' seaman, aged 22 years, a native of Wexford, in 
Ireland, relates, on examination, as follows; 

That he formerly b.clongcd to the Chesterfield South^fSea whaler; 
from which he remained at Timor -Ccsar for three years, in the 
Dutch employ, till the capture of that place, when he entered oi^ 
board the Resistance. 

"Iliat she met with a'^heavy gale of wind on the — » of last 
December, which continued for four days unabated ; and in which 
she proved so leaky, that her chain-pumps were kept constantly at 
work night and day ; at length, in order to lighten her, they were 
obliged to heave a number of her upper-deck guns overboard. She 
then bore away for the Philippines, intending, as lie bciievos, af- 
terwards to sail for Malacca. Beiiig in want of wood, water, and 
])ro\isiouS, Captain Pakciiham tried the expedient of hoisting 
Spanish colours, as he crgiscu along shore, till he came to smehor 
nearly witliiu reach of the guns of Antego. The deputy-governor 
of this town, and the captain of a Spanish brig then lying at an- 
chor, in the bay, accordingly came oil to (hem; but discovering 
their mistake when too late, upon endeavouring to escape, were 
soon brought back, and put on board by a boat from the Resist- 
ance. Updn their assurances that flicy would do theit utmost to 
have the wants of Captain Pakenham amply supplied, he generously 
suffered them to return same evening to the sliore. No part, 
howevet^ gf these fair promises being fnltilled, nor the likelihood 
ol it, at i6ve o'clock the next evening Captain Pakenham sent his 
ihird lieutenant, Mr. Ciithbert, in tlie cutter, with an armed 
party, to out out the Spajiish brig ; in^which attempt they suc- 
ceeded, though fired upon smartly by the guns of the' fort, withiu 
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tange of whidi ahe had anchored. Scott renuinbcrs this event to 
have happened on Chiistmas day. , 

The “'“d her prize saijed fn^ thcnJqe, immediately

Iiavuig,.^'ooded mid watched there, aii 4 procured a luirtial supply 
ofrig^as welt as Uve stock, the ship cijotinuiOjgijkaky, ^vith blow- 
ingv-^cather^ Captaia Pukciiham and the )^rize |et sail from this 
place for tbo^lpelibes ; and arrived In abo4|i«jghtee9 days at Llmby, 
near hlmiadoo, on that ihland. ..^Tbe saipc evening that iiie anchored 
here be despalclic'd the brig to Amboyna, to signify^KU digress fur 
supplies; ill con^cqurnce of the Bombay friga^to was sent 

off from thence, .on tlic^ arrival of the brig, to his relief. After 
staging a week brAnore at Lknby, and having witj^ some difficulty 
coilecteil Hhat JiC coidtljt provide for the remaining part of his voy* 
age to Amboyna, he weighed anchor, and sailed from that place, 
falling ill with the liomb.iy frigate ahd the supplies scut him oa 
board her, in seven days al ter, off the Maud of Booroo. 

Having arrived at Amboyna, and remained there about two 
months' repairing and refitting, the iicsistance sailed to Booroo; 
where ref it;shmput and stock, well as wood and w^tcr, were 

more ahuiuiantly and conveniently to be procured than at Uic 
former place. From Booroo she departed for Banda about a fort- 
night alter, but springing a leak oil Amboyna, was obliged to put 
back again to the former isl.-nd. 

Faily in July she sailed irom thence again ; and, runping close 
along the slioro of vlaca, took a Dutch brig off tlie town of Serrabi, 
which, b(‘ing in balfjst a^id of little value, was released the same 
night. The IlesUfance next steered her eiiurse for tlie Straits of 
Banca, -w hich havino made pi about fi>c (lavs, she there fell in with 
a fiec.i of about foiirU'eu pirate prow:: at anchor under the land of 
Dliira, each eapaole of containing tifty or si\t^ men. In order to 
board and examine one of the largest of these, (. aptain Pakeiiham 
manned three of liis boats; but the Malays in tlie prow for spme 
ti»ne refused pennUsion to liieufen uits- Cuthbert and Mackay to 
eouie on b<»Jird tlicm. As these offiecss, how ever, persisted in ac. 
c.miplishitig their orders, the at length suuered it without 

oppo itioii; but it was found iiapossible to clfect their purpose of 
searching them for Dutch property and g|^ers; tor such was the 
ferment among the ^ialays on board, that to avoid the eonsoQuencu 
w’tb which they were tlireiitened fur insisting on this exunjnation, 
t y were obliged to insure tluir safety by a liasty retreat over the 
Bide, and return to their own ship. Captain Fakenhaiu resented 
Ihli Conduct by the discharge of some of Ids twclve-pouiidcrH, 
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»vl»icli soon dispersed tlic piniles, and sent them into shoal' water 
iindiT (he land. • 

weighed anchor about' nine o’clock nc:^t ihorning, anili 
cut out af Malay sloop that haSl been i'aptnred by%e pirates on her 
way from Batavia, and was left at her anchors \vhci\thcy deserted 
her the precwling night, Captain l^ikonham proceeded with hcrotv

The ofTicerof the deck, LicHtctiant(Juthr>crt, hailed the sloop, in 
order to put her eommander on board; but not being heard, re- 
conrlled Jie Malay captain to this short fartlicr detention, by the 
assunuu-c that he should depart for hi. with the morning's 
dawn— .adaun, alas! neither was to see— for Scott, the narrator, 
sleeping at the larboard side of the quarter-deck (as it was so fine a 
rughf that he did nbt wif h to retire to his birth below'), was suddenly 
awakened by a iierec blaze, that seized his clothes and hair,siifTei‘(led 
in an instant by a tremendous explosion, from the shock of which, 
he conjectures, he became utterly senscloj.. for five minutes or more» 
lie computes tliis dnsadful acciilhil to liavc taken place about four 
o-clork in the morning (‘ilth j„Iy, i7i)S), fn,„, the day api.i-ar- 
m:; about an hour alter he was blown npj bat liou it did or eonh!

At the dawn of the day the jjeople belonging to thesloop, then not 
on o lai a.tern, who mu..L ea.ijy havi' diseovergd the condition of 
^ heard the rejiucited shtiiUs of the wretched buiiigs who 

H ere clinging to if, callous to t rer) impulseof humanity, after the dis- 
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diarge of a single musket, having weighed anchor, stood over, WJth-i 
out regarding their situation, to the isluiid of Banca* The weathe^r 
coiitiiiuing mild, and the water smooUj, they set to work about 
eleyen o’clock iiivthe forenoon, to make a raft of^such pieces of 
timber as they were able to pick up around them : they were for- 
tunately enabled to accompliwsh this by means of the main yard, 
which, lying alongside the wreck, furnished them w ith ropes Buin* 
cient for lashings ; it also gave them cJotli for sail, M’hich they tijod 
to the mast ^of the jolly-boat, and they coaiplcted their ta.^k by 
making a plalfunu upon it of such p'aiijis as they coiilrl find. 

From the shock and severe scticcliing that one and all of the sur- 
vivors had cxp«*iicnccd,«they were unable to accomrlish their work 
before one o’clock P. Ai — ii' ^’act, four oi live only of tlie numbt*r 
were left in any circudjst winces (o bear a part in it, the united labour 
of whom was very insunica nt to secure, as it ought, tlie raft they 
had thus contrived. 'J'lie solicitude they must have feit, in flieir di*--.. 
tressed condition, to reach the shore before night, was cousldera- 
bly augmented by the circiinivtaiicc that th.e pic ’c of the wreck by 
w'hich they clung would only bear the weight of tw'o of the most 
•slia tiered amongst them (dames Sulli»an aiul lloliert Piilloyne, sea- 
men), and whom the compassion of their comrades had agreed, ac- 
cordingly, to give the preference to, by mounting them upon it: a 
single puenpion being at the *>anie time tlie amount of all the suste- 
nance the whole party had to depend on. 

flaving committed themselves to thi> raft, tlioy made sail for the 
n ‘arcst shore, which vas the low land of Sumatra, distant about 
tt rcc leagues, and about six leagues to the southward of the Dutch 
settlement of Falanibaiig. About seven o’clock it came on to blow 
fresh, and the mm ran high, with a strong current then sefling in 
against them. They were yet a considerable distuiicc from the land, 
w:u‘n ^he lashings of tlu'ir raft began to give way, and lt'»elf to])art. 

r ly e\ery plank of the platform was jire.^ently washed olf, 
b'!' , complete the misery of their situation, their mast and sail 
w ' i ^rried aw’ay. But resource, not despair, is the character of 
a i.i'h seaman. Sciug an aiuhoi -stock, which had been lately a 
p..;^ (><’ ilitt raft, and which promi>e<l more securify (o t’lose who 
n’*glitbc able to reacli it, tloaiiog a cfjiisiderabic u ay from them, 
'1 e Scott, being the stoutest of the party^ ri Mihed to bwim after if, 
and encouraging Quarter-master Alexander jM’fhirlhy, Jehn Nut- 
ton, and .loscph Scott, seamen, to follow Lis example, they ail four 
brought it in safety. 

It. was at this lime one o’clock A. Jil. and clear moon light, eight 
poo? souls still remained by the raft (Pulloync being dead), w ho, 
seeing this part of their number, from whose exertions alone a ray 
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of hope appeared) thus consult their own safety by the only possihtd 
cliance foi: U, bewailed their separation bitU'rly. 

The adveuturers on the anc]|ior.»stock lost sipjht in another hour 
of the forlorn Companiphs of their distress, and never heard nor saw 
them more. 

By nieans of two spars Fashed across to keep the stock from roli^ 
ling, they continued to bO borne in safety upon it till about bine 
o’clock next morning, when the current, changing again, “set 'them 
fast towards the land, under the lec of which though t||cy had been 
driven out further to sea th^n they were when thty Wt the wrecks 
they fortunately arrired, with thfi help of a paddle, nnie 

o’clock the same night (25th). Some surf sunning along theshurc^ 
they found it a matter of no less diHiculty, in their exhausted and 
weak state, after again betaking themselves to swimtniiig, to 
reach the beach. ^ 

Having llius providentially cflccted their escape from the dangers 
of the d('cp, others no less formidable stared them In the face upon 
this deserf coast ; or a coast, if not desert, pressed only by th(?foot- 
steps of men scarce less savage than the wild beasts that roamed its 
adjoining thickets. The fii^t care of the seamen, after their fatigues 
and suftbrings, was to gather leaves and dry grass, with which they 
made themselves a bed whereon to repose. On this tlicy slept sound 
till morning, when, awakened by the call of (hirst, they i^ent to 
.look for water, which they found at hand *, but no manner of rc- 
t'rcsliment could they discover besides, not cycn a single shell- fish. 

In this deplorable condition, and ahuost naked (a single jacket 
and a couple of shirts being their whole stock of clothes), they re- 
mained starving till about four o'clock the same afternoon (26th), 
being a term of three whole iiightj. and two days from the time of 
their being blown up, when, straggling along the shore, and almost 
in utter despair of all human succour, one of the party di'^covered 
a Malay prow, lying in a bight, hardly a (juartcr of c mile from 
them. Upon this they coinsulled what wa:> best (o be done, and it 
was resolved that T. Scott, being able to talk the Dutch and Malay 
tongfies fluently, should approach it singly, while the rent kept out 
of sight. And well it was for thorn that such was the ]tlap and pre- 
caution they observed,' for had they all advanced together, unarmed 
and defenceless us they were, it is almost a moral certainty that not 
' a life would have been spared. On a nearer apiiroach, he presently 
discovered four more pirate prows with ihe first, some of the people 
belonging to which were at vvork on the shore, repairing a boat. 
Of* percetv ng their head man immediately made towards 

him, «i!h an up‘:fu*d a\e in hfs liaad; upon a loud shout glve^^ by 
whom, a crowd followed, equally dutermined to put him to death. 
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But, falliiig upon his knees, and supplicating for morcy in their 
jowii tongue, the chief relented, and forbad any of His people to do 
thdr prisoner harm. They asked him earnestly what countryman 
tic was; from whence he came ; and what he wanted among them, 
lie replied he was an unfortunate £nglishman, one of a small re- 
mainder that survi? cd the accident that had lately befallen iis ship. 
Theyrfcpeatod the question, whether he was actually an English- 
man ? and charged him, if a man of the Dutch nation belonged to 
the number saved, that he should discover him to them, at his pe- 
ril. Being answered in the neg^^ve, the chief (or rajah, as they 
styled him) inquired particularly whether the captain survived, in 
which case he would undertake himself to convey them all safe to 
Malacca; but his people, as well as the Malay chief%imself, vowed 
that if the party that 'accident had thus ppt into their hands had 
been Dutch, no consideration should havl induced them to shew 
quarter to a single man. 

Some of the pirates wore now directed to where the seamen were, 
who presently returned with them, trembling under the most alarm- 
Jng apprehensions that they should be massacred, as they conceived 
Scott had already been ; for they had seen the latter surrounded 
by an angry and threatening crowd, themselves being then undis- 
covered. 

Op their arrival, all four were made to sit down, till they fully 
fatisficd their curiosity, by asking a Ihou'-and questions lelaling to 
the ship, and their ptisoners. The next step the pirates took was to 
divide the captives; each of the rajahs takiiig two into his own boat; 
the quarter-master and liutton into one, the two Scotts into the 
otJier. 

It was now past six o’clock P. M. when the almost famished sea- 
men at last had the wants of nature relieved by a plentiful meal of 
fish and rice, wliicti was nerved to them in each of the boats. 

The time i^Iowed for this refre'^hment being expired, the five 
prows imincdialely put oflT for the Llcsistancc's wreck ; but after a 
lain search of two n hole da} s, they returned without being able to 
pick up any part of the ship, or of her contenis. Some seameirs 
chests, containing a few dollars and articles of little value, however, 
and a few of the bodies, continued to be washed on shore, from 
time to time, for some days after- 

AVhilc these live prows, which formed a part of a fleet of eighteen 
or twenty that were di^tribufed along the land, reniaiued crui'-ing 
separately up and down the Straits, on^ the look-oui for ;.rading 
craft from China, Java, &i‘. (which might be about three weeks), 
the Mala>s continued to behave so well towards their prisoners, 
as to leave them no great cause to complain. 
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About tho^5tli of August, the prow rajah, or principal provv^ 
in whic^ tjte narrator was, at nine A. M. fell in with a sloop from 
Ja?a. The crew of this vessel, under cover of the preceding night, 
had abandoned her, betaken to their boats; aud escaped to the 
near^t ah 9 rc,., making the best of their way (probably with w'hat 
sppeie they possessed) for the neighbouring town of Banca, 
whither it was believed they wc^e bound, and where the^ wore 
secure of protection. Immediately on seeing this formidable 
prow, which carried one twelve-pounder, two swivels, and a 
proportion of musketry,* swords, &p. lying at. anchor to wind- 
ward, and it being well a'-ccrtaiifed, from her strength and appear- 
ance, what she w'as, as well as that no Ihercy was to be esJpcctcd 
from the sangvfinary banrl aboard Lci:} they wisely made this sacri- 
licc to their personal security. 

Before the prow' rajah boarded the sloop, the English seamen 
received a promise of a small dividend o£ any cloth or provisions 
that might be found on board. Being laden, however, only with 
salt and oil, a snialf proportion of fowls, lice, and cocoa-nuts, 
part of her stock, came to their share, in common with the other 
hands. The prow proceeded from thence, with the sloop, for Pe- 
nobang, a town on the island of Lingan, which they reached in 
three days, and where their prize fetebed the captors 1500 rix- 
dollars. Here the two Scotts wvre separated, Joseph being sent on 
in the prize to the town of Lipgan, and Thomas remaining with the 
rajah of *the prow behind at Penobang. The piratc.s have a small 
fort or block-house at this place, surrounded by water, mounting 
several guns, which are occiuionally run out of their houses, wdilch 
arc erected univcTsally upon stakes or piles. 

Thomas Scott remained as a slave here with the rajah of the 
prow, his master, four or five wxeks, wliei^ he heard the news of 
Qnarter.master McCarthy and Hutton arriving in the small prow 
at Lingan; that the young rajah who commanded that prow had 
very liberally and humanely rejected any ransom for his captives, 
and freely presented them to the sultan. 

Adew days afterwards hchcard that his namesake (Joseph) Scott 
had been Ta^somed of the Timor men on board the prize, where it 
was his fate to be disposed of for fifteen rix-dollars ; and, finally, 
that the saltaq of JJngan had (with an alacrity and generosity 
whiclj^at once, stamps the natural disposition of his heart, and the 
regard and respect he, bears towards the British nation) pro- 
vided all the surviving seamen of which he appears to have had any 
knowledge, with a prow to transport them to Piuang. 
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Tims did tlic national character of the land from whence these 
poor fellows sprang become a blcs&iiig to its individuals, in the most 
trying and perilous situation imaginable : it would not become us 
to reverse the medal, find make the allusion, however it might ap. 
ply, to any other country, whose conduct towards the Malay 
Islanders has been so widely diderent, and in consequence of which 
they experience very different effects. 

It was not till nine days after the liberation and departure of hi^ 
comrades for Pinang, that Thomas Scott was brought up by his 
owner from Penobang to Lingaii, about half a day’s sail, and there 
sold in the n arket for thirty-five rix-dollars. 

Ilis purchaser was another rajah, or head mate, who proved to 
him a kinder and more considerate master than the ffB*mer ; he had 
now a better allowance of victuals, more liberty, the gift of a cloth 
lo cover him, with a handkerchief. Lamenting the hardships of his 
fate, in being the sole jierson of his countrymen left bchinchin bon- 
d;ige, his new master encouraged him by the assurance, that when, 
ever he (Scott) should be able to pay him back the original amount 
of hi*, purchase, he would immediately release him. Uut his deli- 
veranee, and that from a quarter totally unimagiried and iinex- 
|)L*trtcd, was, uiuler the dispensation of heaven, then at hand ; for 
the next day, ’to hi^ unspeakable joy, he found the sultan had be- 
eoine his raiisiimer aUo from the Macas ar rajah. Being ordered 
iiito the ])reseuce of his benefactor, he was given to i.nyerstanil, 
that in consequence of a letter received by the sultan the preceding 
(lay from Major Ta)lor, commanding at AJalaecM, reque‘'ting the 
Miban’s atteiuioii and relief to any of tin* crew of his majesty’s 
ship which luigiit I)e found in tliose? pai's ((bo certain infe.Higcijee 
Ilf whii h had been triven him at Malacca), he (il»e sull.iii) w»s 
happy to dlscuier that there } et renuiined a*. oilier Englishman, of 
whom h(^ before had no knowledge, on the island, and on whom he 
could have the pleasure of In slowing hi^ liberty', Scverr.l other kind 
expiessions were at (In* same (inu* used by him. 

Aci'onlingly', after a delay of nine days of the prow despatched 
by' Major 'raylor to fangan, Scoii had (he sultan’s permission to 
depart for Alalacc.i. I'he prow' arrived wiiii him (ia;rc on the 5th of 
Pecember, after a tedious passage of fourreen days, and where, 
upon olfii ial examiiialion, he delivered in the above n'port to the. 
commanding otlicer, offering to aUcst the same (:<* the best ef his 
belief and knowledge) at that time, or whenever altei he might be 
called upon.

/lycnORS AND CABLES. 

WR. ElJITOU, 

I N oticring to your notice a few remarks on the cables and an- 
chors of ship.s in the royal na>y, J cannot but feel the 
tage under which I may lie when thus attcmijtirig to shew that ob- 
jects of so much importance, after having for ages, nay centuri* s, 
employed the mo.st sagacious and minute observers, ami reconed t!ie 
benefit of their inquiries and c'Xperieucc, still ailmit (‘f farther im- 
provement. Bat if, as I conceive, any delect sJill exists in inatlers 
of this moment, you will allow that a man of principle ina\ led 
anxious for the disclosure of those ideas u hich he, l ighdy or otljci- 
wise, imagines essential to its remedy. Under tills impression., i 
take the liberty of requesting you to iij>crt the foliov.ang letter, in 
which I have thrown together my retleclions on the subject, and 
the facts by which thove reiiectlons have been sue:atstcd. 

Th<r tirst position v% hirli I shall attempt to establish is one th.it has 
every ckiiin to prior corisideration, iiud wtiicjj, if admitted, of itself 
poiius oul the necessity of some such other iiew' regulations :ls those 
that 1 am about to propose. 

I. ltap;;^‘'^TS to me, alter the fullest couslderatiou and lehcarcli, 
tlmt Id.; iL.aj..:,':y i. :.i >>p.‘; are iafcufilcitmlly cabled, la .sujiport of this 
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opinion T mnst remark, Ist, that merchant ships, being from three 
hundred tons to seven homlred and fifty, vhi^li ijttv*r description 
includes the smaller vessels of the East India company, arc rcrtainly 
not provided with cables of a strength more than adequate to their 
size, wants, and degrees of cxptisure ; 2dly, that tluiso degrees of 
exposure, and consequent wants in the merchant vessels, are far 
from being equal to tho *'0 of his majesty's ships j 3dly, that mer- 
chant vessels arc not over cabled ; but that, on the con ti ary, us aft 
wh/> arc af qnainted with them readily agi* #\ could they iniinagc 
them cables of a still larger si/e ^[I'ouid be desiiable; now, these 
])Osjn!afeii being granted, ^ it follows that his ma jesty’s ships, not 
having cables of onc-lialf, nor in some instance', of one third of the 
strengt II of those on board such mclcliant vessels, ari^not cabled to 
one-half, and in some inslancc.s to one-third of the requisite strength. 
This is a fact wdiich, as rumour ha'* said a reduction of the cables iti 
tJio service has been proposed, seems to be cither niikiiowii or un- 
regarded. This I know, that the nUtive proportion of strength be- 
tween the single cables of ships of the line, and those of ineiclsant 
ships of 3 or tons, is not more than as three, or even two, to 
six; and that in length and iiuinbcr, they iiardly exceed the actual 
length and number of an East India ship of 750 tons, and have not, at 
the same time*, more than one-half or a third proportion of relative 
b-rcnglh; whence it follows, I conceive, that if an India ship is not 
gready ovci -cabled, a ship of th“ line is greatly deficient.^ 

1( 1 am right in this idea, ii will no loruier be urged against mo 
that the subject has been already completeiv examined. If this dis- 
prfiportion really productive of the evils v fiich 1 attribute to it, 
it will be allowed that even Ihongh the facts alleged arc w'cakcr, 
anil tlie argnnumts interior, it would become the duty of every 
friend to his country and his countrymen, to stand forward in such 
a cause. iViiut relates to llie most important branch of the navy, 
to tlie general defence and welfare, and to a point so inloresiing to 
Iheii safety, as linn anclioragc and retention, can be of no slight 
or trivial eo;nidcration. Single ships ot the line of battle ar ' of a 
value, and, vrhal is more, include a population equal to those of 
some states that have a name in Europe. UniUd, they are the 
greatest of the national energies, the acknowledged support, if not 
the source, ot the wealth and power of the nation. They contain 
an assemblage of men forming a body not to be paralleled lorforcc, 
bravery, and skill; ami which, should any inisiortunc overwhelm, 
ages to come might not replace. Ought a pledge of such immense 
worth, and a pledge too for the public safety, the guarantee of 
wealth, liberty, and glory, and, as things now stand, of every 
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thiilg near and dear in private as well public estimation, to be 
permitted, if Vhe contrary is possible, to exist a moment in danger 
of suffering from the incommodiousucss or inadequacy of tli(ain« ^ 
strunients they employ. 

In watching the enemy’s coast, which is become a usual duty, 
and in many exposed situations both at lionie and abroad, our abips 
*w'ant retaining powers of the greatest strengj^ ; and shouKl these 
powers, from error in calculation, or any other cause, be formed 
of less th^n that required strength, and much more if, in the most 
important instances, it is less than half of what it ought to bo, it 
would be extremely criminal were wc paNsivoly to witness so great 
an evil, it is not extravagant to suppose, that such a distribution of 
the navy may*bc occasionally reqniiod, as would leave half of it, or 
nearly the whole, upon the shores of the enemy, or in our own 
roads, exposed to the neccsiiity of outriding the most destructive 
gnie, and a gale of that increased violence which late instances leiul 
IIS frequently to expect : in such a case, the /lower of tlie heroism 
of (rrcat Britain might be buried in the ocean — .1 catastrophe too 
dreadful for thought, but which, as far as second causes are eon- 
cerned, must be inUucnccd by the hold of anchor^, and the strength 
of cables, 

II: It is my opinion, that the complicated nine-strand lay of ca- 
bles is of inferior strength, and coiled with greater diihciilty than 
simpler c.ombi nations. 

] ll. That it would be highly for the good of the service, and is 
practicable, to adopt, for sheet and spaie cables, if not for bowers, 
cordage of double or more than double substance. 

IV. That the bitts might be altered to that end, and in a manner 
beneficial to all cables, according to the rccommenclatiori ofMr.Snod. 
grass, and that these improvements might be carried still farther. 

V. ddiat anchors of the present magniiude, being much more than 
sidcfpiate to cables now in use, would be sufhcienl, or nearly so, 
for those of the proposed fabric. 

Vi. That an alteration might be made, which, though Ihc anchor 
is, in my judgment, nearly perfect in its common fornis, w ould, iu 
some crises, aid its oliice ; and, 

Vll. That ships, to ride secure, do not want so groat a scope of 
cable as is commonly supposed. 

'J'h% anchors of ships of the line are, it is allowed, in tolerable 
proportion, th«>ugh perhaps rather below what their circumstances 
require; a ship of d(X) tons possessing anchors 0 / twelve or fourteen 
,ev t. East India ships, of ZoOtons, anchors of tbirty^twoor thirty- 
four cwt. seventy -fours, of 1800 tons, from seventy to eighty cwL 
second- rates, from eighty to ninety; and, as 1 have been informed^ 
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the anchors of first-rates, which arc of SSOQ or 2300 tons burdcm, 
lately approached to five tons weight. These resfoctive wdghts, 
common arithmetic shews, are nearly proportional to those of the 
merchant and EasrJndia Company ships, and perhaps nearly sutfi- 
cient; for I never heard that, except in very loose ground, where 
the form of an anchor is of more consequence than its weight, llic 
Anchors of merchant ships are not suificiently powerful for the 
cables to which they are attached. They have appeared in all Ihe 
instances rospc'cting which I have either had experience, or oppor- 
tiinity of making inquiry, to what they ought to be — that is, 
completely superior to “the cables ; and, consequently, till farther 
experience amends present conceptions, it may not be improper to 
receive them as sufficient in all instances for the eqtdvalcnt propor- 
tions of cable. Such have they, at least, been proved, lor those 
which the ships of the East India company annex, and which arc 
the best in all respects for comparison with his majesty’s ships, as 
well on account of their size, methods, and habits, as of the rea- 
soning and experimental inquiry which has been made in this ser- 
vice, and the knowledge which is generally possessed, or easily 
obtained, respecting the properties a id powers of those ships, and 
their instrumental parts. 

To these comparisons I now proceed, by means of which I shall 
point out that his majesty’s ships fall beneath others in the propor- 
tion of their cables; and that those ships being barcl)fc sufficiently 
found, the king’s being still inferior, must be obviously defective. 

The East India company’s ships, I mean the smaller, preserve 
prelty nearly the proporlion customary in the merchants’ service, 
and this is scarcely sufficient ; but they can take better stations for 
riding than can the ships of the line, and have none of those pressing 
occasions for extreme power in their retainers, which occur per- 
petually in the public service. 

'fhe elevation of the lowest ships of the line, joined to the in- 
creased proportion of their masts and yards, the superior measure 
allowed in his majesty’s tonnage, added to their outside birth, 
cause the loast disadvantage they sustain in riding to be not reason, 
ably less than a fourth more than their nominal tonnage compared 
with the East India ships adduced ; while second and first rates may 
be reasonably set at a third more than (hei.s. 'rids statement, in- 
deed, doe^ not greatly exceed their real tonnage in mcrchfat mea- 
sure, and these considerations will cause seventy-fours to be rated 
at 2100 tons of East India tonnage, according to the strain thej^ 
exert ill cables; second rates at not less than 20‘00; and first rate* 
not below 3000.

Should they only attract the rriticfNin of the ollioers of the marine 
artillery, 1 shall have attained iny (d>ject; for this avouUI be one 
means of drawing them from the apathy in w iiicK they seem to be 


held. 


The author has fixed upon three causes, wliich he tliinks s»Qi- 
cicnt give superiority in naval combats: Lst, a su|ifrioi excil- 
lence of shiph ; ‘Zd, a more profound knowledge in the oiVuxrs of 
naval tactics; and, 3d, the more advantageous use and direction 
of the artillery. 

The author next having, in some %va} or olher, demonstrated 
that the two first causes are in favour of (hi? French, ( (meJudes 
that it is the bad use we make of our artiileiy that is the cau^e of 
our reverses. 

It appears to me that he w ould have been more just had he con- 
cluded, that our defeats arise merely from the inferiority of our 
artillery. 

The two first points not bring within my sphere, and having been 
already resolved, 1 shall now, in concert with the author, examine 
what is the intlucncc of the third. 

It cannot be doubted that thi^ influence very greafln naval en- 
gagements, since it is well known that artillery is employed in them 
as the prineipul agent — that if it often prepares liie victory to land 
armies, litmus! by sea not only prepare but determine it. I am far 
from thinking that much docs not depend upon the skilful ina- 
nieuvring of thc.^hips, but can these inanccuvres be always exe- 
cuted under the superior Are of an enemy’s artillery ?

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The a !ttl>or states, thlt the French flirect their gurs at flic 
rig^'Ti ^\hich rom[:rehcnds every thing that is abflve the body of 
thcv^ss(d, that Ihrci’-fonrtha of this s^)ace is a void, and, consc- 
t|nrnJly, that three-fo filths of the balls so directed, must Jose 
tlitMiiselvei in air.”

WhiMi guns arc fired at a greater distance than tj^e gun carries 
point-blank, tkjey are almost always aimed by chanoe. There can 
therefore be no security that they will strike any determined part 
of the enemy’s ship ; but they are fired in the hdpc that they will 
strike it some where or other. It is easy to sec from this, how 
ridiculous ii would be to aim so as to sink it in this case. 

When the guns are directed at the body of the enemy’s vessels, 
the balls which pass abore must pass almost at thesame height, so ifiat 
those w hichstrike the masts must strike theni nearly in the same place/’ 

What the author says here is true; when the guns arc fired at a 
distant which they will carry point-blank, I think Ihnvc ulroady 
proved, that beyond this distance there Can be no security that the 
balls w ill in any degree strike. 

Thus the instructions which the author has given resportine tho 
management of artillery at sea only relate to firing point-blank. 
Ills views are undoubtedly not confined to this point: he lia:» givnr 
room to hope that in a second memoir he will explain them for the 
instruction of the officers of the marine artillery. 

It may bo supposed from the conduct of the French in battle, 
that their intention was only to get clear of the English resscls, in 
order to avoid a decisive action.” 

1 suppose that the intention of the French sailors when they arm 
engaged, is to do all the ill possible to the enemy, and that if the 
effect does not correspond with their intention^ it is the fault of the 
arms which they use. 

I shall only cite one fact to give an idea of the effect of our artil- 
lery. tlpon the i cturu of the French and Spanish fleeis, commaDd;'!^ 
by Admiral Bruix, they fired 000 cannon shots at at ao Alge- 
rine corsair, without tiic smallest oflect. 1 db'hot h^^licvc that in a 
coiobat of this q^ure there was ever so much unavailittg firing. 

Though the preference ought to be given to directing the giinis so 
stfito make them vti ikc the hull of the cnetpy’s vessel, fdo not think ^ 
that this oinuioQ ^ the author ouglit to be considered as oa cxeti^ 
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si VP princS|>l6. Far instance: in a particular engagemen^t, thacom-^ 
tnandcr of asbip? the superiority of whose artillery., oyer that of its 
antagonist is dlftcomible^ ought, it appears to me, to save the ene- 
my’s vessel, atid only to ^re at the rigging. 

The author, in examining the conduct of the English admirfeils in 
battle^ asserts tbai they have neglected manmayring, with the ad- 
vantages of position, and that they have reckoned solely on tl\p 
superiority of their Aj^liliery. The English admirals have done h hat 
every able general will dp, when, having the snperiority of force, 
he can, by comj^attng the enemy’s arman»ent in parallel order, fight 
it along the whole extent of its front, and destroy li ’completely. 

The author ob erves, ftiat the English have only produced one 
contemptible upon naval tactics.’* But they^have produced 
several excellent ones upon artillery, which is at least as essential. 
Tliat they have no marine school.” We have, in opposition to 
that, no school for artillery. Lastly, that they have no naval 
corps of artillery.” It may now be asked, if we have any? If that 
body which wc know by the name is organized as it ought to be? 
If the men who compose it arc chosen, and if they arc commanded 
at sea, by the officers who trained them? 

The only French author who has written upon the subject of the 
naval artillery, is Citizen Texter Noibic. Ills work, thou|^ mo- 
dern, appears to me incomplete, because he has not taken notice 
of the g cat changes made in the land artillery, in 1765, and since 
that period, nor of the discoveries which have arisen fioTn the dis- 
cussions which the subject of artillery has undergone, although he 
could not be unacquainted w*ith them. It is tine that it does not 
seem to have been his object in his rescarclies to appretiate the im- 
portance or advantage of these changes, nor to make any applica- 
tion of them to the naval artillery. 

The land artillery having been canied to a pitch of perfection, 
wliirh has attracted the attention of all military men, and even of 
the learned of Europe, it would have been surprising, if the naval 
artillery had not reaped some improvement from this perfection, 
were it only in tho^e parts of its constnictiou or management which 
are analogoiut, or similar, to those of the land artillery, if it had 
had a corps destined particularly to its service, of which the officers 
had been artillerists. This corps not having existed, the naval ar- 
tilleiy has undergone very little change. ^ 

1 have proved that our navaj artillery does not furnish any means 
of taking a sure aim.

It will be necessary to make artillery Sgfite^ which maybe 
done without danger, as Is proved by the examjile of the^English, 
and of oar alltCA the Spaniards, whose artillery is oi^aonrth lighter 
than ours ; to fx tbe dimensions of the guns upon on accurate know* 
ledge of the laws of cohesion, of theforcc of tenacity in the particles of 
cast iron, and of the effect of the powder which tends to break them. 

It wUl be necessary to adapt to onr guns bouions de mire* and 
hauises nobites, f similar to those w ith w Inch field.pieces are provided, 
but of which the properties will be more extended, and the use more 
aure, without requiring any greater skill on the pari of the (Mtinonier. 

The next thing requisite will be, to facilitate the means of taking 
aim by tbe sides of the gun ; some method of making fast the guns, 
so that their weight being nearer to the centre of gravity as to the 
vessel, the motion may be made less, which must also bo provided. 

The carronades ought to be cast a.new, a» their construction, as 
well as that of their frames, is evidently bad. 

Schools of artillery for the naval service ought to be established, 
in which officers, by being taught a good theory, may be prepared 
for serving usefully. 

A corps of marine artillery, ot chosen men, ought to be formed ; 
to the officers of which ought to be granted the power of directing 
iheartillery at sea, and that of commaudingand disciplining their can* 
Boniers. Tkeseofficers not being then so completely null as they arc 
mt present on board our vessels, would have the glory of being able to 
contribute to ouxsuceess, the only one of which they could be jealous* 

The seal which animates me for the honour of the corps to which 
I am proud of belonging, will plead my pardon for the faults of this 
essay. If I am decfired in tbe condusions which I have draws, 1 
eagerly wish that some officers, more masters of the theo^ and 
practiim of theps0fe8sion,inay,by making it known, propose Imttcr.

The MonHcur remarks, that the coiitiiiiiai victories of the English 
at sea must arise from tiic imprudence of the i^^reUcIi in firing at our 
rigging, rather than at our hulls ; but English seamen are disposed to 
insist, that fire as they may^ ailiull or rigging, the French fleet aU 
ways shall, and always must, be beaten. England; says the Mom- 
tour, has had but one author who has written oh naval tactics, and 
he was not a seaman: all their knowledge, therefore, he adds^miist 
be drawn from F rcnch authors. The author alluded to by the gazette 
of Prance is Clerk. Clerk lias writ ten a book, and a most excellent 
book it is, upon naval tactics ; and by the principles of that b< 9 h)k, 
in some measure, have the French, Spaniards, and Dutdi'behti se« 
verely chastised. But Clerk is not the only author, althbugh the 
others have not published any elaborate tj^eatisra 'bh the Subject. 
.Admiral llussel (not to go farther back) was an author on nalTail 
. taetfcfi. Bftscaweii, Ilawkc, liodney were authbi^s of the'^ame 
fbrt. Howe, tlotham, lervis, Dunc:in, and Nelson have published 
iipqn the same topic. There is a publication called Quarter 
Composed of pages of a^>t1:bportant comp&M 
autS^ra^^ nmntiohed hayrtHi^p^ nervously cbhi&iiltfTO .

Du- 
ring the rest of the engagement she kept at a di'^taiice, which did not 
admit of our boarding her. It was then that Captain Saunier, who 
had directed the manoeuvre vuth uncommon ability, was severely 
wounded. lie wa*^ Immediately replaeed by Lieut. Doiiadieii, an 
oflicer of very great merit. From seven o'clock tlie William TeJl, 
having only lier mizen and mizen-top-mast left, had to engage, two 
ships of the line and a frigate ; she answered tlieir fire by both her 
broadsides, and frequently by her guns astern. The riggiiia had se- 
veral limes taken fire, and had been repeatedly extingui'^hed ; several 
explosions which I had heard on hoard tlm enemy's ships assured me 
that the same accident had happened <o them.

In this situation it was too evident not only'that 
it Was impossible to save the ship, but that it was out of my powrr 
further to injure the enemy. I wassMsible that the men 1 might lose 
by a longer resistance would be the useless sirtims of a vain obsti* 
nacy; upon this conviction, and persuaded that the defence of the 
William Tell had been in every respect truly honourable, 1 thought 
it my duty to submit fo fortune, and about thirty .five minutes past 
nine, after the Ship sras a wreck, thp flag was struck. The Penelope 
was tiie only ship aUe to take possession of hor, and board her w ith 
a sufficient number of sailors to tarty her to Syracuse. The enemy 
did notottempt to conceal the considerable loss tiiqr sustained, and, 
from what I have seen, apd what I was informed immediately after 
the affair, it is certain tha^ in this yespect, the vanquishers base 
not been more fortunate tiian‘‘'tlie vitequished. I deem it superfluous 
to make any encomiuiim on tiie conduct of the crew of tiw William 
Tell ; the fact hkrne of the engagement, and of the throe attempts

well knowaj a squadron consisting of three Spanisli frigates, a 
xebec, and a sloop of war, arrived there, and forcibly dispos- 
se^d the English, whose whole strength amounted only tii tw,o 
sloops of war, with their crews, to whom were added Mr* ^wer 
and his fellow sufferers, w’ho had served on boar^ Ae Swift.

Mr. Gower continued unemployed after his arrival till the 
appointment of Sir George Rodney to the Jamaica commund, 
which took place in the year ensuing. 

An instance of the ill lurk, with respect to promotion, whicli 
attended Mr. Gower on this occasion, is of too singular a nature 
to be passed over unnoticed lie was appointed^second lieu- 
tenant of the Princess Anulia, which was the ship of the 
commander in chieJj so that he rua^equcully might bo con- 
sidered in tile direct and certain cbjEdUlol for advancement. -At 
the time Sir George first hoisted 'life the late Sir RoIkmI 

Harland was on the poiiit of pre receding' to the East Indies as 
commander in chief of a squadron order^ ihiiher to watch the 
motions of the French, llic present Sir John Odpovs, virr- 
admiral of the red sejuadron, was at that lime third iiotitenimt 
•>f the Northumberland, and being ordered (»nl with a paitv to 
press men for the purpo e of manning the squadron, an affray 
look place, in consequence of which a man uiiforUmately lost his 
life. *■ 

It then beconting necessary, pro formA^ that the conduct of 
Lieutenant Coipovs shoiiUl be legally investigated, he was obliged 
to remain in Ktigland for that purpose, and a proposal was made 
to Mr. Gower, that he shouhl exchange situations, as the trial 
would be oy^r in siiflicicnt time to permit Mr. Colpoys to pro-^ 
ceed with^^r George llodiiev, who was not <|aite ready for sea,

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to llie West Indies, while, on the other hand, the detention 
would preveJit his accompan^ring Sir Robert to the East. The 
chance of proft^otion which Mr. Gower possessed in his own 
Station, being bstensibly so much superior to that which was 
offered him, hw naturally rejected the prbj;^RaI,and Mr. Colpoys, 
as Sopu ,as the^irial was over, followed his admiral, having takgi , 
his passage bn board an Iridiaiiian. The event, Imwevcr, proved 
directly cbnti ary ‘"to human forcsigl.t, otic vacancy only happen- 
ing on th<? West India station during the wIioIa tinie of 
Mr. Gowkci’s aWnoe. .lie consequently experienced no further 
advancement flian from the station of second lo that of fust lieu- 
tenant, while Mf; Ctdpoys liad the good fortune in the same in- 
terval of time, tp be advanced to the rank of post captain, 
by commission, bearing date. August ( 15 , 1773,, appoiiiting him 
to the admiral's ship the Nortlinmberiand. 

Mr. G( wer of course irUirncJ to England a lieutenant, and 
not having obtained ‘iiomolion, obliged to remain inactive 
uu half-pay till the inondi of March, 177 5, He was then 
appointed fft.st lieutenant of the Levant frigate, commanded by 
Captain George Murray, uncle to the j>ix\«ent Duke of Athol. 
He sailed on the *llh of, J^^nc following, and continued during the 
s]>ace of nearly four J^ars on the Mediterranean station, under 
llie progressive coinlilhan<V of Vicc-admiial Man end Rear- 
admiral Duff. The levant w as^ after the commencement of the 
American war, extremely succe.ssful, having caj)ti;rcd st) con- 
siderable a number of prizes, that few vessels, perhaps, have ever 
quitted a station with more eclat respecting hei self, and more 
regret from tl;e officers and ollu*r piMsous concerned, who 
derived advantage from her good fortune and the activity of her 
people. 

The Levant haring been ordered to England in 1779, vvas 
sent imniedialely after her arrival, with many other inferior 
ships and vessels, aiulcr the command of Captain Murray, over 
to Helvoetsluys. The object of this errand was to escort from 
thence the packet on board which the Duche.ss of Devonshire, 
with many other personages of high rank, liad embarked, and 
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paaiage iPas rendered somei^hat jirerariou^f, on account 
* of liie many obipts belonging to ihe enemy which than awariuej 

in the Nordi aea. The Levant^ however^ was fnieventcd froni 
executing this nervire by a oontrmy wind* 

Sir George Rodney^ the forhusr friend and pidmii ^ Mr. 

* Gower, received about this time bis wdhkooam to 

tlic chief command on the West ludta sUtk>n, and immediately 
chose Mr. Goweir to be his first lieutenant on board the Sandwich. 
The irfa a conaiderablc tnimber of merchant vataEob under 

its protection, Miled the latter end of December, and cm the 8th 
of Jaauaty hud flie good fottuno to fall in wldi a Spauiidi convoy 
belocgiug to the Rtnul of Cargccas, hound from $t. 

Sebasliau*s to Cadiz. Of tii /lail composing lliis fleet, 

tncnty-sjx were capUned, seven of a luib were armed, and com- 
pletely acrording totheh i}JFn/*nt at slops and vessels 

of uar. Ihe commodore's sliip,rall( il the ( juipuscoana, mounted 
64 guns, and being deemed in evi iv lesjiert (it for servire, was 
iminediuteiy commissi* nert b\ >ir fieoige iu» a British ship of 
lUeliue, and called the Piin^ Wiiliani, Mr. Gowir being ap- 
pointed her captain. 

This commission being coniirmed iHthoiit besllation b^ llie 
Jldmiralfy, Mr. Gower, as sonic recompense for those niamfold 
disappointments whu*h be !iad before estj^eiienoed, cscaiied 
passing thiough the inteimeilL'iu* rani of eopiniander of a sloop 
of wao a circuttistasice very ^inubual. 

On the Ifitli nf the same mouth in wlikb Captain Goiver met 
with that well deserved advanrt'nieiit Jus? njentiontMl, tlie 
memorable aciion touk phrv oli Caj^ bt. V mi ^ bclueea the 
British fleet and ibe Spauish aniniitii.nt, coiun^ \led by Don 
Juan <fe Lsuigara, an e\enf so rocenr as not to requd^^atiy lartiier 
account than wbat has been ala^j given tu tiie Memoir of 
Lord Rodney niorepa^tlcuLlailj’ es the Biince William was not 
fortunate enough to have any uiterestiug slure in the action.

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The flet-'t soon arierwards reached Gibraltar with the prizes it 
had su succc>sl’ii)ly made, and edectually relieved that fortress 
from the distress whicii the liostilities with the court 

of Spain and the close blockade consequent to tlicixi bad neces- 
sarily ccojunuaface of the fleet in Gib- 

riiltar 4jiiiy^ ;'^pUilu Gower was removed, first into the Porci^ 
pitie, of S^igAuts; accmidly, into die Enterprise, of 28; and 
lastly, oa the 1 4th of February, 17S0, into, the Edgar, of 74, as 
captain under. >,Qoaunodore £!lic»t, who hoisted ^is broad 
peii^daut on board that ship, being left behind the fleet as com-

It being e^^p^rnneufally found, after a few months continuance 
th(*io, that to persist in llie same measure, was to render so fine 
a sliip nearly ti.voless, Coiiiiiioiljre Elliot rettu'ned to England* 
Captain- Gower contiiuied in the same command, sometimt'S 
serving under the c(miinodore himself, and, during his absence, 
roiimiamiiu]^ the. lulgar as a cruiser or a private ship in the 
channel firtt, till die year 1781, when Mr, Elliot having struck 
his br(hid pendant and resumed his*station of a private captain, 
Mr. Gowe r of necessity, quitted the Edgar, and continued till the 
month of November, half-pay. He was then appointed 

captain of the Medea, a?filgafe of 28 gnns, under orders to join 
the s<juadvon fitting out for the East Indies, under the command 
of Commodore Sir IL Bickei ton. Accidents, however, prevented 
( ’aplain Gower from joining his companions, and he therefore 
proceeded ahnie as far as 11 lo Janeiro, on the coast of Brazil, 
where he met with tlie Sceptre, of G4 guns, one of the ships 
composing die same armament. After continuing at that port for 
six weeks, .in daily expectation that the squadron which had 
sailed from England three days before die Medea, would arrive, 
the two ships proceeded to India in company; when, on their 
passage, in doubling the Cape of Good Hope, the Medea cap- 
tured, on the 2 1st of May, 17S2, a large French ordnance store-

M^dea was employed subsequently to her afiival Jo Iiadia^ was 
to attend the apniy^ Avhfch y^tts then on the pdiiit of proi^edittg, 
under the coatmai^^f/General Sir Eyre Coole> on the expedi- 
tion sent against .Pondidierry. This event tt»ok place in the 
mpiith of September^ and the sea'^on of the year made it a task 
of the greatest difficulty to fulfil the order. 

Captain Gower, according to his instructions, used every 
possible endeavour to reach Pondicherry by a limited day. 
His exertion wa^i peculiarly necfSwai^Fyfor the soldiciy had 
not been able to carry with thentlflpfd l|ian a very limited pro- 
portion of provisions from Madras, and/^linoii^u/which then 
blew contHiry to die Medea s intended t^ursef^lfir^ very 
powerfully to impede and prolong her parage. What tlien must 
have been the fate of those troops, had he not resorted to extra* 
ordinary a^eans for tBeir support r To have woit^ for the 
atovesliips and vessels which he was ordercfl to protect^ w ould 
iHit have increased bis uifficiilties and his delaj ; to qmt them was 
daugerpus ; but die special emergency determined hbn to adopt 
tlm latter uipasore.

Early in llie month of January, 17^3^ the French fleet, which 
was then under the coinmuud of the Count de SuflVein, anchored 
in Ganjam road, one of tlie northern Reltlemcnts on the coast of 
CoromaudeJ. The chef <rescadre iiUonded to continue there 
for some time, in the hope of not only being able to intercept 
and disturb the British commerce, but of effecting some depre 
dnlion or confusion among the settlements in that quarter and 
Captain ^ower entertaining not the most distant idea that the 
enemy w^ere even in those seas, the Medea came to aii anchor a 
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little way without them. The ni^Ht was foggy, but iiotwiiW 
standing the haze, the Britidi frigatp was visible* from the 
French fleet, !n ronsequence of the latter being under the laud; 
and Suffrein, being well assured that die did uot belong to bis 
squadron, very ailfully formed a! plan for securing bcrnlie next 
morning. ‘ ^ * 

Great indeed was the astonidiiiicbt of Captain Gowei' and Iiis 
people when they discovered, on the apjyroach of day, several 
ships nicM^hg towards them, w4iile the appearance of others 
in the offing, which had been detached ihilhcr during ^he night, 
appeared totally to preclude air possibility of escape. 71ic 
Medea being, however, a veiy swift sailer, and extreniiely well 
managed, was foi (unate enough to efli et her cscajK', thowgli at 
one time within cannon-shot of the slops which were in cha.:.c et 
her, and her capture was considered by the pursued, as w ell as 
by the pursuers; inevitable. 

On the Ifiili of the same month (Jarmarv) the Medea was 
again chased by a French cruiser, but as the vesse l did not 
appear larger than a frigate. Captain Gower ordered the 
ship to be put about, and stood for her. He brought the eneim 
to action in the e^cning, and, after a coim^st •»r eighteen minutes, 
had the pleasure of .seeing his antagonist siurcuder. I'be ])rize 
proved to be the Chaser, a ship <if war, mountipp QO guns, six 
pounders, charged w illi despatcln s fronv tlie Isle of France, for 
the French commander in chief. The Medui imniedialely 
proceeded to Madras, and dcspalclied the Chaser from thc’uce 
to Bombay, where the British fleet still continued, willi an 
account that a French armament was on the Cojomandcl coast 
on the 23d of Jai nan. 

The Karl of Macartney, w’ho was then governorjof Fort St. 
George, having rei cived intelligcnco that three large stoieships 
belonging to the enenu, and armce m finie, wxTe then at 
Goudelour, or Ciuldalorc as the English term it, a French 
settlement distant about Uvcnty-eighl leagues from Madras, 
immediately communicated this hitelligcnce to Captuiu 
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Gower, who put to sea the same evening, notwithstanding 
liis complement; of officers and seamen very much ledn - ed, 
in consequence of his having in great measuj , ma:i .nr the 
Chaser ^ bad lard his plan witli much c^ro .ind precaution, 

hoping that he shoMkl be able to get ap with the bci’ove

Instead of timinig three sliips in the road, as the informalioai 
promised, there rciuamed but one, apparenlly a very large vcsm‘ 1, 
having her top^saUs lop$c, and with every other indication 
of being prepared to put to sea. She iiad a complete tier 
of lower-deck {iorts hauled up, ana was ul anchor with springs 
on lior cables under the protection of the forts ; the vessi*l had 
Dutch colours hoisted, and began to fire nt the IMcdca the 
instant she arrived within gun-shot. The situation of the frigate 
was critical, the enterpnije was cxlreim Iv arduous, and nothing 
but the greatest and most prompt exertions could render success 
even probable.

•th-e enemy was instantly Ixiarded, and the cables of ]^ih ship's 
being immediately cut,* they ran out into the dlfing, till they 
wxre so far distant from the forts as to be under no i^{^ehen'* 
sions whatever from their fird: Here they aj*nin came lo anchor, 
in order to arrange, and set mailers to rights in the best inatincr 
circumstances would admit of. The prize proved to be the 
Vryheid^ a Dutch East India ship, pierced for (j4 guns, but 
having no more than 32 mounted. She had brought a cargo of 
ordnance stoics to Cuddalore, and wap to have rpntted it on the 
very day she w as captured, being bodod for Trincomalc, in the 
Island of Ceylon. Hic lower masts and bowsprit which formerly 
belonged to a Ercnch ship of the line, that had been ; stranded 
and lost near Pondicherry, were seemed alongside ; the lower- 
deck guns and carriages were some of them on the lo\ver-<leck 
of the priae, the. remainder w ere in the hold, and those guns 
with their carriages, were fortunately as well fitted and adapted 
to the ports of the prize as though they liad been purposely 
intended for her. 

This circumstance would have rendered the Vryheid com- 
pletely effective as a ship of the line the instant the guns w ere run 
out of the ports; it was even intended that she shoeddjoin the 
Prjpich fleet and be stationed as a vessel of that class, so that 
the loss of her must have been much left by the enemy. The 
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tnerit of iht foregoing transaction^ independent of tlie great 
inferiorhy of the Medea^s force to that of her antagonisi, a!id the 
peculiar circuittatandes and dbadvanlages under w liicli she was 
compelled to i^iiimence Her attack, was cousidorahly heightened 
by the fdrthcr di.sadvanUige of a very short complc ment of hands^ 
the fim li^nteiiant/ together with thirty of the best seamen, 
having been despatched to Bombay, as already related, in the 
Chaser. '' • 

'ilie crew had experienced scarcely less coijser^uential di- 
imnution, owing to the mazier, the boatswain, the* gunner, and 
many other persons belonging to the ship, being ashore at 
]Miidras when the uMelligi not was received: notwithstanding 
whichi Cnptain Gow^er resolveil to put to sea without them, 
fearing that if lie used not the utmost cNpcdition, the enemy 
might' receive intelligence of his intention at Cuddaiore- 
VVhat must be the anxiety of a coiiiniunder in so trying a 
situation, with so reduced a number of men! He had to 
navigate a ship wdiich was three tnnes the burthen of that lie 
commanded, in addition to his own; he hud more than one 
hundred prisoiiKrs to guard ; and he w as to effect hib passage 
into Madras road against the monsoon, with a French fleet to 
windward of him upon the isamc coast. The only oiricer that 
conliuueti in the .Medea, exclusive of Captain Gower himself, 
was Lieutenant Hutcheson, of the marines; so that these 
two gentlemen w*er6 obliged to take watch and watch during the 
whole passage, which continued five days; and Captain Gower 
hiinsell’ is said to have scarcely quitted the deck for the whole 
lime. 

I'he conduct of this gentleman on the occasion just mentioned, 
as well as liis former services, were considered so highly meri* 
torious, ^at the Governor and Presidency of Fort St. Get»rgc 
requested Sir Edw'ard Hughes, the naval commander in chief, 
to convey to him their sincere thanks; and the lords of the 
Admiralty themselves, as soon as they became acquainted 
the different circumstances which attended tlie transaction, were 
equally forward in shewing siqiilar inaiks oi ' approbation with 
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regard to Captain Gower himself, together vith the officers and 
people whom he led to victory. The prize, through the posses- 
sion of wliieh he had very justly acquired so much honour^ got 
safe to M where the captors were offered the sum of 
thirty-six ihou iacd pounds for the hull and furniture ; but Cap- 
faiii Gower» that the proposed purchasers intended^ 

through the noxious medium of a neutral power, to resell the 
vessel immediately to the eiieim* who at ?het time stood griev- 
ously in ji some remforccA'tiU, most patriotically i ejected 
the personally iidvaulugeotilj offer. li was then proposed to him, 
that ho should penoit the vosv l to proc' id to Jk’iij ;il, and bring 
back a caigo el rice; foi which \osaLe v.cre^ offered, 

with a farther inopixsa^, that as tho'lWuch fft et was then in the 
neiuhlKiuihooM, iLc sum whie!i had hicn heloie offered for the 
piirchii.>e of the ves.-'ei, sliould he pa d u* l e eajitor:? iu case she 
was unfortmiale enuu^ji lo fail iulo Uk Lauds ot' the enemy, or 
meet with a; y oda r uuo)w. r.* aia iiirnt. 

These ofl’m a'.j were pt vrni|'ioiih rt the instant they 
were made, lhro> jh a*i appM hMiai(»n of the same msidiuns kind 
of conlrivaijcc which Cap;lai:i (/o'vrr was h arfiil of in the former 
Instance. An uccouut of thoe difh rent odors, toj'ether with a 
description of the vessel liciself, were innnediaU ly conveyed both 
by sea and lar.d, for the [unpose of more effectually .securing 
their arrival, to Sir Edward Hughes. T) e v wt?rc accoinpanuid 
by a declaration of Captain Gowers opinion, that in 

question was in eveiy respect propeily adapted for Ins maiest} s 
service, and tliut in consequence of that idea, he would cor.iimic 
to decline any proposal whatever that might be made for 
the purchase of it till the pleasure of the commander in chit f 
should be fully kimwn. The ship continued fur three months 
after this in the possession of the captor*;, when a squadron 
of French ships having stood into the road of Madras, merely 
with* a view of insulting that port, and tired a few shot at the 
different vessels which were anchored there, they them- 
selves continuing under sail the whole time, the people oh 
board the prize were so >tro«{gly apprehensive that the aU 
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tark of the enetnyvias principally iritoruled asi^iunst llioir vessrl, 
whic h \\as the only one in the road that ai>pearetl woithy the 
attention of a foe, that they veered away tl?e cable, in the hope 
of preserving her by }j;eltinp nearer lo ‘die shore. 

The appri'hen.sioii probably was groundless^ but the measure 
taken for her preservation was fatal. Th(‘ sliip unfortunately • 
got into tlie surf, and was totally lost. Thus^did the brave 
captors, owing to their over-zeal for llie scavice, lose that 
valuable and well-earned pecuniary reward which their gjullantry 
so justly merited. Previously to the loss of the Vryheid, ll.e 
Medea herself had, on the oth of Pebriprv, very narrowly 
escaped being captured by the French fleet, when they w<?re ou 
tlielr passage from the Ganjurn to the southward : though neai^/ 
snrroimded, slie was, however, fortunate enough to effect her 
escape. On the iGth of March also, she, for the tldrd time, ex- 
pericnrtul a similar instance of good fortune olf Pondicherry, 
wliere two I'rench IVigaies, under cover of the ni<^hl and a thick 
h:i/,e uliicli then jnw ailed, got within hail of the ilcdea beibre 
lliev v\eiv disc^ivered. 

Early in tlie monlli of May following, owing lo the gieal exer- 
tions which the b'rcncli weie then making, it became natural to 
expect tliat an action must inevitably lake place between the two 
fleets ; and as the B( dish force consisted at that lime of eighteen 
* sail of the line, divided into three squadrons, under an admiral 
and two coinriuidores established by the Admiralty, having cap- 
tains rcguiarlv serving under them, it was strongly recommended 
to Sir Edward Hughes il ai lie should appc.int an additional 
or tiist captain lo his own ship, by way of lessening ihat tatiguc 
of body and mind which he must of necessity undeigo in case of 
an action, as having so extensive a command to attend lo. This 
honourable sttition was accordingly oft’eretl, as is customary ou 
such occasions, to several of the senior captains; but they 
declined it iu the handsomest manner, and at the same time 
unanimously joined in recommending Captain Gower as*the 
fittest person for so important a trust and office. 
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The nocessaiy#a; nm«rmcrit was laidc, bvil the appointi.ii wt 
did injt taktj place, o\viij« t.) flit* t ^ticuie dclicac;/ c>t tl.c ( (jidt 
luaudei-in-cliief, ^^ho, iiotwithsiandiiii; the ardir us tusk which 
presented itseli' lo him, hc-sitated to roinplv with his own- 
v.ijshes and iiiclinat!(jns, as well as those of every pirson under 
lij.s erdcTs, bceause he did not actiialiy eoiiiniand ut the tunc 
tirat MifScient nuinht r of ships which, accoidinj; lo the nilc.^ of 
the service, w’ould have rendered such a measure a mere maltei 
of conrsV 

From the 13th to the 21st of June, both fleets were 
niananivrcd in si;jht*of each other, in die intitual hope of bein^ 
aljle to seize some moment and opportTiuity prciiliarly favourahie 
lo attack. An action certainly appeared unavoidable ; Init tl.c 
enemy, though they possessed the wtalher-^age, not thinking 
even that advantage snfficient to warrant thf ir hazarding ur 
engagement, appeared to d^’cline a contest till some occasic r. 
still more favourable ‘hou!u oUvr. I'ndcr llirse circnnidanrc*’ 
the action was defen o<l till the « veiling ihr, 21st. J.)iiii'ig 
tiie whole, of the period in which the tv. »* fleets had laen 
in sight of each otheir, the Med# a had hern co’.i-tai.lly cmploy((', 
during the night in vuilclnng the nmiiotw wf Mon/aii f'' 
SufiVein. I'he service was of the most irnpoilant nature, 
and the risk proportionahly great. The stjirsdron of the en^my 
was cj.iicinely alert; and, fiom her siuialion, the Med' u v.a*! 
unavoidably in hcnuiy danger ol beii^g caplin ed. 

The uislorluiiale engugcnient which followed the exertio:? 
last rnentioued, was productive of what the emuiy had never, 
before that tune, been for luuatc enough to acijnijc in any part ot 
:lie world — an advanta‘ye o\er the Biili'di liet*!, \wlh a force 
evidently inli^ ior. Thi-i nnpre' rdentei! e’.cnt occa,sir»n(*d, 
lio! only by the bad coiuli'i-m ui scv»ju! .which coinpor>ed 
the British ileet, but also by the ihcudiul siekuess and mortality 
th»n prevalent among the crev. T bt di'^grace a! least (for 
the CRCuiy reaped no advantage wliatovor but tfie hornair of 
iraving obliged the Brithl; lo d‘*# !in ■* all furtlie'- cont(‘'i) might 
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have been happily prevented, had the intelligence that the 
articles of peace were signed, arrived from England within the 
time generally required to convey it from thence. But though 
private accounts and newspapers, v.Iiich had reached India over- 
land before the action took place, all agreed in asserting the same 
event, yet the ollicial account lh:*t tranquillity was rc-establislied . 
between the c()nt( ncllng nations did not reach Madras till 
the of Augu-it following. 

This Interesting liiU Uigence wqs brought by bis majes^^y’s ship 
Crocodile;* and, pending her arrival, no inconsiderable share of 
address and inaiiagcmeut had been necessary to induce M. 
de Bussy,’^wlio tlicn lickl the supreme command of the French 
•^aval fjjce in that coanirv, to consent to a truce before 
pleasing inielligence was ofliciuily confirnu'd. His hesita- 
tion and dtinuir were the luituial consequence of the late 
aivantage which his couiitiuneu had obtained by sea, and the 
successes v\ hich had, for a short time preceding, attended their 
:and operations also in the same quarter. Tims good fortune 
gave birth tc# the most imperious assumption vvhicl} haughty 
pride could dictate. 

I’lie certainly of peace, however, being established, the 
Medea was ordered to he dismantled early in the month of 
July; and, being converted into a llag of truce, was direVled to 
convey a part of the council of Fort St. George up to Cudda- 
lore, for the purpose of treating with General de Bu«;vy as to the 
farther terms of pacification, Captain Gower being commis* 
sioned by Sir Edward Hughes to act in the same capacity, with 
regard to the naval department, between himself and Monsieur 
de SufiVein. A common newspaper, w hich had reached India 
from Europe, was the most authentic document which Captain 
Gower possessed in proof of the treaty of peace being con- 
cluded in Europe; but he contrived with the best address 
to carry his point and prevent any recommencement of hostili- 
ties. This delicate and interosiing business being concluded, he 
was next employed in jiegotiating the exchange of prisoners^

a species of diploiiiutic orciipation in which he was equally as 
auccessfii4 as he had bet*ii in ihe fofiner instftiicc. 

On the 8lh of September he sailed from India in the Medea, 
being chosen by the coinniander-in-chief to he the bearer of hit 
duplicate de.s])atch(*H for the Admiralty board, together with hit 
"Ictiers for the secretary of state : the originals hud b^'en sent 
away three weeks before, but the Medea having arrived at the 
Cape on the 2.Mli dw of October she there overtook them. 

niatViiial or interesting occurrence took place with regard to 
Captain Gower, who continued his voyage to England, till the 
t7th of December, when the Medea being oft* the Western 
Islands, had the misfortune to encounter a dreadful gale of 
wind, in which slie not only lost her main and mizen-masls, but 
was in other respects so matcriuliy injinecl, as to be in the mos.t 
pCiiloLis stale. An event took place on tliis occasion which 
is far too interesting, and loo instructive to mankind, in respect to 
that providential care which so frequently snatches lljem from 
the very jiiws of death, and preserves ll)em safe and unhurt 
in tlie midst of a myriad of surrounding perils, to be lieie 
omitted. 

At the time the masts went overboard, there w’erc thirty- 
six of the crew employed aloft, every man of whom w'as, as a 
jjalural conserpicnce, instantly precipitated into the sea ; but, one , 
person only excepted, lliey were all taken up without Inning 
sustained the smallot injury. The ship being refitted as well as 
circuaistances would permit, as soon as the gale had in some 
degree moderated, she proceeded on her com sc to England, and 
bad the good fortune to anivc at Spiihcad, without liuviug niet 
with any other sinister accident, on the Tth of January, 1784. 
JJotwiUistandv^g the delay occasioned by the |iccidieut just 
related, which bad nearly proved fatal to Captain Gower, and all 
his cr^w', he had the .sati.sractioii to tind that lie preceded 
the oiiginal despatches, which did not reach England till thr^e 
weeks aftei; his arrival. 

In Captain Gower had the bbnour of being nominated 
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by thf| Earl Howe, at^tbaf time lirst lord coinnilssionert^ 
the i\{Imiraity, to go to Imiia with a brozrcl pendant us sciikr 
officer of a squadron epusisting of live ships of the line, hut with 
.vOldy those emolitmciits attached to a coiuiiiodore who has not a 
captain iindcr liini o»i board his own s!iip. 

Captain Gower was kept for a considerable time in a state of 
swspense, no equipment of tlic ships in question taking place. 

At length, Coniinodore Elliot being, in -nSo, appointed gover- 
tior and coinmander-in chief oii the N ew fountUand station, the 
solicitation made by the latter that Captain Gower would ac- 
company him thither as his captain, put an end to the embar- 
rassment. The Admiralty board being immediately informed 
of the proposal, cojisented to his accompanying his friend thither, 
and were more particularly induced to conjply with the request, 
the service being considered so nearly allied to the home station 
as to afford an opportunity to the board of recalling, and send^ 
ing him into any other quarter, if it should be deemed neces- 
sary, at a notice extremely short. 

An appearance, however, of some commotion or disturbance 
in the East Indies, rendered it expedient to send out an officer of 
higher rank in the service than that which Captain Gower llicii 
belli ; so that he remained on his station, and continued to serve 
^ under Mr. Elliot, who was afterwards promoted to a flag', as 
long as that officer himself letaincd his appoititmcnl, which he 
did lili the monlh of November, 1788, when the Salisbury, 
wliich was the admirals ship, \\ as* paid off. During the time 
he was thus engaged, the idea of sending out an ambassador to 
China had suggested itself to the Britisli government. After 
some dcliate and deliberation, it was positively determined on. 
Colonel Ci\llicart was the person at that lime tijced upon to fill 
this diplomatic character ; and having held various conversations 
with Captain (-lower on the subject, he conceived, from his 
manner of expressing himself, that (he command of tlie.ship 
intended to he employed on that occasion, would be an appoint*^ . 
ment by no means disagreeable to him. 
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Thfi business had proceeded so for’tfaat the X^esUtl frigate wai 
ordered to be equipped for die service, and Captain Gwer was 
not onl;^- appoir.fed to the command, but a gentleman for whose 
nomination to the station of lieutenant under him he had intend* 
ed to solicit, received that commission. AlFaiis being in this 
.vtiiaiion, it was resolved to send out a vessel to Newfouitdland, 
whti'c Captain Gower then was, in order that he might return 
to Kngknd, and enter upon the duties of his command. 

Farther consideration caused; however, as much of the plan 
as related to Captain Gower to bo abandoned. Such expedition 
was used in fitting the ship that it was toiind she would be rcadjt 
for sea long before ho could return to England ; and, as it was 
conceived tliut nothing would contribute to the success of the 
plan so much as its prompt execunon, lest other nations, taking 
the alarm, should use means to frustrate it, the ambar^sador was 
induced, fbr the ptirposc of saving time, to consent to the ap- 
pointment of aiiothtr getulcmnn as captain. It would certainly 
have been immaterial to relate this circumstance, had not tlie 
singularity of hia commission in the same line of service five years 
afterwards, sanctioned the statement. Lord Macartney being 
then nominated ambassador to China, Captain Gower took 
upon him the command of the Lion, of Gi guns, which ship 
wus ordered to be equipped for the purpose of conveying his ^ 
lordsliip to tlic scene of negodation. 

Pieviousjy to his departure he was honoured by his n)aje.sty 
with kniglithood, us well, perhaps, in testimony of the. sense 
whicli was entertained of those services wliich Captain Gower 
had rendered to his country, as to .stamp u consequence on the 
embassy itself. Tlic Lion sailed in the month of October 
following, and proceeded to the Yellow Sea, distant from the. 
city of Pekin, where the Emperor of China frequently resides, 
about one hundred and twenty miles. On their outward passage 
they touched at Madeini, and the following remarks made by this 
gentleman, relative to that island, with ulhca* pjarliculars, are too 
iotere^ing and curious to be oi;i|itted. * 

* 
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All shif^ boned from Europe for the island of ]\ladcira will dis- 
cover i(:hat their \Wiy is infliuncnd by a cuiTtr.l. or M-f from the 
Ocean inlo the bay, formed betvv< on L\!;aiit and Cape 
Finisterre, and into the Mediterranean ; and as well as tlie obscr. 
vafidns made by Captain Gower, in five viciis to xVladcira, con’d 
enable him to ascertain, that current should be estimated as setting 
iouth-«ast about eleven miles in fifty leagues. * 

All ships bound for the island of Madeira should endeavour to 
make or steer for i^orto-STiiio, and then proceed for the lirazeii 
Head, or eastern point (»r the rjoad of h^unchul, the caj^tal of the 
island, bv*poing between it and the De .crtas, oft* the northeriimcst 
of which is a high rock «h'it is frequently mistaken for a sail. The 
pa‘«sage U ahout nine ini’e^ wuU*, but without soundings, exei‘pt ia 
very deep water close to Madeira. The latitude of the road is 
thirty-two degrees, thirty-seven minutes, thirty seconds non'h; and 
the h.'Mgitnde, a?cer*aincd by sc oral eclipses of the satellites of 
Jupiter, and an eclipse of the sun on the *1th of June 1788,13 
scTtnteen d'^g^'ces thirty-five minutes west of Greenwich. The. 
4‘ompass has eighteen dej^rees thirty-five minutes variation to the 
weslwaid of the pole. The tide fiows, at the lull and chajjgc of 
the moon, north-north-west, and south-south-east ; spring tides 
rise perpemficulariy seven feet. The flood sets to the eastward. 
The regulations of tlic port require all ships, beforo^^ or immediate- 
ly on anchoring, to send to acquaint%))c governor of (he island 
with an account of \Oiat ihey are, and fhcir reasons for stopping 
there. Men of war arc not to sciid their boats to vessels coining 
into the road, until they are visited by the praliqne-hoat, or boat 
whose buiincis it is to ascertain if any infectious disorder ig 
on board. The same is to be observed respecting vessel's that 
arc depai ting, which are not to be boarded after the visiting otlieer 
has been to search for natives Icaviiii; islanil clandestinely, n.d 
for prohibited goods. English men cd war salute with tfiirteeil 
guns, after receiving an assura4ice of the return of an equal number. 

Ships’ bouts may land on the beach during tlu- smiim-.T mouths ; 
but when there is no landing of goods to rnalic it rocessary. it is 
better to be avoided at all seci'^ons, both for th'^* safoty of the boats, 
which are driven by a violent surge upon a shingly sliore, and for 
preventing tiie common men from having the opportuniry of fre<* 
qui'iiting the dii»ordcrly houses in the ucighbourhood of the beach, 
and drinking the pernicious spirituous liquors vended hereabouts. 
Tile It^ufiUng near the Loo Rock^ being d;.‘fcnded from ihcsurge^ i$ 
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rery safe and oa^sy; and though there arc cottages near it, tfre 
boats’ people may be easily "kept from them. Caution is nec(^s^rj, 
likewise, against the boats coming on board, undt^'.pretiacc "of ' 
selling fish, lowls, and vegetables, for their chief objeifet ij^’tho sale 
of the worst spirituous liquors, and often concealed goods. Fresh 
beef, w^a^r^ and vegelablcs are to be procured here for the ship’* 
company, and are sent on board inl)oats belonging to the place. ^ 
The Dritbh government allows the contractor five shillings a ton 
for water, and six pence a pound for beef, for the use of the crews 
of his iiyjesty’s ships Of war. The contract wine is of a weak 
quality, and will not keep; anU the price is 101. for a ton, coru 
tailing one hundred and twenty gallons. A fleet of twenty sail of 
men of war may be amply supjdicd with refreshments here, if their 
stay should not OAceed ten d iys*- 

Thc road is open fioui the west to the sontl. -south-east. The 
W'inda blow strungrst here from soiith-w esf to .soiilh-cast. Ships 
oblif^rd to anchor in the wiiiter in Knnrfcal road, should be ^cry 
af ten live to the dark gloomy appearence of the wciilhcr to the 
southward, with a swidl setting in: for it is very dangerous to 
remain at anchor with lh;*&o progiiostica.

The Lion proceeded afterwards tvi TencrifTe ; to Hi. Jago^ one 
the Cape de Verde islji^nds ; I Mo Janeiro, the capital of Brazil ; 
Ae T 'iLstan d’Acunlia islands, hardly ever touched at, and but 
lit^e known by Kurop'rans : the exlraordinaiy island of Aiuster- 
dam; the straits of Snnda, ]?anca, Formosa; the eastern extre- 
mity ; of i\sia; and, lastly, the Vellovv Sea. N(uie of the 
navigation from Clnisan to the extreme point of lliu voyage Imd 
e\er been travel sed before i;v Luropeatis; and as these enter- 
prising men received uo as^'i^iauce whatever from the Chinese, 
xvlio were ext'-cniely astonishtd at the attempt, the particulars of 
this tedious passage cannot fail to prove extremely iutercstiug. 


The Yellow Sea is bou nded by China, Tartary, .and fhc peniti'iila 
of Corea. It takes its name from Ihc prodii'ious quantities of yel- 
lowhh mud which is brou'^ht into it b\ the IVhany^-JJo^ or Yellow 
river of China. iJeyond the Cliusan idand<, fhc \^hd1e of this sea, 
for about 10 degrees of latifude|jul 5 qf*lon jitirJc*/ uas bL’fore this 
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expedition utterly nilkndwn to Europe^s and, it may be consu 
" derecl as HQ trifling advantage gained by the embassy, that it af- 
forded opportunity of exploring, ivithu*!t giving oflcncc or ex- 
citing suspicion, even under the guidance of those who were con- ‘ 
stantly employed in its navigation, a tract of so considerable extent. 

At Cliusan, the mandarin had compelled two native pilots to un- 
dertake care of the Lion and Ilindostan. Though forced into* 
this service, tliey appeared, when on board the ships, extremely 
. ready to perform as well as they were able. 

On the 9th of July, 1793, the squadron under Sir Erasmus 
Gower entered this sea. The weather was dark and cloudy. A thick 
fog covered the horizon. A lieavy swell came from the east-south- 
east. The departure, or point whence the. progress of the squadron 
is to be computed, is the isle called Patch-Cock, lying in twenty- 
nine degrees fifty-two minutes north latitude, and one hundred and 
twenty degrees fifty-two minutes east longitude.* The ships, when 
sailing in six fathoms water, drew up the mud in such quantities, 
that each left in her wake a streak of yellowish brow'n, for near 
half a mile. A circumstance which, to persons not apprized of it, 
would be apt to create alarm, lest it should denote a sudden bUoaU 
iiig of welter. 

Wednesday tlic 10th of July. Thick hazy weather, and a con- 
stant heavy swell from the castw'ard. In the morning, two islands 
were perceived, which the pilots called I'chin-San and Shoo-Toug- 
Yatig, bearing north-west by west, distant eight or nine leagne^. 
SDundingsfrom thi^ty-t^YO to thirty-seven lathoms ; bottom fine sand. 

Thursday the lltli of July. I^ightairs and calms dtiriiig the first 
part of the day. In the evening a breeze sprung up from the south, 
ward. At five in the morning, t.\o new Llands, small and rocky, 
were discovered to the westward, seven or eight leagues distant* 
The pilot called those islands Pa-TcUa-San and Tc-Tchong. 

On Friday the 12th of July, the pilots observed that the squa- 
dron was then opposite (he Chinese pro^ince of Kiang-Nan; and 
that in the neighbourhood were large shoals, (he approach to which 
was annoiincetkl>y bottom being sandy. In (he morning, the 
fog became so thick, that it was scarcely possible (o see from one 
end of the Lion to the other. It may be dithcult to explain why a 
fhallow sea generally has the atmosphere over it foggy; but the 
fact has been observed likewise upon the banks of i^'ewfouridlan'd, 
and other places covered w^th little w'ater. Another circumstance 
y took place almost asdiffirult, pcrhafl, to be accounted for. In the 
shallowest parts, but where no Ijind was visible above water, 
swarms of the dragon-fly suddenlj' appeared about (he ships, which^ ^ 
in deep water, quickly disappeared.

two fathoms; in the deeput water the bottom was usually mudd}, 
and was generally sound where the water shoaled* The piiot«i ob* 
scried that the thickest fogs accompanied the south-east winds^ 
whirh general]} lasted four or five days at a time. 

On Saturday, the wind and fog continued a% before In flic 
mornitig, the fog being for a time di<!pelled, several land buds ap- 
peared, and sea-weed and bamboos were seen floating upon tlic 
water; together with ofher indications of bung near land. 

The Endeavour, which had called at Chusan, brought from 
thcncc such a pilot as was first ottered to the <;(|iiadron. lie con- 
ducted her c]o<*c to thcshoie, with little danger to the Endcaroui, 
as she drew but a few feet watei She passed near fht island of 
Tbung-Ming, opposite the river Kiang Thib island, unlike those 
of Chusan, is verj tow, and, to all appearance, fotmod of raitli 
which brought down b> the cm rent of the riser, betiH^ni the 
mouth of which and the iblancl the water is extremely shallow. 
1 he land seemed to be gaining upon the water very fast ; and it is 
not unworthy of notice, that, in the map probcncd iii the ducal 
palace of V^enice, supposed to be taken, so far as relates to China, 
in great meavuno, fiom the draught made by the celebrated traieller 
ol that cli}, in the thirteenth century^ Marco Polo, no traces aie 
found of the island Tsung.Ming, though those of Chusdii, not 
much to the southward of it, are dislinctly marked ; wbcthir it 
XI as, at that period, so small as not to be thought xvorthy of no- 
tice, or so low as to remain unobserved, Is uncertain. 

The Lion kept to the eastward of the track of the Ihndostan, and 
nearer, though not in bight of the western coast of the peninsula of 
Coica, which atretches from Tartaiy, in a southern direction 'I'he 
peninsula of Shan-Tung extends from the matii continent of China 
so far to the eastward, as to rtdnce the breadth of the Yeiiow Sea 
to about forty.lcagiics or thdlhabouts, between the eastern extrC- 
mit} of '^ban-T ung, and the opponte part of the peninsula of Coiea. 

Both divisions of the squofiion had, on the 15th, a wind Iroui 
the south ward> attended, dating part ol the day, with a fog. W hile 
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/jniAQtea nurtli. From^ Itonce tbf 14^ Ktecjpsd )(ior(h*iro«i hf tom^ 
ptts«| aniU^sho got into iho Ulitade of ihitty*six j^egWB twi^nty 
monUa niffiih. Tlit$ Wtitar then began tp^shoa} ralfidijr from fotty 
to stetoon/^lburt^Yd^ and twelve fathoms/ thora beih^f a liflbiwaee 
of i«ro fatl|)t)ias every quarter of an hour; the bottom sau(I}% Such 
a sudden stiohling of tlie water naturally occa^ioned^ajpptchension. 
It was, however, calmed, more by the reports of'the brigs which 
were kept going a*Hcad, and constantly heaving the lead, than by* 
the assertions of the pilots, whose ignorance of the Knglisli Ian. 
guago made them sometimes to be considered as unacquainted uith 
tlicir business. ^ 

On the 10th, the i«*]and svhich the flindostan obi'Crved to the 
north-iu^it, appeared at the same time, from the Lion being to tho 
eastssaui, to the noith.wC'tt. The ships and brigs all joined on 
M%‘dnesday the I7tli. They perceived, on that day, two heaillands, 
or capes, wlifch, together with the island aboxc-mentioned* are 
lihily to be the first lands made by ships navigating dire(tl) from 


tl.» boiithward toward the gull of Pekin; it was thought desiiable, 
tiierelo e, by Sir Erannus Gower, to ascertain their situation with 
exactness, and to give each a name. These three poitflli of land, 
with tiieir latitudes and longitudob. are as follow :

CajH* Macartney, when bearing from uortlunorHueast to north- 
weiit, has a remarkable appeaiancc of six pointed peaks. U ithiii 
this cape Is inlet, in which several small vessels were dost lied 
at anchor. Near C’ape Gower is a reef of jrocks running out (lom 
a neck ol land. The ground being foul, it was deeuicrl piudent not 
to apprcuch too near, but, a snug haiboui qppeand tO be within 
the low pqinti, the entrance to which was between Cape Gowtr 
and the reef already mentioned. A great number of ve^fseU were 
perceived witlun thehaiGour, liHiliid whuh was seen a town oL 
considerable extent* 

Thuisdny the 18th of July. The wind was for the mo$t part 
easterly, and the weather foggy. In the com sc of the afternoon, , 
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the ^ whiciii ms spacioui, and 

contained i^vc/aiBiiTge j^ks. At this time the northernmoft €X« 
tre^ity. of !$han-Toiiij^ projiapiitorjr bore north by west obout eight 
leagtics* When s^b froa)l situ^ii^V the high^t and iifist pro. 
jecting point of land in tb^form an obJato cone, with 

its vertex elongated, aajf op thn stHpmit .were erected a spire pr 
jiagoda^ an4 it Was familiarly edte^pared 

Between Cape Macat^teey and the above point, the coast^ in gene^ 
val, is bold^ the moantains appearing to extend far into, ihp oountryw 
They wci^ interspctiiod with heautif^ul rallies along the shore, high* 
ly ciilt 4 >at(m; with inlets lit for the reception and sccorvty of &t. 
bottomed such as those of the Chinese. 

Friday 19th of July. The wind from east.south.east to 
^orth^ the weather hazy. The squadron now considering itself as 
sufficiently cl^ir of the Shan-Tung peninsula, and haring rounded 
the extreme eastern landpf China, steered west by north. At mid^ 
night, there was so thick a fog, that it was thought advisable to 
lie to; when, in the course of the following morning, it cleared 
up, the ships and brigs foinicl themselves close upon a small rocky 
island, bearing south-east half east, two miles, and, from a point 
upon the continent within it, south east hall* east, fne miles. Here 
is an api)carance of a convenient harbour, at least for vessels not 
drawing much water. Soundings, three miles from the shpre, six^ 
teen and eighteen fathoms; bottom soft mud. 

The weatecr being now perfectly clear, the squadron made sail, 
and stood lb' the, westward, in a course parallel to the coast, at the 
distance of ii\e or six miles. From the small island last mentioned, 
the we>tcrnmost risible point of land is a remarkable cone-shaped 
hill, \^hich terminates a range of broken mountains, ^li^t3nt from 
the island about eight leagues wxst- by-south. Part of this coast is 
rocky and barrel, but, in genc^ral, it i.> level cultivated ground, 
terminating in a sandy beach. As soon as the last conical i)oint was 
doubled by the sfjuadron, a second came in sight, having near it a 
small hill with a knob upon its top. Between thcFC two points, a 
course uas steered nearly due west, within two or Ijrec miles of 
the shoic, in sev. ii or eight fathoms water. Vast crowds of people 
were here assembled on the rising grounds, to see the Kuropcati 
vessels pass. Beyond tlie last point, the squadron got info a deep 
bay, which the pilots were understood to say was the harbour they 
hi^ mentioned before they left Chusaa, as tit; to receive the sqtia. 
dron; but, it wm soon discovered, by means of the people whom 
curiosity had attracted from the shore, tha^^^ihis wa> the bay of 
Ki-San-Spii ; and that the harbour of AJi-A-itau was in an island 
^distant (ifteen leagues farther to the westward, and diflciiugiii lati- 
tude a few miits only to the northward. 



The bay of Kt-San-Scu is spacious, and wll shaltered from 
every wimlj excupt from cast-north -cast to east-sonlb-east, being 
the direction Of the entrance info, the bay. " It is shut in to ILe 
iiotthiward by a group of tciror tml^ SffialL islands and a linm. 
ber of iargis rocks, and is enctesedt by^tbio iianl^^nt on the western 
and southern aides* This bay px^nda fr^ easV%west ai least tea 
mites, •and nearly as much from north to sootli. H^lhin it arc two 
harbours, one behind a high bluff point,' caHcd i^a^A-Tau, which 
has four fathoms depth bf water, and had in it d great number of 
Chinese vessels ; the plficr behind a lmall projecting tongue of land 
oa the south-east side of the bay, in the ipouth of a river called 
Ya-Ma-Tao. The number of junks, perceived in almost every bay 
along this coast, indicates a considerable Interchange of cominodu 
. ties between this and other provinces of China. Such a circum* 
atauce, beside adding to the popnlatbirby the many who arc ne- 
cessarily employed in carr}ing on this inlcrcoitrse, introduces more 
of the movement and bustle of busy life than is genci*aHy observed 
among the quiet though itidiisliious cultivators of (he soil. Across 
the mouth of the Ya-Ma-Tao is a bar, over which are only tiv'o 
fathoms and a half of water, but hnmcdiatclj’ without it are four 
and five fathoms; tlie width of the river from a quarter to half a 
mile* 'Jbe country immediately behind the bay, Hidugh not very 
uiountainoiis, has yet a barren aspect, and the inhabitants bear 
strong marks of poverty. Between Zou-A-Tau point, and one of 
the islands to the eastward, forming the group already^cntioned, 
there is a narrow pa^^sage, lying directly north and south, leading 
out of the bay of Ki-San-Seu, and through which there are eight, 
nine, and ten fatlioms water close to the shore on either side; but, 
near the eastern islands of tin; same group, there arc small sandy 
keys or banks, which are observed only w^hen they are very near, 
as they are almost even with the surface of the water. The bluff 
point, or cape of Zeu-A-Tau is the extremity of a small but bold 
and rugged peniri*»ula, .stretching to the northward. Along the 
centre of the great peninsula of Shan-Tiing, in the direction of 
east and we*^, ran a high range of mountains, the sides of which 
consist, in great measure, of a i>erpendicular and naked mass of 
|;ranitc. 

A day was consumed in the bjiy of Ki-San-Scu ; but, on Sunday 
the ^lst» tlie squadron, alter being provided with new' pilots, 
stood out through the passage between Cape Zeu-A-Tuq and the 
islands, keeping nearer to the former than to latter. A littlo 
to the westward of the most nofihern ])oint of Zeu-A-Taii, was

Their sides were rounded off as witli a sj^de, anfd, on ^ 
summit of, each stood a small heap of earth in form of a barrow^ 

' or an(^ent Varying place. / ' 

After haring haufed rdund the last projecting headland, another 
bind* point ajppearcd* due west from the former, . and about eight 
miles distant frbm it. The shore between these two points formed 
a kind of bay, called TciuChbo-Foo bay, which is open to the 
cast a^d west, but partly sheltered iu the northerh quarter by 
groups of small Islands scattered about at different ^stances, from 
five miles to twice its many leagues off the main shore. These 
'islands extend iwo^thlrds of the breadth of the sea in this part, 
leasing only a strait between the opposite pro^^ctiug point of tl»e 
province of Le-A«Tiing, and the northernmost cluster of those 
islands. Among thc.^c are two islets remarkable for the rogularity 
of their form, as truncated cones, and Jot>kiug like g1ass*honscs 
rising from the sea. They were, most probably, produced by the ^ 
explosion from volcanoes of matter of so light wciohi, and impelled 
with so moderate a force, as toE contipuc where first it foil, and thus 
gradually rising iglo a heap, and, assuming the regular figure just 
mentioned. 

The squadron came to anchor in seven fathoms water, in the 
bay of Tcu-Ch&'o-Foo, within tw'o or three miles north-east of tho 
city of that name. The anchorage was foul, with hard ground and 


shells. 1'hc road was found sp unsafe, that litye apprehension 
' being entertained of the possibility of changing for the orsc, the 
determinnUpn was taken of entering, without farther delay, into 
the gulf of Pekin. 

.In*the^^vcniqg of (he ^3d of July, the wind being easterly, and 
the weather moderate, clear, , and pleasant, th^ sqtspdron made 
, sail, ko('|uhgthe^iuA-Tau islands on the right«^n /Thursday (he 
the sKJilladri^n stood to tlie weitward uivder easy sail, inclining 
a little t(#thq southward, to keep clear bf low glands. Tho 
* depth of water regularly degreased from fifteen to sfVCA fathoms, 
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another vmaltbw island appeared, l^ing norUi»^a»d|dhita^ : 
aboat aix ipUes. Th'eVqnadron stood on a vdstern couriiie fr<^ 
ihence till midnight, when, though the £toV$ depth of watisr was 
sjia fathoms,^, tfcie Clarence, made th^si^^ danger. ThC ilKips 
contfequehtly hanled their wind t;o"^the hdd deepened 

the water, to ten fa^ms, j j^andlng oq t^js abohftoor miles, ■ 

^nd tjjen bearing away wes(*n<^th^west lone mllj^^orc, the dcidh 
of water was decrca;^ tO; six fathoms they came 

to^ anchor. w/' ' ' ' 

On mchipg the gulf, it was foond ih^t no secuiw hfrbow't was 
to. he expected upon Its shores. ,A good harbour is generally found 
by the means of ma^y rocks, at least, of considerable, mounds 
of compact earth, thrust forward by some irregular operation, or 
in some convulsion of nature, aud, leaving within tliem an inlet of 
the sea, which those projecting points may protect from the vio- 
lence of the winds and weves; where^ the jcountiy which termi- 
nates this gulf is- utterly deyoid of any solid and elcrated masses 
capable of becoming a bulwark pehind which there 'might be a safe 
retreat for shipping. Instead of such a bulwark, nothing is seen 
but a low and level suiTnc.e, the natural efittct of a gradual deposi- 
tion of soil vTashed down from the interior of the mountains, which 
soil fills up <iTery original inequalify, and meets afterwards in a 
regular line the oj)ch sea. whore no shelter is afforded. A part, no 
doubt, of the waters falling from the nuuinlains, is collected into 
streams which swell by their union info rivers; but the motion 
w hich nad been acquired by such waters in their descent from the 
heights, will, in some degree, be afterw'ards retarded according to 
the extent of flat country which those rivers have to traverse. The 
laud here appearing to gain gradually upon the sea, and conse- 
quently the extent of Hat country being upon the increase, the ri- 
ver (the Pci-Ho) may be supposed to lose somewhat of the force 
with which it used to carry and disperse into the gulf the earth it 
had brought with it from the mountains. This eartlris at length 
accumulated a, little below the river’s mouth, and forms the bar 
which crosses it completely. 

The mandarins, upon being informed that the English ships could 
not cross the bar, irumediately conceived tlioir size to be immense, 
and formed a proportionate idea of the quantity of presents necessa- 
17 to fill them. They gave orders fur prepAi ing junks to bring these 
presents, as well as the passengers and baggage, on shore. A con- 
siderable building «ear*the river’s mouth, was pfovided for the in- 
ception of the ambassador, where it w’as expected he would tc. 
main some days to recover from the fatigues of so lojag a tuyuffc 
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The Lion returned to Entjland in the month of September^ 
179 1, and Sir Erasmus had the satisfaction of bringing home 
with him safet)^ a valuable convoy of ships from China and 
the East Indies, whoae cargoes %verc Valued at five millioas ster- 
ling. Late in the monthi, of Noven\ber folliowiug, he nas ap- 
pointed to command theTriiiiiiph, of 74 guns, in nhich s^iphe 
afterwards joined Uie grand or Channel fleet, then under tlie or- 
ders of the late Earl 11 owe. Sir Erasmus suh>eqiienl1> serM'd in 
the same Aation with liOrd Ui idpoi t, who, on the retirement of 
that noblenmu, succeeded to ilie impoitant jUust. 'the-^iiuinph 
was one of the small detached squadron, consisting of five sliips 
of the line and two frigates, under Admiral Cornwallis, at the 
time he made his masterly r< (reat> on the l7tiror June, 17il5, 
in the face of a I'icUcii arnnunent composed of thittecn sail of 
the line, fourteen frigatc*s, two brigs, mid two enUers^ wliich pur- 
sued, and had it aclualh in their }>ouer lo bring the .ships 

to action, from nine oV.lock in tin’ morning, when tlie firing com- 
menced, till ciglil at nigh!, when the) abandoned all failhcr con- 
test against so jndicions and determined a foji* • 

Tlie conduct of Sir Erasmus, on this very tr> ing occasion, was 
so highly meritorious, as to draw the following most justly de- 
served encomium fioin the coimnandcT-in-chief: Vhi Mars 

and Tiiumj)li/’ sa)s he, heing the stenuno.^t ships, were, of 
course, more exposed to the enemy’s tire ; and ! cannot loo much 
coimnend tlie spirited conduct of Sir Charu s Colton and Sir 
Erasmus Gower, the captains of those, ships;” and again, The 
Triumph has shifted and repaired some of her sails, but any da- 
mage she luts received is .so trifluig, at leas! in her captain s rye, 
that Sir Erasmus (Jower hasnot thought it worth reporting; in- 
deed, the cool and firm conduct of that ship was sttch,, tliat it 
appeared lo me the enemy’s ships dared not come near her.” 
Sir Erasmus, with the admiral, and tlie l^est of the ofilcers, re- 
ceived the llianks of both Houses of Parliament for their great 
gallantry and good conduct on the foregoing occasion. 

When the dreadful mutiny at the "Norc broke out in 
^79B, Sir Erasmus quitted the Triumph, hoisted' his broad 
pendant on board the Neptune, of gS guns, in the river

Thames, and took upoH'liim tile command of all hk» majesty’s 
$hips aiid vessels, amounting to at least 'fifty, that were equip- 
ped or equipping to act against the nwAtinfeers. The insufrec- 
tion having happily teridiikted withotit htdOdshed^ he coiiiuined 
second in cothrnimd m the same qumtcr/junder tlie orders of 
Vice-admiral Sir Hmmas Piisley, B^t* hi which capacily*he 
tried si:sty-eight of the mutineers. ^Thrft duty being ended, be 
struck bis broad p^tldant, aiu} served^in the grand or channel 
fleet, as a piitSte^captain in' |he same ship, the Nej^tune, until 
he was promoted, on the 1 4th of February, 1799^ to the rank 
of rear-admiral' oft the white. ' Up to the period of wrhing this 
(October, 1 800) he 1ms not held any active employment since he 
became a flag-offi(^er. 

Of his gallantry and very meritorious ‘public services, the 
foregoing detail has been sufficiently illustrative; of his private 
virtues, all who have ever been connected with him in service, 
cither in a subordinate or sui^crior si.^tior, uniformly render the 
most unequivocal testimony. Few aic the persons, however 
correct their conduct and complacent their behaviour may be, 
who are fortunate enough to pass through life witliout attracting 
the malignity or obloquy of the envious; and though aspersion 
may be considered as no proof of real demerit, yet it certainly 
stands forth as no slender mark of worth, never to have iu the 
slightest degree incurred it.

H OMER) wio wai die first to 41) fiodiro utidor eootriba* 
tiofl, in order to fumiah that crowd,' of imtKea #W«h aro 
aspersed over his works*, did not forget the fishes. Ooseribing the 
defeat of Penelope’s suitors, he represents them after thseomha^ 

** eeatter<4 upon the gr^d and panting fhr biaath, like fishes 
taken fronr the net, just thrown npoii'the shore. fwia in heaps on 
the dry sand,” says Homer, ’** the* finny race (hirst* for the moist 
elemen^'Wbich they so recently, ^oyed. They palpitate in every 
part, from the heat and aridity ol the air, joist ready to destroy 
them. Thus fell the lovers of Penelope: thus, they found one coin* 
mon grave.”* Homer ihen mentions the fishing with nets, which 
practice was very aiiCicnt in Gretce and in Egypt. But the Greeks, 
arrorJing to Atlienxus, existed some time Iwfore they could eat 
fish. And Mad. DacH>r obserses, that at the time of the siege of 
Troy, waniors abstained fiom the use of fish, as u food of too 
delicate a nature for men of that profession. Menclans, in the 
Od) ssey, excuses his companiotih who remained with him at the island 
of Pharos, for fishing u Ufa the line; saying, that hunger earned 
them su(h lengths, they were to eat uhatever they could find. + 

After the Greeks had adopted the art of fishing, they brought it 
to the greatest pertection. Pollux has been more paiticular than 
cren J heoentus, in liis account ot the utensil necessary for carrying 
on this employment, lint you will, 1 hope, excuse me from dis- ' 
play ing my erudition on (his occasion. I shall only observe, that 
they had marcs wherein (he fish were snared. Thyy also made of 
rushes or rii ♦‘mg, a sort of circular enclosure, In order to keep the 
fish alive, in the same manner that cattle arc shut up in a fold. And 
here we find the origin of our ntaduapie) for the ftmny fishery* 
clearly explained. Let us lollow these Greeks to Marseilles, and con* 
fine ourselves to tliat fishery, which is the roost remaikable in nature. 

Oppian has not oraiittd menlioning the fishery for the xiphias, 
orsword*fisb, carried on by the people of Marseilles. He calls 
this the sacred city. Next to the xiphias and the pilchard fisheiy, 
carried on by the Greeks in the Black Sea, J there is no species of

The tunny is still poorer about the island of Sardinia than in Pxo- 
^ence; but by the time it has reached the Blhck Sea it becomes fat, 
and often of a very insipid flavour. , • 

The tunny .lish "pass the Os^>1inellrs into the Black Sea early in 
the spring. Like the swbr^fish, they aVdid^ the adverse stream, 
therefore lomc with the cuf rests iivthe, early pact Of the year, and 
follow those in their return at* autumn. TM^’are canghj; in large 
pets, with which they arc surrounded during the night. * 

Diodorus, speaking of the Idiithyophagi, a pdopW who iiilmbited 
the country from Caramahia and Gedrosia, .to' the borders of the 
Black Sea, gives tins account of <hem ; 

Their holies, says he, ‘‘'lire situated near the sea ; inter* 
spersed with deep vallies, precipices, slopes, and hollows, natiu 
rally oblique. , 7'he inhabitants, profiting by th^i deposition of (he 
counfry, stop all the outlets of the vallies and precipicos with great 
stones, thus pr^veiitii;g the retreat of the hsh, which the sea may 
have poured in upon them.’* 

The same histor^laii'prucccils with aftitecount of iHb progress of 
that iniant fishery 5 "and gives a very ample description ol an in- 
vention, since brought to grcht peirectie]i. 

On the coasts of Babylon,” “ajs Diodorus, is a country 
well cultivated, and enriched witli trees. The inhabitauts ha\c 
such an abuudance of fish, that they find it dirh cull to preserve • 
them. They stick an innurncrabli: quantity of reeds into the earth, 
along the banks of the sea, which appear like nets spread on the 
ground. In this fence arc a groat nuinhcr of doors, in torm like a 
Jiurdle, which are easily opened and shut. VVlicn the tide coincv 
in, it opens them, and atit» return they naturnlly close j by which 
means the fish thrown in from the sea wre detained in these enclo- 
sures. At low water, you may sr.caii immensity, of the tinny tribe 
panting in heaps in the snare. T:ie people draw gr<* 2 ii profit from 
this fishery, and those whose huts are distant from the sea, make 
trenches, which admit tbc iish np to the very doo;rs of their houses. 

They stop this treiudi with a door made of willows, which 
they (fpen when the tide comes in, and shut agaiu It be* 

gins to ebb* The water escaping through thedoora, leaves the fish 
^behiiid. * This method was made use of by the northern people, ac-

The Greeks were net the last to adopt this tuai^icr of catchlo^ 
and detaining the inhabitants of the watery element J andtliey hkm 
continued tha*i most of their custom^ to this day. (Sec TouiV 
nefort oil tl^^hpad.) At Salines, a port.in Narcos, an island of 
Arehipelago, ih^y have a great fishery for eels and mullet, by the 
means of snares made of reeds, and manufactured into a certain 
form.^ Those snards are very pliable, and so disppsed^ that the ^h 
once lodged in' them, cannot get out. The ProTei) 9 a]s make use of 
the same kind of machuies in the canal of jVlartiqaes; but thelr’s . 
are much iarji;er and stronger* Tile indention is very |an(ficnt, 
you havg already seen. 

We find the same practice among the Cossacks* The Cossacks 
have a fishery at Citchon in Circtissia ; and, according to M. Pey« 
sonnel, are called Sacrixtiadi^ and subject to the Cham of Tartary*, 
They follow this empio> ment from tlic beginning gf May to tho 
last day in October. It is not practicable tl^e rqst of the year, by 
reason that the river Koiiban is generally frozen during that inter- 
val. At the opening of the fishery every year,, the bey gives a great 
eiitertaiiiment. I'he sturgeon fishery is also carried on in a very 
singular manner. An enclosure of willows, with a door, being 
placed in the water, is ao contrived as to admit all the fish that come 
that way, without the possibility ol their getting out a^^ain.'* 

You ivill see by the description 1 shallgive yoti of our madraque^ •f 
to what a degree of perfection it is brought by the Marseillians, fgr 
the capture of the tunny, and all other species of fiali that swiua 
in shoals. ^ 

The inhabitants of the coasts and the ahepherds themselves, who 
live near the borders of the sea or grt?at rivers, W’c may easily sup- 
pose, might acquire a knowledge in the art of fishing, by which means 
their families were more easily supported ; in those places where the 
tide brings np the fish, their first care must have been to find some 
method of defaluing <hern ; and they accordingly formed a close, 
much re^icinbling the folds used for enclosing cattle iu the middle of 
a field. The Creeks had the same idea, and have preserved it. 

iq Greek, signifies a stable or fold, and from the word^ 
and wc undoubtedly derive the Provencal term tnudraque^ 
originally received from the Greeks. Thus, in the word alone we 
find the history of the thing. Originally, the madraquv was no- 
thing more than an enclosure, which, being placed iu the water, re-

stead of being made from the mountain. The dexterity with whidi 
the sailAs seize the fish would abtonish you; and the moment fish 
are in the fold they turn it, whereby the fish lose their force in.

You will, probably, doubt the truth of this derivation of the 
wnadritqKe^ unless accompanied by some coroborating circumstances, 
to shew thaf the terms in general made use of by the professors of 
this art, are derived from the Greek.

I hav% said that you had almost pprsiiaded mo to be a convert V< 
on the side of the navy, as to superiority of moral conduct; but 
the following circumstance should raihcr incline me to recant, and 
wear ship about, to run foul of breakers* . 

“ The case I allude to is that of a court-martial, held a feWy ' 
days past upon a lieutenant of the navs, foi^ Raving given the lie, . 
to his captain privately. This court-martial is said to have been I 
inslituted at the suit of the lords of the admiralty, as prosecutors, 
on complaint preferred by the captain ; when the lieutenant, upon 
the sole tcstiraori} of the former, was broke ; and this case being, it 
should seem, without a precedent, will stand npou^rpeord as one in 
all future cases of a like nature. ' 

In this case, it is alleged, by the fricndl^tlptbe defendant, that 
having been treated w ilb Ibo most galling indignities, they could not 
be brooked by .so sjurited a young man as he was ; and that the case 
^as before observed, being moreover without precedent, the punish- 
ment, it was said, exceeded the otlcncc. 

Upon this exlraordinary affair, aiul as a subject of farther dis- 
cussion for your little academy on board (of which, by the way, I.

try, and Tio shadow of \iant of courage attaching to his person 
from choosing to dfcline a challenge so couched by an in ferine;' , 
oflicer, he consequently stands without any alternative of redress > 
from daily insults of the kind. 

Upon the whole then, it is to be presumod, that us the bare 
teslittinny of the captain would not be considt red by the court 4$ 
sufTicicnt ground oi' ( Oi.denjnation, without some eollatoral ciiviim- 
stances in proof of the fuel ; .-.ue!! as the chazact<^r in which I;c stood 
with his ollicers a:.d men, togeiher with some traits of gene; cl dis- 
iesp<‘ct on the side of the lieutenant; 1 say, that if such circiim- 
suinr’es ean be substantiated in favour of the conmiaiuler, and which 
leading questions mu t, 1 think, have been put, then it follows, 
that (here i*. ^oincHiing more than prosiimptho proof of guilt iti 
this case: iiud that, as it is highly improbable that any undue ud^ 
vantage w ould be laken by a seperior to crush an officer who might 
be obuovioiis to him, b> m h arraugciaeriU in his favour, and as 
sjuch mode of redress on ihe side of the lieutenant must be admitted 
as unfair, ilillvial, and hy no means aboveboard, there cousr.

Till undersigned, his inajesfj’s principal secretary of state 
for foreign aflaits, hav had the honour to la) bcfoie the king the r 
note which he received }esftrday lioin ('ount Wtdel Jarlsbouig, 
envoy extraordinary, and inimstcr plenipotentiary Irom the King 
of Dcnmaik. 

It was with the greatest surpiiseand concern that his majesty 
received the first accounts of the tiansaction to which that noti 
relates. Studiously desiring to maintain always with the couitcf 
Copenhagen those relations oi tiiendship and alliance viiiich had so 
long subsisted bf tween Great Britain and JAnmark, his ma]cj)ty* 
ban, during the whole course of his reign, given repeated proofs 
of these dispo^tions, which, he had flattcied him^tlt, were lecU 
procally ciitei tamed by the govorument ot his Danish mujcsly 
Notwithstanding the exprt scions made use o' in Count MteUTs 
note, his majesty cannot even yti persuade himself that it is really 
by the orders of the King of Denmaik that ibis state of liarmony 
and peace has been thus suddenly distuibed, oi that a Danish olh. 
ccr can have acted (Oufoiiuably to his instructions, in actually com- 
mencing hostilities against this country, by a wanton and unpro- 
voked atlaik upon a British ship of war, bearing hts majesty 
dag, and navigating the Bnbsh seas. 

*l*hc impressions which sucl! an uvent has naturally excited in 
bis majesty^s breast havd rt^ediyed additional force from the peru>*al 
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of a aotiCy in wliich satisfaction and reparation are claimed as dfte to 
the ag^essors from those who hare sustained thislnsttlt and injury. 

His majesty allowing for the difficulty in 'which all neutral 
nations were placed by the unprecedented conduct and peculiar 
character of h*^ enemy, has on many occasions, during the present 
war, forborne to assert his rights, and to claim from the Danish 
gOverftaient the impartial discharge of the duties of that neutrality 
which it professed a disposition to maintain. But the deliberate 
and open aggression which he has now sustained cannot be passed 
over in a similar manner. The lives of his brave ^canien have been 
sacrificejO, the honour of his flag has been insulted, almost in sight 
of his own coasts; and these proceedings are supported by calling 
in question those indisputable rights founded on the clearest prin* 
cipics of the law of nations, from which his majesty never can de* 
part, and the temperate exercise of which is indispensably necessary 
to the maintenance of the dearests of his emprre. 

The undersigned has, in all his reports to his majesty, ren* 
dered full jtistice to the personal dispositions winch he has uniformly 
found on the part of Count VVedei, to remove all grounds of misun- 
derstanding between the two countries. He cannot, therefore, now 
forbear to urge liitn to represent this matter to his court in its true 
light, to do away those false impressions, under which (if at all) a 
conduct so injuriou'i to his majesty can have been authorised ; and to 
consult the interest'^ of both countries, but especially those of Den- 
marl;, by bearing his testimony to the dispositions with which his 
inajcst)^’s government is aiiiinatcd; and by recommending to his 
court, w ith all that car iicstness which ihe importance of the occasion 
both justifies and requires, that these dispositions may, in so critical 
a conjuncture, find an adequate return ; and that a speedy and satis- 
factory answer may be given to the demand which his majesty lias 
directed to be made in his name at Copenhagen, both of reparation for 
what is past, and of security against the repetition of these outrages. 

In order to give the greater weight to his majesty’s repre- 
sentations Ob this subject, and to afford at the same time the means 
of such expTanafions respecting it, as may avert the necessity of 
those extremities to which hts majesty looks w ith the greatest re- 
luctance, his majesty has chargee^ Lord Whitworth with a special 
mission to the court of Denmark, and that iniuistor will imme- 
diately sail for his destination. 

That court cannoibbut see in this determination a new proof 
of the king’s desire to conciliate the preservation of peqce with the 
lasiintenance oi the fundamental rights and interests of his empire.

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EIGHTS OF THE BEITISH FLA&. 

A S this subject, -which has latdy agitated all ranks 6f society^ 
must be peculiarly inlercsting to all concerned in the iiay^y 
i> tlie following obscnatioiis have been collected from the bestattthdirfi 
and from authentic records, in order to point ont the antiquity, 
the excrcii^, and the rocogiution of the lliotiTs of tiIk Buiristc 
Flag, by the commercial states of Europe— rights which, after 
a full, clear, and itopartial Investigation, wo are runf^nced it 
is the faounclcn duty of Britons to maintain and support inviolate. 
When Cajsar intended the invasion of this island, he summoned 
the Gauls wh6 dwelt in the sea-ports, to inform him of the shr»res, 
havens, &c. imagining their information might accelerate his con- 
quest. The sea-faring men answered, that all commerce and 
traffic were interdicted before license )iad,« nor could atiy but trier-; 
chants enter the British ports.’^^ 'J'his Is sufficient proof that 
the ancient Britons possessed traffic and coiotnerce, and also the 
power of protecting them. The very first classical author who sjieuks 
of Britain, says, that when the Romans became masuTS of this 
island, they, in coniuucliori wiih (he (iritoris, built a iieet, and 
frequently sailed round it, making eiery nation tributary forsevc- 
ral centuries, and oonimaruhriix their obc .ionce. + 

As the view iJ this disipiistlion is candour and truth, it inut^t bo 
acknowledged that the immense power of tiie Romans at this peiiotl 
was fully sufficient to jiroducc such an ellect. Thar, mighty em- 
pire, in the impenetrable scale of human ami pl)\.si(‘al vici^'^itmh.■s, 
became subject to fate. The continual supply of Britons to re- 
plenish "the Roman legions, enfeebled the couni ry, and made it an 
easy prey to their pretendt-d frieiiiK iho Saxon.N, 'i’he dreadful striig- 
glcs between ihc natives and their treacherous visitors, and also ihc; 
Ito less dreadful havoc between the princes of the ife])tyix.hy. when 
it was established^ permitted no opportunity of displaying the iJjj. 
tisli flag, until the n*ign of (he great Alfred, wlio was,* in fact, the 
founder of the Anglo-Saxon navy, and the first (hat repulsed and 
held in check' the pirates and inhdcls of Denmark and JVorway. 

Edgar, who was crowned king of all En^land^ in Wittenagemote, 
at Winchester, A. D. SOO (one IhoiLsaiul yt^ars since), tirmly estab- 
lished Alfred’s woblc plain, and contiuualjy kept up a nav} of Jour 
'^hundred stout ships, vith which l:c assertefd the entire anti uucou-

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trolled soVcrcif^jilty of the British seas, and vindicated his tiival 
dominion, visiimg ail ships^ and making them pay ^obedience to 
his dag,. The very style which , he assumes, and whi^rh is recorded^ 
is the best and the mosl^nTUiciug proof. * 

The use which Edgar made of his power was truly worthy of Mm* 
self. It is recorded by two of the best narrators of the history of 
that time, + that immediately after Easter^ he commanded his ships 
from eyery shore to be brought into two collected ^dic$. He then 
sailed with the ea.s tern ileet to the westevt coast, where jtbey wer^s 
«lismisscd; and from ihcuce he proceeded with the western lldet to 
scour th^ sou around the island to the northern and eastern puns; 
being excoediui;; diligent to prevent the incursion of pirates, J coura* 
gcous in the tlchmce of his kingdom against foreigners, and recciv. 
ing the submission of the chiefs of the islands, l^garicesler (West 
Chester) was hi\ principal northern port, where he had a palace^^ 
and where, in one of his vov^iges, he rere Ved the ofvths of six 
petty kings to serve him by si i and by land ” 'riiose kings rowed 
him ill a stately barge, llfmsi^lf being at the Htorn steering the vessel, 
attended by a cloud ofl)oat^ and subjects, with minstrel-* and other 
music. § His constant maxim n as, that no. prince could boast of 
being (rul > amouiircii of Eujiland, unless, like him, lie was lord of 
the rritish seas ; a maxim nliu li ought to be impressed upon the 
mind of every sound-licarted British subject and citizen, particularly 
at the present moment oils peiiod. 

Here we dismiss the Anglo-Saxon dynast} with this short obser- 
vation, that during the reign of EtheJred, a vi , v laigi* tied wa- main- 
tained and supported ; but through (he sluggishness and personal 
cowin dice of that ki ^g, n ho distressed rather than governed the 
kingdom lhirtv^se\ eii year-s,’' || the nation was coutinually harassed 
by sea lud land v\ith tin’ incursions of the Danes, lie saw his Cuor 
too late; and in Jie year 1008, lie commaiuled shifts to be built m all 
thevseaporls of Knglaed.and the piod'ire of the land to ^ .« » loi hem,

That faithful collector of ancient history, Henry of Huntingdon, 
relates a story, which has generally been considered as a mark of the 
king’s vanity and weakness; but, upon a closer review, perhaps it is 
a proof to the direct contrary, and that he meant it as the severest 
reproach which he could cast upon his venal flatterers and parasites. 
It is as follows : in the very zenith of his power, being at Southamp- 
ton, his nobles in attendance declared to h1\n, that beiiig lord ot the 
sea, he could command /he Z£ia7^es. This being’frcquently impressed 
upon his mind, in order to confound and put to shame those base 
court minions, he caused a royal scat to be placed upon the shore 
whilst the tide was coming in, and being surrounded by the venal 
nobles, with a majestic air he said, That sru belongs to me, and 
the land whereon I sit U mine; nor hath any one utipuntshed re- 
sisted my commands. + I charge thee, thort fore, come no furl her 
upon my land, neither presume to wet tlic feet of thy sovereign 
lord,” Hut the laws of nature would be obeyed, and the sea came 
rolling on, and dashed over him. The king rose up, and reminded 
bis flatterers of their treachery, icliing them that the sea would 
obey none but Him whose eternal laws created hca\cn and cartJy. 
After this he never wore his crown. ;}; 

We now pass over the following reigns, during which time very 
large sums were raised upon the people to support the fleets, until w e 
arrive at the death of Harold, and the acccs.'^ion of William of iS’or- 
mandy, which forms a new epoch in our history, in which the

There is not a single record 
before Edward the Firsl^hat gives him that denominatiuu ; nor did 
he ever style himself a conqueror. His power, when added to that 
of Duke of Normandj^, was immense. Amidst the tumults of lys 
reign, *hc maintained a very powerful navy, which he frequently 
commanded in per^'on, by means of which he defeated the confede- 
racy of .six four of v\hom were northern, who, with a navy 

of ISOO sail, aftenipteil to invade him. In his turn he invaded 
riiilip of France, + and coinmlUed great devastations, until ha 
di-d at Rouen, in 1087. J 

^^'illiam Rufus had no wars with France, nor can any thing 
material be adduced from his history. Jlc lived despised, and died 
by the stroke of an arrow, iiulamcnted. 

The reign of Henry the First is also barren as to our immediate 
pursuit ; siiflice it that, ilm ing his twenh years reign, no power what- 
ever pretended to dispute the empire of the British seas : a >ery sufh- 
cient proof of itself, by w hat we have already seen, that no monarch 
durst attempt it. 'I'his king sweetened his goveMuiment by relieving 
the people frqm ail unjust taxes, and puuidiing the principal agents. 
m Being an Fnglishniaii horn, he acted as beeainc one, by severely

Cramlington, with the gunner and come of the crew, wq[e ishifted 
to the privateer. The enemy, elated with his success, bad de^^efiuined 
to quit the gulf in company with his prize, when,, on thp .l^th, at 
midnight, ’being oil* the Coins, the Pearl, aboujt two miles a-head of 
the privateer, fell in with his majesty'b sloop Trincojpale apd the 
Comet cruiser, who, on hailing the Pearl, and not. receiving f r(^dy 
or satisfactory answer, lired into her; on which the privateer il rod 
two guns in that dirorUou; and put about, and spiod from tb^m, 
judging one of them to be an hinglish frigate^,, pid that the I^rl 
was retaken. — Contrary to Cap^ JVIalroux^s expeetatiqn, however,' 
the Pearl was nearly up with the priTutecir at day-Iightin the morn* 
ing, the Trincomale aUd Comet, at (he same time, considerably to 
windward, bearing down; from which, dreumstance it would ap« 
pear that, on the privateer discovering herself by the firing of thq 
two guns, the gallant but unfortunate Captain Rowe left the Pead, 
to pursue what he probably deemed a more noble obji'ct, which ho 
might think had a chance of escaping him, if he lost any time by 
taking possession of the Pearl. . 

About eleven o’clock in the forenoon, several shots were 
changed between the Trincomale and Comet, and the Iphigcne, but 
without eifect. Light and bathing winds and calms, and libe tardy ma-r 
ncenvres necessary qndcr these disadvantages to favour the dittfctcn^ 
Tiews of (he respective commanders, the French captain l^ng, noj 
doubt, desirous tp avail himself of the ashi&tance of prize, which 
was well armed, and Capt. lio>^ c being, in all likelihood, as desyra^ 
of separating them, for the s^die reason, prereij^terl th^'r coming., ;ta 
close action till about ten o’clock qn the-iiight of t|ie 12tb, when a 
furious cannonade commenced, which lasted for about two hours ; 
the Trincomale and her adversary then fell on board each other^

Ofluir at this time, the shock stove in the side of the privateer, and 
forced the main and mizen-ina^J^j clear o^ut Of the ship. Mr. Cram- 
Iffigton was then on the orlop, or platfbrm appropriated for the 
woiindc^, whom he describes to have been niimerotis; he conse- 
quently had two decks over his head, and the hatchway was sud- 
denly choked with lumber; but, in the mids^ of this wreck and 
desolation, he, providenlially, by a ray bf light which the moon 
alfordud through the .‘.liaUerccl side, discovered a hole in th^dcck, 
through which he ascended, and, finding a corresponding'^^ 
in tho u|)per deck, he, with live or six others, succeeded in extri- 
cating thcmicJvcs from tlicir dismaJ'dituation. The Iphigeiie was, at 
this time, going loruaul, and Mr. Cramlington ran aft ovfer heaps 
of dead and dying, and jumj) d overboard, when he made every 
e\ertion to ‘.wirii from tho sinking vessel, which soon disap])eared ; 
four minutesdiaving elapsed, as near as .Mr. ('ramlington can gness, 
from the. mosnetit of iu r receiving tlic shock. Tliis gentleman owes 
his safety to a piece of the floating ruin, by which he. supported 
himself for about two lioiirs and a half, with thirty Frenchmen in a 
similar situation.The Pearl and Comet were, in the mean time, firing 
•at each other, which, prevented their sending immediate relief to 
the sufl’erers; but, at length, the Comet made sail. The Pearl then 
sent her boats, and took ail the survivors off the wreck. The pri- 
vateer, according to their own account, lost about 1 15 men, among 
whom were the captain, surgeon, boatswain, gunner, carpenter, 
and seven othiT officers. Py information received from the F rench 
survivors, it appears, that there were eight priviatecrs titled out at 
the Isle of France this year, two of which were intended to cruise 
on the Malajiar coast, one of them a brig, named tho General 
Murat, mounting twenty guns, and a fast sailer. The Iphigeno 
was the other proposed for that cruise, after her visit to the gulf. 
A Jew' passenger, whom the Pearl liad received on board at Bii^so- 
ti, and several of the Pearl’s crew went down in the Jphigone. 
The Pearl anchored at Muscat on tho 15th of Ocb>ber, from 
whence "she soon after sailed for the Isle of France, after landing 
all the lascars, sepoys, horse-keupers, and seaennuies, retaining tb© 
gunner aod carpenter.”

TTN’ a formrr part of thi» work, wo presonfed to our readers a 
^ variety of now rcgnlations then adopted for cneonra^ingihe 
Frenck tnarino,**^ and remarked that it appeared to be the inten- 
tion bf the ruling powers, there, to continue actively ^ployed on 
that head, until its regeneration should be complete: since our 
publiration of tho^^c* papers, the following articles haver been de- 
creed by tha consuls of the republic; the principles of which our 
readers, may wish to be acquaintid With, as aifording an insight 
into their proceedings : 

Art. T. The gunnery department shall be composed of three ranks of 
marine oiticors, viz. ah aid-jL^upner, a second master, and a master gunner. 
Tiiere shall be three cla'<ses m each of these ranks. 

IT. No one shall obtain the station of aid*gunner who has not received 
a year*. > ruction iii the theoretical schools of gunnery, unless he has ob- 
tamed a certiricate of meric, and fulfilled the otlier conditions required by 
the law respecting the promotion of seamen. 

III. kirst-rare seamen, who, in time of war^ shall lmt« served twelve 
tnonths as loaders on board ships of the republic, ins^y be made aid-gunners, * 
tliougb they have not been at the theoretical schools, nor obtained a certi- 
ficate of merit. 

TV. Seumen who shall obtain the mnk of aid-gunner, shall, at, first, 
have only liie pay of the third class of that rank; the farther increase 
shall be according to the rules established for promotion in the marine 
service. 

V. Half the number of masters, second masters, and aid-gunnera ne- 
cessary for the armaaient of ships and other vessels of the republic, shall be 
taken from the seamen who have attained rank from their service.

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GENERA^ OBSERVATIONS FOB OCTOBER, 1800 * 

IjLjfOWEVER higljly the ntivnl transactions of'Britain, aticl the conduct 
JinL of tier uHicers durinK preceding wars may have tended to r&ise her 
conv pieiMie, und to inspire Ibreign coautries at onco with awe and ad- 
iiiirnti >n» it may be fairly a^rted, without the smallest doghidation of 
those very renowned characters who in earlier contests have so splendidly 
distinguished themselves, that no war has ever been so productive as the 
present, of exertions, many of them so extraordinary as to bccoitfc almost 
incredible. Early in tlu<« month, an official uccouuc, which had been pre« 
ceded for some days hy the repeated niuruiurs of the Spanish gazette, was 
received of the capture of two Spanish curvetuts, cut out of the road of 
Barcelona, by some bunts belonging tf) tlie Minotaur and other ships of 
war, detached by Lf)rd Keith from the fleet under his command. The 
dreum stances of the attack viere singular anti unprecedented : the skill and 
adroitness with which it was condticted may challenge the admiration of 
ages to come, while it may almost defy being surpassed on any future occa* 
siornwhatever. 

It were immaterial to enter into any particular detail of the circumstancea 
attending the truusaction, as Uicy will be fouini sutficieiUly recorded in the 
very brief and mmlcbt odicial account trausmicced hy C:ipiaiii Louis,* who 
superintenrlcd and directed the operations; but the conduct of the Spanisli 
court on this occasion cannot faiily be passed over so sileptly. Irritated 
and provoked, asii is not unnatural to suppose the government of a county. 
must be, oil finding the battene^, even of their principal ports, not cajiable ' 
of aflbrdiug protection to their vessels of war, they have endeavoured, by 
• every s})ecit*» of obloquy that disappointment and resentment could invent, 
to persuade the rest of Europe, that this very extraordinary success ^was 
etierted by means injurious to tlie rights of neutral powers, nod such as i^ 
was iiighiy iucumbeiit on a variety of other 'states, insulted as they were in 
what may hi considered the {Ku-sonof an indnidual, to resent, as u cona- 
inoQ and gcneail cause of •atfrout. Tiic fact, when simplified, appears 
nothing more than that the ca|jlain of a British ship of war, having casually 
met wk!i a merchant vessel belonging to Sweden, confessedly a ncutrul 
power, thou^ P^'oper to sei/.e on, und compel the service of that vessel 
Iv r a certain period, in aid of his projected enterprise. This procedure, it 
seems, has been loudly complained of as u direct violation of the rights of 
lu utral nations. Had tiie ship in question belonged to the state of Sweden, 
tlterc nn^hr then have hccii some ground of complaint ns an insult offered to 
the Swedish flag; but, in the present case, the objection, or charge, is so 
ruifCiilous as to ren ler it not a little extruorciiiiary that the ’‘most extrava- 
gant political qjartisan could entertain and foster tlie idoa even for a mo* 
ment. ^ 

It may be asked, if thU doctrine were admitted, and if it were decirh^d 
that LheSaredish flag was insulted in consequence qf a British ship of war 
compelling a merchaut vessel of that nation to perform any service which 
siiould be dictated to hei;, how are those rigl43 to be defined, since it hus 
been the iiivarUble practice of the powers at war with each uther tu hire, 
and even compel, idic service of neutral vessels as transports; and smeg

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tTiose vessds have without hesflation been captured i>y the enemies 6f thc> 
oempelliiig power whenever they jell in their wsty? Two of the piiiielpHl 
store-ships (idcinging to that armament intercepted by the late Admiral 
Barrington, on its passage to the East Indies, in U82, were' l&wedish ves- 
sels. ibey ha^ been forced to engage in the service of France, and tu they 
fvere captured without J^csitation, so were they condemned without Com- 
plaint. Tile caserappear as nearly parallel us the.diti^uce of the services 
w'ill admit: and it is certainly no unfair inference to say, that if the law of 
nationsyjepends on an unwritten and ill^fiiied code, recourse iiiust be had 
<6 that best system of explanation, precedent and genenti us«igc. 

Infurmation of the foregoing event wlis attended by one of in&iitely su- 
lierior consequence. A success which, resting on a ground niateriaily dif- 
terent from tiie former, tends to elevate the chat'acter and consequence of 
the Bnti^li navy far higher than ever it lias been before raised, even in its 
proudest days of success. The capture of the island of Malta, principally 
owing to the indefacigahlc exertions of the British tun y,* will stand on tiie 
page of history as a most incontrovertible proof of its own consequence, as 
>v< ll as of the unremitting assiduity of its conimai^ders. 

Unnesailable with any prosp^t of success, on account of its natural and 
artificial strength, the fortifications of Valcttc, which had bade defiance to 
the assaults of the most powerful armament, scowled defiance on the usual 
methods of siege, lb Imve proccedc 1 according to the accustomed mode 
of attack, would have caused only the needless sacrifice of the lives of 
thousands, without materially advancing or furthering the wishes of thg 
assailants. A more sure but infinitely more tedious method was prudently 
resolved on; and a determinate pcrscvcitiiice edected chat purpose W'hic/i 
the utmost effort of’ human gallantry ini*j;lit probably have been unable to 
attain. When the labour, the duiiculty, and the manifold impediments 
which naturally oppose the blockade of a port in a far distant quaiter of the 
world, ill defiance of an enemy, assiduous, enterprising, brave, and anxious 
in the cxtrcnie to render tlib prcijcct abortive, are considered, the success 
which attended it cannot fail to reflect the highest honour on those who 
undertook the arduous tusk, as well as ou that country possessed ofsiihi- 
cieift rebourccb Lo render it, in spite of every surrounding obstacle, effectual 
decisive. 

The situation of the conquered country renders it of tlie highest conse- 
quence to Britain. Triough of tiie ino^t mnnaleiiul value on any other 
round, it ensures to her the ficc iiavigaiion of the Levant, and of the

,The maritime events in other quarters, however less con sequeniiHl in ibelf 
interest, have pro\'ed no less glorious and honoarahle 4,o HuUiin. fThe ua** 
vies of her opponents have been cqnteiit to owe their >'aftty^, as horetplbre, 
to the protection of their ports, add Britain has enjoyad the negative shtis* 
faction of meeiing with no colhjpetltor or rival darmg cuough to. Contend 
with her the empire and dominion of the seas, * 

While on the one hand, tiie bravery and general spirit of entcrjlVisa have 
been £0 conspicuously displayed, the philaiitbropY and benevolent disposi^ 
tion of British oibcers have l^ecn no kss proiniuent. An account published 
by the French ihemseivcs, states, that in the beginning of tlie month of 
September, a flag ot truL% arrived at Barcelona from Port-mahoii, bringing 
thither more than one hundred prisoners, Spaniards, Ligurians, and French, 
who had been rescued by the Fngiisiii from the possession of the Turks. 
The cruelties they are said to have experienced, according to their own rc^ 
port, and the very expressions used in dcpiciiiig tl^m, ^ would frec/.e the 
vcryaxiul.” Amnng the mi»erabie captives, was a person of the name of

It consisted of sixteen .slnp.s ot t4ie 
line, two frigates, five large sloops of wai*, two bomb-ketehc.s, as 
many fire-ships and bussf^.s, one storesliip, and fifty-live trans- 
C( 7 ron. (tioU IV. z z 
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ports, independent of the Jason, of fortv guns, armie ni fvie, 
and employed in the same line 0| servi-.e^ together \yith the 
CheslertieKl, provided for ^ purpose of repeating signals. 
The land force displayeii a pan^ otf strength. len regiments 
of infantry, t\^ o of marines, with, a traiji of artillery every viay 
adequate to the possible emergencies of the service, formed the 
invading corps. Tlie fleet sailed from St. Helens on the 8th of 
September, and bore away to the westward with a fair wind. 

Owing, however, to the number of ships composing the 
armament, it did not reach the Isle of Oleron till the SOlb, 
i{ear*admiral Kl)Ov^lesI who had been appointed to cover the 
landiiig of the troops with his dUachmeiu, v\as accordingly 
ordered to proceed for that purj, ‘Sc to Basque Road.* The 
destruction of an ^jisigiiiflrant fort was fii\st to be atrempted, and 
was accomplished with the ntniost ease, by Captain, afterwaid 
Earl Howe, who commonded the Maguanime. After this pre- 
lude to success, nothing fuithcr was attempted till the cvf iiing 
of the 23d, when Mr. Broderic, who hud llieri the rank of 
rear-admiral, wdtb Caj'tains Dennis, Douglas, and Buckle, 
were ordered to sound along the toast, :nul fix on"a proper s]>of 
for the debarVation of tlio troops. S' me difference of opinitMi 

unfortunately arose among tln‘. na\al oificets, and nig( d in a s‘ili 
inori vielent degree among tho<- of the anny. This ( irf’iuii- 
stnnee, in all probahillty, pi^vtd the hiiue of li*t expedition; for 
it was agreed >' ? eoiTne'il ot war, held on hoard the !Ne].tnne im 
the 25ih, that any ^.-itiua attempts on [!orhetoit were nciLlnr 
adnsable, nor indeed ^Taelic dji-' : aiid though a siib^^^ueiu 
order was ih'iu d r n the 28di uy ihc eoir.uiander in ehief ror the 
troops to prepare tor ianding, yet a siulden frc-diening of the 
W'ind about iiiidnidit, rtndered that spirited resolution of Sir 
Edward Hi :wke ^||)rtive, and the w!»olc armament quitted the 
French coast ou the Jst of Oelobcr. DisagrcM'uble as the result 
of* this expedition was, and ill calculated to procure cither

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honour or promotion "lo those who were unfortunate enough to 
be engaged in it, so ^highly ^ jhad^ihe^ merit of Mr. Risley 
attracted the notice of his^ command^ officer, tha‘. he found, 
on the return of the Portsmouth, a rommission as an 

established Ijoiitcnant, there for him, by w’hicb he was 

appointed to serve on board the Roman- Emperor fire-ship. 

He was quickly afterwards removed from this vessel at his 
own special request into the Hu*zzar,»a frigate of twenty-eight 
guns, commanded by that Illustrious naval character, Mr. Elliot. 
Tills stali(i»n, as might be expected ffcom bis wish to obtain it, 
was particularly agiecnble to him : and Ci.ptain Elliot being 
soon after put in comr;»aiid of the Eulus, of thirty-six guns, Mr. 
Pasicy removed with him into that ship. On the 15th of 
^farcli, J / Oy, being then stationed on a ewiise oft* the coast of 
France, he had llie goorl fortune to fall in, near Basque Road, 
with two French frigiiles, the Blonde, of thirty-six guns, and 
Mignone, of twenty. Notwithstanding the di .parity of force, 
Caj lain Elliot, fully confiding in the spirit and conduct of the 
^ officers and *ncii whom he commanded, hesuo*ed not a moment 
in giving chase. Tlic enemy, on the contraiy, ctov\ded ail the 
sail t!ie\ could set, in llie hope ot declining any contest whatever, 
an(i making their escape. The Blonc. wa? forlu latc enough to 
riiccccd ; but the M’gnonc, alter siisiaminsr u short tlic ugli a 
action, in Ixi capta:ii,#ii'j Chevaiier de Traiisanvilie, 

and a consideialile nnriilK i oi u.s people, were Killtiii, and the 
M'condcapUun, wun nty.-t ve ol theciew, materially wounded, 
wai^jqompelled siuit r.en*. I'he ^’’onuiar dispitril/ of loss 
sustained on boa’ 1 l!.c' piMs.ior an i her prize, dcserws not to be 
passed over in > ■'» ’.ec. c^ <1 bi. as it may appear, in the 
Jrilkr i? oxc<i;eded i.e t ' lie ..! t\>o pers. ns^dghtlv hurl: an iii- 
conlr ivertiblc, proof of the MipciiGritv w^i uiccli the En^ .sh 
ship V. as iiianoHivred aiitl conducted, comparatively with that of

her opponent. 

At tlie eointiH V^G'”^'-^ the vear 17^'ib the Eolus was 
fuiployed on ihf Irisli f-laiion, and having accidentally put into 
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the port of Kinsale to refit, had the good Tortune, as subsequent 
events proved it to be, to fmdl the Brilliant, commanded by 
Captain Logie, and the Pallas, by Captain Clements, both 
being frigates of thirty-six guns eadi,'lying in the same port. 
Very soon after Captain Elliot s arritaL he received intelligence 
frbin the Duke of Bedford, then lord Imiitcnant of Trcland* that 
a French squadron, under the command of that well known 
character, the brave Thiirot, w’as not only off the coast, but had 
actually fffected an invasion of the island itself, by landing more 
than 1000 troops at Cariickfcrgus. The chief commahd of the 
English squadron rested with Captain Elliot, as being the senior 
officer; and such diligence was used after receiving the in- 
teresting intelligence, that all the frigates %\cre under weigh, 
though one of thenrwas in an actual state of refitment, in little 
more tliaii one hour. 

fluviiig proceeded in quest of the enemy, their sqn;idron was 
fortunately discovened on llie Cbth of rVuriiary. Its force was 
found to consist of ihi* of 44 i^uns, the Blonde, of 36, 

and the Terpsichore, of C8. Tliiirot hiniself, with a gallantry ^ 
that merited a belter (ale, see med little inclined to avoid an 
engagement as Mr. Elliot. It ('ommenced about nine o'clock 
in the morning, the; Eolns engaging the Ine nch comniodene,and 
her two com[)anions the Hniaimh r of the squadron. It wh 
contested with nincli ‘spirit and ability for an hour and a half, 
when thejbra\e, the humane, and ge neioie^ Thurot having fallen, 
his death api)eared to ope'raU*. as a stroke: of llninder among his 
peoj»le. I’hc Bellcisle iinnH:diatel> surrender i:d, and her com- 
rades followed her example. 

An event wliich look place during tin: cncoimler reflects too 
much honour on the judgment of Mr. Pasley ta be omitted 
in this place. The Tlidus had fallen on board tin; Belleislc, llie. 
bowsprit hanging over that shipj quarter-deck, and was conse- 
quently not only left exposed to me whole weight of the enemy's 
lire, without being able to bring a single gpn to bear on her 
antagonist ; but also compelled to engage the Blondeiit the same 
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time with her aftermost guns, that frigate having fallen on board 
the Eolus. In this perilous situation^ M r. Pasley called the men 
from the foremost guns, which he at that time commanded, and 
having boai ded the enemy at their head from the bowsprit^ made ' 
Ipmself master if the deck,, and obtained entire possession of 
the ship. As soon as ^his success was achieved, he sent pu 
board the Eolus for an English jack, which was immediately 
hoisted on board the piize, as llie^ signal of her suriciider. 
Before it was possible, however, to eftecl this necessary pur- 
pose, tDaptain Logie, in the Brilliant, seeing the dangerous situ- 
ation of the Eolus, and remaining unacquainted with the sur- 
render of the enemy, bore up to the BcHeisIc, and poured the 
whole of his tire into her. The jack, however, being imme- 
diately h* a repetition of the same beinciivloas salute was 

liappily pi evented, and the victory remained complete, l^iie 
injury sustained by tlio j#rizc was so sorioiift, as to reiWer it 
extremely difficult to carry her into port; but exerrion prevailed 
over the weiglu of dinasler, and the cajilors, together with the 
captured, ft.ached Kaiiisey bay, in the Isle of Man, in safety. 
The whole of them being repaired as well as circumstances 
would j.>erinil, proceeded in tiiumph to Portsmouth, where 
they arrived on the 2 ()th ot ^iarcli. 

• * Captain Elliott was, soon after his arrival, removed into 
another ship; but Mr. Paslev continued to letain bis station 
milder Captain, now i..ord Holham, who ^\as appointed to 
succeed him, and with whom lie remained until the year 1762 . 
In. the Eolus Mr. Parley lelunud to his foimer occupation of 
cruising, hut was not concerned in obtuiniiig ans advantage more 
material than that of capturing five or six privateers of insignifi- 
cant force. 

Toward the end of Augast, 176C, being off the coast of 
Spain, near Cape Ray, bay of Aviles, two large Spanish 

. West India ships, of coiiSpable value, weie dibcovered, and, 
after a long and tedious pursuit, driven on bhore. 7 Tie Eolus 
was brought to an Anchor as near as it was judged her safety 
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xvoiilil permit, in order to cotcr both of the frigates; the 
attempt was cirdwous and dangerous in the extreme; but the 
conse^ence of it4ndiiced the as.sai]aiits> wbo^ were put under 
the Goimnund of Lieutenant Pasley,- to spurn diffiiRtlty and 
defy danger. The largest of the West itidiamen was hoi^ 
ipifl bound from the Carracas, deeply and rkluy ladeit mA 
hides and cocoa, and of immon^tc ina^^;nitude for a ship of that 
class, being of nearly ICOO tons burden. She w'as protected by 
a formidable battery, situated on an eminence ; but the fire of 
the Eoliis having in some measure checked the ardour ^of the 
enemy in that quarter, they quickly abandoned llu ii ;;uns, and 
llie ship was left to bertfate. The prize having nnfdrtunatcly 
bilged, her gallant captor was ofniged to srr licr on fire, as, 
indeed, had been first prc'jectcd ; but her coiiMort, being of 
lighter draft of water, got ath'at dining the niiiht, and was 
forlnuate enough lo eflV' t h< r escape. In r« ecuripgiise for 
this d}sappointnie!>^ the llohis ceplured, on llit liOtb of the 
same month, a very valuaiile IVcms' Ii siiip.ouUMiid bound, from 
liourdcanx to St. Domin!;o, c'l’ied t!\e Fonnidable; dnd in two 
days after their success, on r v. .oh a rVeueii convoy, consisting of 
eight sail, one of ihem a ship of tlio liiw', \\luch was very 
galiaiitlv ’and juiiiri.;e !y attenih d for the space of five days in 
the hope of an aUack heeoniing feasible and q>io}>er. On the 
return of the Lolus to Fngiancl, Mr. I' ashy had the satisfaction 
of findin|^tliat he had been promoted, during Ins absence, to the 
rank of commander, and unpointed lo the Albany .sloop of 
war; a vessel llml was employed in the useful though iulle 
desirable occiipat on of convoying to mid troin the port 

of Milford. After .some continuance in that sloop, he removed 
into the Weasel, on board winch vessel he had served almost 
immediately after his first uilrance into the navy in the capacity 
of midshipman ; and soon after ii^ad taken upon himself the 
command of her, proceeded to|V coast of (iuinca. Hie . 
season was so dreadfully sickly, and the time of year when he 
was ordered out so peculiarly dangerous, fiiat rfll the cnigincetv 
^four in number) whoni be carried put as passengers, together 

0 
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with a coiiHiilcraLle part of the ship's cortipany^ died. The 
reinaindri^ who still suivived^ were so sickly, that Captain 
Pasley \^a» under lh<; sad necessity, thougli in a time of profoun4 
peace, of impres'^iiig im-u from many of the merchant vessds 
that she met ultli, in order to iTiabIc hiih^ to bring his vessel 
home to Englaiid. Alter a second voyage to tlie same unheal- 
thy quarter, but in which he was not so unfortunate as to 
experience the former evils, he removed into the Pomona, of 
eighteen guns, and was ordered to Greenock on the impress 
service, in consequence of the apprehension of a rupture with 
Spain res}iccting the Falkland islands. In 1771, he was very 
deservedly advanced to the rani: of post-captain, and being 
appointed to the Sealiorsc, of twenty guns, was ordered to the 
West Indies, whore he rendered very ^material servic(',.bv his 
manifold exertions during the contest witii the Caribbs. Having 
rcturnetf to Eneiand in the ensuing yeai, and the Seahorse^being 
jiut out of cotniiiissi(ni, he continued unemployed till 1776; 
being then appointed to the GIa«;gow’, he w as sent out to tho 
West Indies with two sloops ui war under his cominund, to 
convoy tliither a valuable merchant licet, consristing of ICO sail. 
By his care and nnreiniuit»g attention to this valuable charge, 
he had the satisfaclimi of receiving the vi rv unusual honour of 
•thanks not otily from the jjersons wh<»se property he protected, 
but from the cities <if London and lb isto), and other ports, the 
wealth of whose inhabitants he had so TnateriaMv conUibuled to 
preserve. Their gralilude was not conlliied to this empty 
compliment of words; but a piece of plate being prepared by 
order of the dill’ercnt coininitlecs, was preseuleii to Captain 
Pasley 's lady during his absence, as a more subsianttal proof 
of mercantile favour and approbation. Singulaily marked must 
have been the conduct of that man who could on all occasions 
attend so strictl} to Ijis duty, as to acquire the most general and 
unqiialiiied approbation fr||b men, who, liowever highly we 
may regard many of them .as individuals, considered as a* corpo- 
rate body, a*'e by no rticaus the most ready to allow" merit, e\rii 
where it is due. « . 
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On the 1 cUirn of. Captain Pasley to England, he perforincil 
a similar service; and, with the except i ni of ihc present alone^ 
had the satisfaction of receiving simihir iioiiotiis. Soon after 
bis arrival in England, he was appointed to tte Sybil, a new 
frigate, of 28 guiis,< 0 iid was sent with Admiral Edwai'ids on the 
Newfoundland station ; on liis voyage from thence to Lisbon, 
according to the customary routine of service in time of war, 
he had the good fortune to capture not only an American pri- 
vateer, which had for a considerable time dogged his convoy in 
the hope of carrying some of them under co\er of the night, 
but a Spanish packet also, with despatches of consequence, 
which he carried with him into the Tagus. After having repaired 
to England, he was immediately ordered to the Cape of Qood 
Hope, and returned back from thence with two very valuable 
India ships, which he was se nt out to protect. 

ill .1780, he was promoted to the Jupiter, of oO gnus ; and 
after a short continuance under the ordtrs of Admiral Oigby, 
w^as, at the commencement of the cnsui;)g uar, oidered to put 
himself under the command of Coinniodorc Johnson,*; who was 
then on the point of sailing upon a secret expedition to the 
southward, with a squadion consisting of two slii])s of the, line, 
three of JO guns, including the JuplUr, with several fiigates, 
aimed store-ships, ai;d transports. The attack made on this 
armament by Monsieur de SufiVt in, while it lay in Porlo-IVaya 
road, at the head of a sqiiadrcni cousisling of five ships of the 
line, is too recent to render any recital of the circiiinstanccM 
necessary. Suffice it to say, that the Jupitf?r was very inateriairy 
distinguished for the pow< r and force ot her f:rc; and din ing the 
torrent •f obloquy which was indisciiminalely, and certainly 
undeservedly tin own cn some perfoiis conctiiicd in ihalciicomi- 
tcT, the 5 :onduct of Captain Pasley was vciV jiif-lly’ applauited 
by the friends and by the ent.inics of all jra. Ues. The suOhe-quent 
events which took place during the remimidrr of the voyage, 
w Inch was unsuccessful as u> the point for which it was under- 
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tUcciij htve Mt interest V> engage the attention of tb«

A donaidcrable'^aco of.>tiiiie wgs vnavoidably 
consif|i|iai In the tedioiM pasiage to and frowSahtanha bay; a 
cifpMinttaiice that must have been pecoHarfy iritaone to nn officer 
of aO «aclive a mind. The Jupiter having retumeti to JSngland 
in lyys, we«, ill the month of May, ordered to proceed to die 
Went Inffiea with the late Admiml Pigot, as a passenger, 
he bMiig. a|q[>oiuted commander in chief of the fleet employed in 
that .quarter, as successor to the lute l.ord Rodney, who WAS 
secalM. 

The Jupiter, toon after her anival, ual ordered on a cruise, 
off the Havaiinah, a|id Captain Pa.slcy Lad the good fortune 
to captuie five vessels out of thirteen which he fell in with, 
all of nhoni he would in all probability have taken, had the 
commander of an aimed brig, then in company widi t^e 
* Jupiter, upserved Captain Pasley’s instmrtioiis propeily. This 
expedition, however, had nearly proved extremely disastrous; 
for the prisoiieis which were taken on board die brig having 
rifcn on the commander and die cren , obtained possession of 
the vessel, wUkh they carried into an enemy’s port; and the 
people on board one of the prizes having also risen, succeeded, 
nnd cartied her into die Ravanuah. Upon getting *inlo that 
harliour, they informed the Spanish admiral of the situation in 
Mhicb the Jupiter was; lie Uccorffihgly despatched two diips of 
die line, one of eigbty-fdur, the other of sixty>four guns, 
to captuie or oestroy her. Captain Pasley had fortunately 
succeeded 'ill getting die Jupiter afloat duiing the lutciiin; 
but almost iiniuediatcly afterwaids he fell in with the 'li;.er, 
fvhich was die largest o||. the Spanish ships. The enemy 
^taatly gave chase, ^ and gained considetably oil the .kipiter^ 
which, owing to the iiyiuy she had sustained, in consequence o^'

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the misfortune just related^ sailed very heavily. At the dawn of 
day^ .the Tigre was within gun-«hot, and Captain Pasley finding 
escape iinpossiUej called tc^ether hi5 crew, wli<?lii hfe spirbedflj 
harangued for a few<^tnoineiiti. ' Their approbation of this 
f declared intention as to enga|^ig the euOmy, ^hfch ws|j||irar]itly 
manifested by three Itearty encouraged him iq file 

desperate attempt. The Jupiter brought to, and prepared 
for action. 'Ilio enemy, probably intimidated by iKs appeal^' 
ance of resolution, wliich they knew not how to .accoirot 
for, immediately hauled tlieir wind, fired two guns, qiKi a^^pbred 
the Jupiter to continue her voyage unmolested. Captain Pasley 
accordingly sailed to Antigua, for tlie purpose of repairing his 
shattered vessel; and, as some palliation for the dtsappointr 
ments he had met with, and tlie perils he bad survived, he made 
prize of a mast-ship in his passage, and carried it in safetj* to the 
port to which he was bound. Ilostiliiies ceased soon after 
the lust of these events, and the Jupiter went tp Chatham^ 
nhcre she uas put out of connnission anti dismantled# 

H’he five which succeeded to the cessation of hos- 

tilities were passed by Captain Pasley in that reVixation, in 
domestic retirejnent, Miiicli is absolutely necessary to recruit 
and recover an aclivt? mind from the fatigues it has undergone* 
In 1788, ho\^'ev(T, he was invested with the chief command .of 
his iiiajtsh >> sliips and vessels in the Medway ; and according- 
ly boLsteil his broad pendant on board the W*ngeance. Ilis 
nomination to this distinguished .station reflects on him the 
highest honour; when it is considered that it is the only home 
coinnriiul ever bestowed on any person in time of peace, 
not previously lioiding the rank of a flag oflirer. Prom this 
station he ictnosed) lirst, into the Sevpio, and secondly, into iW 
£ellcro]dion ; and, while ui tlie latter ship, was ordered to join 
the inuiu or Chanin'l fleet, in ( onsequeuce of the apprehended 
mpture, first widi Russia, and afterwards with Spain. The 
dispnt<;5 being both comjiroinised, he repaired to Chatham, 
where he remained during tlie customary period allotted to such 
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ai c^mtnaiid. Retiring temporarily from tlie service^ he again 
coiij^ued unemfdoytd^ till the commencement of .the dispute 
with France, at thi^ begmnieg of the year. 17^93, served once 
more to forth his exertions and his abilities. He \vas 
appointed "as kn ealablkhed <^;|minodore> * to hoist !his broad 
peiidanl^ on board bis former ship the Bellerophon ; and 
being of^der^ to joiii^the main fleet under the command 
of Lord. Howe, was frequently detached with small squadrons 
On tari^us services, too immaterial to be detailed in this 
place. 

On the 18th of November, in the same year, the British fleet 
had the good fortune to fall in with a detachment of the 
ftiemy s ships of war, consisting of six sail of the line besides 
frigates. Earl How'e immediatily made tlfQ signal for par- 
ticular ships to chase the enemy, and soon aftorwaids the whole 
fleet followed their example. "ITic Latona frigate, however, 
co^nmanded by Captain Thornborough, was the only vessel 
which was able to get up and exchange shut with tlie 
French squadron, as it presently became so totally dark as to 

prevent a euiUimiance Of the action. Earl Howe having at 

i!ic close of the day made a signal that the ships under his 
ordcijs sliouid use their utmost endeavours to keep sight of 
the* Fwmdi during the night, but not to come to an engage- 
ment, the Bcllerophoii, with the utmost diligence, accomplished 
the instructions ; but Caj^tain Pasley was extremely surprised at 
finding himself close to his antagonists and accompanied only 
by the Latona and Phoeniv frigates. . Though every other ship 
composing the British fleet was out of siglit, not the smallest 
attempt W'as made by the enemy to enter into action ; nor 
did he again fall in w'ith Earl Howe, or tht? remainder of 

his squadron, till they liad all returned to Torbay, when he 

had the satisfaction of receivitig Uie tlmnks of that nobleman for 
his conduct on the preceding occasion, expressed iu the mjost

00 the evening of the 2dth of May, the ^Mny’s {leet 
heing discovered to windvrardi^e rear-admiral ted oM his jown 
division with firmness and intrepidity to tlie attack. The 
BeUerophon being the>lieadmost, brought diO Revolutionbaire, 
of 110 gans, 'nluch was die stemmost of the enemy’s fleet, 
to aotion, and engaged her sittgly for ibore thtnt ata hour before 
any other ships olF the British ileut.cotild get up^ tad soj^Mit 
her. Being then disabled by a contest with so superior a 
fof, signal was made by the rominander id chief for dm rrar* 
admiral to desist. Lord Hugh Seymour, who commanded 
the jUeViathan, also a fouith rate, of 74 gttns, was at that time 
nearly up, and soon afterward engaged the Revolationiiaire, 
as did Captain PaTLer also, in the AudacioaS.

PuzLiP Bbowne, Esq. captain of the Rose frigate, died in 
consequence of the fatigue he underwent during the attack of tho 
port and town of Savannah, in North America, by the Count 
talijg. Captain B. never took off his clothes for three weeks. He 
sickened with a fever, and died in a few days. 1 well remembd^ 
hearing a Scotch officer declare, that the place would have fallen 
into the hands of the French, but for the astonishing and uiiwcaricfil 
exertions of Capt Browne, of the Rose frigate.*’ He married one 
of the beautiful twin daughters of the late John iDj^lby,' Esq. of 
Hurst Park: who, on hearing of her husband’s death, being then 
pregnant with her fourth child, was taken ill and died, as did her 
infant, leaving three little orphan sons, the eldest only seven year^ 
old. It was at length determined, after an unsuccessful applieatioii 
to the Admiralty, that the three orphans should present a petition 
to his majesty, some Sunday, w'hen w'alking on the terrace at 
Windsor; accordingly, in their deep mourning for both father and 
mother, the little children knelt and presented their petition, w hicli 
was graciously accepted. The eldest ha^ been many years in the 
army, the second entered on board a man of war, when only eleven 
years old ; and, when he visited me sometime since, apologized for 
his ignorance of courtly manners, by saying, that ho had almost 
uniformly lived on the ocean, from eleven years old to his present 
age”— twenty-seven. He w'as, at that time, a lieutenant in the Nas- 
MU, then commanded by iiib relation Captain Herbert Sawyer, son 
to tlie worthy admiral of that name. I remember, Mr. Editor, an 
anecdote of this lieutenant, wten only seven years old: lap* 
plauded his spirit for flying, llkeu ]ion,ton amischiei^us old buck, 
in his grandfather’s park, butting furiously at his emest brother;

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ANCHORS AND CABLES.

T he thickness of a cable of an East India ship of 700 t6us bur« 
then is seventeen and a half or eighteen inches. Yet, even in 
this ease, the strength of the cable is proportionably less than that 
of smaller ships ; for a ship of 300 tons, ivhich has greater adran* 
tages of secure and smooth riding than the ludiaman, has a cable 
the square of tlic diameter of which is not less than seventeen and 
oftencr eighteen inches, while the square of that of the latter is 
only thirty-six ; whereas, if the other is only sufficiently cabled^ 
which is known to be the case, it ought to be forty-two. 

Taklnji, however, the India ships as sufficiently cabled, it is to be 
observed, that twenty-two inch rabies were some years ago the 
largest made, and were then, I believe, in general use among ships 
of the line of m hniover rate; but sevenfy-fonrs, in some insfalices, 
had cabkvi of only twenty or twenty-one inches. The strength of 
the cable of a seventy-four may, therefore, in a cursory estimate, 
be expressed by the number fifty-one, or fifty-seven | and of firit ' , 
and second rates by only that of fifty-six oi* fifty-two ; but the real 
strength of a seventy four, to be proportionable to ^her strain, ^ 
ought to have been 108 ; that of a second rate, at the least, 130; 
and of a first rate, instead of fifty. six or fifty .seven, 144, or upward. 

It appears, then, from the above statement, that a seventy-four 
ba.s, at mcKs*^, only half the strength in her cable that her tonnagv's 
strength rcrp«irc\':; a seroml rate less than half, and a first little 
more than one- third. It may occur to the reader, perhaps, on a 
slight view of the sub ject, that the.'»c ships make up the deficiency 
of their single cables by superior lengths on them, and a greater 
number; but this opinion 1 shall endeavour to prove erroneous.

be much out of the due proportion with their respective nominal 
tonnage: that is to say, 300, and it, 200, which is only a little more 
than as one to scren; but, it appears from the indubitable and in. 
variable results of experimeut, that so far from an augmeiiling ratio 
of power being the consequence of the ronduplication of materials, 
even (Sie squares of their diameters absolutely express too favoura- 
bly the relative powers of large ropes against small. Strength, in- 
stead of being gained, is lost in combination ; for the sum of tlio 
actual strength of the parts of a rope, separately taken, is more 
than that which their union will produce ; and a small cable is 
stronger for its size than a large one. It would be much too hasty 
a deduction, however, to conclude from lids position, that two or 
more small cables of a certain strength are therefore proferaBlo for 
the service in question, to one large cable containing the united 
iRAtcrials ; yet, this appears to be resorted to as a principle, atui 
brought forward, no doubt, as an argument to justify the current 
practice, if the propriety of that has at any time been questioned, 
In truth, it is of the highest irnporlaiice that a ship should pos- 
sess^a single cable to enable it to ride against the utmost force of 
wind and sea, for, from the strength of tuo or more cables joined

F rom these causes, the dopendance placed upon the number of 
cables ought to be greatly lessened. 

It may be supposed, huweTcr, to have been hitherto uHumed on 
mere conjectural grounds, that his majesty’s ships ride more inse« 
eurely, and part more cables than merchant and East India ships 
of the tonnage describe^ ; but this is by no means the fact# If re- 
ference be made to the log.books of ships of each kind, that may- 
have been, at the same time, in similar circumstances, ensuring 
groat strain on their cables, and riding out hard gales together, it 
nill appear that his majesty’s ships break two good cables at least, 
or more, to one of the Indiaoian's; and'that the latter, if in trim, 
and well found, can continue to ride long after the ships of the line 
arc blown from their •anchors. 

I dp not assert, on the other hand, that the king’s ships break 
their cables in full ])rojH)rtion to that of the relative strength here 
calculated to bo allowed to them, and to the merchant ships, since, 
in that ca«e, they would break more than two or three for one of * 
the traders : and the reasons that they do not break in this propor- 
tion, iiio, I believe, that they arc made of the best hcFip, and re. 
plac ed on sustaining the most trilling damage; arc defended jn a 
completer manner, and w ith better materials ; attended, during 
gales, with greater care, and managed w ith more exquisite skill. 
On all trying occasions, the safety of the ships may be said to (1e» 
pond wholly upon the dexterity with which the officers and crcMf 
manage the reins of preservation, keeping up the best possible man- 
ner an equality of strain on the retaining powcis. This, indiffirulties 
of long duration, is more than they cancfi’eci ; and, when it is ef- 
fected, and ships of the line ride as long as wt 11 found merchant ships, 
in tiim for riding, it is to be atfribiiled entirely to the art of the ma- 
riner, and not ..o the inhercTit power of the retaining mediums. 

So far as rehites to n.y pcr'icuial know ledge and cfidcncc of the 
facts in question, I declare that J have seen liis majesty’s ships part 
on occasiozis, whieli i, who at that time was little iic^uainted with 
the true causes, thought extremely trivial, and inadequate to the 
ruption of a good cable; and, when no such misfortune threatened 
yirhcT ourselves or the neighbouring ships, whose situation was 
nearly as much exposed a^. theirs, but w'ho conceived that double 
tin* strain then sulfered would j^carcejy have broke us loose. Upon 
inquiry, I found, that notwithstanding the high character which is 
ronitantlr allowcii to hi:, majesty’? cables, parting is a disaster that 
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Very frequently bcfalhi. his ships^ and much iporc so than it does 
huerchant vessels. 

There were^ in the Downs, a tow years sfnoe, during a week or 
more of blowing weather, two or three ships of ike line, and 100 
or more merchant vessels: his majesty’s ships frequently parted ; 
but if such an accident happened to a single merdtantman, it, at 
least, eaoaped my observation and inquiry. 

If the facts and arguxnents«i here adduced (and which more exten*^ 
^ivc information, there is little reason to»doubt, would still more 
strongly conlirm) support the position, that his majesty's greatcT 
ships reefuire stronger cables than those now hi use, and show that 
it would lie highly advantageous to them to possess one tdb’e, if 
not two, of sufheient strength to retain the ship against the utmost 
force of wind and sea, it only remains to be considered how such 
cables may be procured, some impcdiinonts being to be removed, 
and a new fabric to be composed. • 

Before 1 proceed, however, to this discussion, T m:;y be allowed 
to call the attention of (he reader to the advantages that would ac- 
crue, from their use, to those ships whieli we justly regard, with the 
„^re1Mcst pride as well as altaeliment, as the foundation of "lory, dc- 
I’eure, and safety to the British people, and which ovij'ht, it p./ssiblf, 
^to possess such a hold as will enable tliem to ride with -ecurity on 
continued stalioiis, and preserve tlieiu Irom wrecking in the most 
desperate nioineiits. There arc very few’ places of refuge in which 
the danger or tlie strain reduced to hss than litilf the portion of 
rithef that is to he encountered in the open sea; and, what I contend 
for i-., that- with cables of double strength, onr ships could sustain 
themselves in the open sea, with as much security as they can in 
thm* retreats ; a position that will scareely be questioned, since, as 
shi))s in open situations liavc ridden out gunsiderabio gales, sucji, 
ptM-haps, as nature, in our climates, never exerts in douLlv force, it 
is not unreasonable to expect that, with dfuthlc powers of retention, 
they wotiid lie able to bra\e a nearly double fury of the elenients. 

'JMr.it ships may, indeed, ride firmly in nniLh deeper w ater, and 
xiitli less quantity of cable than is commonly suppoicd, wi!! ai pear,

W e cunuot coiiU^mplate 
their prodigious fabrics, tlidr proud elevation above the surges of 
the ocean, and not fed tlcat they arc able to defy the utmost fury 
oi tliO deaicnth. 'i'horoughly, however, to equip these shij^ for ser- 
vice thus daring and exposed, requires other alterations and addi- 
tions than in the article of cables; but these are foreign to our pre- 
sent inquiry. What 1 state at present is, that, for the carrent occa- 
sions, they would be in a very superior degree of safety, 'wercthoir 
C/bles, as they really ought, of double, or nearly double strength. 

The principles on which the acquidtion of this strength is recoin- 
mendod, arc certain and invariable: they are founded not upon 
opinion, but expeninent. 

To inciviise tluvsfrci.gth of cables, their dimensions must be en- 
larged; but, in order to procure a cable that, with dimensions thu'* 
enlarged, will be manageable, a fabiicatioa diflercnt from tin* pn - 
sent must bo introduced. For every ipinlify requisite in a t able, e>- 
c.'pf, per!nip<«, those of repelling water, and enduring tin* nect^-ai , 
washing, tlie construction now in use is iho worst tint can be adopt 
id.

In the year 1469, however, it finally reverted into the hands of 
fee Christians ; the garrison which defended it had been withdrawn, 
for the purpose ol joining the party of one of the Moorish com* 
petitors for the crown of Granada, aud this circumstance coming 
to fee knowledge of the Spaniards, an army was quickly levied, 
wMcb toon veduoed (he ifibabitants to the last extremity ; for though 
deitiMite of pitqper military protection, they defended themselves 
Wife resolution.

An attempt was immediately made |^y the enemy to re-posscss 
themselves of thi:* important fortress; byt, alter a variety of Josses 
both by sea and latid, they were content to raise the “siegCj after 
having lost before the forlrcss not less than ten thousand men, to- 
gether with nearly t\\oiity ships, of war, taken or bund by Sir John 
Leake and other oHlrors at ditiercht times, five of which were of the 
line. In l72G, a second attempt was made, ^nda siege was regu- 
larly commenced by a '^jiaidsh army under the command of ^'ouut 
do las Torrcf:. From ini . time, till the long and colehratcd sit'ge 
^I'hich it suslainei! (biriiig the Jdtc var, against the combined fleets 
and armies of Fran., ai, ’ Spain, nothing appears to have ma- 
terially interrupted iar tranqifdlity of the garrison. During the 
two intcrve'ung warr*, I'.e Spiiniurds were too well aware of its 
slrength, and had too much occ’ j'alion for their force in other parts, 
to permit their employing any part of it In so fniilless an attempt. 

The views', however, of the enemy became materially altered on 
tlfc*C'mimcnccmentof the dispute between Great I'rifairi and Spain, 
in 1779. 'J'he as'-isfance expected to b * deri\ed from lire co-Ojier- 
iition of France, and the diver.-.ion which the dispule vvirii the 
American colonies would ncciSsariiy occasion, created in tiie minds 
of the ancient poi^essors tire moM sanguine hopes of suceesa ; and 
they accordingly commenced their attempt with a force that w as 
considered as adequate to the complttion of it. 

When reileeliori becomes eooly diiccledeven for a moment to the 
exertions required from a force never exceeding 7,000 men, to op. 
ponenlswho, when reckoned in the aggregate, amoi ufed to at least 
fourteen time^thaf number, thereoort of a surces^-fiil resistance, had 
it happened in a more remote age, might have appeared fabulous. 
Although the Spaniards had been foiled in cvcjy previous effort to 
re-pbssess tUemseUcb of a forfres s which, whi!.‘ in the pow er tff their 
enemy, must be an object of perpetual disgust, yet they were not 
to be deterred by their preceding ill success, from a repetition of the 
tame species of attempt in the year 1779, soon as hostilities were 
publicly commenced between that pc(»plc and Great Britain. The 
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Tiaral force at that time on the station consisteJ merely of ati old 
sixty gnn ship, Panther, Ibreefrigatotfi sirbichwere occasiemaUy 

employed aaeruisers, and on which occupation two of tlifetn were at 
that* time absent, togethaif' with a^ingle sloop of war^ called the 
Childers/ This naVal was expected to ’^ontrlbhte ma- 
tcriaiiy lo tbe.defens^ of 

services rxtendcdn^l^y^d^l^ inthfcdptio^^^i^Tcsse^ laden 
with provisions or st6l^>i^lmsce^rgpesmi^^ be cbhsjdered stn-vice* 
able to the garrison^ of prevention of desultory hareSsihg uitsrka 
from any flotilla which the mi^ht think proper lo equip. Both 
those expectations were com pletciyariS'Wcred during the siege'* A va^ 
jriety of p^es were brought in, and the enemy were conf^iderably 
restrained in thoiie annoyances from the sea, which would hare hccu 
inconceivably numerous and troublesome to the utmost degree, had 
they not stood in awe of opposition. After the siege, or rather the 
blockade, had continned for some months, a British armament 
under the orders of Sir George, afterwards Lord llodiiey, eiilercd 
the bay in spite of erery oppositiori that could be made <o it by the 
rnemy, and att’orded a relief to the garrison which provLd efl'eciuul 
for more than the ^paro of twelve months. 

The British admiral had thcfortuiu* to fall in, on hVs passage, fust 
with a Spanish convoy, principally laden with provisions or stores, 
which he carried with him to the place of lih destination, and thereby 
more effectually fiiirdled the object of his niissidn ; secondly, with a 
squadron composed of ships of war belonging to the same cotintry, 
which were stationed oil’ Cape St. Vincent, for the special pnrpoai !»f 
intercepting him on his passage*, and which he completely defeated, 
and indeed almost annihilated. The victor, with his prizes, entered 
the ba> in triumph. The petty armament belonging to Spain w hich 
had been previously ocriipicd in what was called the blockade, 
^ trembling for its own existence, sought security under the cannon^ 
of Algcsiras and the adjacent batteries. 

The incouveipcnee, and the varied insults, to which the garrison 
bad been subji&'t during the preceding part of the siege, induerd 
the Brltibh government to strengthen the maritime force that was 
stationed there for its support. The Kdgar, a new ship of 74 guns, 
commanded by one of the most enterprising oificers in the 
jorvico, Commodore, afterward Admiral, Kllioi, remained behind 
the fleet. , Experience proved the reinforcement Was of no materia]^ 
consequence to the defence of the place; so^thal after an unnilcrcsf^ 
ing station there for a few months, the Edgar returned to England^ 
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leaving the nanl force employed in that quarter precisely as she 
found it« ileduced as it Was, it still remained sdfhdcnt to excite tho 
jealousy^ and cfii^te a spUit of enterprize id the Spaniards, which 
seemed to rise soipewbat above the nation^h' character; They fitted 
out pine fipcsldps, ♦ at a verjfeopniiijicrat^ cipenye^ some of them 
being vesisds.. of largti diihensfpda^ .^;^^ under 

cover ,qf the^uight^ against tht!; ^was at that 

time moore^under the very walls of th^Jhiiison* The vlgilancse of 
the officers und people^ tegethor i^ith tlbo potbrity they displayed in 
the hour of danger, reud^ed attempt, eon\|}letely harmless^ Th^ 
fireships were towed off by ilm boats squaulron without cflect*> 
ing the smallest injury 9 and the failui^^of the enterprise seemed to 
promise thd prevention of any similar attempt. Thq^sote honour of 
defeating it was very justly attributed tp the exertions of the nary; 
and it proved of no small advantage to the besieged that the enemy 
had plamied so dcstructivjLS a project; for the hulls of the drffe'rcitt 
Tcssels employed on the occasion, at least part of them as re- 
mained uncoil sumed, being broken up^ alTorded very materral as- 
sistance to the garrison, as well as to the inhabitants, for fuel. As 
was found that very little succour could be expected from ships so 
large even as the Vanther, while moored under the walls of the gar- 
Tisou, and as it was very properly expected that the destruction of so 
* large a ship* might prompt the enemy to a rcpwUilion of the same 
alarming measure, the Panther repaired to England almost imme- 
diately afterward, and the sub'^cqueict defence of the place, so far as 
Tf^arded the navy, was left entirely to a few frigati's, two or iiirce 
sloops of war, and a number of gun-boats fitted oat on the spot. 

No very material occurrence happened after this finie, till the 
month of April, 1781, when the British licet, commanded by A'ice- 
admiral Darby, confuting of more than thirty-four ships of thuline, 
besides haring a fleet of transports of above 100 sail under their , 
convoy, entered the bay in spite of all opposition from the enemy, 
and effectually relieved the garrison from a famine, which was then 
rapidly approaching, and which, had not the critical arrival of the 
transports prevented it, must soon have reduced this otherwise- 
impregnable fortress to the utmost extremity of distress. 

Hitherto flie enemy had principidly confined their attempts to a 
mere blockade, having contented themselves with firing very slowly

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On tlie town At intcryalsy without occasioning any loss deserting 
mention among the defenders, or the SIrJallc^' injury to ’lie fortifi- 
cations. Failing, however, in their first hope, they irnmCi'iatelF 
changed their system of assault^ and commenced a wanton bombard- 
ment on the town'; which ^ thoiigh^^it materiLlIy afflicted and de- 
stroyed a considerahle number 'df the in habitat^ ts, temied not in the 
smallest degree tq apcelcrrate the surri^der ot /bt^ place itself. In- 
deed, the measure Rj)paar<jdi rather as the mean rev,'?ige of a vin- 
dictive disappointed eneifiy, ihan as the fair ciTortd of an houonrdbte 
foe, seeking to acejuire victory ah^i5i‘putatiori. 

To enter into a ^giilar detail of tlio various instances of heroism 
displayed, not ohty hy nAyaf officers in the hiiig’s service, but by 
a variety of other gallant persons employed on board rosscls be- 
longing to merchants, and sent thither for the purpose of relieving 
the w’auls of the strsiitened garrison, would far exceed the limits 
of the present narrative. 

Amid this multitude of enrounlers,*each of them exalting the cha- 
ractc^fs of tlie persons concerned almost beyond the power of praise, 
it were improper to pas^; over in silence oho or two occurrences, more 
on account of th.* singularity, than from any wish to attribute pre 
eminence or superiority to any, vvhorr all were so equal ; for sucJi a 
measure would certainly bean invidious one. On the morning of the 
7th o' August, 1781, the atmosphere being then somew hat hazy, 
and obscuring the vessel in ({iicstion from the view of the garrison, a 
signal was made hy theSp^mLyrds to their gun-boats, that an enemy 
was in sight The fog being somewhat d:.'«pelled as the duyrad- 
vanced, a vessel was di^.covcred at a considerable distance, rowing 
with the current for Ihiropa point Fourteen gun-boats bt loiigiiig 
to the enemy put out from Algc’siras, for tlie purpose of int’ reep. 
ting hiT. On perceiving which. Captain, now Sir Roger, (’urtis, 
who commanded the Rriiliant of twenly.eightguns, and was at that 
time the senior naval officer on the station, ordered Sir Charles 
Knowles to row out to meet the vessel, and endeavour to receive any 
despatches which she might be bringing for the governor. Captain 
Curtis himself was employed in directing the Vanguard and Re- 
pulse prames, for the purpose of protect ug and covering the ap- 
proaching stranger. The boats of the enemy approached the 
vessel in question (which was discovered to be a sloop of war, 
and afterward proved to be the Helena brig, commanded br 
Captain Roberts) much faster than' the prames, which wore 
only capable of being towed out. Before eight o’clock, the 
headmost of them, being then within gun-shot, began to fire 
an the Helena. The latter returned the compliment with great 
7 
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deliberation and effect, the crew slUl continuing to niahe the same 
exertions in rowing, as before. The greater part of the Hot Ilia 
j^DOti afterwards surrounded the resscl, and a tremendous fire ot 
grape as well as other shot appeared to tbf'cateii her with almost 
Immediate annihilation. As some deliverance, however, from this 
very unequal contest, the Repulse and Vanguard . soon got near 
' enough J.0 support her. UMie enemy did not yet desist; but the 
contest soon began to slacken, and before ten o'erock the enemy 
abandoned their attempt as hopeless. The most singular circunu 
stance attending this event is, that notwithstanding the long and 
v(‘ry he?lvy fire of the enemy, directed by sdme <>f the ablest artiU 
!iTl^ts ill the Spanish service, the Helena, though she had recetvi d 
considerable injury in her hull, her masts, and her rigging, had 
only two persons wounded, undone, the boatswain, killed. It is 
on account of this singular instance of good fortune that the story 
lla^ been related; and for a sinplar reason it wi!j be no less interest- 
ing as' well as instructive, perhaps, to menlioiu that in spittf of 
every attention that could be paid by an alert and irritated euLMily 
to prevent the arrival of any" Buccours, the garrison was kept :»o 
wTdl supplied during the whole of the siege, by means of f’se jnJi- 
eious and enterprising conduct in the comnuiuteis of Other small 
u:bsels sent thjthcr for that purpose, that no actual want of fresh 
p;nvisions, or even the luxuries of life, ever prevailed. These 
artich*? were always to be purchased, though it must be confessed 
at rather lui cxtraiaaaiit price. Cominerei.il s[)ecnlation felt (he 
tind well knew how to make the be-.t adsaniage of the plausi- 
ble pieleiice. 

After {1 fruitless expenditure of blood, a*; well as of tieasiire. Ihe 
besiegers had the morfilic.ition to find that the surrender of the 
place was not in the smallest degree nnire [)roh.ibie than wlwni tlivy 
hiui first sat down (♦efore the pl.ice thr*'e years before. They were 
’determined to make one violent ai»d de^ peraie a^sanit, hopi.ig tlint, 
with a species of conp-dc-f/iairiy they might, by assaulting the gii- 
r' on on liil quarters at the same instant, be forliinatc enough to find 
some spot less capable than the rest of resisting i.heu fury. An 
urmy of du.CXJOjnen, bccondcd by the countenance <‘f a iicct of 
nearly hlty slops of the line, appeared in ih'Muscl'es u torcc sulU- 
eierit to appal the hearth of the yvearied and alir.O'.l c.Yhausied gyr* 
rhion. Tliese ordinary :»nd regular instruments of assault wero 
iheniefl, however, insufiichiit for tlie purpose. Tliirtceii vessels, 
many of them oi Jcige dimensions, which had l>cen originally Con- 
‘jtriicted for Spanish ships of war, were cut doua and converted 
into hosting batlenes, under yie dii*cctiou of one ot the ablest 

jCtiab' ^f*’< *'* 1 V, 0^1 
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possible, because constructed at a greater deration of the roefe 
above the cnemy^s approaches, at Willis’s. 

The long and unremitting attempt made by the besiegers expert 
mentally suggested to the attacked every defect whiph had escaped 
the notice of engineers previously employed there. Guns were 
conveyed, incredible labour, to the very summit of the rocky 
from whence the e*it^niy’s approaches were sQ com pi ctcljt com- 
manded, as to ponder it dangerous in the extreme for the soldiers 
to work the eainppTi in the batteries, although, they were covered 
with Lvery spcdcs of epaulement and traverse military ingenuity 
could contrive. - The advanfage-derivai by the besieged frofti the 
possession of so elevated a post, vtas too conspicuous to be over- 
lookctVby the governor, at that time Sir George Augustus Elliot, 
and the rest of the ofheers under his command. Excavations of 
considerable magnitude were made near the surface of the rock, at 
a great height above the level of the isthmus; and the necessary 
galleries of communi^fation being also Tormed between the works 
loss remote from the lown itself, a numerous, and, on. account of 
its situation, particularly fprmidablc line of artillery, has been 
added to those previous defences which had before batHed the ut- 
most ctforts of the assailants. 

Fevi’ situations, perhaps, in the whole world have be^ so pccu- 
liarly adapted by nature to withstand an attack. On the sea, a 
shoal of rocks, extremely dangerous, cxtend<i far into the bliy 
along the westcin front, and iolally secures the fortress from tho 
near approach of laigc*sliip.'<, whose attacks, especially in cort-*- 
junction ivith the efibrts of aland force, might render the situation 
of the. garrison precarious. The channel by which a ship may ni- 
ter is extremely narrow and dilBcult; so that, although a ship of 
the line may actually heave down at the New Mole, yet the bat- 
teries iudicioiisly erected to defend those accessible (juarters, to. 
tally prevent any apprehension of an hostile approach. 

The town itbelf occupies about one-third of the most northern 
part of the rock, toward the Atlantic. It was considerably in- 
jured, and indeed almost totally destroyed, by the apparently 
wanton hombiirdmont of the enemy during the late siege; but this, 
as well ds the fortifications which defend it, have risen, like the 
fabulous phoenix, with greater lu.^t re, as it were, out of its own 
allies; apd boasts a considerable numbci* of buildings, which might 
bn considered an oriiament to the handsomest city in Europe. 

Although the barrenness of the rock might forbid the traveller 
from settling there as a grateful and ^ pleasant retreat, yet the 
climabjis peculiarly wholesome. During the summer months, that 
heat winch even in higher latitudes is freqftentJy intoicrablc, is sc 
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«ORsid€rabTy moderated by a constant sea-brcezc, that those dis- 
eases frequently attendant on hot countries are here totally un- 
known. On the other hand, though the m on n fains in Spain itself, 
and those of Africa also, are often , covered with snow ior many 
months in the year, it is very seldom known to fall in Gibraltar; 
and in December and January-. notwith$tand%g/ heavy rains, at- 
fcnded*by violent storms of thunder and lightnings frequently take 
place, yet being of very short duration^ they p/ovc but of the 
slightest inconvenience. , • , 

The town, in cohsequetic^^bf its siUiation, i,s, during peacoabic 
times, extremely wdl supplied with fish. Turbot, dories, soles, 
salmon, cod, mullets, with many other hinds of less estimation, 
arc caught in great plenty along the Spanish shore ; and in the bay, 
at a very inconsiderable distance from the town itself. Mackarcl 
also resort thither in shoals at the proper season. Fruits of all 
kinds, as well as fresh provisions, arc also brought in siiiTfctcnt 
plenty from, Portugal, as we ll as the Barbary shore; anti the 
prices, except on some few, and those very extraordinary occa- 
jsions, are far from being exorbitant. 

The bay of Gibraltar is extremely commodious for shipping; 
and, as it has been remarked by many, appears as if designed by 
• nature to command the entrance of the Straits; but the thick mists 
T^^hieh frc,|neiitly prevail, render the utmost Jilerfncss necessary, 
and may sometimes enable an enemy, nothwithstanding ail the vi- 
gilance of his opposcr, to pass through unob'^erved. This had 
ntViTly been the case in 1758, with regard to M. dc la Clue, wln> 
had almost baffled the atteiuioTi of Admiral Boscawen, then lying 
ill the bay for the express purpose of intercepting him, andcfi'cctcd 
Jiis passage imobserved, and consequently unmolested. 

I'pon the whole, whether Gibraltar, considered in a political 
light, is regarded as the key to the Mediterranean commerce; or, 
ini pregn aide as it has bf'.cn rendered by art in aid of nature, it is 
thought a post or advantageous station from whence a British ar- 
n»ament may issue to the terror of its foes, or retire in perfect 
safely from the insults of a superior enemy; it has certainly be- 
come a plaee^ of considerable consequence to Britain. Though 
po'^scssed of no trade or actual commerce which may return a pe- 
cuniary advantage resulting from itself, equivalent to the expense 
of maintaining it, yet there can be no doubt that, contrary to the 
opinion of some who profess such a dilVerent way of thinking, 
even the secondary benefits arising from the possession of a post so 
situated, would fully warrant? a tenfold expenditure on its support. 
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fFnjmauth, Sept. 20, 1800, 

H IS Tnaj^'si}' ;md Ihe royal family embarked on board ihe Cam,* 
brian frigate: rccoived by fheS<:. Fiorenzo and Syren with a 
Toya! salurc. The Cambrian $:lipped her cable, as did the two fri- 
gates, and stood to sea. bn the starboard tack- A convoy from 
Portland Roads, bound to Guernsey, with the 85th reginoent on 
board, sailed in company. About ten, got under weigh in my 
yacht, and stood for the Cambrian sailed round her, i>oi,ietimrs 
on her <|Viarter ; saw Mr. AVelcPs yacht to leeward uponawic.d, 
bore away lo her; when close on her quarter, hauled my wind, 
and sailed in company. She had her top-mast down, and boat 
hoisted in; my top-mast up, and boat towtng astern; a frct-h 
bre.’z;' and a shorty sea running. Observed Mr. Weld’s cutter 
fon\ reached, but I gained to windward; struck my top-mast, 
passed under the stern of the Cambrian ; Mr, AVeld to leeward, 
still rather forc-reaching ; but m) cutter gaining to windward, wt: 
both stood to sea. Finding my boat a great impediment to ni/ 
cutter’s sailing, J proposed to one of my sailors to get into the 
boat and carry her to Weymouth : this he seemed to hesitate at ; 
upon which I ininiediatcly observed, “ Damn you, you ought to’ 
know me better than to think I would desire you to do a t!»ing I 
would not do myself; Ihertfore reef the sail, slip the mast, I will 
f,o myself.’’ ilowover, in justice to my master, Uohbinr, he 
offered to go, and desired me to take the helm, and laughed at tha 
other man for not going. Jlobbins being a better helmsman than 
mystlf. and feeling very anxious my cutter should boat Mr. 
Weld’s, I determined to go myself; took my poeket-compa,,> in 
my hand, and got into my boat. My servant, Dvn, desired me 
to change my coat : ^‘Nevermind, Ben, I ran swim in this as 
well as any I have.’* They Jet go the painter, and I Iioi?ted niv 
sail, charging Robbins to beat Mr. Weld; and stccrwtl N. N. E. 
to go clear of a sljoal called the Shambles. Founrl a good ileal of 
stM running, but nothing my boat was not equal to, a*; she never 
shipped a thinible-full of water till 1 got into the Sliambics. A 
very strong ebb spring-tide running, carried me to the westward, 
and bodily on for the Shambles, 'which I wished to avoid; put 
before the wind; but being under a >ery low sail for fear of 
broctrhing.to, 1 dared not shake the reefs out of the sail to enable 
my boat to stem the tide, which was running very strong, and car* / 
V} iiig Dje dead u])on the Shamble*!, where the =ca was ruiirJng tre i 
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Hicnilously higii, and breaking horridly. No (o b^lort: sen- 
sible of iny danger, convinced 1 could neither get to Uie westward 
or eastward i.;f llicin, I prepared to meet the danger: and, to make 
xny boat as lively as possible, threw* overboard my b;il!:e,l, v\hich 
tjkpwisc prevented her from sinking. The dismal sound of the 
bicalers ( began to hear, and soon saw them right alioad: aware 
of the danger, and convinced wy boat could nut c.\i,d many n«i- 
lautes, and nothing but the interposition of Providence save me, to 
divert tny thoughts from the horrid idea of an iitiieediate death, 1 
begwn singing the seasong,df Cearjr,, rude Boreas;” at the same 
time keeping the boat’s qfiarter to the surf. As I was siijging the 
second verse, a dreadful sea all foaming took ray boat on the lar- 
board quarter : 1 hauled a-w cathcp ray helm, she lost her slecrage- 
way, broached-to, and upset, and both overwhelmed, tise sea 
lolling both over and ovci. Recovering from my alarm, without 
the smallest hopes of esc'^piug, Isv.am^to tny boat, which was 
l^ing on her broadside; with dilhculty I get to her, and^wifh tlic 
greatest diflicuUy 1 was able to hold fast by her. I immediately 
pulled off my c/;ut, waistcoat, shirt, ciavat, and shoes; this 1 ac- 
complished with some trouble, my things being wet. After tfli^ I 
began to consider what could be done ; no sail near me, above 
lifteen miles from the nearest land, a dreadful hollow broken sea 
cunning in over) direction, fivqueuUy overwhelming mr, gave me 
no hopes of saving my life: to surrender wilhout a struggle i con- 
, iSidered weak; the readiectiun of ihosc J loved, which at tint 
iRoment struck me very forcibly, for I fancied I saw them; rccol. 
lecting the difficulties I had surmeeuted two }cars before in saving 
some men from a wreck off my bom?:, and knowing that Kngle- 
held, Kiou, and Bli^^h were ^aved from situations as dreadful as 
iny own, by the aisislancc of Divine Providence, gave me vesolu- 
• x!on and fortitude to exert myself. 1 began to clear away the 
boat’s masts and sails, which 1 accomplished at hist, after being 
repeatedly washed off the boat; when 1 had cleared the w ock, I 
got on her gunwale, aiul by my weight brought her to riglil<;, I 
cot into her, and sat in the middle of her, attending to her molion 
to prevent her rolling over; hut the violence of the sea, atul com- 
ing on so re})Ouledly, overwhelmed me. The difficulty of reg iin. 
iiq; my boat ag:iin-t suth broken seas exhausted me, and ihe salt 
water affected ray sight, that it was tome time before Tcould n co. 
ver my boat. Looking round for a sai^, seeing none, the laud 
above fifteen miles off, and increasing my distance, I began to 
think it folly to struggle any longer for a mi.orablc existence of 
probably a few' minates. However, the love of life, the hopes of 
‘ Vine vos-^el hfMiviifg iu sight, got the better, and I resolved ti^uw. 
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eYcry possible means of preserving my life. " I’o continue in the 
boat, repoatodly washed out and buried in the waves, I knerr 
could not be much longer supported ; T must give way. 1 then re- 
collected that fishermen in small boats, when caught in a gale, fre- 
quently let a spar or a mast, fastened to their boat^s painter, go 
ahead, and the spar broke the force of the sea before it came to 
the boat. Having been by this time near two hours in the water, 
for I upset about twelve o’clock, Ifelt myself much fatigucA, and. 
that it w as absolutely necessary I should try some scheme to relieve 
me a little from such violent exertions.. 1 accordingly got forward 
to the head of my boat, took her painter, and passed it under and 
over the. after-thwaft or scat of the boat; in doing this 1 was fre-- 
quently buried under the waves for many seconds, and the seas 
following each other so repeatedly, my breath was nearly ex- 
hausted, and my sight weakened. About this period, several gai - 
net.s, a very large .‘species of guiJ, hovered close to me, and so bold 
a& to come within two or three feet of-my head : I imagined Ihev 
anticipated a good feast on me : nowever, by hallooing and scream-* 
iiig pretty loud, 1 convinced them J was* not yet dead, for thev - 
look fright and flew away : 1 never saw another bird after my 
visitors were gone. 1 tried how my scheme answered ; when f 
observed a heavy breaker coming, I got out of my boat and hwani 
to leeward, holding by the painter I had made fast, the bokt’s broad- 
side being to the sea, and bottom upwards, for when I quitted I' .r 
she rolled over: on my pressing her gunwale down, the surf biok< 
with violence against her, and only a part came over me. h ind- 
ing fhi.5 answered my fullest expcccations, I saved ni}se!f from 
a heav\ sea, and my spirits kej)t up. Hut, alas! when I 
could discover no sail in sight, the sea breaking with the same vio- 
lence, evening draw ing on, and the land at a great distance, my 
mind wa‘s much atiVclod ; struggling so long without a prospect of 
<avi]ig h^y life, now almost ijiSnpportable, was but little encoii’ 

•l iigement for ni^ to per.'!.c\ere. 1 had been now three hours in tlii.s 
dialresLH'd >ilviat!(.’n, ^ery murh weakened from my exertions, am^ 
severely bruised by my boat. About thiee. o’clock, I saw two 
sloops pa s me, going iiji channel; no extr^i-on of ii:in«i could 
make them hear nu*. or see me, I knew, 1 therefore n.ade none. 
iJeating abimt for such a length oi lime, wilhoni liaviiig the good 
fortune to sec an) sail appi oacJiing, gave me slendtT hopes of 
saving iny life ; cuntinnaliy washed out of my boat, often buried 
iinucr the waves, and repeafedly obliged,* to avoid the seas 
tliat were breaking with prodigious violence, to quit my bo.iL 
and swim to leeward of her, necesaariry diminished ms .strength. 
About a quarter affer four, a brig ea!?.\e within half a mile; 

1 hailed her, stood as high out of thu watw as 1 could^ 
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moving my hands, and using every mertns for her crew to see me ; I 
succeeded, 1 ob.ser^l?d men go up the iniiiiushroiids, and the cretv 
stand ( lose together, but she passed me witliout oiiering the smallLst 
assistance; this, indeed, was enough for me to surrender up a life 
scarcely any longer supportable— such inhumanity excited the 
strongest emotloits of anger, but, alas! 1 felt I had no means re- 
dress. fgave up all hopes of being saved — the land further from me, 
a gale of wind <H)miiig on, the tide conveying me on to Portland 
Race, f took a valuable diamond watch,* beionging to I^ady Mary 
Anne,, out of my fob, tied itbsecurely i\>und flu* waistband of niy 
trows{Ts, pulled them off, and th'd them well round the (hwait of 
the boat; when 1 had done this, J made a running knot with the 
painter, intending to put it round mein my la^t moments., knowing 
that my boat, as the wind was, would bedriten near f^ymeor Bnd- 
port, that then iny w attdi and seal migtjl lead to a di^co\ er} of w hom 
f was. Having done this, 1 hettame tinifc indilft rent, death was no 
longer terrible to me, I sawr no chance (d* being saved, T thtn’t l'ore 
sat qiiudly in the l)OAt, immersed under wati r all bet my Lead and 
shoulders, patiently waiting for the next wave to put an en J to my 
sufferings. Still buffetted about, sometimes in the boat, soiiudiint's 
holding on lu^r keel, washed off and lo'.ing her for . everal 
• 1 sfili found Ni) recollection and memory .sound, and mj strcUi^ih 
had not failed me, for I always raided myself up to dLcowr my bo if, 

^ by treading water, which when I ditl, J swam np fo In r. Aboijt half 
afiei four, after uxpci icncing a \(ny .severe and loin; struggle to re- 
cover my boat, I saw eight sail to windward; ir was a long time 
before I discovered whether they w ere sta’ ding from nn‘ or towards 
me ; at length \ discerned they were, sfandi 'g towards me; this gave 
me giTat spiril.s as well as strength, for it was the first time 1 saw 
a ('Lance of my life being >avcd, and lh.it Pfovideu(*('. had watched 
over me through all my strnggie.s. At live, three or four ships 
jiasst'd me, hut without secdiig me or lu) bi ing aide to be heard, 
the sea running high, and breaking so violenfli ; fhret' mure 
ves^els pass. d me close to w indwaid. my voIi e wn. !.^n ii t bie to 
make myself heard, and I reserved iny sirr.tigth for l.'o only two 
vessels of the 4 ‘ighl that had not passed me.

on I his octuisioi) ; as slie approached I began hailing, got on the 
boat's bottom and endeavoured to stand upon her, Mas wa»hed off, 
got on her again, and again washed olf; howrever, life w as btill de- 
sirable to me, Ah long, as I saw a chance of being t-aved ; I therefore 
perbovered, and, after etpcrienciug great difliculty, I ob^er\ed a 
bustle among the soldiers, and some of them run up the main 
and fore rigging ; shortly after I observed foip* men get into u boat 
hanging astern, and lowertjd downbeat that period I was much agi- 
tated, my firmness seemed to forsake^mc, for I burst out iii*a flood 
of tears, and was seized with a violent vomiting from the vast quan- 
tity of salt water I had swallowed: as the boat approached, I re- 
covered; the sea running high they could not see me, till the men 
on board the tran'^port moved their hats and pointed to the spot ; 
ivIjci) they came iiyar me, 1 iintied^iny trowsers from the tliwart, 
desired them not (ocome broadside to. for fear of swamping, but 
come stem on : I threw my trowsers into the boat, and endeavoured 
to spring into her, but was too weak, the crew pulled me in liy 
the legs. When in the boat, 1 found 1113 self not so much i‘\hiiustiU 
as 1 expected, or my recoMection so lo«;t n 6 t to be able to steer 
the boat through a rough sea, and lay her alongside the transport, 
which 1 did. 1 was very humanely i*eeei\ed Litmtenant-eoloiul/ 
Jackson, of the Soth regiment, and the whule crew expre'^ed a 
sificerc and honest gladness at my providential escape. A very few' 
minutes longer slic must have passed me, for the afternoon w asrverv 
gloomy, and the day shutting in fast; had I not made myself 
heard, there w'ould not have been the smallest chance of my being 
saved. My limbs beinimbed, a dizziness in my sight, w ith a \ioleut 
pain in my side, and an inclination to sleep, convinced me. that it 
was impossible to survive an hour longer. I had been full five honr^ 
and a half naked in the water, scarcely cvit more than my head 
and shoulders abuiie water for any time, obliged (to prevent the 
boat dashing against me, or myself against the boat) to be con- 
stantly attending lo liie direction of the sea when it broke, and 
always, when in the boat, attending to keep her in an equilibrium 
to prevent her rolling over; the eaertioa was extremely fatignii:*; 
.ind dlflicnlt. The ship Middleton came to an anchor in Portland 
Roads about eight o’clock with hbr convoy. Lkulciiant-colonel 
Jackson’s kindness and attention were extremely groat; warm 
blankets, hot water in bottles applied to my feet, recovered me 
very soon* About nine arrived at <Weymouth, with Col. Jackson ,, 
in the Middleton’S six-oared boat, who accompanied me to my 
friends, Mr* ^nd Mrs. Smith, from whom 1 received the kiudos* 
aUcutioii. 'rh**y thought 1 was IrrecoTerably lost, as well as their 
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inajcstics, parriciilarly as Captain Ingram drHared he saw my boat 
sjooicliiiic^ and afterwards disappear: it certainly was extremely rea- 
sonable to believe I was lost, the sea. running very high, and breaking 
tremendously on the Shambles, it was know n no boat could live in it, 
the wind increasing with the sea. Indeed notliing but this convoy, 
that sailed in the morning from Portland lioads, returning (from 
the wind leading them) to Wcymoutli Roads, could have giv^n m.c 
the slightest chance of being saved. Their majesties very kindly 
•ient to know how I was, the moment thoy heaid of my landing. JVo- 
thing^could be more obliging tind kind than their ma jesties were on 
my seeing them on the Esplanade^ The Dukes of Kent and Cunibt r- 
land ; Lord and Lady Paulet ; Lords Catcharl and Poni.%; Generals 
Goldsworthy and Garth; Colonels Deshorough and Wynyard;. 
Lady Hugh Dalrymple, Lord and Lady Radnor, Frecmantle, 
Lord Loughborough ; in short, every soul in Weyinouih most 
kiiully congratulated me on my providential escape. J wai dread, 
fully bruised, and very much agitated from the kind solieiUide of 
m> friends. Tuesday 23 d 5 went on board the Middleton, Cap- 
,tain Rankin, with Colonel Jackson: distributed fifty guineas

Outlines of a Plan for the Si/pporf o f dccni/rd and in firm Ship^ 
zj rights in his Majesty's Dock-jfurds* 

MR. EDITOR, 

I N a country where charity and liuinanity areitu greatest cliarac- 
teristjes, whose existence and safety depend on iiavj and com- 
merce, it has long been a subject .of astoni''hment ti> mo, Hiat one 
of its most useful, loyal, and meritorious classes of men, should 
never hitherto have found a friend to step forward towards the 
attainment of an object which has for its end the preservation of 
hundreds of aged, inlimu and faithfu servants of the public, from 
misery and w ant, afibrdftig them comfort at a time w hen there is • 
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greatest need lor it, their latter days ; a comfort which their hard 
services dearly purchase. I hope in thus otfering sentiments (lowing 
spontaneously from niy heart, I may not be thought guilty of par- 
tiality to, or easting reductions on any particular class of men 
whatever — far from it; several melancholy and diatre^idng circuro- 
stances which have recently, and f may say unfortunately, come 
to my knowledge, are iny principal inducements for interesting 
myself in their behalf. 1 could mention one very cogent reason 
why I do it, or why it should be done ; but an earnest wish to 
avoid otn-nce increases thp necessity of omitting what would 
otherwise be thought a most powerful motive. 

' I shall now proceed to point out wjho are the men I could wish 
to see -provided for, and otfer a few suggestions on the mode of 
accomplishing so glorious an end ; trusting (should you think it 
worthy a place therein) that through (he medium of the Navai. 
(hiKONicLi , my ])roposition ma) engage the atteiUiun of some 
more ii])!c person, from whose pen, and through the same channel, 
I shall eagerly expect bi see some farther observations. 

Our sailors aiul soldiers, both equtilly distinguished for bravery 
in their separate (4’euj)ations, have been thought deserving of an 
asylum in ag** : (Ireennich and Chchea Hospitals arc tlic 
monuments of ijritisli niunificonee, at the loot of which they otier 
up llicir trib'ile •.)r i;!Mli{iide for the liappiness their country ul- 
timately eiisuiH:» them. They have bravely fought and bled, if is 
true ; danger has opened its dreadful prospects to their eyes ; valour 
and loyab} have supported them through their trials. BiitwhUtr 
would become of our I^ittlc island,” without a navy, aud that 
numerous ? Why then should that loyal and hard-labouring body 
of men, to whom we are alone indebted for it, be passed over and 
neglected ? Danger is a shipwright's constant atUiidant from the 
moment he rises, till ho retires to ro^t ; men more attached to their 
country never existed ; their labour is unparalleled, as arc the daq- 
g ra a:jd accidents they experience, various, iinroresccn, and be- 
3 oiul their j)ower to guard against ; still, not a murmur escapes 
them, cheerful tiny go to labour, contented they return from 
it;— but alas! after having passed many years of fatigue and ha- 
zard of their lives, upon a pittance scarcely siilhcient to afford 
them sustenance, they arc found incapable of farther duty.^ super- 
anuAled'as a reward for their services, dnd left to starve on g pen- 
sion to the amount of half ihcir former |>ay ; early and laic, 
through all the vicissitudes of seasons, their duty calls (hem ; every 
thing is required of thorn that can possibly be required of man ; 
still, when age overtakes them, they are forgotten, and cast upon 

0 
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A- wide worlij *0 pine away the remainder of their existence, friend* 
less, iif rtiisery, and. want. This ti^eatmcnt to a sin^de man is bad 
enQiigli,'1ioW much worse niii&t it he, where probably ho hat a 
w ife and perhaps daui^hters to maintain ? I say notiiin^j of his sons, 
we may fuppoje them already provided, tor. Will any man then 
who can boast hut of common humanity or fellow iecHog, say, 
that t9is most useful clavss of men are not deserving of some national 
recompense for their past faithful and laborious services, equal 
to the sailor Or the soldier? Let it be Vs ked, what could we do 
withr;qit sailors or soldiors? d)oes not Dur cxistcij^cG almost depend 
on them? 1 answer in the atTVrn^ative. But ask again, what should 
wc do without shipwriglits? 'i'o answer this question, will imme* 
jdiaMy show their importance. In a primitive view, they claim our 
first attention, or ought to do so ; and 1 am sorry it has not yet 
been thoiighlsoby one who seldom suffer** merit to go unrewarded. 

Having endeavoured to show why this clafris of men ar<t entitled 
to their country’s protection, it remains to ascertain the means that 
might be adopted to procure it for them, least biirthensome to the 
^tatp, and most advantageous to theinselvc.s. The plan I pu^po^c 
is the erection of an hospital, conducted in a similar manner to 
(irecnwich or Chelsea Hospitals., and appropriated solely to the 
• use and for* the comfort of decayed and wounded shipwrigh(.s. I 
am aware the grand objection will be expen<ic, an^ God grant it was 
only thoeiribion of a few penurious and contracted mijid.i, but I too 
iiiujh fear, the great arc infected witli it. However, to avoid ili. 
gression, let me proceed, and endeavour, by pointing out a lew re- 
sources, to eradicate this baneful obstacle to generous and noble 
actions. 

For Greenwich Hospital we are indebted to King Charles U. 
and William III. who being desirous to promote the trade, iiaviga- 
tiori, and naval strength of this kingdom, gave this noble palace, 
and several other cdilices, for the use of those Lnglisli seamen and 
their children, who by age, wounds, or other accidents, should 
be disabled from other service at sea. King William aUo, by let- 
ters patent in 10Q4, appointed commissioners, and therein desired 
the a.s.sistaricc*of his subjects. In cAfonnity to this request, many 
benefactions were made to this nohlo charity, both in that and suc- 
ceeding reigns* For the better support of this hospital, every sea- 
man in the royal navy and merchanrs service, pays 6d. per month ; 
therefore every one who can produce an authentic certilicatc ol his 
being disabled and rendered unfit for the sea service, by defending 
^ any ships belonging to his majesty, or his British subjects, or by 
taking a ship from the enemy, may be admitted into this hospital, 
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and roteive the •aa»obcaefit4ii icbo badboeil ^ imni^ 

ditto ttrrice; It hts about ono hundred gateruora, ooffposed of 
Ae nobility^ l^reat officers pf stato^ and persons in higli* posts iin<^ 
dertbefcuig. 

Chdsea Bospitol was originally founded by Nell Gwynn^ one of 
King Charles II.'s ipistrcises, confinned and endowed by and 
finished by King William ill. The pensioners of this h&spital 
consist of superaimuatod retertns^ who htye been i|,t least twenty 
years in the service. The are supported by a poundage, 

dediL€t(4^jout of the pay of the anny^ with ono day's pay once a 
y ear frbi& each officer and common soldfcr^ and when there is a 
deficiency, it is supplied by parliament 

What 1 liave said of those two hospitals ts not by way of de«. 
•cribing them; but, by showing their immediate use, and the 
means by which they arc supported, soipe judgment may be formed 
of tlic utility of such an cstablishmc])t*a.s I am now proposing, and 
a clue is given by which w e may readily observe the various modes 
to which recourse might be had for its maintenance. 

In order to lessen the expense to the utmost, grcatcare should bo 
taken to avoid the admission of improper objects, such as persons 
whose wounds are not of a nature to proven^ their following any 
other occupation, or who liave friends capable of contributing to 
their support. ^ should be attended to in preference to every 
consideration. As a heavy expense is frequently incurred in 
hospitals by nurses, servants, &c. I would, as an additional help 
to those for whose benefit 1 am now wiitine;, purpo’^e, that they 
be 'Chosen from the wives and children of the pensioners; this me* 
thod, it is my (pinion, would be attended with very inconsider- 
able expense, as many would be happy in such an asylum to 
perform the offices of it gratis, or for a triHing gratuity ; and none 
but shipwrights’ waives or children should have any concern therein 
whatever. The money which ih now appropriated to pay superan- 
nuations, might be applied to the use of the hospital. A small do. 
cluctton from the pay of every shipwright, suppose it to be one 
shilling a quarter, would contribute largely towards defraying the 
expenses ; and no man, I am Amfidrnt, would objeet to so inconsi- 
derable a sacrifice when he reflected on the comfortable refuge he 
plight have some day or other occasion for. In order tq'formsome 
idea what aid this single contribution would afford, I comptrto the 
number of shipwrights to be about 4,000, "which, multipicd by 4, 
gives the sum of 16,000 shillings, or 800 pounds, the aqnual

Jfe will, when it shall be time, mako 
confidential communications to the Spanish court with respect to 
the dispositions i^hich the English government shall manifest on 
the subject; but the justice of his Catholic majesty will undoubted* 
ly leave to him tiic free choice of thq forms and means to be em- 
ployed in his negociaiion, nor a^temjft limit any precise time and 
mode of restitution. Spain and all Eu-'ope are acquainted with the 
long process which Sweden has carried on id London on the subject 
of restitution ; and there can be no reason to expect that speedier 
justice will be done in a cause which requires restitution to bo made 
to an enemy. In the mean time, his Swedish majesty cannot con- 
sider himself as liable any kind of r 4 'sponsibility with respect to 
an affair to the causes of whicli he was an entire stranger. — Ac- 
cording to the statement of the Spanish court itself, it'was, under 
the circumstance in which it took place, not supposed that the , 
Swedish government and nation were involved in it. It would bo 
much to ber lamented should the injustice of a third power' be able 
io break connexions, w hich several direct discussions^ during the 
present war have not altered. Unfortunate events of this nature 
have frequcully taken place, and seem as if (liey were peculiar to 
Spauisli porls. A Swedish ship, which was taken by the English 
in the harbour of Passage itself; a second Swedish ship plundered 
and entirely destroyed by the Erenrli in Alicant; and several others 
taken by French privateers at the entrance of the harbour of Ma- 
laga, have occasioned his Swedish majesty to make friendly repre- 
sentations and remonstrances to the court of Spain, to procure 
respect and security to the trade of his kingdom. Ills majesty would 
have been happy to have .seen the court of Spain nianifost in his 
favour the same energy with whidi it now makes complaints ; b’it 
the fruitlcssncss ol his remonstrances never induced Ifiin to pass the 
bounds of the moderation and candour which should be cultivated 
by friendly courts, and to which his majesty trusts lj»e court of 
Spain will return, whcnit^hall have carefully inquired into the 
true causes of the different accidents wdneh have occasiona'ily taken 
place in its ports.

THE NAVAL ARMISTICE. 


^ S <Jl<S correspondence ^ji^ween our government and that of France^ , 
respecting a naval arm’hjtice between the two nations, fe’tlie most 
. iiinpoftant and imerestiiig subject of political curiosity, wc have ^leete^, 
as under, the fii-st projet offered by France, the couiitcr-projct by tojdand, 
and the second transmitted in answer by France, which has been finally 
rejected by our government, in conscquei^c of its requiring us to eater into 
* a separate treaty, contrary to our honour and interests. 

. TRANSr.ATION. 

PROJET. 


Art, 1. There shall he a sir^pcnfei m of hofitilities between the fleets and 
IpfUiies of the Fiench republic und those ot (^rctit Rriiaiii. 

“ 2. The ships of war and merrhant vessel'? of each nation shall enjoy a 
free navigation, withonr being subject to ahiy search, and shull obhcrvc the 
iisauc tistahlishcd previous to tlic war. 

3. All ves^'cls, of cither nation, captured after the ICtli of i 'rnclidor, 
shall be restored. ' 

** 4, The places of Malta, Alexandiia, Kclloisle, shall bo as'iinilatcd 
to titc places of Ulm, of Philipsburg, and of InyoldsUult; thuL is to say, 
all neutrul or French vessels shall have perniissioii 1*1 eely to e»ter tliem in 
order to furnish them with provisions,

0. Three Erigli«.h oOicers shall be despulchod, one direcilv to ihc ad- 
miral comrauMciing in fhe Medi terra iiean, another to the connnaiider ortho 
Hpiadron betore Malta, the third to the cornmundcr of the lilockadc of 
AJexandiia, to notity to them the present armistice, and to ro>ivcv to them 
orders to conform liK'ln^clve.^ thereunto.

Tt having been agreed that iiegocmtions for a general peace be invin*- 
diutcly “VL on loot between the emperor of (Fcrmuny, his Britannic majesty, 
and the French republic, and an nrmisricc: Imving been already connluded 
between » he forces of bis imperial ninjesty and those of ibe French repub- 
lic, it IS agreed that uu armistice .shall also take place between life forces of 
hi^ Biii innic majesty and those of the Freucli republic, on the tenns, auxl 
in the nmnnor follotving; that is to say, • 

^ '\rt. 1. All hostilities, both by sea and land, botw'ocn tlic forces of 
the twi) contracting partic:', sluiU be suspcfmJcd, and shall not be renewed 
until alter tourteau days' notice given of the termhmtion of the aritiistfce. 
This notice, in so far as relates to the pafts of Europe north of Gape 
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St Viirccent, must be 'gh^n by oims of the tvo governments to tiie other, 
at4 h to be reckoned from tJ>e dny in which the same shall be rcccivtid 
by the government to whom it is given. In the Mediterranean, or other 
>, parts of tlie world, the noiirc must be given by the respective commanding 
pflicfeij. Hut in case of the renewal of hostilities hetivoen Austria and 
iVanee, the armistice between Grcat Brltaiifi^il^ France is likewise to be 
epnstdered as tcTininatcd, as soon as such retidwar of hostiUiics shall be 
known to the oftierr commanding the British forces ; except only in fo far ns 
relates |o prizes of mercliant vessels, which shall be regulated by the third 
article of this convention. 

** 2. Orders shall be immcdiqjcly sent b>the two governments to their 
officers in the diiferont parts ot.the world, to conform themselves lo this 
agreement; sea-passes shall lie^iven to thh ships which are to carry these 
orders; and his Britannic majesty's officers to be sent for that purpose 
through France shall be furnished with the necessary passports and facile 
tic.s to expedite their journey. 

“ 3. All prizes made in any part tlie w orld during the continuance and 
operation ot the arini.sticc, by any officers having aetnally received due no- 
tice of this agreement, he restored; and generally, w'lietlier such notice 
shall have been ret civ ed or not^all prizes made w the Channel, or in the 
]\orth Seas, f l’tcr twelve days (to be reckoned frtftii the exchange of^the ra- 
tifications ofthi^ ounvenlioti,) shall be rcHtorcd; and the same permd^j shall 
be filloucd in tiiis respect for the other parts of the wm-ld, as weie Stipu- 
lated by die 2 jd article of tlie prclimiiianes of the last peace. 

4. Malta, and the marirune towns and ports of Egypt, shall be placed 
on the same footing as those places wiiiclt, though Ctunprised within the 
dcmarcsition^f the French anil} in (Germany, are occupied by the Aubtriaa 
troops, consequently notliing shall he admitted by sea which can give adcli- 
tioifal ineans of deteiicc; and provisions only for fourteen days at a time, 
in proportion to the consumption, as it shall be ascertained by commission- 
cys^to he named for the pui pose, who shall have power to eslublidi the 
liecessary vegnlaiions for giving e.lVeci to this siipalatiun, conformably to the 
principles of the 4th aiticie of the convcniioii,''

T iflB montjb of October concluded with the receipt ibf ititcIli^ficCij 
tvhfcb, though it were improper under the circumstances that atccncled 
to consider unfortunate, was, at least, contrary to tbc; hopes and tho 
expectations of Ilritaiii. A jtn>at}im between the fleet and tlie army which 
had proceeded from England jovrral nlburb^ since, under the conuliaud of 
Sir Italph Ahcrcromhie, having been ejected with that more iimnoroas 
corps since despatched to tlie same <jiinrtep under the command of Sir 
William Pultcric*y,- tho whole protected b;^ iho principal purl of tlie navsi 
force comintuidt’d hv X*ord Keillu took its station otF Cadiz early in die 
month of Dctoljer. 'f he pt^j i, had K on previously blockaded hy a aetacUed 
squadron 6i: Richrrd ISu !• rr loid had created no incousidGrablo 
d»?greti of 'dui 'ii oil the parC of the Spa;* Tl .us far had reached the 
knowledge of the English for some davs, previous to t ic arrival of that iu- 
ibrmatiou which, at one lustaift) aruiihilatcd theft' hopes of fancied con** 
quest. Disappointment, a« a natural couscqueiicc, creates a moSicntary 
uneasiness; hut a short rejection rarely fails to produce comfort, and not 
^ unfrequenily serves to cohvhicc Che most ca^cr, and, consequently, Uie 
most di'^Vic.^'^ed. that the occurrence is cither iminnfcrial in itself, or per- 
haps, not ill the smallest degree disastrous. The fuct appears simply to 
have h<*en, that the prospect of succctfs, depended on a / that 

from unavoidable delays whit h took place in the junction of the two arma * 
ments, the Spaniards were cnulilcd to make every preparatiot^ to withstand 
the attempts, of their assailants; that, owing to these, which are the osten- 
tilJle causes, tlic attempt could not be said to have failed, because it really 
never was uuide; thatil extended not bc>ond the preparation to land scarce 
Sii* eighth part of the whole force, and that that preparation exceeded not 
the mere act of rccei\ing the allotted division from the transports into the 
boats intended to convoy tliem to the scene of attack. 

The abandunincat of the enterprise could neither be called a check nor 
a failure; and, though such a reason has never been avowed, it may not# 
perhaps, l»e unfair to suggest (as a mere supposition), that the dangerous 
and miserable calamiiy which tlien visited the iidiabitaiits of that quarter, 
and the soldiers which defended it, might Inivc no small w'eight with the 
Eriiisii coniniaudcis, who might, even by the most bloodless success, have 
sacrificed the lives of thousands lo the most inglorious end, and aagmented, 
without ^bcnetiliiig their own couiitrj', the calamities of a people whom 
heaven had visited with the greatest of all scourges. The very tenor of the 
letters which passed on the occasiuiv between tlie British comma udcrs**ia‘ 
chief, and those of tho Spaniards, appear, in groat measure, to warrant 
the belief that humanity operated at least us strongly as any other Cause in 
prcmitiun of the farther prosecution of this project. 'I'lic following extract* 
of a leitev from Port Heal, will give tliC voader a more succinct account of 
the operation^ of the attempt,* ^ *

inand of him who now sways the Gallic sceptre, with desi^^ns of the’ most 
ambitious And extensive nature. One of their objects, as acknowledged by 
themselves, was to annihilate, by degrees, the English East India trade, 
and, finaily, to get into their possession the whole commerce of Africa and 
Asia. 


** Such wxrfe the gigantic views of our implacable foe; and such confi- 
dence had tlicy in the fleet which conveyed llit in, and in the station ii took 
on the coast of the devoted country, that it bade defiance to ilic whole navy 
of Britain.

She was 
only two days from Bourdeaux, and eiiihtceu months (»lil, well found in all 
kind of stores tor a cruise of three months. She had not made any cap- 
tures. L’lmmortaliic, of 44 guns, Captaiu llothaui, w'as in sight at th« 
capture. I/Tmmortalitf' ran a famous French privateer, of 18 guns, callcfi 
les I’rois Hiables, on the coast of France, where she was totally destroyed* 
Onr frigates grounded also, hut got off without daiiaige in the m/>rniiig. By 
le Diable a (Juatre it is learnt, tfiat la Bellonc, of 36 guns, and 300 men, 
mt Passage in Spain, refitting for a cruisc, and Ja Braavc, of the .sumo force, 
•vas cruising off the coast of Spain. * ‘

The water by tins lime had reaclu’d the guii-dcck; ne had no 
fiine to lose in providing for mir safety ; the bo.u was got out, and, at eight 
rt clock, much to Captain Aris’s credii, his first olijoct was to have the iotiics 
put into Jt, remarking at same time to all of us, that there coniii be nr> 
possibility of saving them otherwijo, and that it was .also impossible for the 
boat to contaiu the emiif. He therefore recouimcmled all liands to make a 
raft with spars and cottou-ljogs ; but hefire that could be accomplished, ' 
she Goppletely foundered, ,and every man aricniptrd to swim tq the boat, 
the enrnin hiinseii' being tlie. last that quitted the ship, and, tmserabie to 
Tell, twenty-seven of oar number pcri‘>lied.

Sir William Sidney Siiiiih, llm subject of the present memok, 
entered into the wavy at the early age of thirteen -years. He was 
bom about the year 1764; and* received thp first rudiments of 
• Ijis education at Tunbridge school, then kept by Mr, Knox. In 
1773, he was removed to Bath, where he was*" placed^onder the

The Aleide Was 4;om-> 
laaodMid by that very able and worthy officei 5 the late Sir Charks 
Tliompson;; but^Mr/Smilh*^^^ reiuain iu the rank of lieute- 
nant ipore years^ and b^in^ adVaj^d to that of com- ^ 

mander, was appouiied to the Fury sloops* of ,18 guns, on the 
Jamaica station. Without removing from tba|^ (quarter of ifae 
world, be was again promoted, on the 7tb of ^ay, 1783^ to tlve 
higher station of post-captain, by coininission^ '^pdSi^g him 
to the Nemesis frigate, of twenty-eight guns. •* 

Peace Iwving, at this time, taken 4 lace, between all tne^bclli- 
gerent powers, llie Neinosis, after a slfOrl interval, was orderc<l 
tb England, where she was immediately put out of commissioii 
and dismantled. After an irksome inactivity of nearly fivd years, 

^ on the prospect of a rupture behvfion Sweden and Russia, Cap- 
tain Smith, irr 1788, with the permission of his own govern- 
ment, entered into 4 lie service of Uie former. 

his. conduct during the period of that iioitliern war, in the. 
compdfcj^^l^'c^jects of whicli so many of the powers of Europe 
were inkii^ed; was of vsuch a nature as to bring his character 
into gcnetal notice, and even procure Ids admission into an order 
of knighthood of the court which he had served; it will be ne- 
cessary to enter into a brief narrative of the several naval ojKra- 
tions, but more particidarly of llie a<-lion commonly called ilie 
Battle of the Gallics, in which he most cmhicnlly distii'.guislied 
himself. 

Toward the latter end of April, I7yO, tlie grand fleet of 
Sw^^eden, uflder the crirniuand of tiie Duke c^f Sudermaniu, con- 
sisting of twenty-three ships of the line, and eighteen frigates, 
sailed for Carlscrona, in*lhe province of Smaland. I'he pre- 
tendcij object of the* expednkm was that of obstructing the 
junction of two divisions 6f the Russian ?uct, one of wldcb was 
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then riding at anchor in the port of Revel^ Ibe other io the 
port of Cronsladt; the real views, however, wpse nbore exten- 
give, being no less than the capture of Revel, and the rcdh *of 
the enemy's fleet there. Both the latter designs were pAt into 
execution ; and though they were not attended i^ith all the de- 
sired success, the conduct of them did not by any i»eans4aiiiish 
the credit of the officers concerned. On the 3d of May^ the 
duke readied the heights rof Hengc^; and on tire 13th carried 
his fleet into the port of* Revel.*' Tlie Russiati fleet at anchor 
there consisted pf three three-dccked ships, eight others of the 
line, and five lar^ frigates : independent of their own force, 
they were defended in a very advantageous manner by several 
batterie|:^ in the harbour, and the fortifications of the place, all 
of which %vcre plaijU d with heavy ^cannon. * On the approach of 
the Swedes, a treme^douar^fire commenced from lx;th sides; 
notwithstanding which, ?hc duke continued the attack with the 
utirtost intrepidity, and w’ould, in all probability, have succeeded,* 
had not, in consequence of the w'iud clmngiug, a violent storm 
iiro.se, which prevented several vessels from using their lower , 
tiers, and kept otliers fnjin taking any shait* in die action, so 
that in the end the fl('ct was forced to retire at the very moment 
* in which the enemy was in a manner totally di feated. Kor v^s 
this all : ihioiigli the fury of the cknitnls, one slnp * of sixl} 
guns, after being dismasted, fell into the luuids of the enemy; 
another f of the .sa)no force, beii:g also wrecked, was b\ his 
highness’s orders, set on lire ^and al^aiukuicd; and a third J ran 
on shore, but was enabled to escape to sea again, by throwing 
overboard pait of her guns. On the very lu xt tlay, such was the 
diligence and llie zi al of the duke, with lh(? coimnaiidiuft tinder 
his direction, that the fled was* again under sail, a league and a 
half fi’om Norghiii, and so couijd* uly rojvrilicd from all damage, 
that it waited with im; alienee ftjr a sectnid attack. * 

Of the intervening engageniciits v.c shall not cuter into a par- 
ticular acenunt, but proceed to lliat principal and successful 
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battle iirwhlcli Captnia Smith uvas more immediutely coaoerned^ 
praiissuig^ oalj)rj^ \ltot an unsuccessful attempt had been made hy 
tWKiag ^ Sweden^ \iho commanded in person^ to destroy the 
Rtilskiii coaatmg squadron at Viborg. The approach of the 
Prince of Kassau with the Cronstadt dlvi8k>ii bad jriready ren-^ 
dened the petition of tlie Swedes at the entrance at Viborg-bay 
extremely critical^ when the scarcity of ammunition^ and the 
Want of! provisions^ mad^ their return to their own ports a mea* 
8UQB of die first necessity, in tliis jsituation of affairSi the king 
resolved to avail himself of a strong easterly wind^ which set in 
<m the tliird of June, to gain Swenksund and Sweaborg. It was 
necessary for the fleet to penetrate through ^ narrow pass^ and 
to sustain the fire of four .Russian sliips of the.l^> tw^o of 
which w'ere placed on each side the strait ; and irfter this to 
engageKbe whole of Admiral T.s4:hitsrhakoff's liUe, wliich w’as 
drawn up along the coast at a sinaTI# distance^ wdiile his frigates 
* were .ranged among the islands which lie nearer the shore, nic 
Sw'edish van, under Admiral Mod^e, passed the Narrows with- 
ouC sufFering any essential .loss, firing with great spirit both 
broadsides; at the same time, against llie enemy. The cannon- 
ade from the four Russian ships was, h.owcver, so powerful, and 
. well supjjorted, that it was resolved by the Duke of Suder- 
mauia to attcnnpt their destruction ; but this operation proved so 
unsuccessful, that the fire-ships employed in it were driven upon 
tw'o of his royal highness’s own a.shi[) of the* line and a fri- 
gate, both of which blew up. Confused in a considerable degree 
by this |K?cnliarly distressful ac<’iclent, tl‘.e ships that were to fol- 
low W'^c unable to proceed with tlie necessary order and elrcum- 
apcction ; four struck upon the rocks, and were left to the raeicy 
of the enemy. .During their further course along ihc coast, al- 
ready diminished in their force, three mure \csscls of the line 
fiurrend^cd to the Russian flag. The cngagi'nii nt continued all 
iiigbt*and part of the next day, and it was riot till the evening 
that the duke arrived al Sweaborg. he king Idinsell, at tha 
Jtame lime, after having lost six gallie.s, and a large number of

Though ifle eventi of the on 5d '^^iil 

wre thus unfortimate to the SweiloB^ his M^esty 
time aaahled to reajppear at sea hi an elective conmtimi to re* 
coiitflgt the victbry, and obtain ample cc^pensaiion'for his^or*"^ 
mflr lo^s. Having supplied his ships with provision(|i andamhm* 
nhion^ and being joined by the division pnder liieutenattt*<k>i^^ 
CroDstadt^ which had not been able to reai^ die bay of ,Vi6oiig^ 
he sailed immeduttdy, wk^ a view to pfivent the Prince bf 
Kassau> who vW advancing with the Cronstadt and Viborg 
squadrons^ frt^ Frederickham. 'Hiis 

lie was f^^ate enough to accomplish, ^n action took place 
-on the ®th of July^ <n which the king commanded in person. 
It began half past uine»jn the morrting^ and lasted twenty-four 
hours^ with the intermission of a short sp&ce at midnight^ when 
darkness imposed a temporary armistice.

About four o’clock aom(5 of tlieir larger gallies quitted the line, 
aud struck tlieir colours. Several of these afterwarils fomidered, 
an4 others w'erc taken by the Swedes. The UJema, one of 
the Swefli^h gallies, caught five at about six o’clock, and sunk.* 
SXlie same fate befell one of tlie Bussian xebecs, and after 
this accident the smaller vessels began to slieer etfif. Many of 
*the heavy gSllies continued filing till ten in the evening, and 
then got under sail. Some ran on the shoals, and struck their 
flags. At eleven a cessation produced by the djikness took 
place. The prisoners were removed, and the conquered vessels 
taken possession of. ^ 

• At three the next morning the cannonade was renewed. One 
of tbd^ Russian frigates surrendered, and several of the small 
craft were taken : the enemy retreated on all sides, and set 
fire to their stranded, ships. They were pursued till ten at 
night, ^nd forty-five captured. Out of the Russian vessels

Duruig a short period which intervened betw^een the con- 
clusion j||^|he Swedish war^ and that which has agitated^ and 
still codKes id agitate all Europe^ Sir Sidney^ followhig 
the bei),t of that enterprising mind* with which nature has 
endowed hinij became ^ volunteer in ^hc marine of Turkey, 
Toward the conclusion of the siege of Toulon, he came * 
from Smyrna for the express purpose of ofl’eriog his seiv 
vices to Lord Iloody and acquked considerable reputation 
by the bold and spirited manner in which be liuritt the 
arsenals and dock-yards, together with the several vessels hi the 
bagin. 

Having obtained Lord Hood’s permission to undertake the 
destruction of the ships.

I’be guns - 
of the main deck were well served under the direction of Lieutenants Pear- 
son and Sandsbury, and the men were cool and collected. No officer was 
hurt; but I am sorry to say 1 have lost one of the best quarter-masters in 
^ the ship, Thomas GuUen, killed, and two seamen wounded; the enemy fired 
high, . <ir we, bliould have suffered more materially from their red hot shot, 
the marks of which were visible in the rigging. We have shifted our forc and 
inaid top-masts, which, with two top-sail yards, were shot through, and ^ 
having repaired our other more trifling damages, 1 shall proceed in the at- 
tainment of the objects of the cruise. Fishing-boats, with which we have 
had an intercourse, confirm all former aceounts of distress for want of prot* 
visions, and the consequent discontent in this distracted country.^

On the 4th of September, 1797 (18th Fructidor), the rigour 
of his conlincment w'as still faither increased. The keeper, who^ 
name was Lusne, was displaced ; Sir Sidney w as again kept a 
close prisoner, and, togethe^ with his liberty, lost the hopes pf 
a jjcace, which he had thought approaching, and which the re- 
volution that then took pjacc contributed to postpone. • 

At this time, a f>roposaI was made to him foJt liis escape, 
which he ^adopted as his resource.. The plan. wbs/;te. b^^ 
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forged orders drawn for his removal to^ another prison, and 
tlite lto'carry him off. "A I'lench genilnnan, Mifde Pholipcaux,^' 
n nii^i. of equal intrepidity and generosity, offered fo exerutc, 
this enterprise. The ortler being accuiately imitated, an^i, by 
means of a brilx*, the real stamp of the iniuistcr s signaling, 
procured, nothing remained but to find ni< n bold enough to 
put the plan in execution. Phelipeanx and Ch. L/Oiseau would 
eagerly haVe Undertaken it, but l)olh luing known, and even 
notorious, at llu? Tcmplr^, it naps aUsolntely necessary to eii)j)!r>v 
Others. !M. M. - and iheicfoK*, both men of 

tried courage, accepted the office with jdcasine and ala- 
crity.

When the n gistei informed him of the o{(ft is ol the 
Directory, he pretended to be \cry much eonc<‘nu:(l at it; bat 
the adjutant assured him, in the most .seiif^n- manner, that ** liie 
government wspf,, ver\ far from intending (o agara\ale his mis- 
fortunes, and that he would Ik* ^ery comfortable at iIk‘ pliu ^* 
whither he was ordered to conduct him.”

JCveuv one ajjplauded lliis noI,*i*‘ ;ietion ; while Sir Sidney and 
his fjiends found c<insbierable d:ffi\ ulty hi mahilahiing a serious

I'lie Iviepor now asked for a discharge, and the register 
gav» tlic book to Al. who boldly signed it, with a 

proper llourish, LX)ger, Adjulant-OeneraL” Meanwhile, Sir 
Hidiuy employed llic attention (d‘ the turnkeys, and lo^d^d iheiu 
.witli favours, to prevent them from having time to reflect; nor 
iiideeil did they seem to have any other attention than their 
own advantage. 'J he registei and keejier accompanied the parly 
as far as ih^ second court. At length, the la^t gate was opened, 
and tliey were left alojie, after a long interchange of ceremony 
and politeness. 

They in?5lautly entered a hackney coach, and the adjutant 
ordeied the coacliinaii to drive to the suburb of St. Geimain; 
but the fellow had not gone* a hundred paces befoje he broke 
v\heel against a post, hurt an unfortunate j^assenger. 
'rhis unlucky accident brought a crowd round them, who were 
very angry at tli« injury the stranger sustained. I’hey quilted tlio 
coach, look their poi tinanteaus m their hands, and went olf in 
an instant. Though* the people observed the party much, they 
did not Siy a word to tiiem, but onl^ abused tlie coachman.

Having parted uhrii they f|nitted the carriaj^c. Sir Sidney 
arrived at the appointed rendezvous, ivith only Lis seci ttary and 
de Ph^Jipieaux, who had joined them near the prison*; and 
; ^ougli very d^^sirous of waiting for his two other friends, to 
. thank and late his leave of 'lliein, yet«M, dc Phelfpeaux having 
justly observed, that there was not a mo'ment to be lost, he post- 
poned till another ojiporlnmty his expressions of gratitude to his 
deliverers, and iminrdialely set ofl* for Rouen, where M. 1? • • - • 
had made every preparation for tlieir reception. 

At Rouen, Sir Sidiu'v and his fiienrl were obliged to slay 
scveial days; and as their pns'vpoiis were perfectly regular, 
they did not taKe mucli. cart to conceal them^elvt s; but in the 
evening walked about the town, or to(»k*the air on the banks of ^ 
the Seme. 

At length, every thing being ready for him to erriss the chan- 
nel, Sir Sidney (juitUd Ifouen, and witluuit I'ncounteiing any 
farther danger, aviived in London in May, ITtJB, t.'gi iher wilji 
his clerk, lus friend !vJ. de Phelipeaux, wiio could not be 
prevailed upon to sepaiate. He was wticona d in Rngiand by* 
the general congratuiution of the people. Jlis anival was con- 
sidered as a miracle, which few who heard of it knew' how to 
believe. His sovereign received him with the wannest affection, 
and afforded him ewry mark of attention, not only by his be- 
haviour at his public presentation, but by honouring liim w ilk 
an immediate and private interview at liiickinghain-house. 

In the month of June following, lie was appointed to the 
command of the Tigre, of 80 guns;’*' and in November 
sailed for the Mediterranean, whcTc he was honoured with^a 
distinct command as an established commodore on the coast 
of Egypt.

The forts 
and batteries of the eneni)^ having been ])reviously rcconnoitcrcd by 
the Marquis of Cacnnaitlien, eight ships of the line, English and 
Dutch, were ordered to bring to against the different batteries, and 
cover the landing. One 6f the ships finding lie.r station far too warm, 
very improperly de-erted the post assigned to her ; the remainder, 
I'owcver, proceeded to their s'ev^al posts, and >vcre placed by the 
marc^Uis with, the greatest ability hud judgment. The enterprise was 
unfortunately, discovered, though too late to prevent niiscliief^ to 
be far more dangerous than it had evf*r been considered. Exclusive 
of those numerous batteries the existence of which was known to 
the assmlants, several others still more formidable, on account of 
their concealed situation, and the very heavy guns mounted there- 
on, opened on them the instant they commenced tlieii' attack. Thisf * 
being an enemy totally unexpected, Jiad considerable effect in frus- 
trating the expedition. The fire from the forts, however, being in 
some measure silenced, the first disembarkation of iroorps, which 
amounted to no more than eight hundred men, commanded by 
General Tallmash in person, rowed toward the shore. Here fresh ^ 
misfortunes bcfcl them, and completely put an end to the whole 
attesnpt. The boats stuck fast on the mud, and a body of troops 
posted behind the intrenchments, more numerous than that of the 
assailants themselves, not only drove back to their boats the very 
small portion which were able to effect ’their landing, but destroyed • 
the remainder, while remaining &o fair a mark for slaughter, with- 
out their ever being able to extricate themselves from their peril^s'* 
situatkoii. In short, of the eight hundred v/hich attempte^to make 
tbe assault, nearly seven hundred were either killed, wolnded, or 
taken prisoners. The gqneral himself, a man of the mbt distin- 
gutthed character, received a wound in his thigh, which ulihappily 
proved mortal ui a very few days afterward. The ships' .employed 
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in the attack wrrc scarcely less unfortunate. The Mojik, of 60 
guns, lost every yard and sail she had, and \vas so materially duina* 
ged in her hull, ttiar it was with the utmost dilticuUy she was pro* 
Tei\|ted from foundering. A i)utch ship, of thirty guu-j, Called the 
Wesep, h.n ingtwelve feet water in her hold, was, through neccs‘*ity^ 
abandoned, and soon afterward sunk ; cxdusire ot this lo^^s, the re* 
maindcr of the whole detachment had sustained so much injury as 
not to be brought off without considerable difficulty. Since that 
time, the liritish, warned^by the fatal experience of this nusfoi tunc, 
h.'^re confined themselves in timd of wai', to the mere bleekadi of the 
port, which the enemy, particularly during the present hustilitiej, 
have found themselves compcfled to submit without the 

smallest attempt to retrieve their honour, or prevent a repetition 
of disgrace. *

W ILLIAM Searle, i'homas Potter, and Thomaii , Venlin, 
were indined for the wilt'ul ii\urder of Humplti^j Lynn, 
jpoii the high seas. 

It appeared, that ‘on the night of the 2Cth of December, 1798, 
a custom-house officer w'ent in a boat to look after smugglers, ncai 
Cawsand-bay, on the coast of Cornwall ; that he saw a sloop lying 
at anchor, the people of which haired him, and as^ked whose boat 
it was? when he answered that it dais a ki^ig’s boat. They sajd 
they would fire upon him if he cam (; near them ; he Was twenty 
yard§ off at this'thne; his men rowed up towards the vcsstl, while 
he held the revenue colours in his bands. Theji fired at him from 
the vcJBst’l with muskets, and one out of the four men who rowed' 
the boat, was killed^ a great part of his skulhbeing shot off. The ^ 
vcsSel, m the mean tunc, ^slipped her cable, and got off before the 
The officer then tdofc up the buoy ‘of her anchor and^marked 
that he cotild sw ear to H when now produced in court. 

The only witness w^ho could bring the charge home to the prison- 
ers, was a man named Roger Toms, who swore that .iC had beck a 
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mariner on board ilib vessel (which was called the Lotteiy) on the 
night in question. The three prisoners, toother with four or five 
ojthers, were* also on board her. She had just reftirncd f roan 
Guernsey, with a cargo of jTmuggled spirits, and was, at the time 
in question, lying at anchor^ and delivering out some of the tubs tjs 
• boats alongside. She was commanded by a man named Richard Oli- 
ver. *At the time^hej^ttte custom-house boat came up, the witness 
was down ill the cabin, and the prisonci* Ventin was along with him ; 
the other two prisoner ^ cre on dcjk. The witness heard several 
mqsket shots fired from on boaiTd the lottery, and some fired from 
the king's boat. When the Lottery made her esbape, he went on 
deck, and heard Searle say, he was glad they had kept off the boat*; 
that he. had fired, but meant to do no harm,* and he hoped he had 
done none. But, at the same time, Potter said, he had fired, tiwt he 
took a good level ; and that, after ho fired, he looked and saw a man 
drop in the boat, 'j'lie Lottery arrived the next morning at Pole 
Ferro, where she dolivered her cargo ; slie afterwards mads: a voyage 
to Guernsey. In the month of May following, she was taken by 
^Captain Bray, who commopded a custom-house'eutter. The witnegs^ 
on cross examination, said, that Captain Bray, on taking the Lot- 

tcry, had put him and the rest df the crew in irons; and then^ for 
the first tqnc, he gave this account to save hU own life, lie swore 
to the buoy of the anchor being the same which belonged to the 
Lottery. 

On behalf of the prisoners, Mr. Gurney called four or five wiU 
nesses to speak to the character of Roger Toms, in order to shew 
that he was a person not to be believed on his oath. They all swore 
that he •was a thief, a Jjar, and a man of infamous character. All 
these witnesses were closely cro^-examined by the counsel for the 
crown ; and the object of the cross, examination was to sh. w that 
* they, as well as every person residing near ( hd coast, were smugglers, 
and consequently interested in protecting the prisoners. 

Mr. Justice Rooke summed up the evidence, and told the jury, 
that every person on board at the time those shots w ere fired, by 
xyhich the man was filled, itere equally guilty with the person who 
fired the shot that caused tjie death of the deceased. The question 
was, whether the prisoners were on board at this time ? and that 
jnustdepcMid on t||ie evidence of Roger 'i'oms. 

Theory acquitted S^arlc and Veutin, and found Pott<jr guilty. 
.Sentence of death was then passed upon Potter, and on the 18 th iift • 
w'as taken from Newgate to Execution Dock/ and there executed : 
he conducted himself with great penitence, and was attended by n *
